TROUBLES IN SCOTLAND. 



Anno 1642. 

IN the beg^niag of March 1 64 2, prodamafion was naic 
at the crofs of New Aberdeeij, charging all burgelTcs, 
merchants, and traders, to anfwer and obey Sir William 
Dick of the 'cul\om3, or to his faftors, under all higheft 
pains, whilk at laft he obtained by paying to the earl Ma- 
rjichal of about 5000 pounds fterllng at Whitfimday next. 

About or upon the fecond of March, the laird of Cluny, 
with his lady, rode from their dwelling in Old Aberdeen 
very quietly, fearing caption, towards Berwick. His trunks 
followed him, and he removed from Berwick to Durham, 
diere to remda while fome courfe was taken with his af- 
fairs ; but bis lady died there. 

Great preparations both in England and Scotland agalnll 
the Irifli rebels ; there came money to levy 10,000 SootC- 
tnen out of England to go on againft Ireland, and fundry 
noblemen began to raife regiments j the lord Sinclair's re- 
^menc, Monro and his regiment,, with fome others, about 
5000 foldlcrs, went over to Carrickfergus fafely ; but in 
the mean time his wife died In Edinburgh. 

Saturday the 1 2th of March, the lady Aboyne departed 
this life, and was quietly buried. A virtuous worthy chafle 
lady ; the left an only dauc^ter to John lord Aboyne her 
nmquhile hufband. Her father's brother fucceeded to the 
lordiQup, with the burden c£ 1 2000 merits to the faid daugh- 
ter. 

Great preparadons both by lea and land made by the 
kings of Spain and France^ each agaioft other ; and it was

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ireported that the king of France was gone with his army » 
Catalonin. 

Thurfday the 1 5th of March was the laird of Ha^do's 
day of law, for the ailcdged flaughter of Mr. James Stalker 
at Turriff, as ye have heard before. It is faid, after the faid 
Stalker had rendered his arms, he was moft cruelly ftiot 
dead by one called Gordouj fon to Tcrperfie, at the laird 
ofHaddo's command, becaufe he was the lord Frafer's fer- 
vant, as this Stalker himfelf confelTed ; but before his death 
he made a teftament, .Sj Mr. Thomas Mitchell parfon at 
Turriff, wherein he declared how and by whom he was 
Hain, whilk teftament was produced before the juftice; 
however Haddo, upon caution that he fliould, under great 
Cinis of money, compear again before the juftice the ; 4th of 
June, wan home, the lord Frafer, the lairds of Lelly, CrM- 
gievar, and all their friends, being his great enemies. 

About this time captain Roberr Keith and Captain Gor- 
don (hipped their foldiers at Footdee, and upon the 5th of 
March took up failand go to France, landing fafely. 

There went fundry petitions from the parliament to the 
king, and diverfe meftages from him to them, lying at New- 
market, but took little effeft. Thereafter his majefty 
came to York -, the jiarllament fent to the marquis of Hart- 
ford, .who had the young prince Charles in his keeping, to 
bring him to them, who brought him to the king his owij 
father ; whereat they were offended. They alledged that 
they wanted to bjing up the king's fon in virtuous educa- 
tion, for the whilk they fent for him. The king anfwered, 
he was his fon, of whom it was meeteft he (hould have the 
care of his upbringing. His majefty fent immediately alfo 
■for his fecond fon the duke of York^ and moft wifely kept 
them both with himfelf. 

Upon Thurfday the lafl of March, there came fotne lim- 

■ mars to Mr. William Chalmers, minifter at Skene his houfc, 

and robbed apd fpoiled both monies and other goods, and 

went their way without reparation, being within 6 miles of 

Aberdeen . 

The papifts of England, jefuits, and priefts are Iharp- 
Jy fciigbt, and the hke fuggeftion herein Scotland, againft 
our Scots papifts j Ibme in England were executed, and a- 
— *^f-r fojne hnprifoned, but our papifts were all fled.

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Upon the 6th of April a committee was holdcn at St. 
Johnfton, where there was little done, but adjourned to be 
holden at Elgin the third of May, as ye may fee hereafter. 

Ye heard before how Dr. Sandilands, commiiTary, 
■wanted his cierkfhip of the general aflembly, and Mr. 
Archib.ild Johnflon had gotten the fame. In recompense 
of thi3 he had gotten Tome iatisfaftion, and beildesfor iuch 
bygone penfions as ivcre refting hitn by the deprived bi- 
ftiops before their depofitions, lie by moyan got 3500 mcrks 
ordained to be paid to him out of the bifiioprick of Aber- 
deen for the Martinmafs term 164 1 and Whitfnnday term 
1642, to be uplifted out of the feu duty ailenarly. 

Wednefday the 6th of April Dr. Guild began to preach 
within the college kirlt a weekly fermon, to be taught that 
day to the old town people, ftudents, mafters and members 
of the college ; he caufed take down the organ cafe, which 
was of fine w^nfcot, and had ftood within the kirk fince the 
reformation. This order fecmed ftrange, to preach out of 
Machar Idrlc, as was fometimes ufed before, and bring - 
down the people, man, wife, and maids, to the college 
kirk, among young fcholars and lludents j and he being a 
principal to teach in Englifti, where by the foundation he is 
bound to preach and give out lusleflbns in Greek, Hebrew, 
and Latin, except cxercife and prelbytery days that he 
ftioDld ufe the vulgar tongue. The reader of Machar kirk 
was tied to this weekly fermon, to take up the pfalm ; the 
great bells of the college and Machar kjrtt bells rang three 
times to ilk fermon for conveening an auditory, whilk wa* 
never ufed before, and which decayed (hortly, to his dif- 
grace, as he juftlydeferved. 

Upon the aforefaid 6th of April the drum went through 
the town, flriflly charging all manner of men not to bring 
is any flefhes, of whatfoever fort, to the market, while Sa- 
turday the laft of April, under confifcation of their fleJhcs,. 
whereupon none could be got in Aberdeen. This- was 
done to take away the memory of Pafch day, whilk this 
year fell upon the i oth of April, by whichno flisflies could 
be gotten to buy nor to eat, as the old ufe was for ilk man 
to make good chear on thisday, according to his power, but 
is now holdcD by th«r laws to be fuperAitiouS] and the Len- 
A 2 tr 
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tron contiaued to the laft of April, according to an ordi- 
nance of a committee holden at Edinburgh, and for keep- 
ing of ftore to the fore, whilk in many years bygone was 
well enough kept for Pafch day. No fcrmon on Good 
Friday nor yet that day, as the old form was, fuch was this 
fudden alteration. 

Pafch day the loth of April, no flefti durft be fold ia 
Aberdeen, for making of good chear, as was wont to be, 
fo ilk honefl man did the beft he could for himfelf. A 
matter never before heard of in this land, that Pafch day 
ihould be included within Lentron time, because it was 
now holden fuperftitious, nor no communion given oa 
Good Friday, as was before. Marvellous in At>erdeen, 
to fee no market of fowl or Qelh to be fold on Fafch even I 
About a day or two before Pafch there came to Aber- 
deen, an Italian monfier of a man, about 24 years of age, 
having a birth growing from his breaft upward, face to 
face as it were, a creature having head and long hair of the 
colour of a man's, the head AiU drooping backwards aad 
downwards j he had eyes but not open ; he had ears, two 
arms, two hands, three fingers on each hand, a body, a 
ieg, and foot with fix toes, the other leg within the fleOi 
incUning to the left fide. It had fome figns of virility, 
h had a kind of life and feeling, but void of all other 
lenfes, fed with man's nonriHiment, and evacuated the 
fame way as his. This great work of God was admired 
of by many in Aberdeen, and through the countries 
where he travelled, yet fuch was the goodnels of God, 
that he could go and walk where he plcafcd, carrying 
this birth without any pain, yea or unefpled when bis 
doaths were on ; when he came to town he had two fer- 
vantE waiting on him, who with himielf were well clad. 
His portraiture was drawn and hung up at his lodging to 
the view of the people, the one fervant.had a trumpet which 
founded at fuch time as the people Ihould come and fee 
this monfter, who flocked abundantly to his lodging. The 
ijther fervant received the- money frae ilk perfon for his 
fight, fome lefs, fome more i and after there was fo much 
cqllefted as could be gottm, be with his feivants fliortly

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The king ffiU remaning at York might not be moved to 
come to the parliament at Weftminfter, for plain fear of 
his life, as his own melTages btars, whereupon ihcy go on, 
they meddle with the Cinque Ports, in put and out put go- 
vernors at their pleafure, due only to his majctly before j 
next they meddle with his royal ihipa, difchargc fir John 
Pennington, vice admiral, an old fervant fo the king, 
and in put the earl of Warwick in- his place ; they remove 
the French capt^n called colonei Biron frac the Tower of 
London, and put another in his place ; they petition the 
king for governing of the militia, whilk is the armies of the 
country, and belonging to the care of the parliament as his 
great council i he fimpliciter denied to grant this unto 
them, becaufe it belonged only to himlelf to be; king and 
captain ofthe militia, whilk they no wife would con delcend 
unto, fearing, if he were capt:un of the militia in thir dan- 
gerous days, he might prove an euemy to the parliament. 
Thir pitifai news of this divifions and difconteiits cam© 
daily to Aberdeen. 

Sunday the 17th of ApritMr. "William Strachan gave 
the communion in Old Aberdeen for the iirft day, where 
Dr. Forbes of Corfe got his commuuion, who had not as 
yet fworn or fubfcribed the covenant. 

His majefty hearing of the great opprefllons his fub- 
' jefts ftlFercd in Ireland, refolved to go thither in perfon 
for ordering of thefe rebellions, and fare it was plainly 
fpoken that thir rebellions never bred in the mind of Sir 
Fhilem Cyncil, not yet the Irilh allenarly, but alfo was 
plotted by the whole papifts of note in Scotland, England, 
and Ireland, Germany, France, Spain, and elfewhere j like- 
as fundry times there came out of M''eft Flanders ammuni- . 
tion, powder, ball, and other arms necefiary, but ftill was. 
intercepted and taken by the way by the Hollanders, who 
were combined with the parliiament of England (as may ap- 
pear) in alt this bufmefs. The Englifh parliament hearing 
of the king's intention towards Ireland, were altogether 
fet againA the fame. 

Now^daily more and more forces preparing for Ireland, 
It was faid the marquis of Argyle had purchafed a patent 
ftae the king and Englifti parliament, to levy foldiers for Tte- 
A 3 iar 
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land, to go in with fire and fword, and what he cont^ft 
Should be hia own, holden of his majefty. Ic was rcpon- 
cd, that there were io,Doochalders ot vlftaal to betranC- 
ported out of Scotland to Ireland, for the maintenance of 
ibldiers ; and Argyle had agreed with Mr. Robert Far- 
<]uhar for lOoo bolls of viftual, to be carried out of this 
north country to CarricJcfergns, for the whilk he Ihould 
have ten pound for ilk boll that was landed fafely on (hore ;. 
he coft meikie visual in this country to fulfil his bargaia 
with Argyle, and raifed the viftual to high prices upon the 
country people for his particular gain i but howfoever this 
bargaiT was made, the marquis of Argyle had no fuch pa- 
tent, neither went he on in i'uch fervice. 

Word came here to Aberdeen, that about the 20th of 
April Sir Thomas Dorrell and Sir Thomas Hales, two of 
the king's domeilic fervants, had intercepted a letter writ- 
ten by the parliament of England to Sir John Hocham go- 
vernor of Hull, bearing an exprefs command or charge, in 
cafe his majefty came to Hull, and craved entrance to the 
town, to hold liim out at the ports, and not to fufFer his ma- 
jefty to come in. This letter was brought to the Jilng, as 
is faid, whereat he marvelled, and alfo was highly offended ;. 
liowever, for further trial, and his better aflurance, he di-- 

- refted the famen letter to the- forefaid governor of Hill^ 
and immediately after that his majefty lap on with about 
400 horfe, having alfo in his company Charles the young 
prince and jamea duke of York, his two foni j count 
Palatine, the duke of Lenoxj and fome other noblemen,, 
and came riding direflly to the burgh of Hull, but when he. 
eame there, the haill ports were clofeiy Ihut ; the king ds- 
iired the governor to give him entry to his own, town,, 
which he plainly refufcd, whereat his majefty was highly 
offended. The king went further on, and craved but en- 
try for himfelf,' his two fons, the duke of Lenox, and o- 
thers, not exceeding the number of 10 perfons, bat this was 
refufed alfo, albeit mere were aoo foldiers lying in garri- 
fon within the town^ The king feeing this, cauies pro- 
claim this governor a traitor, and returns back melancholy 
to the town of York, frae which place he writes and lends 
a mefTagf to the parliament agaioll Sir John Hotham go-

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The parliameQt gave no juft faiisfaAioa to the lung's 
moil juA decrees, but rather not cnly approves cf fir John 
Hotham's doings to be good, but alfo fiiuls faul: thli he 
was proclaimed a traitor ; that the klng'tt fervaats, for ii^ 
«ercepting the parUameot'a letter, fliould be ieiit up. The 
^g thus difappoiated of his CKpe^atjon, (ake^ it heavy, 
and as is faid he declared by anothi.r paper, he liked no ci- 
vil wars, but if wars came, let Goil he judge. Thi; towa 
is one of the principal (Irengths of al! England, wht-r,.,n the 
king's magazine ftiU lay. The parliamentarLms ar their 
own hand without t lie king's advice takes in thi: tov.-n, and 
meddles with the king's magazine and militia, fet:. in a gar- 
rifon of foidiers to defend tiic fame, and places the faid fir 
John Hotham governor, who rebellJouily Aood out agaiaft 
the king as ye have heard, neither could his niajeAy gci 
TeparatioQ, do his bed. Yet the I^rd in his own time re- 
venged his caufe, and made the parliamentarians them'>;U es 
to hang him np, and young fir John Hotham his ion br,;h, 
for faults committed againll the parliament, as was by 
them alledged, as ye ftiall hereafter hear. 

Upon the third Tuefday and nineteenth day of April, 
*he provindal aflembly fat down in the ftflion-houli.- of 
New Aberdeen. Mr. David Lindfay parfon of Dclhelvie, 
is moderator till the next provincial aflembly, where ilk 
minifler had bis ruling elder. Uoitor Forbes of Corfe was , 
fent for, who compeared immediately before this a(fembly» 
The moderator with the reft publicly regretted his lying 
out from his calling, to tiie prejudice both of the kirk and 
' commonwealth, whereto he mude his own anfwer } then 
the brethren fent of their immber a committee to confer 
privately with him, anent tus not fubfcribing of the cove- 
oant, and to S£k why he went not to Edinburgh for his fur- 
ther refolution, es was communed at the iaft affcmbiy hol- 
den at Aberdeen. After fome realbniog with this com- 
iDittee, he f^d, if the provincial affembly thought fit, he 
fhould go to Edinburgh, whilk they advi^d him to do, to 
fee if he could recover bis own place, wluch wa;s not yet 
£iled up. 

-Ac thijE aflembly Mr. William Wedderbum miniiler at 
Betheloey was accufcd of fornicationi he coufeiTes and'is

8 HMTORY OF THE 

Mr. Thomas Mitchel parfon of TnrrifF is accufed for 
purfuing of Thomas Bell's wife, to have lyen with her, in 
Couper of Fife, as he is coming here frae Edinburgh j and 
fiklike in that famen man's houle in Couper, oiFering to force 
another woman ; at the fame time he is delated by the 
faid Thomas Bell himfelf, then dwelling in Drum, fuppofe 
his wife was dwelling in Couper. The alTembly, athamed 
of this purpofe, direiVs out a committee of the brethren to 
confer privately with the faid Mr. Thomas Mitchel here- 
anent, wfeo conftantly flood to his denial. The aflembty 
therefore appointed the matter to be further tried in pre- 
fenceof 13 miniflers and 8 ruling elders Ipeciaily nominat- 
ed, and for that efieft to meet in New Aberdeen the firfi: 
of June next. There were divcrfe other fufpicions among 
them, but qaietly fuppreft. Mr. Andrew Logic parfon of 
Rayne was publickly accafed upon Jbme points of milbc- 
haviour, and ordained to bide trial before a committee of 
raioifters and ruling elders. Sundry other things being 
cxpede, this aflembly upon Friday the 22d of April diC 
folved. 

About this time there came word that our bifliop of A- 
berdeen,' and the bifliop of Brechin, had gotten benefices 
in England frae the king, and that Dr. Sibbald was a 
preacher in Ireland. 

It is faid the king of Denmark had raifed his' enftoms 
quadruple to what was paid before, in contempr of the 
Englilh and Scots covenanters ftanding againfl their king, 
his fifter'a fon ; and none ftioutd pafs by Eliinore without 
payment, to the great wreck of thir countries, who cannot 
well live without iron, lint, and fuch other commodities. 

Now again is the town of Aberdeen difappointed by ex- 
peftarion of their cnftoms. Patrick Lefly agrees with th« 
earl Marifchalj he gets his haill money in a ftock, whillc 
■was better to the earl than to take it yearly ; and Patrick 
Lefly gets a letter of tack over the town's head, feeing their 
cuftoms were promifed to them before by the earl. 

Th« town's people of Aberdeen are purfued before the 

provoft and baillics, for i8l. 2s. as the price of ilk muC- 

ketj and 4I. for ilk pike, according to ilk man's feverai In- 

iromiflion, albeit llur arms, -with thwr own bcCdes^ were 

plgn-. 
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plundered ft-ae them by the earl MarifchaJ ond major Moo- 
la. This was done at the ioflancc of the marquis of 
HuQtIy. The town is alfo ftented in a taxation of 7000 
mcrks to pay three minUlers their ftipcnds yearly, and the 
fnperplos to help to pay the annuals of 401OOQ L whereof 
rhc town, through the good caufe, was ran in debt. This 
buiioefs bred great murmuring in the town, and ilk man 
was A«ited and compelled to make payment proportionally. 

UpCHi Sunday the 34th of April the communion was ^ 
Ten here in Aberdeen, where Doftor Torbci took it again 
who had not fubfcribed the covenant, bnt ftiU flood out. 

Ye heard of the incendiaries, viz. John bllhop of Rofs, 
Mr. Walter Balcaoqnali, the carl of Traquair, Sir Robert 
Spotifwood pre/ident, and Sir John Hay, late clerk regiflcr. 
The firft two were absent out of the kiosdom, the liUl three 
were prefent, and paft their trials, and Traquair, as was 
thought, guUty in five points (fee the 34th i(t of tlK: ^ 
parluimcnt). In liite manner the earl <a Montrofc, the lord 
Napier, Sir George Stirling c^ Keir* knight, and Sir Archi- 
bald Stuart of Blackball, were all continued to the next 
parliament. (Sec the 33d afl of E. Charles' fecoad &f- 
fion.) 

Upon die 28th of April Mr. Alexander ColvU iaCdtfi 
depute, came to Aberdeen, and from thence rode to £lgki 
to hold a committee. 

About this .time there came forth an imprinted QweFf> 
with an anfwer thereto, made by the iamc author, as does 
appear, and as Ibme fays' by the EnglUh parliament, tend- 
ing thus ; 

" Qnsritur, What Ihall be done with a king that deierls 
his pariTament, that brings in foreign nations, and negle^s 
his militia, that turns the mouth of his cannon agalnlV his 
own fubjefVs f" 

" Anfwer. This king tynes his government of the mi- 
litia fimpliciter de jure." This printed quxre thus pro- 
poned and folved, was thought jlrange by many, who faw 
and read the fame. Howfoever it was, or whoever it was 
that fet it out, yet It is moft certain the parliament would no 
vrife grant to give the government of the militia to the 
lting,*wbUk truly and jultly belonged to his royal majefly i 
fearing, 
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fearing, if he had that power in his own hand, he might 
command them perforce to yield, fubmit, and obey him, 
which othcrwife he could hardly get done; which proved 
too true, as may befeen in this dili:ourfe. 

The king found himfelf highly v/ronged (on the other 
part) by his own fubjefts to withhold perforce the militia 
from him, whereof himfelf is captain, bring righteous king, 
and a fpecial point of his prerogative royal, and he refolved 
to have and hold the faraen as his royal predeceiTors were 
in ufe to do before him, or die by the gate. Thus he Is 
brought under fear of his life, or to be taken and imprifoo- 
cd by his fubjcfts, if he ftand out againft them ; and OQ 
the other fide the parliament Hands ftill in fear of his ma- 
■jefty, and alteration in religion, as was thought, albeit 
they knew the contrary, having his overthrow rather 
privately ^med at, than any fuch prepofterous fear of 
leligion, as hereafter clearly does appear, albeit this royal 
king was endued by God Almighty with fuch rare gits 
of body and mind, as Great Britain had never his pa- 
I'allel to reign over it. For he was holy, godly, religious, , 
zealous in prayer, upright and juft, and a brave jufticiar, 
merciful and bountiful, chafte, charitable, and liberal, no 
ways covetous nor blood-thirfty, moderate and temperate 
in his mouth, clean and pure in all his anions; neverthelefs 
this godly king, by his unnatural fubjefts (for their ends) 
brought to this point of extremity, that he was under fear 
of his life or captivity, as is formerly faid, and had no cer- 
tainty of reft In Scotland, or Ireland, with fafety j all done 
and aftcd by that clandeftine covenant, drawn up betwixt 
the mal-contents, or rather malignants of Scotland and 
England, and carried fo fecretly as his majefty heard never 
of the fame, albeit the marquis of Hamilton and others of hi» 
majefly's counfeliors knew it very well, and if in the begin- 
ning it had been revealed to the king, his majefty might 
have eafily puniflied the traitors, and fuppreft the per- 
fidious plot; butbeforethe matter came to his ears,itwas 
paft help Or cure, which I befeech the Almighty God, 
fearcher of all hearts, to pacify, and to bring the king and 
his fiibjefts under a Iblid and fettled peace ! 

In the mean time the king begins tQ I-x)k about himfelf, 
and try who were bis friends, and who were his foes ; and 

th« 
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the parliament ftrengthening thcmrdvcs by all manaer of 
ways to get their will over the king. 

Sunday the lit of May, a faft folemnly kepc through, 
all the kirks of Scotland, for thir caufes, i. For the 
fins of the land in geoerai. 2nd, For the diftraftions of 
England and Scotland. 3d, The dillraftiqns of England 
itfelf. Dr. Guild preached in Old Aberdeca both before 
and afternoon ; the people kept the church all day, and 
while afternoon's fermon was done. And as before was 
ufed to ring three bells ilk fafting day to the afternoon's 
preaching; here was a new fafhion begun, and but ooe 
bell niDg to conveen fuch people to the afternoon's fcr- 
mons, as came not to the forenoon's preaching, whilk form 
was obfcrved on fafting days. 

Monday the 2d (^f May drums beating dally through 
New Aberdeen, for foldiers to inarch for Ireland in the 
earl of Lindfay's regiment, under major Borthwlck, upon 
the king's pay i ilk common foldier to hare eight Ihillings 
ilk day, and the officers to get good payment of their dues. 
There was 10,000 foldiers to be raifcd out of Scotland for 
this expedition, and 15,000 out of England upon their 
-charges. The Englifh had order to march in upon the 
fouthfide of Ireland, and the Scots upon the oorth/tde of 
the country. The Irifli conveened in great multitudes, 
but were fcaat of arms and ammunition, as was thought, 
and fuch as they expcfted coming out of Weft Flanders 
for their fupply, was daily taken by the Hollanders, who 
ftilllay in wait for them. 

Te heard before of major Monro j he arrived fafely at 
Carrickfergus, and received his pay corapleatly, and writes 
to the Scots council for orders. There wa« few foldiers 
in thir North parts to this Irifti expedition, but raifed out 
of the South, and fmall content among the officers of for- 
tune, who had left their fortunes in other countries, and 
come home, hoping for preferment and benefit by thir 
troubles; but they were difappointed ; for ilk nobleman 
■would be crowner of bis own company, fuppole of fmall 
flTiU, who choofed their own captains and other officers of 
their own friends, whereby the good foldiers were debar- 
;red, and the regiments like to be mifguided. But general

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Lefly hearing of this diforder, refblvcd and gave com- 
mand, that ilk regiment fliould be ferved with qualified of- 
ficers, and not by unjkllful foldiers, albeit many officers 
of fortune tad great murmuring, feeing upon general 
Leily's letters they had left their fervices in Sweden, Den- 
mark, Germany, France, Poland, and other foreign cown- 
■ tries, and hid come and ferved at Newcaftle in this fervice, 
and difappointed of their pay by general Lefiy himfelf; 
fwa that frae the crowner to the fingle foldier there was 
want of payment, whilk made ilk man to do for himfelf j 
fome went back to foreign countries, others went to York, 
and were well received by the king, and placed in the 
country about, and others bade ftitl in Scotland, albeit they 
had not yet gotten great content. The forefaid generd 
Lefiy, the ear! of Caflllis, the earl of I^lndfay, and diverle 
others, were making great preparations for the ftrvlce. 

Upon Sunday the 8th of May, the communion was glvea 
the third time here in Old Aberdeen. Dr. Forbes and Dr. 
Lefty both took it at this time, albeit both outftanders and 
not fubfcribers of the covenant. 

About this time the chancellor of Scotland rode to York 
to fpeak with his majefty. Some faid he was written for j 
be returns back again, and a council day followed. 

The carl of Montrofe, the earl of Airly, and laird of 
Keir, as was faid, rode to the king, but his majeAy expret- 
ly prohibited them to come nearer to him than witiuQ a pofV, 
becaufe by the 33d aft of his own parliament he is obliged 
not to ^ve preience to incendiaries or plotters without ad- 
vice of his parliament ; yet it was thought they had coO' 
ference with fome of the king's fervants, wherewith they 
were content, and returned home again. 

Upon the i itb day of May the bilhop of Murray's wife 
having canfed tranfporc out of Spynie her haill goods and * 
gear, infight and plenilhing, and fent it about by fea to the 
place of Guthrie, heritably pertaining to her hulband, flie 
I fay, removes the faid day frae the faid place of Spynie, 
and delivers the keys to the earl of Murray, conftablc there- 
of, having given John Innes of Leuchars, who had good 
right to the faid conftabulary, two thoufand merks for his 
good will thereof J however the bilhop's wife leaves Mur- 
ray, 
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ray, and cMivoyed by her two fons, Mr. Jolia Guthrie, 
paifon of DuiTus, xod Mr. PaRkk Gntbrie, came to Old 
Abeideen opoa the 13th of May, and from that paA to- 
wards Angus, her hufbaod remainiflg in Aberbrothock, 
who had aerer feen othei finceJierhuniaQd was takenSouth, 
as ye ha»e before. Thereafter the biftiop takes up faouf: 
in his own place of Guthrie, and there quietly refflaiotk 

After removing of the bifhop'a wife from Spynie, the 
earl of Murray poiTcfled his fiftex's foo, the young Idrdo; 
Innes, therewith ; but it was faid the fame night he Al- 
tered Spynie, the (lately houie of Milton of Ro^, pertain- 
iag to bis father, wa^^Kklelaly burnt (except the tower) 
\nth mctkle good pleniuung ; A thing to be notedk 

Upon the faid i ith of May, Mr. Alexander Colvil juf- 
tice depute, and Mr. Alexander Hamilton juflice clerk de- 
pute, held a judice court at Elgin, by way of comouttee, 
having conveened the marquis of Huntiy, the lord Gor- 
don, the earls of Murray and Findlater, and many barons. 
Their errand was to ^ree withWilham M'Intoih, alias Wil- 
liam M'Lacblan, to raife 600 men to keep, frae Dunnotter 
north to the fea-banks, the haill countries frae theft, rob- 
bery, and oppreffionof the Clangregor, who were in com- 
pames uJlng all viokuce. There was promiied to him for 
this fervice, pooolb. Scots to fave the country Ikaithlefs 
dniing the fpace of an year; he always having power to 
raiie the country for bis defence, if need required ; like as 
be iet divers barons caationers to refund fic Ikaith as 
was done in the time forefaid to the country people. This 
agreeance was, made at Elgin, as was made before at Su 
JohnfioQ with James Stuart, for laving the couDtry from 
the feme Clangregors. Shonly William M'Lachlan and 
his men go to the fields. This committee court continued 
eight days at Elg^n, where William Couper in Glenrin- 
oefs was alSzed, coaviAed aod hanged for incell and other 
crimes. A new committee was appointed to be holden 2- 

r'n at Elgin in the month of Aoguft next to come ; and 
they dilbWed. 

Upon Sunday the 15th of May, Mr,- John Rae, one of 

the r^ents of the college Maiifchal, fitting at the morning 

prayers in the Newtown kirk, fuddealy fcU lunatick, and

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rifing up cried loudly out, to the aftonifhment of the haill 
people ; he was conveyed home and drawn blood of, and 
ihortly after became fober. Some noted this fuddenty to 
be the third vifitation of this college ; for firft the houfe 
took fire, as ye have heard before j 2d, Mr. Robert Black- 
hall, one of the regents thereof, turned papift, was cx- 
coaimunicated, and left the kingdom, as ye havealfo heard; 
And 3d, This accident falling out in the perfon of another 
regent } but the Lord Ihortly reftored him to his wits again, 
biefled be his holy name. 

The 24th of May, the marquis of Huntly and the lord 
Gordon his fon, came frae Strathboggle toTilliefour, held, 
courts, made chamberlains, and took pofleflion of the lady 
Wardhoufe her hail! liferent lands in her name, and name 
of the laird of Cluny her hufband, both being abJent in Dor- 
ham in England, and fyne returned back again to Strath-- 
boggie. 

Wcdoefday the ajth of May, a great council day was 
held in Edinburgh, whilk with Leith was under watch. 
There was prefented before this council his majefty's letter, 
ihowing how his Englifli fubjedts were encroaching upon 
his royal prerogative, and therefore direfted them and his 
Scottifh fubjefts to ftand to his defence, conform to their 
oath of allegiance, and to affift him as ncceflity required. 
'i"o this council there came frae the Englilli parliament 
commiffioners alfo, defiring them to remember their firft 
clandefiine covenanr, made betwixt the prime ma!ignant3 
of Scotland, forgers and beginners of our covenant, and 
the puritans and malignants of England i and to fland to 
the famen. The council is put to their wits end. It is 
here to be noted, how this royal king firft and lafl is abui^ 
ed by his fubjefts of both kingdoms, by the draught of 
this ungodly, unreafonable, claadeftine covenant (whereof 
his m.ijsfiy had never gotten knowledge) for firft, as ap- 
pears, it was devifed by our Scots, who began the perturba- 
tion in the kirk of Edinburgh, raifes an army, goes into 
Englind, and gets good payment and brotherly allift- 
?,nce, as ye heard before. The king craves alliftance from 
England, againft the Scots coming into their country; 
they would do nothing without they had a parliament, 
whilk his majefty was farced to iadift, whereby the 
Engliih 
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Eaglilh wao thdr dcfires ; then craftily commiflionerj 
were chofeo between the kinR and the Scots, articles were 
. drawn up tending to our will, and difconlcnlment of th3 
king's majelly, and done by iuch commiiTionsrs as were 
our friends, albeit chofen by the king. Well ; thir ar- 
ticles of peace drawn up, both armies of Scotland and Eng- 
land difbanded, a parliament holden in Scotland, the king 
comes and grants all our defires, but gat no content hici- 
felf, as the afts of parliament purport ; he returns to the 
parliament of England, and finds they are daily encroach- 
ing upon his royal prerogative. Wherefore lie writes to 
the Scots council, and craves their aid, council, and advice, 
as becomes loyal fubjefta to thdr liege lord. This is a 
ftrange plot, devifed by two combined fadtioas, to bear 
dowu a great and godly monarch. Howibever this clac- 
deftine covenant was privately drawn up without the king's 
knowledge by the beginners of the covenant here in Scot- 
. land on the one part, and the Englilh puritans on the otlier 
. part; yd thsre was many noblemen of both kingdoms that 
, were not on this courfe, nor privy to the fame, while about 
this council day, this clandeiline band began to break out 
and be divulged, whilk toolrlbme Aamp in their fiomachs, 
. ttuoking they were not tied to this privy cevenant, and 
would rather follow the king nor the chief leaders of this 
covenant, whilk indeed bred heart-burnings, and great and 
jnahy malecontents, and great appearance of diAra£f igus and 
diviiions, both in Scotland and England, belides the great 
rebellion in Ireland. 

Who followed the king, favoured and bade fafler by him 
ia thir days of diftemper within Scotland ; but he is forced 
to quit them, and thefe loyal fubjefts are holden incendia- 
ries and plotters ; fome taken and warded, others chafed 
out of the kingdom, others acculedmoft (hamefully in prc- 
fence of committees, whilk the kii^ could not gainfland, 
fuppole fore againfl his will) his majefty's moft fpecial 
friends in England alfo holden by parliament evil counlel- 
lors } the archbilhop of Canterbury, and 12 other bilhops 
taken and difgracefully warded-. The great deputy of Ire- 
land, the king's moft loyal and true fervant, and a thundcr- 
Ijolt againll out ScotB covenant, moft cruelly beheaded^ to 
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his majefty's Tinfpeakable grief, and whillc he conld not get 
helped. So Scotland's coTcnanterB iirft gat their halil 
wills, ruled or mifniled all, England followirig their foot- 
Aeps goes on in the fame couife ; fo both in kirk and policy 
they change and make laws and alterations, gnide and ^>- 
Tern all, and make the king j^etd, fnbfcrtbe, and conlent 
thereto, albeit fore againft his will, or othcrwife no peace 
in Ifrael. His majeAy's rents in Scotland t^kco upper- 
force, to maintain foldiers againft hjmfelf> vherewith he 
fwectly and nobly difpenfes, and likewife gives full power 
to meddle with his rente, till other charges and debarfe- 
ments (given np by the covenanters) was iirit paid ; his 
friends and followers in Scotland fpoilzicd of their UndSj 
rentE, dignities, and ctRces, in fome kind, and covenanters, 
greatcA cnemiCB to the king, preferred to their places, both 
in council and ieffion, though fore againfl the will of this 
royal king, who is fo bound up by aft of parliament not to 
prefer them to any public office without confent of parlia- 
ment, nor to rpeak or confer with them withoA their idi 
vice, as ye have in the 33d aAof K.Cbades 3d parliament. 
What other a£t& and ordinances arc there fet down in favour 
of ihemlclves, their counfeilors and Ibtdters, may be clearly 
ieen extended with coafcnt of his majefty, to the fatisfac- 
tion of their hearts and minds, againft the otpeClation of 
aoany, and wonder of all the ChriAian world, and to the 
great difgrace, ih39ie,andflc«itfaof^his majeAy's friends 
and followers. 

Thurfday the a6th of May the prefbytery of Aber- 
deen changes their prefbytery day of meeting weekly frac 
Thurfday to Tuefday. It was firft changed frae Friday 
to Thurfday, and now frae Thurfday to Tuefday. Sic 
changes now goes t Dr. Scruggic compears before this 
prelbytery, and produces under ias oWn hand, his recan- 
tation following. « 'Wherefore, clearly difceming my 
former miftakings in oppoling the national covenant of this 
lurk and kingdom, I do now ppfs from all the reafons and 
arguments fpoken or mven out by myfelf alone, or others, 
either before or at the late aflembly, at Aberdeen, againft 
our fubfcribing thereof, in as far as they militate againft the 
coveoaatj or utters any thing to the prejudice thereof. 
" Aad 
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" And particularly, I now declare the points where- 
upon I was queAioned at my depofition, and did not clear- 
ly give fatisfaftion ; as follows : 

" I ft, IprofefsthatthehumanityofChrift ought not to 
be painted for religious ule, or to be had in public places 
of worftiip. 

" id, Thatlhe kirk of Rome is an heretical, apoftate, 
«Dd idolatrous kirk, and not the true Iprk. 

" 3d, I now declare clearly, that it is unlawful in aChrif. 
tian kirk to have or ufe altars, capping"!, and bowng before 
them, the priefts habit while he officiates, fuch as fur- 
plices, rochets, and caps, the table ftanding altarways, and 
prayers towards the eaft. 

" 4th, I do alfo, according to our covenant, renounce 
the fervice book of canons, ordination book, and high 
cOmmifiion, even as they are condemned by our general 
ailembly, and upon the fame grounds, 

" 5th, I farther do declare, that albeit in rheLord's fupper 
there h a commemoration of the facrifice of Chrift for us, 
yet the famcn ought not to be, called properly a facrifice, 
dther propitiatory or commemorative. 

"' (5th, I alfo renounce the abfolutc neceflity of private 
baptifm. 

" 7th, I deny the facraraent of the Lord's fupper to be 
given to dying perfona, as a vifitation, and think the giving 
cff taking thereof then to be fuperftitious. 

" 8th, Iconfefs, that the citiog of the place, Mat. xxvi. 
3 2- all thofe that take the fword /hall periJh by the fword, 
and they that refift thall receive unto themfelves condemna- 
tion, Rom. xiii. 2. to condemn the juft and neceffary defence 
of this nation, are mifapplied, and do blefs God that our 
fovereign the king and our neighbour kingdom: of England 
have taken notice of and caufed publifh the dutifulnefs and 
loyalty of our nation thcreanent. 

" 9th, And if any other thing be found fet out by me, 
or others about Aberdeen, contrary to the juft aud lawful 
caufe of the covenant, I difclaim them all. 

" joth. Finally,'! allow and avow the lawfulnefs of rul- 
ing elders in the government of the kirk, and in all the af. 
&fflblks thereof.

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«' At the prelbytery of Aberdeen, a6tli of May 1641. 
" Sic fub. Mr. Alexander Scrog^e." 

This recantation was wondered at by many, he biding 
out fo long, with great lofs of means and credit, but 
comes now in, refolving to live in the town with his wife 
and bairns, and to abide his time with patience. 

Ye heard before of the kipg's letter brought before 
our council the 25th of May, whilk by them was ordered 
to be printed, and whereof the tenor follows : 
" Charles, &c. 

" Right trufty and wcU-bcIoved couAns and counfel- 
Jellors, wc greet you well. Although we have written 
onr mind toyou our council, yet upon our fecond thoughts,, 
arifing efpecially upoq fojne bad rumours coming to out 
knowledge, we liiid it necelTary, both for ourfelf and foe 
the good of that our kingdom, to declare and- make knowa 
both our difpofition and deHies more fully. 

« We know »id feel the charge to be great, and the 
place to be high, wherein God, the King of kings, hatli 
placed us ; and that we muft reader an account of all ouc 
anions to him, who in his own time Ihall judge all men, 
without exception of perfons. Wc have no other inten- 
tion but by our government to honour hioij by whom kings 
reign, and tp procure the good of bur people; andfortUs 
end to preferve the right and authority wherewith God 
hath invefled us, and which by his providence hath beea 
dcrivedio us by many princely progenitors- In which glory 
that onr ancient kingdom of Scotland doth participate. 

** We did not require of you that you flumld iitas judge». 
upon die affairs of another kingdom } we only intended to. 
Iiave both our fufFerings apd amons (as they are expreft io. 
many mefTages pall betwixt us and our parliament) made 
thoroughly known unto you^ that fince we have bodc 
befides you whom we acquunt with onr proceedings, yoa 
may clearly fee, that vte h^ve been fo far from wrcu^g 
our parliament of England, that we have given them ali 
manner of fatisfaftion, even, above that which they theq^ 
tclvcs in the be^ning did e^prefa, or almoft defire, and as 
much as could wellconlift with the fafety of our honour 
and perlon. We will aot put you in nund qf your natural 
afTeflioo. 
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a^f^lon towards us, which we know will be rather kind- 
led than extioguiftied by our diftrefs; nor of your covenant, 
wherein you are zealous of our gre^nels and authority, 
and which ftandet.i in that feuic wherein you did fwear 
and fobfcribe it, nor of the many good laws made in our 
iate parliament (of which we hope the prcfent and ftic- 
ceeding generations ftiall reap the fruit of, when we are 
dead and gone) nor of the many promifes made to us, up- 
on which wc were willing to yield to fuch things for fet- 
tling the government of that our kingdom in our peribnal 
abfence, which neither could we have granted, nor would 
you have craved (as yourfelves did profeis) had our greater 
affairs permitted our refidence amongft you, and wherein 
we are moft unjuftly blamed and calumniated, ift, That 
we are poplfhly afFefled. 2d, That we are the caufe of 
bloodlhed in Ireland. 3d, That we intend to bring in fo- 
rdgn forces. We here do proteft and declare, in prefence 
of him who knows the moft fecret of our adlicfns and in- 
tentions, that we are no\vife conlcious to onrfelf of the 
gniltjtiers of any of the faids alperfions, and do take him to 
witnefs our innocency therein, who only hath the privi- 
lege to be the fearcher of hearts j and if any, after fo fuH 
and plain profeftion, (hall diftruft this our free declaration, 
we atteft God that the fault is in the malignity of their 
rebeliions humours, and nowife dcferved on our part. 
« Given at our court at York the 20th of May 1642." 
This piece coming before the lords of council, as laid 
b, did feem to put his fubjefts in remembrance of their 
oath contained in the covenant for his royal prerogative. 
ad, Touching his ufage in the Englilh parliament. 3d, 
His purgation of the foul afperfiMis laid to his charge. 
What more is inJinuated I leave to the reader. But it is 
true, there convcened in the Canoogate about 24 earls, 
lords, and barons, called iimders, and their followers, 
who were contrary to the covenant, ftill Slewing them to 
be the king's men; they attended to hear the contents of 
the king's letter fent to the council, and withal they them- 
felves fent, as was &id, s petition to the faids lords c^ 
council, nndci the fubfcription of the earl of Montgomery 
(firft a flrong corenaatcr, but now left the fame) de/lring 

them 
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them to remember their national oath, and oath of alle* 
^ance to his majefty, contained ia the covenant ; and as 
good and loyal fubjefta to defend the king's royal preroi 
gative, now impaired and encroached upon by the Englifh 
parliament. The council gives no anfwcr to this petition. 
Many barons, burgefles and gentlemen came over Out of Fife 
to Edinburgh ; the town is ftriftly watched, and the town 
of Leith both ; none of the banders in companies fuffered 
to come within the f>orts of Edinburgh. In the meandme 
there is another fiipplication given in to the council, of the 
w hilk the tenor follows : 

« Apud EdJnburgum, ultimo die menfis Maij, anno do- 
mini-1642. 

" The which day, in prefence of the lords of Secret 
Council, compeared perfonally Thomas earl of Hadding- 
ton, David lord Elcho, Arthur Erfkinc of Scotfcraig, Sir 
John Wachope of Niddry, John Binnay and Thomas Pater- 
fon, merchants burgefles of Edinburgh, James Lentrofv 
burgefs of St. Andrews, Mr. Andrew Ramfay minifler ar 
Edinburgh, and Mr. John Moncrief minUler at Kinghorn,. 
for themfelves, and in name of the noblemen, gentlemen, 
burgefles, and mJnifters, occafionally met at Edinburgh, 
and gave in to the faids lords the fupplicarion underwritten, 
of the whiUt the tenor foHows : 

" To the right honourable the lords of his majcfty'a. 
privy council, the humble petition of many noblemen, 
gentlemen, bui^elTes, and miniAers, occaiionally meeting 
at Edinburgh, 

" Moft humbly Ihcweth, 
*' Whereas they, upon the report of convocations, ftd- 
denly endeavoured and nnexpcfledly brought in to this 
.council day, for the mtdl part by thefe who have been ef- 
teemed by the country, and challenged by the parliament 
as incendiaries, plotters, and enemies to the peace of thofe 
kingdoms, have occafionally conveened at Edinburgh, and 
having heard of letters from his majefty, and declarations 
from the parliament of England, anent the prefent diftrac- 
tions of that kingdom, they hive reafon, from bygone ex- 
perience and prefent prefumptions, to fear the btentions 
aad eodeavoois of thefe evil aSefted perfons and their ad- 
berents^ 
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berents, \e& by their ctHivcxiatioos and folichations tbey 
take occaHoa of thde diifercncei to rmle jealoufiea and 
diriiions betwixt the kingdoms ; and conJIdcriag the com- 
mon intereft of all the fubjcfts of this kingdom to prc- 
fervc the late peace, fo happily concluded betwixt the 
nations, by the providence of God, his majefty's goodnels 
and wildom, and the mediadcHi of the parliament of Kng- 
land, and fo Iblemnly eftahiifhcd by the late treaty, oath 
of parliament, public f^th, and great feal of theie king- 
doms, as in all other points, fo elpedally in tliole articles 
(whereunto the reft are called but prefaces) for fettling 
and entertaining a foiid peace betwixt thele nations in time 
coming, left upon any pretence they Ihould be daihed one 
againft another, wherein it is declared tlie duty of the di- 
tates, yea of every fubjeft, for to conveen and lupprefa any 
erii offered perfons who would raile arms againft the fub- 
je^s of the other kiugdom, without confent of parllameotj 
as traitors to the ilate, much more to petition againft it ; 
and wjierein there is appcnnred a committee of the eftates for 
confervation of the peace, in the interim between parlia- 
ments i all which the petitioners, among the reft of the 
good fub^^s of this kingdom, did hazard their lives lo 
obtus, and did demand in the treaty, upon their daa- 
gcroQs experience of the councit of England their med- 
ling in the atlairs betwixt his majefty and this kingdom, to 
the engaging of the nanons in war, whichis fo oft condemn- 
ed by theeftates of this kingdom in their remonftrances^prcl^ 
iling that common rale of equity, to do »s ye would be done 
unto, which is now and may be retorted on this kingdom. 
Likewife defiring earneftly that your lordftiips, in thefe 
pnblic refoiutions, of fo great importance to thir dommions, 
may carry along with you the hearts and confciences of 
this kingdom, and prevent that the breach grow not wider, 
by falfe confidence grounded upon fudden undertakings of 
any perfons, as alfo their-naturd affe^ion and duty to their 
gracious fovcreign, according to their manifold obligations, 
and brotherly affcftion to the kingdom of England, forc- 
ing them to pray to God and defire ail men, according to . 
their ftations, to ufe all lawful means to breed and culti- 
rate a good underftanding betwixt Ms majcfly and his par- 
liament 
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liameat, the liireft foundation of grcatoefs to his majeftyv 
and hapfsnefs to thefe Idngdoms ; likewiie taking to heart 
the dangerous confequenges to his majefty and his domi- 
nions of yonr lordlhips anfwer, by tendering the oiFer of 
your fennce to his majefty againft the demands, or upoa 
the ditferences between his majefty and his parliament of 
England, or any other manner of way import (which God 
forbid) an engaging of yourfelves, or of thefe narions in a. 
war, or any thing that may tend thereunto. Therefore, la 
our own names, and in name of the reft' of the nobility, 
gentryj burgefles, and minifters, whofe hearts do ajid hands 
would go along with this petition, for prefervation of peace 
betwixt thefe kingdoms, they do in all hunuUty and ear- 
neftnefs petition your lordfliips, in the depth of your wiC- 
doms, ferioufty to ponder the confeqnences of your anfwer 
to his majefty, and the parliament of England, at this time { 
. lb that thereby the confidence between his majefty and his 
fubjefts here now amongft themfelves, nor betwixt the 
kingdoms (thefe unions tending ever to his majefty's great- 
refs, and thefe divifiona to his prejudice) may be by any 
means weakened, or their peace endangered, and to that 
end, as your lordftiips would leave no lawful mean accord- 
ing to your vocation and intcreft uneflayed for begetting 
a good underftanding betwixt his majefty and his par- 
liament, being his greateft and impartial counfel, reprefcnt- 
jng the body, whereof his majeAy is the head, and for re- 
moving the diftraftlons (the continuance whereof will ever 
trouble the peace of the kingdom) according to your lord- 
fliip's laft anfwer ; fo alfo feeing his majefty requires not 
that your lordftiips ftiould, neither can your lordChips 
judge of the laws and privileges of another independent 
kingdom, and the parliament of England offer to give all 
fatisfaflion concerning any meffages or papers fent to your 
lordlhips anent their proceedings, that your lordihips would 
be pleafed carefully to fliun all offence of real or verbal eo- 
gagcment, either dire^ly or by way of inference, without 
confent of the parliament, conform to treaty, which either 
may give any juft caufe of offence to their gracious fove- 
reign, or of jcaloufy to their brethrea of England, or of dif- 
courfe 
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courie unto any ; and if your lordfiiipa did not obferve that 
former rule of equity prefled by themfelves during thir 
troubles, to do unto others as they would be done unto 
themlelves, but did fail in the fame fault, which your lord- 
Ibips and the reft of the efiates of this kingdom hath con- 
demned in the council of England, and for this effeft, they 
but cannot remember your lordfliips, that according to an 
article of the treaty there was appointed a commiflion (as in- 
dependent is any other) of fo many of either eflate, repre- 
fcnting the whole kingdom, to prevent all occafi&n of di- 
vision betwixt thofe kingdoms in the interim betwixt par- 
liaments, all which they humbly reprefent to your lordfliips 
vn£e con li derations, and expeft from your lordlhips fo gra- 
cious an anfwer as may fatisfy their prefent fears, and le- 
cure them from dangers in this interim betwixt parliaments, 
and thereby prevent all neceffity of petitions of this kind. — 
Which fuppiication being read^. heard, and conildered by 
the faids lords, and they finding the fame to contain matters 
of publick concernment, and that of importance, that re- 
quires mature deliberation ; therefore they continue the an- 
fwer of this petition till to morrow, and ordains the hail 
counfellors in town to be warned ito attend the council 
uvmorrow at two o'clock in the afternoon. 

"Apud£dinburgum,primo die Junij, anno domini 1642. 
*« The lords of privy council having again read the pe- 
tition abovewritten, declare that they will have conHdera- 
lioa thereof, and as they are ^noft tender and fenfible of 
whatfoever may concern his majefty's perfon, honour or au- 
thority, fo will they have a fpecial care not to do any thing 
contrary to the late treaty, or which may infringe the uni- 
on or peace, or weaken the confidence betwixt thefe two 
kingdoms, fo happily eftablifhed in his majefty's prelence, 
and with his royal confent, in both parliaments i and arc 
confident, that as from the faids lords the petitioncts nn- 
ther have nor fhall have any neceflity, fo they wlU not 
trouble themfelves nor the council hereafter with fupplica- 
tions of this kind ;" and fo diffolved. 

Now ye have the king's letters and this fuppiication co- 
pied ; read and confider both the one and the other, with 
the coondl's anfwer feat to the faid fuppiication, whilk la fo 
ftraogly 
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flrangcly and confufedly fet down, that I cannot nndeiflancl 
the famcn perfeftly well, nor know I what aofwer the king 
got frae the council to his letter ; but as fome fuppo&d it 
was continued to the next parliament ; or what ant'wer the 
EoglHh parUamcDt received, I cannot tell. It was found 
fit by the council, that the king's letter ftiould be publifhcd 
at the halll parifh kirks of Scotland, that his good fubjeAs 
might fee his uprightnefs and fincerity, but Mr. Robert 
Douglas, one of the minifters of Edinburgh, came boldly to 
the council houfe, and publicly oppoled the publishing of 
the faine out of the pulpits through all Scotland, whereupon 
the council went to advifement, and condefcended to Mr. 
Robert Douglas' defire, but withal ordained the fame to be 
prefcntly printed, «nd difperfed through the haill kiDgdonif 
that his majefty's mind might be certified to all and every 
one, whilk was fo done. 

It was plainly fpokett, that the EngHfh parliamcDt deiired 
alii fiance of our country upon this occafion : Some of oumo- 
blemen, principal covenanteFs, at this time were dtfpleafed io 
their hearts with our moft gracious foTcrcign, his godly go- 
vernment in fome particulars, ift, For his general revoca- 
ticm in his firfl parliament, which bred fome fears in the 
hearts of fome lords, of the ©refticm of church lands, fap- 
pole nothing followed upon this revocation to their preju- 
dice, id, For making in the fame parliament a law anent 
the teinds, called a commiHion of furrenders of fuperioiitiet 
and tithes, grounded upon the helping of the clergy, whd 
wanted a maintenance and relirf of the laity, llviag yearly 
under the bondage of the lords of ere^ion or laic potroni, 
which they thought tended to tbeir great hurt atid pr^dice. 
3d, When his majefly was at parliament, upon Ibme rea» 
Ions moving him, he refuted to confer honours (fuch as to 
make barons lords, and lords earls) ^on lome, and prefer- 
red others to the dignities, whereat there was graat grudg- 
ings ; and fiklike anent the lord Balmerinoch's accnfatioa 
touching an infamous libel fet out ag^nft his majefty moft 
unjuflly, and for the whilk he was convi^ed, though moft 
gracioufly remitted by his majefly^ upon thir occaftons, I 
ny, thir malcontent lords began to murmur and inwardly 
grudge with our king's moft juft ^oceediogs, and ftrives 
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tolay grDiiniis'forhis«Tertt>rcrwiii royal gDverDinent; and 
firfl, they priTately efTay the aobks, knights, barons, bur- 
geSbs, and clergy of England, how they were let, and iind 
there a numbef of raalconteotB, ^ad tocafV oiFthe yoke of 
obedience, with whom there was fecretly made a daadef- 
tiae coreaant, fo that ilk ane Hiould take part againft the 
king's prerogadre. Nowonr lords being fare of £nglaad, 
laid the next conrfe to be fure of Scotland ; but they could 
get no ground to be^ the play, till the incoming of the 
urrice-book at Edii&urgh began. Then they take hold 
of the alteration and chanf^ of rc£g^, and make it their 
quarrel, luppofe moft unjuft in many men's judgments. 
Then fallowed here in Scotland out covenant, proclama- 
tions, protcflations, and great pemirbadona ; at laft thir 
malcontents (feconded by tbdr favourites of England) had 
all thdr <irill, and the kiiu[ is bom down both in church and 
policy, as may be clearly feen in hU fecond parliament. 
Now all things being lettled here in Scotland, as faid is, 
England begins to fiSkiw our Order in religion and church 
gOTcrnment, and many of our faflion ftrives againll fun- 
dry partft of royal prerogadve and eftablifhcd laws, where- 
upon hb majeily could not credibly nor laudably condef- 
icend ; \trhereupon the malcontents of England begin to 
crave onr Scots afltAance, conform to the forcnamed clan^ 
defUne covenant, wljereby our diforder was firft bred, and 
whilk his majefty could not get fupprelTed without forces 
from England, which his majefty could not obtain till firA a 
parliament was tndidled, which the king (againll his will) 
yielded anto. They, lure of a parliament, refblved to get 
all their wills, and firft to get our turn done, and thereafter 
their own, which bred much forrow through all the king's 
dominions, as hereafter ye may hear, 

Wedoefday the lirft of June the committee of the kirk 
ccmveened in the kirk of New Aberdeen, by order frae 
the laft pronncial aflcmbly, anent Mr. Thomas Mltchel'jt 
trials with Thomas Bell's wife, who compeared and con- 
feiled all to his face ; however the committee canfed note 
her depolidon, and referred the declfion to the next pro- 
vincial aflembty, where he was found honeft. 

The forelaid firft of June the feflion fat down in Edinburgh 
for admjnillratiga of jufticc, and peaceably fat their time.

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About this rime a meeting drawn on at York by the king j 
declaring there the reafons why he left the parliament, 
chiefly for fear of his life. It was well rccdved by the 
haill country of York, and avowed by all to his fervice. 
Well, the parliament boldly Hts ftill, albeit the king had 
commanded them to rife, whilk he of his royal power law- 
fully might have done ; and his majefty being abfcnt, they 
care not to hold their parliament going on, wherein both 
the covenanters of the upper and lower houfes prevailed 
flill by a plurality of vmces againA the king's friends Jitting 
there. In the mean time there Is provided at York, a ftrong 
guard for the king's perfon, both of horfe and foot i many 
malicious p_afquil3, written and printed againft the king, and 
others written againft his enemies ; a remonftrance alfo fet 
out in print by the EngUflt parliament, declaring what they 
had done was conform to the laws of England oblerved in 
Edward the fecond's time and In king Richard the Iccond's 
time, which Clvo kings were cruelly abufed by their fub- 
je^s, and done to death, as their chronicles bear ; and in 
clfe^ fome thought they had no le& power to do the fame 
to our gracious foverdgn, and cither to take and to ward 
him, or by plain force to kill him, which the king with 
gr-eat patience fudered. In the mean time, they boldly 
meddle with the king's haill rents, thereby to difable him 
from raifing any forces, if he were fo difpofed, and withal 
had msddkd with the king's hallL royal Ihips, fo thai he 
could do nothing by fea. Thus was this royal king piti- 
fully cbufed, by his own fubjefts, to the admiration of all 
Chrilltnn kings ! It is faid, the king's feal was privately 
brought to York to him. 

About the beginning of this month of June, Dr. Guild, 
principal, violently breaks down the inHght plenilhing 
■within the bifliop's houfc, which was left undeftroyed be- 
fore, fuch as beds and boards, &c. and caufcd tranfport 
them down to picniih the college chambers and other work ; 
joifts and greater timber he cut down ; he tirred the hail! 
toofitlls ot the office-houfes, fuch as bake-houfe, brew- 
houle, byres, ftables, yea and of fome toofall chambers 
alio, and carried roof and dates away, wherewith he roof- 
ed a long .fchool; and Hated the fame within Seraard In- 
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Ota' dole, -where never fong fchool was before. In the 
fame manner he dang down the walls of the Snow-kirk, 
to big the college dykes, as ye have heard before. Now 
he is demolilhmg the bifhop's houfe, pitiful aod lamentable 
to behold ; kirks and ftately buildings firit to be caltca 
down by ruiEans and .ra&als, and next by churchmen, un- 
der colour of religion. 

It is here to be marked, that fince January the begiornnff 
of this year 1 642, ^ere was great fcarcity of white fiftie> 
on all our coafl, to the hart and hunger of the poor, and 
railing of the price of meal and malt, and begging of the 
filhermen ; and it was reported that when the filliers had 
laid their hnea, and taken fifties abundantly, there came a 
beaft to the Lines called the lea-dog, and eat and deftrojed 
the h^U bodies, and left nothing on the lines but the heads. 
A judgment furcly from God Almighty, for the like fear- 
city to coodnue fo long as has fcarcely been heard of in 
Scotland, whilk made the meal and malt at eight, niiie, and 
ten pound the boll, and all other meats were alfo made 
very dear, fielides this, a great drought throughout a 
great part of June, whereby grafs andcorns were burnt up 
aod dried ia the blade, whilk made alfo great fcardty of alt 
milknefs, butter and cheefe ; but the Lord amended this 
drowth, and upon the 1 7th, 1 8th, and 1 9th of June feut a- 
bundance of rain, to the great comfort of man and beaft, 
but till that time June was burnt up, as faid is. Yet, albeit 
the harveft was late, God fent corns-abundantly through 
the ground, for entertaining man and beaA^ but being 
tranlported to Ireland became dear and fcarce. 

Word came that the iz Englifhbiftiops that were waid- 
ed, as ye have heard, were about this month of June put 
to liberty; but the archbilhop of Caoterbury ItayedftilLin 
ward. 

The Irilhes daily grew Wronger and ftroogcr, ufing fire 
aad fword, and all manner of cruelties agitinA man, wo- 
man, and bairn, of Englilh, Scots, and Irifli covenanters* 
in their kingdom, withoutpky or compaflion. Maa- ccd 
this cruelty that conld win away over to Scotland, both 
in»i, wife, and duld ; all this^bred by the inosming ol our 
covenant. 

C 2. Upoii 
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Upon Wednefday the 22d of June the laird of Corfe 
jotte to Edinburgh to the commiRee of the general Affem- 
bly holdcD there, by perfnafion of ourhft provincial aflem- 
biy, not of his own good wiJi. He was made welcome 
there by the brethren, and had privy conference with 
■ them ; the parfon of Belhelvie was fcnt comniiflioner from 
our provincial affembly to Edinburgh to the fame com- 
mittte ; for they earneftly >!viflicd Coric (as an excellent 
learned man) to keep his own place, if they could in any 
cafe procure the fame at their hand by their faid commif^ 
itoner, who was direct for that efFefl, as faid is ; but let the 
brethren in Edinburgh do their beit, they conid not by 
threatning nor periiia^on alter this learned godly man to 
fwear and fubfcribe their covenant, which, as he declared, 
was contrary to his confdence, whilk he would not balance 
with any worldly pleafure nor preferment. Thus after fe- 
Teral meetings and conferences with Mr. Alexander Hen- 
derfon, Mr. Andrew Ramfay, and otlier minifiers at Edin- 
burgh, appcnoted to lit upon die committee for the gene- 
ral alTesibly, in end he returned home ^aln upon the 1 2tli: 
of July. Dr. Forbes foielaid, a karaed dirine and thco- 
logue, denying to fwear and fabfcrUK our covenant, was 
thought 2 ftumbling block to this oar good caufe and new 
leformation, 

Upon the 24th of June the laird of Haddo compeateil 
before ; the juiUces in Edinburgh, to underly the law for the 
alledged daughter of Mr. James Stalker (as ye have heard 
before); after fome Fcafoning, he was ordained tofet cvi-. 
tioQ to compear again, npoa the next citarion, and lb he re* 
torned home again. 

About this time Mr. John Lelly, bifhop of Rapbo>. 
came from that country to Edinburgh, and from that to 
England ; he faid he came not clad like a Inlhop, but with 
fword and hanger, til^eafoldier; he went poft to the king. 
Mr. Andrew Cant being nunifter at Aberdeen, as ye 
have heard, began to bring in novations : he would not bap- 
tife a bairn, yea albrit atthep<nat of death, but after prea- ' 
ching on Sunday, or any other preaching day in the week ; 
he cried out againft conweDing at lyke-wakes, readmg of 
Icriptures, or &n^i^ of plalms at that time ; but the dead 
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eOTps to ly upon a board all night without any CortiiJanjj 
but neither of this couid he get done ; he brought in a kc- 
tnre-kflon to be ufed Monday at night, Wedaefday, Fri- 
day and Saturday, Inftead of evening prayers. No cova- 
ttuoion ^ven by Cant for the fpace of two years to the 
town of Aberdeen, tlU firft they were well catechifed, be- 
caufe he alleged they were ignorant. 

Mr. Henry Pollock, one of the minifters of Edinburgh, 
departed this life, confeffing frae his heart, that his ma- 
jefty was cruelly fubdued and borne down by his own 
fubjefts, as was reported j for the whilk hu get fmall con- 
voy to his grave by the puritans of Edinburgh. Mr. A- 
lexander Hcnderfon at Leuchars in Fife, was tranflated 
therefrae to be minifter at Edinburgh in his room.. 

About midfummer England fcnc to the committee at E- 
dinburgh 1 10,000 pounds fterling, for their brotherly af- 
filtance, conform to the aft of parliament in 1641. 

About the ajth of Jnne the Lord Mayor of London was 
dire^ed toc^ile make proclamation atall the croflcs of the 
town, changing all true and loyal ftibjefts to come to the 
king, and bygones fhonld he forgiven, except fome perfons» 
fach as fir John Hotham, governor of "Hull, and others 
his capital enemies, whom his majefty was not to pardbn. 
The parliamentarians were highly offended at the mayor of 
London for fuffering this proclamation to be made, and for 
she whilk he was prefently depofcd, and a-nother mayor e- 
cleftedandputinhis place; butfirrt he was haftlly taken, 
warded and accufed, and thereafter depoled, for obeying 
the king's command. Yet this proclamation drew the 
hearts of many people to the king. 

Now his majefty begins to waken, and is faff drawing tO' 
an head; his faithfot followers and good fubjedts are by 
the pariianentarians declared incendiaries and a malignant 
par^ J- he caufed put in a garrifon in Newcaftle, and di- 
vei£: lord^ of parliament relbrted to the king, wh«reupon 
ths parliament rcfoived to eftabiifti a committee of their 
bcft number t» fit eonflantly at Weftminfter, for the par- 
liament, with like authority and power, as if the h^ll eftates^ 
of pariiamem were fitting; forthey durft not rile totally 
Bp» nor defect theit parJiamenr, left the king could not be 
C 3, moved 
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moved to ai£& another, when they deiiKd, as he had more 
than rcafon to refufe. In the mean time they make prepara- 
lipa for arms to defend their owd pretended aAa and ordi> 
(taJice&for their militia. 

Tueiday 27th of June -was a vUitation of our Otdtawa 
''Tiitk hy the brethren. The reliion was changed frae after 
the forencoc's fermon till after the afternoon's IcrmoQ) ob 
ilk Sunday. The landward elders thought this burden, 
heavy, to bide ilk forenoon, and buy their dinner in the Old- 
town, whilk. was abiding them at home in their own honfe.. 
It was ordained by this prefbyte^lal vifitation, that ilk mat- 
ter andmiilrefs offamiliesia town and country withtathis 
parini, Ihculd cume, with their bairns and fervants, to the 
miniAers catechifiDg; ndfome to country people, to come 
all, clofe Dp their doors, and leave none at home to keep 
their houfes, corn, cattle, and other goods. They ordiun- 
ed the back of the high altar in bilhop Dunbar's ille, curi- 
ouHy wrought in wainfcot, matchless in all the kirks of 
Scotland, to be dang dowu, as fmelling oi popery and ido< 
latry ; pitiful to behold ! In the mean time our miniller Mr. 
William Strachan, teaches powerfully and plainly the 
word of God, to the great good aud comfort ot all his au- 
ditors J he takes ilrifl account of thofe that came not to the 
communion, and keep not the kirk ; calls out the abfents 
out of the pulpits, which drew in fuch a fair auditory, that 
the feats of the kirk were not able to hold them; for re- 
mead whereof he caufed big up a loft, athwart thefaodya£ 
the kirk, and entered the.wrights thereto inNovcmherjUkc- 
aa with f>reat pains and diligence he caufed Hate the haill 
body of the kirk in fummerdme with new lath, newllate^ 
and other new materials, whilk was not (o well done 
fince the tune it was firft Hated, after the lead was tirred 
tjierefrae; the toofalls were not theeked, becaoie cbey mighc 
not be overtaken this feafon. This Mr. Wiliiati ^raabBn 
was onr.of the beft miniAers that has been Jcen.at thifi kirk' 
of a long time bygone ; but the truth is, the bacfe of the »1- ' 
tar was violently pulled down by dirc^on of Mr. Wiiliaat 
tjtrachan, only advifed thereto by Dr. Guild, prlndpal and 
moderator for the time, and had notthe coufent of the bre- 
thren thereto, as is faid before ; and by this glorious tim- 

bec 
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ber work of the faid altar this new loft was adorned and 
beaatt£ed with ^It pieces and ornameats. 

Now the marqntB of Hamilton, foiefecing thir forces 
and apparent troubles, whereof he has not been blamelefs 
iiQce the beginaiag, as would appear, for he had IVill the 
king's ear, and was continually upon his council, whilk he 
reveals to our covenanteis by his letters, whereby they were 
prodded and ftiU upoo their guard to anfwer whatfomevcr 
commiflion was Tent by his majelly here, to proteft againll 
all manner of proclamations oTed here, and lead or miilead 
his gradous prince (who had made up his forlorn eAate) ad 
he pleafed ; for firft a General- Aflembly was ordained ; 
next a ^rliamenc was indiifted, wherdn the king in all his 
deCgns both of kirk and policy was trampled down, bis 
friends and followers declared rebels, incendiaiics, and 
maiignants, yea banilhed frae their honoors, countries, and 
eftates, and their enemies planted and placed in their room ; 
inimilers alfo banilhed, and their places £lled up according 
to the will of the Covenanters i others depofed with indig- 
nity and difgrace ; and iti a word, none but the king, the 
biihops, nobles, mlnilters, and others who followed tbe 
king, were bontedown pitifully with Ihane and dilgrace, aa 
may appear in his a^s of parliament, where the king's ene- 
mies are exalted, and his true friends and followers caftea 
down. Tothirhaill doings this marquis of Hamilton was 
iHll privy. The railing of arms, the coming to Berwick^ . 
the treaty of peace, corroboration of parliament, the king's 
retomiag to London, he is Hill with him } he attends his ma- 
jefty natil he faw no appearance of peace. Then he leaves 
him in his troubles with the parliament, feigning himfelf to 
be iick, and he behov«d to come to Scotland for his health, 
whilk the king beheld, and 'winked at his proceedings, 
whereof he had gotten fbme knowledge, fuppole too late. 
But the eari c^I^nerk, fecretary for Scotland, and fecretary 
to the Scots council, he left behind him with the king, 
dooblefs foran intelligeacer, who no queflSon was Hill care- 
ful CO acqa»Dt his own brother german (and only upraifer) 
the marquis of Hamilton, with all the occnrrences betWKt 
the king and puUanent. Many woodeKdat the marquis 

of 
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of Hamilton's behaviour frae the bcgjanlngof this coreaanfy 
or what could move him to deal fo politiquely with fo good 
a mailer ; for it was well knowa he honoured this marquis, 
he enriched his coffers, and denied him nothing worldly 
wherein he could any wife avail him, in council, in pdvy- 
chamber, in bedchamber, Aill chiefeA in bis majeAy's t»- 
crefy, and yet he would lUr againft him, and fo behave him- 
, felf under truft, as bred great grief to the king, and much 
trouble both in Scotland and England, as after does appear, 
whilk happily might have l^eea prevented, if he had r^ 
vealed their plots timeouQy to his majefty, and fought his 
honour, peace and profpcrity, as became a true and loyal 
fubje^, both for his highnefs, and weal of his haill domi^ 
nions of England, Scotland, and Ireland, who felt and fuf- 
fercd ilk one their own troubles and fcveral vexadons, as 
fliall appear more pldnly hereafter. However this mar- 
quis of Hamilton leaves the king in the beginning of ihir 
troubles, but his brother, as I have faid, bade ftill at court 
with the king, whereby he had daily intelligence, what 
was doing at court or abroad. Well, he comes to Hamil- 
ton, where he had his meetings with the marquis of Ar- 
gle, the high chancellor, and other prime lords of the co- 
venant, at his pl^fure; fyne at the downjlttingofthefef- 
Con he came and dwelt at the king's own palacd at Holyrood 
houfe, attended the council days ordinarily ; he had a ftrait 
guard about him of his own friends and domeftics, and held 
a great houfe, as was reported. 

The earl of Morton left his majeAy alfo, and came to 
Scotland to the Iting's own palace of Dalkdth, where he 
remained and dwelt all this while. General Lefly (now 
carl of Leven) brings over his lady to the caftle of Edin- 
burgh about'this time, therein to dwell together, furniflied 
the fame for his own provillon, but had no more men in it 
but what were before, and his own domeflics. 

It was reported alfo that there was about 24 noblemen- 
called Banders that coovecned in the Ganongate of Edin- 
burgh at the forefaid council day, as ye have heard, all. 
malcontents, and were 10 petidon the council, defiring- 
them to keep the coveoanc and oath of alle^ance to his . 
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Btajefly, aoA to defend his royal prerogative, now encroach- 
ed upon by bis EngUfh fubje^s. Of thir or the like terms 
this petition was ftamed by the nobles and others of the 
- weft country, and g^ven in under the fubfcription of the 
earl of Montgomery. The council gave bo anfwer, but 
/lighted the fame, c(»nmanding them to remove, which they 
did, and went to Glafgow. In the mean time the minidry 
o( Fife, with iH>bleB, barmg, and bm^elTes, gave in alio to 
the council anothw petition, as ye may fee before. ■ They 
came in with great aumbers, as the banders alfodid- The 
towns of Edinburgh, Leith, aod the council were guarded 
with about 1000 men in arms. 

It was reported that the Iriflies were ftrong, who cannily 
elpied their time to caft offthcir yoke of obedience ; t^irongh 
the incoming of our covenant. 

Suodaytheiathof June AlexanderHarvk younger, and 
Alexander Paip taylor, were both excommunicated by 
Mr. William Strachan, miaifier at M^char-klrk, forpc^ry. 

Wednefday the 15th of June a proclamation printed in 
the kmg's name was pcocUimol at the crofs of New Mxt- 
deeti, for levyingof 4500 foldiers, to go under the conduft 
of the earl of Irvine, brother to the marquis of Argyle, 
for France. Robert Keith, brother to th£ earl Marifchal, 
was one of his caf>taine, who got fomc foldiers in this coun- 
try, and Clipped here at Aberdeen, 

Y« heard before of the laird of Haddo, how he waa 
purfued criminally before the jaftices. At that time he was 
forced to confign before the lords 10,000 merks at the 
lord Frafer's inftance, conform to their decreet, whefc- 
upon he relaxed himfetf frae the horn ; and in the mean- 
time by moyan they lifted up his money beyond hie expec- 
tation, and to his great grief; bilt he wifely concealed his 
wrath, while he (aw his time, and to the king goes he { 
bat he firft fcts caution to compear the next parliament, to 
underly the law for the flaughter of Mr. James Stalker, 
forefaid. 

Word came that the parliament of England was by them- 
selves to be adjourned, toorder the militia themfelves with- 
out the king's advice, and to taix up arms in their own de- 
fence 
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fence agEuoA the king, and to leek hjm at York, which his 
majefty courageouily refolves to bear out as a noble king, 
conform to his royal predecefTors, or then die like a gan- 
tleman, as bimfelf (aid; and in the meantime goes up and 
down at his ptealnre, milkenning the procedure of thepar- 
Jiamenc; and being at Beverly CaAle, there was there pre- 
fented to hia majefty a petition from the parliament, dated 
the i<Stb of July 1641, whereunto his majefly haftily made 
an anfwer, whllk petition and anfwer by the king's com- 
mand were printed. 

About this time there fell out great Aiowers of hail- 
ftones here about Aberdeenj marvellous to fee, being upcHi 
the 9th of July, but lay not long, in refpeft of the tiaic of 
the year- 
Mr. Andrew Cant minifter at Aberdeen, and Mr. John 
Gregory minifter at Drumoak, are chofen commiflioners for 
the prelbytery of Aberdeen, and John Lefly elder, to go to 
the General Aflembly, to be holden at St. Andrew's the 
27th of July. 

Ye beard before how the queen weat over to Holland, 
in company with her daughter, with whom went John Stra- 
chan, flcipper Strachan's fon of our burgh of Aberdeen, 
who was born, bred and brought up within the faid town. 
This Jolin Strachan is a brave mariner, and ftout cavalier ; 
he got charge from his majefty of one of the king's yachts, 
having 24 brazen pieces upon her, to follow the queen to 
Holland, and to attend her fervice. Now the parliament 
feeing the king daily to ftand out, and not to yield' to their 
wills, and fearing this Strachan's employment was not fbr 
nought, they therefore fent to him where he was l^ng, and 
fummoned him to return, with his ftiip and goods, back to- 
the parliament, under pain of death. He anfwered, his 
charge was frae his majefty, and when he commanded him, 
he Ihould obey. The king gets word of this chai^i 
whereupon he fends command, under the pain ofhatigii^, 
that he the faid John Strachan ftiould give no obedience- to 
any charge coming from the parliament for that purpofe, 
whilk he gladly obeyed. Then they fummoned him a fc- 
cood time, and the king gave a fecond countermand s wheje- 

opoa 
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upon th« parliament lends out four of the king's royal ihips, 
two to ly at the mouth of the river Humber, and two toly 
at the mouth of the river - - by one of which ways 
they by the HoUaaders were furely adviled, thia Strachaa 
behoved to go, and was haftily to come to England.' But 
the parliamentarians refolved, before he came that length, 
to have him quick or dead ;' of all which Strachan has good 
intelligence, and refolves to take the fea. He had with 
him on fliipboard the lord Digby and William Murray, 
who had gone over with the queen, and refolved now to 
letam back with Strachan to England. Well, to the fea 
goes Strachan J two of the kings Ships follows, betwixt 
whom there was fome fight ; the other two likewife fol- 
lows, whilk Strachan efpying, and finding himfeif unable 
to defead againft them all four, made choice to take flight i 
and bdog fpeedier under fail, for that fhc was of lefs bur- 
den than any of the other four, goes foundly and fafely 
frae them by plain fpced, for he was well, acquainted 
with all the fands, creeks, and holes upon the £ngli{h 
coaft, whereby he wifely look His advantage, and haftily 
run her aftiore, where the great fliips durft not follow. 
Well, he takes out his cannon, and mounts them upon 
land-, he plants his mufkets fo, that no one pinnace nor 
boat durft come near his ftiip, albeit they were fent after 
him, but were dung back again, both by cannon and 
uuiiket ; in the mean time, Strachan fent word to the 
king of his landing (who was within 1 8 miles diftance) who 
haftily fends a guard, conveys the lord Digby, William 
Murray, himfeif, and about other loo perfons, to his ma* 
jefty. They took order with the cannon, mufkets, and am- 
munition, and let the fliip ly ftill there. There came in 
this Ihip great fums of money, by the queen's moyan as was 
faid, together with arms for ten thoufand men, ammunition 
and cannon, whereof his majefty was very joyful, received 
Strachan {whom the parliament had declared traitor for his 
difobedience) and for his brave fer vice knighted him with 
his own hand, to the great honour of the burgh of Aber- 
deen, bdng one of our towofmen born' 

r- T The 
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The earl of NorthnRiberlaiid, high admiral of England, 
by fee and heritage, about ttus- time, upon his own privy re- 
fpe^ls, laid down his admiralty, and gave over his charge, 
and the earl of Warwick at his own hand meddles with Us 
place ; whereat the king takes offence. 

Now the king is growing to an head, and the parliamen- 
tars very ftrong, kept parliament daily and continually ; the 
earl of EQex is choten their general, and all fuch as favour 
the king are declared incendiaries and malignant parties a- 
gajnft the country, therefore the parliament reiblves to 
move, or make the king con defcend to their opinions whe- 
ther he will or not. ill. That he ftiould ratify their haill 
afts of parliament, both for church government and poUcy, 
albrit contrary to his royal prerogative, and to the utter fup* 
prelfing of epifcopacy. and, That his majefty fliould in- 
did a General AlTembly, for getting a confent of the kirk, 
that'Was of their opinicMi, tothceftabhihingof this new or- 
der of churcii government in £n^and, as is now with us in 
Scotland ; doubtlefs plotted and defired betwixt England 
and Scotland, for their pwn ends, and overthrow of the 
laws both of England and Scotland, made in favour of In- 
ftiops, and to his majefty's prejudice, wanting the bilhops as 
the lirft of the three efiates to fit in parliament. 3d, 
That his majedy Ihouid fend in the incendiaries and haiU 
malignant parties, to be cenfured and punifhed by parlia- 
ment. The incendiaries are undeiAood to be the king's 
loyal fubjeifts and faithful followers. Thir ptxnts feem- 
ed in nowife reafonable in the king's fight, and he utterly 
dented the fame, whereupon both parties went to arms 
fwe againft'the king's will, as after does appear. 

The king feeing no redrefs anent Hull, lays ftrait fiegc 
thereto, but Sir John Hotham governor thereof, lets out 
cert^n fluices of water, whilk overflowed the ground near 
about the town, fo that by land no convenient afTault coald 
be made, whereupon the king k*ri the liege, and rode up - 
and down through the country, making his friendlhip, to 
whom many of his fubjefls daily reforted. 

Wednefday the 27th of July 1642, the General Affem- 
bly fat down in St. Andrew's > Mr. Robert Douglas fome- • 

tim« 
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lime mmiftcr of KJrkaldie, trandated therefrac to Edin- 
burgh, was moderator of xh'ii affembly. The earl ot Dun- 
fermling was commiflioner for the king, with four afleiTors, 
viz. the chancellor, the marquis of Argyle, the earls of 
Calfilis, Glencairn, Lindfay, Wetnyfs, and others ; divers 
barons, geatlemen, aod ruling elders ; the marquh of Ha- 
milton, and earl of Morton were written for, but they came 
not i and the marquis laid, he could now do no fervice for 
the king. It is here to be marked, that Argyle fat not only 
there as afleflbr to the icing's commiflioner, but alfo fat at 
this aflembly as one of the comtniflioners for the cfVates of 
Scotland, who ftill cppofed the king's commiflioners, plead- 
ing for the king's honour ; as in (pecial the aflenibly receiv- 
ed from him a letter frae the king, defiring them not to 
meddle with the affairs of England, nor fo much as medi- 
ate, leafl their quietnefs might be turned into trouble, 
whilk they regarded not as became, in the particulars fub- 
fequetit:. A letter came atfo to this aflembly from the par- 
liament of England, defiring them to remember their cove- 
nant and unity of religion with England, by their own com- 
miflioner, whom they fent with this letter well backed. 
There alfo came another commiflioner, with a letter fub- 
Icribed by about 25 purhan London minlfters, defiring pref^ 
byterian government. Mr. Alexander Spang, miniftsr at 
Campvere, came alfo to this afTembly, who was well re- 
ceived, and admitted to vote with the brethren. There alfo 
came a letter frae our own Scots commiffioners lying in 
England, defiring the aflembly to have conformity with 
England in church government, and that our ecdefiailic 
form fhould be written up to England for this eJFedt. Mat- 
ters are agitate how anfwers (hould be fent to thir feveral 
letters. The king's commiflioner alledged, they could 
maJce no anfwer to any of thir letters, but by t!ie king's 
OMm advice, aodproteftedagainft them. Argyle flood up 
and oppofed him, telling him it was lawful for a free aC- 
iembly to give their own anfwers ; and ftrft they penne J a 

C' fant anfwer to the parliament's letter j another to the 
don miniflers letter ; thirdly, to their own commiflion- 
ers, to whom they fent our church government, penned 
by Mr. Alexander Henderfon minifter, and concluded to 
Vol. II. D folicit 
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folicit his majefty (as they wrote indeed to him) for coo- 
forming of the church of England to our church govern- 

At this aflembly Mr. John Guthrie was fimplicitcr de- 
pofed frae the kirk of DufFus, and Mr. Alexander Sym- 
mer admitted in his place. Mr. Archibald Johnfton was 
clerk to this alTcmbly, and was named My Lord (beingin- 
deed one of the lords of feilion) but the moderator was 
named Brother. Strange to fee! Mr. Andrew Cant look- 
ing to be appointed miniiVer at Edinburgh, was difappoint- - 
ed by Mr. George Gillefple, who was preferred ; and he 
came again to Aberdeen. 

Many afts and ordinances wSre made here at this aflem* 
bly, whilk is referred here to their own books. They ap- 
pointed a general fait and prayer, to be kept through all - 
the kirks of Scotland, upon Sunday the i ith of September 
next, for three feveral caufes. ift, For the great blood- 
ftied, raifery, and calamity of Ireland. 2d, For the divi- 
sions and diftraftions within England, betwixt the king 
and his people ; and that the Lord fliould bring his ma- 
jefiy's three kingdoms under uniformity of religion and 
church government. 3d, For fair and feafonabl? weather, 
to win and ingather the fruits of the ground. 

Tills general aiTembly nominated and appointed fo many 
to be conftant commillioners for them, to fit at Edinburgh, 
till the next general aflembly, as a committee for the kirk 
of Scotland, to cognofce in fuch manner as if the haill afTcm- 
bly were perfonaily fitdng ; and after appointing the iKxt 
general aflembiy to be holden at Edinburgh the 2d day of 
Auguft 1643, they difTolvedand rofeup the 6th ol'Auguft. 
This fame "Wednefday and 27th of July, general Lefly 
lifted 3000 foot and 600 horfed foldiers, well fumiflied 
with cannon, field pieces and ammunition, and all other 
things neceflary, and marched towards Ireland. Himfelf 
ihippcd (but he was only eftimate to be about 80 horfe) 
and landed all fafely in Ireland, 

The faid day the marquis of Huntly, accompanied with 

his good fon the lord Drummond, and his lady, the lord A- 

boyne, Charles and lady Mary, the marquis' bairns, and c- 

thers, beingtibout 80 horfe, came fcac Strathboggie, rode 

■■ • . - through 
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through the Oldtown to New Aberdeen, with found of 
trumpet ; the laird of Drum, with his two focis, the laird of 
Pitfoddels, and fundry others, in his company. The mar- 
quis, with the lord Drummond and his bairns, lodged in 
Ikipper Anderfon's houfe. Upon the morn the town of 
Aberdeen gave them the wine, Sec and made the lord 
Drummond burgefs. Upon Sunday they came over to 
the Oldtown, faw the marquis' houfe and yards, drart:: 
with the laird of Corfe and doflor Gordon's retift, in their 
own houfes. The marquis flayed in Aberdeen till Satur- 
day the penult of July, convoyed the lord Drummond wiih 
his daughter to the bridge of Dec, where they took leave 
frae other, fyne parted, the one going South, the other re- 
lurniiig home to Strathboggie. The marquis was not In 
Aberdeen fmce the firft of January 1642, till this time that 
he was convoying his goodfon to the town. 

Afaowt this time fome tug-whitings were taken, and by 
God's providence the fiflies became larger, for eutertaiu- 
ment of the people. 

Word came to Aberdeen, that the queen mother depart- 
ed this life in Weft Flanders } a great inftrument, as was 
thought, of thir troubles. 

In this month of July the young laird of Gight married 
the laird of Ludquharn's daughter ; and (as was thought 
by hisinftigatioa)fellmtofome variance with hisownmo- 
thcr the lady Gight, daughter to the lord Ogilvie. He 
craved his evidents from his mother, as he that was put in 
fee of the lands of Gight by his goodfire, and his father 
was never Infeft thereintll, who was now out of the king- 
dom. The lady anfwered, Ihe could not deliver thefe writs 
(her hufband being abfent) without his confent; where- 
upon by Ludquharn's affiftance they refolve to take in the 
place of Gight, which (he Ihortly mans and ftootly de- 
fends. They take in barns and high bigging, to fee if they 
could get the gates opened, and (hotin at the hailt windows, 
where one William Gordon was ftiot through the flioulder 
blade. The earl of Airly, hearing of his filler's diftrefs, 
fpake to the marquis, who fettled this matter at J-egatfdeti 
betwixt Gight, who came thither, and his mother. Now 
Cight returning back frae Legatfden, well eontent of the 
' D 2 agree- 
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agreement, John Leifk, one of his ovrn folks, fhootlng a 
volley With an hagbut for joy, his hand was (hot frae him, 
and he fliortly thereafter died. This hagbut was plunder- 
ed by Ludquharn, the faid John Leilk being in liis com- 
pany, out of the place of FoTeran j lb he got his reward, 
and this fiege difToIved. 

About this time doflor John Gordon, ilie depofed mi- 
Eifler of Elgin, having got fome fettling In England, return- 
ed to Elgin, fold his plenilhing and books, made money 
of all, and tcok his wife and children with him to England. 
Thusis this honeft man croflcd.md compelled to flee his na- 
tive country, and fettled calling, as ye may read before. 

Now the king Is at York, and underftanding of the ge- 
neral affembly's letters written to divers perfons, as ye 
heard before, and that the famen bred great encourage- 
ment to the parliamentary fa^ion, thinking furely that aJt 
Scotland was with them, and upon their courfe ; this, I fay, 
made them fo much the more bold, (Aanding on fuch terms 
with the king as they did) and bred fome difcouragement to 
the king's followers and faithful fubjefts. However he 
draws to a head, and was eftimate to be about 7000 dra- 
gooners and 1400 foot, by and attour his trained bands> 
with brave captains and commanders, having cannon, am- 
munition, and ail other provillon necelTary in great abun- 
dance. 

The parliament, on the other part, fits conftantly at 
Weftminfter, by an eftabliflied committee ; diverfe of the 
lords and members thereof rides frae the parliament to their 
own countries, making up forces of men of war to .bring 
the haill kingdom under fubjeftion, and to follow their opi- 
nion by rtrong hand, as our covenanters did in the kingdom 
of Scotland J- and to this eifeft they ufcd al! means poflible, 
and eftabliflied a committee of war, without authority or 
warrant of the king's majefly. Yet it was faid the parlia- 
ment was of great power and of better government, ready 
to meet him with difplayed banners. 

Word came that the marquis of Hartford, keeper of the 
young prince, was overthrown by the lord Brooke, one of 
the parliamentars, and was fled to one of his own caftles 
fcae the kjng's fcrvicc. 

About 
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About this time a committee holtJen at Elgin upon the 
loth, I ith, and 12th days of Augiift. The juftice depute, 
the king's advocate, and jufticederk were there. The mar- 
quis of Huntiy, the earls of Murray and Findkter, the ftie- 
lilFof Murray, the laird of Grant, and divers were at this 
committee, and fuodry others ablent that (hould have been 
there ; their bufmefs was to take order with the Clangre- 
gor, and John Dugar, and other Highland lymmers, and 
with their recepters. They fat down and fenced their courts 
daily, albeit there was not a full quorum convened. The 
poor country people are cited and accufed for receipt of thir 
lawlefa lymmers, and giving of them meat, drink, and har- 
boury. They anfwcred, it was true, becaufe they durfl not 
deny them entertainment, for fear of their lives and fpoilz- 
ing of their goods. But no refpeiSt was had to the good 
realbn of thir poor bodies, but they were feverely fined and 
puniihed for their receipt, and the rafcals themfelves left 
nnpunilhed or nnfonght for. Thus this commiitee difTolv- 
ed, ilk ane to their own houies, and upon the 14th of Au- 
guil the juftice depute, the king's advocate, and juftice 
clerk, with their fervants, rode frae Elgin to Invernefs, 
with litde good to the country for their coming. 

The earl Marifchal rides fouth again for fettling of his 
cnAoms, whilk agreed, as ye may fee hereafter, nothing to 
his mind, and grievous to the burgh of Aberdeen. 

About this lime the lairds of Banff and Foveran, and 
fome others, leave the kingdom and go to the king, where 
they remained a while. 

Te have heard before of the Idng's forces. He rcfolves 
DOW to takes his march, and raife his army, upon Monday 
the 1 8th of AuguTl, and go forward witli diiplayed ban- 
ners, and fet up his ftandard at Nqtciiigham, wMik cou- 
rageoufly he did. 

Prince Rupert his majefty's nephew, being taken by the 
emperor, and kept by the fpace of three years in fure cut. 
tody and keeping, is at this time by the emperor ranfom- 
free put to liberty, who quickly takes journey towards his 
uncle the king of Brhain, where he was joyfully received, 
and hear[ily made welcome, and as was laid, fent freely 
by the emperor to our fcinR to help liim in thir troubles. 
^ ^ D 3 Well, 
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Well, he is preferred, and made commander over the king's 
horfc. The earl of Crawford iikewife comes to him ; he 
is made welcome, and created commander of the volun- 
teers. The king takes order with the commlflioners of ar- 
ray, through all the ftiites and counties (whilk we call 
•aseaponjha^mings ) he charges all manner of men to conveen 
tohis ftandard, conform to the EngUfh laws, tinder the 
pain of treafon, and finding the parliamentars difobeying. 
and not coming to his ftandard, he forthwith caufed dii- 
charge their parliament, commanding them to rife up and 
diflblve, and declared the earls of Effex and Bedford, the 
lord Brooke, and fome others, traitors. 

On the other part, the earl of EfTex, general of the horfc 
forces, haftily draws to a head with a brave army, and 
gave out that they had co purpofe againft the king himfelf, 
but only againft his counfellors, malignant and incendiary 
perfons, (who Indeed were his majefty's moft loyal and true 
ilibjefls, biding by him moft faithfully in thirhis miferable 
diftrelTes) and refolved to take them frae the king's back 
perforce, as they who were enemies to their ungodly and 
treafonable procedure agaJnft his facred majefty, feeking to 
defend his royal prerogative with their lives, lands, and 
goods, againft thir rebellious parliametitars. 

Upon the 23th of Anguft one Crighton, brother ger- 
man to the laird of Frcndraught, was unhappily flain at 
- ■ by Adam Gordon, a young boy, with a piftol. 
He was fon to James Gordon in Fedul, of the folks of Cur- 
ridon, and fervitor to - - Urquhart of Crom- 
bie. Dunbar of Burgle, good brother to the laird ofFren- 
draught, had drawn on a meeting betwixt Crombie and 
Crighton, who then ftood not in good terms, where Mel- 
drum of Iden was; but this meeting turned tragical, and 
Crombie with his boy and Iden haftily fled the country^ 
and v.'an away fafely. 

Our gracious king's goodnefs is abufed, and dally 
mare and more provoked to wrath, by his difloyal par- 
1 amentars ; for when firfl his majefty was conditionally 
content, to recal his declarations of treafon, and take down 
his flandard, now they will have him to quit his true and ' 
loyai fubjefls, without whom he can have do being j and 
they» 
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they, with the earl of Strafford, put out of the gate : then 
the king fliould ftand alone, jh at they might do with him as 
they plealed. But his majelVy more generoully would proteft 
and defend them the better, whom the parliament fought 
to deftroy for his caufe, and held and maintained them 
as his good fubje^s, who approved themfelves faithful in 
the troubles which followed. Now the parliamentars muft 
rebellioufly begin at their hand to meddle with the iting, 
the queen, the young prince, and all their rents; takes in 
thefhips royal; they leave him nothing in property where- 
on to live ; his caftles and towers and ftrengths they take 
frae him ; the prelates and their dependants, with the pa- 
pifts and their lawful rents, they meddle with. "So that in 
effect this gracious king is robbed of all means, friends, 
and moyan belonging to him ; his queen, the young prince, 
and of his worthy prelates ; all done to him by his owo 
native and unnatural iubjedls, of purpofe to draw him per 
force to their lawlefs opinion. But the Lord difappointed 
their expeftation, albeit his rents and revenues in Scotland 
pertaining to him and his queen, was in like manner taken 
frae him by his difloyal fubjefts, under pretence to pay their 
debt, contrafted in thir troubles, whilk they call the good 
caufe. Notwithilanding of all thlr grievous afiiidtions, be 
raifes his ftandafd as ye have heard before, at Nottingham, 
not palTmg 2000 men, aud as little money to pay them } 
however the Lord daily more and more profpers him, as ye 
may fee hereafter. 

Upon Sunday the 28th of Auguft, Mr. Andrew Cant 
and Mr- John Ofwald, two of the ordinary minillers of A- 
berdeen, gave the communion, the firft in the old kirk, and 
thefecond in the new kirk. Theygave the bread to one 01 
two neareft them, then the bafon by an elder was fet before 
the people down the board, and ilk man took his communi- 
on bread with his own hand out of the bafon. The mini- 
fter thereaftergave thecup todneon ilk fide fitting neareft 
him, and fo ilk commuoicant gave the cup to others, fitting at 
the table, but not kneeling, as was ufed before, whereat mn- 
dry people murmured and grudged, but could not amend I', 
Upon the 29th of Auguli Dr. Guild, at his own hand* 
cauled brake down the great oaken joifts within the blftiop's 
boufc. 
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houft, and tranfported them therefrae for reparation of tErf 
college. Pitiful to fee fo glorious a building thus thro-wa 
dowD by delpiteful foldiers, and then demolilhed by doftors 
of divinity ! this Dr. Guild being principal, began to preach 
there, as ye have heard before, but about Lainniafs he be- 
gan to weary, and left oiFany more preaching ; whereat his 
auditors were nowife difpleafed ; for they had no pleafure 
of his unfavoury fermoas, the ftudents wilhing rather to be 
at their leflbns, and the town's people at their work, thao 
hearing him. 

About the laft of Auguft, the laird of Haddo came home 
frae England knighted. He brought with him fome daintf 
horfes. 

Upon the 2d day of September lady Henrietu Stuart^ 
marchionefs of Huntly, departed this life in France, and was 
buried in her mother's grave, at Lyons i' a virtuous reverend 
lady, born in France, and married in Scotland, where (he 
bare her honourable bairn-time, and in her widowhood 
and old age, by cruelty of the kirk, for her religion is forc- 
ed to flee her country, and go into France, where ihe died; 
as faid is. Her eldell fon the marquis fucceeded to her lif&- 
rent lands of the Bog and plough lands ; a matter of about 
fixfcore chalders viftual, and a good help to his diftrefTed 
eftate j but had no more but the chamberlainry thereof. 

The carl Marifchal is forced by plain moyan to iet Sit 
William Dick five years tack of the cuftoms of Aberdeen 
and BaniF, and that for payment of 1 2000 merks, and atun 
of French wine, whilk tack the faid fir William Dick pre- 
fently fets to Patrick Lefly, provoft, in fubtack, and he ob- 
liged him to relieve him ofthe tack-duty at the earl Marl- 
fchal's hands. Thus (fuch was the iniquity of the time) 
Patrick Lefly gets thir cuftoms, againft the noble carl 
and all his enemies in Aberdeen, whereat many marvelled. 
It was faid he gave the ear! quietly 1000 dollars for his 
overfight to thb five years tack ; however the earl had tea 
years tack to run (unfet) after expiration of the faid five 
years tack, for he had gotten a i ; years tack in all. 

Upon Tuefday the (5th of September, Mr. John Gregory 
minilier at Drumoak, at the vlfitation of the kirk of New 
Aberdeen, teachcd moft learnedly upon the fourth verfe of 
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rhe fecoad chapter of the Colofltans, and reprehended the 
order of our kirk, aad new-brought in points. Mr. An- 
drew Cant, fitting bcfide the reader, as his ufe was, offend- 
ed at this doftrine, quickly clofed the reader's book, and 
laid down the glafs before it was run, thinking the minifter 
Ihonld the fooner make an end i but he beheld and preach- 
ed half an hour longer than the time. Sermon being ended, 
the brethren conveeu to their vifitation, where Mr. Andrew 
Cant impunged this doflrlne, defiring the laid Mr. John to 
put the fame in write. He anfwered, he would not only 
■write, but print his preaching, if need fo required, and abide 
by all that he had reached, as orthodox doftrine. The 
brethren heard all, and had their own opinions, but with- 
out any more cenfure they diffblved, fomewhat perturbed 
with Cant's curiofity. Upon Thurfday he railed out in his 
fermon againft the faidMr. John. Gregory's dodlrine, and 
oa Sunday likewife. At laft, by mediation of the town's 
biullies, at a cup of wine, they two were agreed, and fettled 
with fmall credit to Cant's bufinefs. 

There came word to Aberdeen, that the Englilh and 
Scots covenanters refiding in Ireland were pitifully diftrefl"- 
ed, fpoUzied of their goods, .ind reft of their lives. After 
general Lefl/s going into the country the native Iriihes de- 
clared they would lay down arms at the lung's feet, but not 
to the Scottilh and Englilh rebels. 

Upon the forefaid 6th of September the mafler of Lo- 
vat, now come from his marriage with general Lefly's fe- 
cond daughter, came with her to Aberdeen, having her el- 
defl brother the lord of Balgouny, the lord Elchd.Sir John 
Ruthvcn, and fome others in company. They got the ban- 
quet frae the town, and little thanks given therefore. They 
rode to the laird of Frendraught'a houfe, whole eldefl Ion 
had been married to an elder daughter of the faid general 
'Leily's, nowearlofLeven; but (he departed this life ihorc- 
ly, leaving an only daughter behind her. There they were 
well entertained ; from that they rode to Murray to the 
lord Lovat's houfe, and from that the Highland gate re- 
turned to Edinburgh. 

About this time there came in quietly to Aberdeen one 

called Otbro Ferrendail, an Irilhman, and a Iklnner to his 

caiiin^, 
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ciUing, favoured by Mr. Andrew Cant, and by his moyan 
admitted freeman. He was trapped for preaching on the 
night in fome houfes of the town before their families, with 
cloie doors, nofturnal doftrine or Brownifme, as was faid» 
of whom ye may read more hereafter. 

About the loth of September the earl of Irvine, lawful 
brother to the marquis of Argyle, taking up a regiment for 
France, came to the marquis of Huntly, his own good bro. 
, ther, who was well entertained in Strathboggie, and got 40 ' 
foldiers frae him to help his regiment. From that he came 
to Aberdeen, and was blythly banqueted ; his foldiers were 
ftiipped here at Aberdeen, under the conduft of lieutenant 
Blair, and thereafter other men were (hipped for his regi- 
ment, with lieutenant colonel Gordon, brother to the laird 
of Abergeldie. 

Saturday the loth of September, George Thomfon, 
mafler mafon, new come frae Strathboggie to Aberdeeni 
iuddenly fell over Thomas Thomfon's ftair, and with the 
fall became fpeechlefs and fenfelefs, aud departed this life 
upon the Thurfday thereafter. An excellent mafon, of 
fingular device; he buildedfundry brave buildings j among 
the reft he re-edified the fteeple of the College idrk of Old 
Aberdeen. 

AboDt the fame time Thomas Urquhart, chinirgeon in 
Aberdeen (being drunjt) fell over Wiinam Watfon'a ftair ia 
the Nether- kirk-gate of Aberdeen, about feven hours at 
even,- and immediately departed this life, being carried 
home to his own houfe. Pitiful accidents in this good 
caufe ! 

' Upon Sunday the nth of September, and Weduefday 
thereafter, a faft was folemnly kept in both Aberdeens, and 
through all the churches of Scotland, by direftion of the 
General, Alfembly, as ye have before. The motives were, 
firft, the (roubles betwixt the king and the parliament of 
England. Secondly, to pray for uniformity in religion, 
doftrine, and difcipline, through England, Scotland, and 
Ireland. Thirdly, for fettling all malcontents in Scot- 
land, that we may live in peace. Pourthly, for fair wea- 
ther, to ingather the fruits of the ground. This faft was 
folemnly kept_^in both Aberdeens on Sunday aad WedncC- 
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day thereafter, and in new Aberdeen, fo precUely, that no 
booth door durft be opened on Wedoefday till both fore- 
noon and afterooon's lermon wei;e ended that day. 

Tuefday the 20th of September, Mr. Alexander Scrog- 
gie younger exercifed here very learnedly in Oid Aberdeen 
before the prelbytery, to his great commendation. He was 
preferred to be minifter at Forglen, albeit depofed from his 
being regent in the college of Old Aberdeen, as ye have 
heard before. Mr. William Scroggie, his brother, there- 
after exercifed likewlfc learnedly. It is faid at this time 
the prefbytery found it expedient, that baptifm ihould be 
^ven upon any day, as well as on a preaching day, when 
the bairns were weak, contrary to the opinion of Mr. An- 
drew Cant and his aflbciates. 

Ye heard before how Dr. Guild took down the fair 
oaken joifts out of the bilhop's houfe ; now about tlus time 
he likewife caufes lirr and take off the flates off of thir 
houfes, and carried them down to theek a fong fchool, 
ncT-vly made up by hi m, of an houfe within umquhile Bernard 
Innes's clofe; he caufed break down beds, boards, and o- 
thcr fine wainfcot timber work, and brought them down to 
the college, to be employed there at his pleafure. He alfo 
tirred the latrons in the college, whereby the ftudents had 
not fuch natural eafement as before, whereupon followed, 
in defpitd of him, that both the ft^rs, chamber doors, and 
clofe, were nightly abufed ; yet fome time after this it was 
theeked again. 

About this time the earls of Dunfcrmling, RjnnoDi, 
Airlic, the lairds of Banff, Foveran, and divers others, 
came home frae England. The laird of BaniF was made 
lord BanfF, and at the fame time the young laird of Fren- 
draught was made vifcountof . . lord Crighcon j but 
his father would not change his ftyle, but be called laird. 

"Wednefday the 28th of September, being Mishael-evcn, 
Patrick Leily, a flrong covenanter, wag chofen provoft of 
Aberdeen, Mr, Robert Farquhar, John Leily, Thomas 
"Jflortimer, and Alexander Jaffray, baillies for an year. Sir 
Alexander Irvine of Drum flieriff^principal of Aberdeen, 
and Thomas Frafer of Stricheo JhcrifT principal of Inver- 
oefs, by commiffioB. 
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About this time Sir John heRy, eldefi ion to the deceaft 
laird of Wardhoufe, came home out of Germany, but his 
father's fair eftate was delapidated, and little or nothing left 
him whereupon to live, fo that he behoved to Ihift for 
himfelf, and went fouth to Edinburgh. 

Sunday the fecond of Oftober Alexander Sandifon, met 
fengei, fwore and fubfcribed the covenant after fermon in 
Old Aberdeen, in prefence of the coogregation, compelled 
thereto againft his will. 

Ye heard before how his majefty had raifcd his ftandard 
at Nottingham, with about 2000 men, and very fcant of 
monies, as was reported, pitiful to behold ! ilk day news 
coming to Aberdeen, fomctimes of the Ijing's viftories, 
whereat his true fubjefls rejoiced, otherwifc that the par- 
liamemars were vidlorious, whereat the puritans and thdr 
faftion avowedly rejoiced ; but when they heard of the 
king's viftories, they dropped like dead upon the caufey. 

Word came to Aberdeen about the 27th of September, 
how prince Rupert had taken in Worcefter, after a brave 
fight. General Eflex advancing towards them, fent fome 
troopstokeep the gates, and Ibmehorfemen of his lifeguard, 
but they made a foul retreat. There were 700 parliamen- 
tarians killed, four colours, and divers prifoncrs taken, 
but one colonel Sands did oppofe prince Rupert manfully, 
whereby abb fome of the king's men were killed and fore 
hurt. After this vjftory there flocked ■ daily out of all 
Jliires many of his good fubjedls, whereby he was now 
growing to an head, and had his army both of horje aad 
foot in good order and pofture. 

About this time Marflial Ruthven, with fome Dutch 
commanders, came frae Germany and landed in England ; 
he oilcrcd his lervicc to bis majcfty, was well received, and 
did him Angular fervice. 

About this time there were fent to the Englilh parliament 
the carl of Caflilis, the lord Maitland, Sir Archibald John- 
fton laick elders, Mr. Alexander Henderion, Mr. RobeiV 
Douglas, Mr. George GilieJpie, minifter at Edinburgh, 
.Mr. Samuel Rutherford minifter at St. Andrews, Mr. 
Eleazer Borihwick mlniflcr at to treat upon u- 

niformityin relij^on and church government, as was fpc- 
1 before ia the parliamerit-paflages. 

Now 
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Now the king marches for I,ondon. General Eflex re- 
foWes to gire him battle before he come there ; both ar- 
imes went on in others light to Kenton near liaabaiy, 
where there was a large plain field fit for the purpofe. 
The king goes to counal of war, refolves to fight on Sun- 
day againft his will, faying, Then fmce it is lo, let God 
fight his own battles upon his own day. i 

Thereafter, while as his majefty was riding np the fore- 
front or head of the army, and immediately before he j(»n- 
ed battle, he made a Ipcech, and commanded the 7th plalra 
(much to the pnrpofe) to be publicly fung, to the great 
joy of his foldicrs, who threw thrir caps in the air, crying 
out, God fave the king ! forward ! forward I 

Whcrenpon his majefty gave order to charge ; prince 
Rupert commanding the right wing, Felt Marflial Ruth- 
ven the left wing, and the earl of Lindray the main battle. 
Prince Rupert at the firft charge routed the enemy's left 
wing, and Rnthvcn fiiortly after (tho' with fome more 
difficulty) did the fame to their right wing, and both pur^ 
(bing the chace left the main battle naked, fo as the ftand- 
ard being in the van of the king's foot, having long fuftain- 
cd the haill of the enemy's force, and born down with 
numbers, there was killed to the king the earl of Llndfay, 
the lord Aubigny, Sir Edward Varwein ftaodard bearer, 
and the ftandard taken, but quickly regained by a private 
man called Smith, who was made thereafter the king's 
ftandard-beareri n all fields, and created the firft banneret 
m all England, and knighted for this piece of fervice. Di- 
vers other brave gentlemen befides were killed and crnelly 
woanded, and fuadry taken prifoners, fuch as the lord 
Willoughby, fon to the faid earl of Lindfey, general of 
the foot army, colonel William Vavafour, and others. ^ It 
is laid, after the taking of the ftandard, the king with 
his referve came courageoufly forward, and recovered the 
fame, by means of the faid Smith. By this time prince 
Rapert and Ruthven returned frae the chace, which if they 
had not followed lb far, the ftindard had not been taken, 
and the enemy Iwd been utterly overthrown. But ftiortly 
after their return, the enemy wa* routed, and all defeat- 
ed, the king himfelf bciipg approved for his valiancy, and

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courage, to the great joy of his army, whom he was IVill 
exh<.rting} and of the night had not come on, his ma- 
jcfty'a army had cut them all off. Eflex fled to the caftle 

of Warwick. There was killed to him above 5000 men, 
and 27 colours, 16 cornets of horfemens colours, elevcQ 
pieces of great ordnance, and thirty waggons full of am- 
munition was taken. There were killed to the king about 
2000 men, befides the perfons above mentioned. It is 
faid, the king led on his troops very fair, and efcaped 
the (hot of a cannon, within a yard, ftill crying, " Fight 
for God and thu king, and the proteftant religion, and 
God will fight for you." The commanders behaved them- 
feivcs bravely; Sir Thomas Auftinc wan much honour; 
the earl of Crawford and Edward Syrton, whofe regi- 
ment was laft in the field, whereof his majefly took fpecial 
notice. This battle was fought upon Sunday the 23d of 
Oftober, in a morning, upon a fair muir of heather be- 
twixt Banbury and London. It is fdd, before this battle 
his majefty went from Shrewsbury, and pall by the earl 
of Eflex, who being advertifcd, followed with ail dili- 
gence, fo.that the two armies came in fight of one an-, 
other the iamen Sunday morning, and the king and all his 
army flood in battle array the haill night after the battle. 
Upon tlie morrow his majefty went lirft to Banbury town, 
where my lord Peterborough (who fled) had a regiment 
againft the king for the parliament, and who alfo refufed 
his majefty entrance within the town ; he therefore caufed 
ftioot an ordnance over the town, whereupon the mayor 
ind others came forth. His majefty gave them all, young 
and old, quarter for their lives, but gave' the [riliage of 
the town to his ibldiers ; then his majefty paft to the lord 
Sey's houfe, himfelf bang ablcnt, and his lady being 
brought out, flie went fafely, but her houfe was pillaged. 
The lord Saint John, a great man for the parliament, waa 
Kkewife in this battle killed. 

The king went then to Oxford, where he was moft joy- 
fully received with univerfal acclamations. There waa 
brought in before him, all the colours and cornets, in tri- 
nmph of viftory His majefty direfted the moft part of 
his horfe to a plage pa the Thames called Fcaviy, twenty- 
_ five 
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five miles from LondoQ, and fent Sir John Barrow with 
a proclamation to the citizens of London and Weftmin- 
fter, with pardon to all (28 perfons who chitfly did op- 
pofe the king, only exceped) upon provifion they would 
yield and come in to his majefty, and that they would nei- 
ther aid nor affift EfTex with men, money nor plate. After 
this Felt Marflial Ruthven is preferred to be general of 
the king's foot array, in place of the late earl of Lindfay 
now deceafed. Great numbers of people frae all cor- 
ners of the country, daily after this battle, came unto the 
Iting. 

It is faid, that EfTex fent about 16 couriers or pofts ilk 
ane after another to London, to (hew the parliament his bad 
foccefs, whereat they were fo afraid, that they left Wcftmin- 
fter, where the parliament fat, and went into the city of Lon- 
don for more fecurity, being a mile diftant therefrae ; they 
fliortly went away and meddled with the king's third foa 
the duke of Glouceller and his fifter, in company with the 
lady Roxburgh their fofter-m other, and placed them in the' 
marqnis of Worcefter's houfc in Broad-ftrect of London, 
now pert^ning to the lord Crighton. They caufed beat 
down Windfor bridge, with fome others, to ftop the king's 
paflage, alfo Kingfton bridge. They drew a ditch about 

Hyde-park, to hold off his forces ; and thus all England is" 
in an nproar, whilk I pray God to fettle in peace, to the 
Ihame and confufion of the plotters, projeftors and devifers 
of this ungodly, unkindly, and unnatural war, to his own 
glory, and honour of his fervant our king, who daily moro 
and more is provoked to wrath and anger by his diibbedi- 
ent and difioyal fubjefls ! 

Upon the jdTuefday and 18th of Oftober, the provin- 
cial affembly fat down in the feJIion-houfe of the kirk of 
New Aberdeen. Dr. Guild our principal was chofen mo- 
derator, to continue, as ufe is, to the next provincial afTem- 
bly. Mr, David Llndfayparfon of Belhelvie, lafl modera- 
tor. The depofed Dr. Scroggie preached upon the mom, 
by appointment of the prefbytery, and being thereafter con- 

fured by the brethren is found faulty in fome points, ift. 

For not praying for the diftrelTed kirk and ftate of Ireland. 

adly. For alled^ng, that no innovations could be brought 
E 2 in- 
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in by fubjeAs, either in cburch or policy, againfl the viU 
and authority of a monarch ; but tlus paA quickly without 
more din. 

Mr. Thomas Mitchel, parfon of Turriff, being acculed . 
for adultery in the laft provincial aflcmbly, as ye have heard 
before, produced before the committee appointed for his 
trials here, famous teAimoniaJs, under the fubfcriptlons of 
theprovoft, bailUes, minifter and reader of Couper of Fife. 
Thefe women in their own prefence had fworn quite con- 
trary to their firft depofition, and that they were perfuaded 
and enticed to make up that Hander. The teftimonials 
were found fuffident, and befides they took him deeply 
fworn upon his innocence, whereupon he was abfolved 
frae the fcandaj, and found a good bairn. 

Great buHnefs about Brownifm In the aflembly, lately 
crept into Aberdeen and other parts in the country, prac- 
tifed by William Maxwell, Thomas Pont, and Othro Fcr- 
rendale, preaching in fome houfes upon ths night, as was 
alledged. Mr. John Rofs, minifter at Birfe, was compl^n- 
ed upon, and Gilbert Gordon, appearand of Tilliefrofliie^ 
that he, his wife, children and fervants and haiil family, 
bad diniaunted his parifh kirk of Birfe, and had his devo- 
tion morning and evening within his dwelling-houfc. He 
being conveened, appeared and anfwered for himfelf, and 
iaid it was true whilk the minifter had fpoken ; and fur- 
ther declared, that the religion he profefled was the only 
true religion, whereupon they demanded him of certain 
points of religion, whereupon he made his own anfwer, ntv 
wife to the contentment of the brethren ; and therefore 
they ordained his minifter to procefs and excommunicate 
him, in cafe of difobedicrce. , Sundry townfmen of this 
feft are fufpefted. Mr. Andrew Cant and Mr. John OC 
wald were thought no great diflikera of it j for by the faid 
Mr. Andrew's moyan, Ferrendale was made freeman, as 
ye have heard before. In the end, the brethren appoint- 
ed a committee of a minifter and ruling elder out of ilk pa- 
rifti of this prefbytery of Aberdeen, to conveen at Aber- 
deen the 8th of November next, for trying thir matters. 

Mr. William Wedderbnrn, lately depofed frae the kirk 
of Betheloiej having made bis repentaace to the fuU, geta 

.^ ItQV 
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nowoverfight to teach and preach here aod there, but 
would not admit him to ferve the cure of any kirk. Yet 
the general aflembly reponed him to any kirk he coald pro- 
cure. 

This aflembly direfted Mr. Robert Reid, parfon at Ban-" 
chory, and Mr. William Strachan mJniftcr at Old Aber- 
deea, to go and confer with Dr. Forbes profeflbrj but the 
brethren had no fruit of this conference, whereupon they 
fent over again to his own houfe in Old Aberdeen Mr. An- 
drew Cant and Mr. John Ofwald, two of the miaifters of 
. Aberdeen, with the faid Mr. William Strachan ; they de- 
fire him to fwear and fubfcribe the covenant, whereby he 
might keep his own place ; whereunto he anfwered (as 
was reported) he could not fubfcribe the covenant, where- 
in epifcopacy was abjured, but thought bi(hops lawful aod 
neceffaryin the church, bring able and honeft men; but be- 
ing found faulty and unworthy, to remove them, and put 
better men in their places, but thought it not expedient to 
take away their places ; further, that private baptifm to dy- 
ing babes was neccflary and lawful : that the giving com- 
munion to fick pcrfonsj lyiag on death bed, was lawful and 
neceflary; andto give itto heallperfons in the kirk, kneel- 
ing in modell manner, was not unlawful. Thir and the 
like heads were among them at their conferences ; where- 
unto the forelkid minifters anfwered, they looked for a bet- 
ter anfwer, and faid, they found nothing but that he was 
averfe aod contrary to the new reformation ; and therefore 
would deal no more with him, but report his aofwers to 
the committee of the General Aflembly hoidcn at Edhi- 
burgh, becaufe he difapproved their new reformation. He 
anfwered, he underftood not fuch reformations as bred de- 
ftruiUon of the country, and daily brought in grievous fins 
and offences before the almighty God, i'uch as fnedJingof 
innocent blood, murder, theft, rapine, plundering, fpoil- 
iog, and robbing of honeft men's goods, blafphemy, tyran- 
ny, adultery, perjury, lying, fweariog, and many other griev- 
ous fins with uphfted hands without punillimenc The 
conference being ended, they dined together at his defire 
in Mr, Thomas Lefly's houfe, where he then lodged s they 
return to the brethren th*: doftor'a anfwers ; whereupon 
E 3 they 
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they fcnt the Taid Mr. Joho Ofwald to the committee of the 

General AlTembly botden at Edinburgh, vith his aidwers ; 

but they faid, let the proTindal aflembly take order with 

him and his place both, as moft incumbent on them. Thns 

Ofwald comes bacl^ with his anfwer, and Or. Forbes' place 

ftillvalccs. 

This aflembly ordained here morning and evening family 
prayer in illc man's houfe, under the pain of cenliire. Dlt 
mioiHer declared this ordinance out of the pulpit through 
this province or diocefe j and having clofed their bufinefs 
upon Friday the 2 ift ofOftober, after the afternoon's meet- 
ing they diflblved. 

The fame i8th of Oflober Alexander Gordon of Birf- 
moir was married to Ifobel Lefly, daughter to Patrick LcP- 
iy provoft of Aberdeen, in the kirk thereof, by Mr. OTwald 
minifter. The lord Gordon coming from the South to 
Strathboggie, the lord Saltoun and the lord Kilpcmt, meet 
all there by chance, and convoyed thir parties, with many 
other friends and tow.ifmen to their wedding. They got 
good cheat, and upon the zjth of Oftoberhe brought over 
his wife to his own houfe in the Oldtown, where there was 
a goodly Infare. 

Our chancellor, as was laid, cauied about 30 of our 
Scots captains and commanders go difguifed to the Englifh 
parliament. They fhipped at Lcith, for none durft go by 
land, without the king's pafs and parliament's both. 

Diverfc foul and filthy pamphlets were daily printed and 
difpcrfed through the land, tending partly to the difgrace of 
the king, and partly to the anfwering thefe pamphlets is 
dilgraceful and fhameful mfuiner, as they deferved. 

Upon Monday the lall of Oflober, Sir Gilbert Men zies 
of Pitfoddels at the Crabflane hurt John Forbes of 
I^efly in the leg, by a Ihot ; there was on both fides about 
1 1 piftols ihot, but nofte got fltaith but Lefly. There was 
fome old grudge betwixt them ; for Lefly's father killed Rt 
foddels goodfire's brother unworthily ; likewife there was 
ibme controverfy betwixt themfelves about a mofs, where 
John Forbes of Lefly broke tryfl, having appointed to have 
lettled the fame ; after which they chanced to meet, Lefly 
coming to the town, and Pitfoddels going ont; they met 

and 
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giad pailed by without falutaiioD. Htfoddels took it no- 
kindly, and purfucs, betwixt whom fnndry fliots were 
fhot. However they parted, and both came into town, 
Htfoddcls to his own houfe, and I^efly to Mr. Robert 
Farqnhar's honle. Helay under cnrc wMlc Jaonary 1643, 
and then began to walk upon a ftaff feebly, aud not found- 
!y healed} thisgoodcaurebrought in the beaiinff and wear- 
ing of guns, wUlk brcdmickle fbrrowand nufchicf in this 
land. 

Upon Friday, Wednefday and Saturday, thir three days 
weekly, Mr. Andrew Cant, Mr. John Ofwald and Mr. 
Jc^n Row, miniHerat Aberdeen, began their night about 
iaftead of evening prayers, to leflure lelTons, chiefly brought 
in by this Cant j no honeft peribn durftbe abfcnt from thir 
tiew-begnnle^res,butwere rebuked and cried out againll, 
■wheret^ they -thought thia fervice was thraldome on work 
days. 

Upon the ift of November our Ibverdgn lord's feflioa 
jat down in Edinburgh for adminiftradon of jnllice, and 
fat peaceably j praife be to God. 

About the 5th of Noveml^r, in a feaman's houle in P&- 
terhead was heard upon the night beating of drums, other 
times Ibunding of trumpets, playing of pipes, and ringing 
of bells, to the aftonifhment of the hearers -, a token of troiK 
bles following. 

Upon the 8th of November the vlfcount of Frendraught, 
lord Cr^hton, was married with Irvine, daughter 

to the iSrd of Drum, at the kirk of Drumoak. His fa- 
ther was not at this marriage, and would not be called 
lord or vifcount, but held himfelf with the name of laird j 
he was before married with general Ledy's daughter, 
who died Ihortly thereafter, leaving a daughter behind 
her. 

About this time word came that the king of Denmark 
had fent to onr king his own lifter's fon, fome ammunition, 
powder, and ball, and money, with fome captains and cont- 
manders, to his great joy. 

Saturday the 19th of November about nine hours at 
even, there fell out an high call wind, with monllrous rains, 
which contisned till Sunday at 12 hours. The ftorm 
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came out of the fouth-eafl and eaft; a (hip comlog frae 
Norway with timber, loft her maft, and was driven oa 
ftiire 1 the men were all faved, praifed be God. The 
wind fell, bgt the rains continued til] Monday at nine hours 
in the morning. Great {lorms and tempefts followed, 
whereby there was great (kaith by fea, and fundry Ihips 
periihed upon our coafts betwixt Montrofe and Dundee, 
and upon the coaft fide of Fife. 

Now about this time the king makes the earl of New- 
caftle his lieutenant general betwixt the river of Trent in 
England and the river of Tweed in Scotland j with full 
power to raife and prefs all manner of men, within thcfe 
bounds, who hafliiy levied out of Weftmorland, Cumber- 
land, Northumberland, and the bilhopnck of Durham, i. 
bout 14,000, whereof 4000 was papilts, as was alledged. 
Thir were the firft papifts that roie in the king's fervice, 
not in their default, but that his majefty employed them 
not, for fear of fufpicion of the parliament's outcrying a- 
gainft him, as they did indeed ; but his majeAy anfwered, 
that he craved not their help, nor could they look for any 
more 'benefit at his hands, than they had by the eftablilhed 
laws of the kingdom in the days of queen Elizabeth and 
K. James his rather, whilk with all rigour he was con- 
tent ihould be profecute againft them ; and to that ef- 
fcftthar he had {for faving himfelf from fufpicion) fentout 
hispfoclamationsj but tliis anfwcr could no wife fatisfythe 
humour of the parHamentars, but taking advantage of the 
.king's proclamations, they immediately Tent out other pro- 
clamations, giving liberty to all papifts who would come in 
to help and alTift them, to repeal whatfoever adis made a- 
gainft them in any king or queen's time, whereupon the 
papifts flocked in daily to the parliament in great numbers. 
The king hearing of this order, faid, « Well, feeing the 

fiariiament has given way to receive the papifts ag^nft the 
aw, to light againft me, why then ftiould I refufe their fer- 
vicc, who freely offer the fame unto me, and that notwich- 
ftanding of the proclamations fet out by me againft them i" 
whereupon he refolves to make all papifts welcome that 
come unto him, and truly fundry and many came in to 
him, whereby he had great help and comfort, and who 
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were tnoft loyal and tine to him k his great and grievous 
troubles. 

Now the earl ofNewcaftleraifes his army, and goes to- 
wards Yorkftiire, for reprefling of certain rebels, who had 
promiled to the lung to be his true fervants, and had fallea 
from thdr obedience, and had taken part with the parlia* 
mentars. 

Upon Tuefday the 22d of Noveniber, the marquis of 
Huntly came into Aberdeen, with the lord Gordon and 
the lord Alioyne his two Toas, and fundry other friends. 
He was lodged in /kipper Anderfon's houfe, and was ferv- 
.ed by bis own domeAics, who bought his meat, and mado 
it ready to him. The occaiion of his coming to town was 
faid to be upon fome altercations betwixt the marquis and 
the lord Gordon, fince the writing of a contraft in Edin- 
burgh betwixt them, anent the difpolitiaoof the marquis* 
bajll lands, rents, and living, for yearly payment to hJm- 
fcVf of ten thoufand merks in filver rent, that the lord Gor- 
don Ihould have fix thoufand merks of yearly rent, and the 
lord Aboyne to have five thoufand merks of yearly rent, 
with the boarding ; the marquis to keep Strathboggie, and 
lus houfe in the Oldtown, to dwell into, and the lord Gor- 
don to have all the leR ; but the lord Gordon not to have 
power to fell heritably any of his eftate, without his content, 
and other honourable friends, fpecialJy condefcended upon. 
How ail ended, was kept fecret. He rode out of Aber- 
deen upon the 5th of December, and went to Strathboggje j 
during the time he was in Aberdeen he got no hn-acari 
drunken to hir.i in wine; whether it was refuted, or not of- 
fered, I cannot tell. The lord Aboyne followed his father 
home upon the 9th of December. 

Report pall, that the king of Denmark had fent an am< 
bflifador (with Crowner Cochran, who was firft againft the 
king, but now returned his true man) to treat of peace be- 
twixt the king and parliament j but before their coming to 
England, the parliamentars had petitioned the king for ac- 
commodation of peace, but no ceiTation frae war ; and in 
the meantime, before his majefty returned anfwer, they fent 
down fix barks or cabarrs, full of ammunition, powder, 
ball, and other furi^tiirc, with fix chefts full of Hlver, and 
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company of brave foldiers, and under this treaty to have 
)ne down the Thames, (becaufe they durft not go by land) 
id to have taken in one of the king's own houfes called 
lingfton, a ftrong hold, to have manned the fame, and kept 
leir commodities fafe frae peril i but his maj. fly being ad- 
i-Ttifed thereof, fent three pieces of cannon to the Thames- 
de, where they fhot and funk thir cabarrs to the fea bot- 
jm, men and alt, one_whereof being fhot at, the bullet 
[;hted on a powder puncheon, fired the Ihip, and blew 
lip, men, and all into the air. 

Ye heard how the aforefaid ambaflador came ; thereafter 
e went firft to the king, fyne to the parliament, where he 
.id Cochran were both evil intreated, and both warded; 
thereat the ambaflador cried out, faying. It was againft the 
iw of nations to be fo ufed : atlaftheis put to liberty, and 
lochran detained ; but how he was relieved, or what ef- 
;& this embafly took, I cannot tell. 

The king is now lying at Southampton, and his men quar- 
;red here and there through the country, where they might 
e beft accommodated. Prince Rupert is lying at Bren- 
DQ ; now the lord Hellifly, captain of the red regiment of 
le parliamentars, rencountered with him, but prince Ru- 
ert cut them all to pieces, and right fwa dreffed another 
;giment called the green or blue regiment, coming to at 
ft the red regiment, to the great grief of the parliamentars, 
eingtwo of the choicell regiments both of horfe and foot 
'hich they had. After this fight, which was in the-faid 
lonth of November, prince Rupert returns viftorioutly to 
is own quarters ; EfTex in the meantime comes out of lion- 
on with the body of his haill army, and being on his 
larch he is advertifcd, how thir two regiments are cleao 
efeat and defrayed, whereat, fore moved, he halts and 
ays, thinking prince Rupert might haply follow his vic- 
)ry and meet him ; but getting word that he was marched 
> his quarters back ag^n, he marchedno further on, but re< 
]rned to London. 

After this prince Rupert receives orders to go for Kent- 
lire, to reprefs fome rebellions there. The earl of "War^ 
'ick was direfled by the parliamentars, to join with Sir 
>ha Hotbam younger, and refift the king, and defend the 
country 
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country wherever they came ; but good prince Rupert en- 
counters thir two champions, defeated and routed them- 
felves and their foldiers. He got fix or feceo trunks full 
of money, with their haill cannon and baggage. 

Here it is to be noted, no humiliation, praife, nor thanki^ 
^ving, faftiaF, nor prayer, nor worfliip given to God, 
'within any Scotti(h church, notwithftanding of thir great 
unlooked-for victories ; but we were deaved with fafting, 
praying and praifing, when general Lefly'was in the fields, 
as ye have heard before, but now no word for the king's vic- 
tories, for his fafety and preiervation ; marvellous to beheld t 
Upon the laft day of November, general Leily returned, 
bag and baggage, frae Ireland to Edinburgh, leaving ma- 
jor Monro behind him with his army in garrifon. 

Now remember,' the marquis of Hamilton, the king's 
dear coufin and greateft minion, has left him, for all his fa- 
vours, riches and honour his majefty conferred upon him ; 
and in thir his grievous troubles he comes cunningly into 
. Scotland, fports and pafTes his time, and lets the king (with- 
out his good council, help and furtherance, whilk belong- 
ed him truly) to do for himfelf with great labour, night- 
watching, trouble, and travel. But if this marqnis has 
proven faithful to his majefty, it may hereafter be feen. 
Always about the down fetting of the feJIion he comes in- 
to Edinburgh, takes up houfe in the king's own palace of 
Holy-rood-houfe, keeps carefully ilk council day, where 
the chancellor himfelf, the marquis of Argyle, the lord 
Balmerinoch, and fome others, guided or mifguided this 
miferable kingdom. Ilk ane had their own fecret moyan 
and intelligence. The marquis of Hamilton had his bro- 
ther the earl of Lanerk, fecretary to the king's council of 
Scots at court, and daily with his majefty, by whom he had 
good intelligence ; always nightly and fecretly thir lords 
had their meetings and conferences as occafion offered. 

Dame Elizabeth Gordon, lady Wardhoufe, (thereafter 
lady Cluny) departed this life at the town of Durham in 
England, where (he and the laird of Cluny her hulbandhad 
their refidcnce at the time actually dwelling. She died of a 
cancer, whilk was in one of her paps, and begun two years 
before. It eat up and conliuned her through the bowclsj 
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as was faid. She died upon the fecond day of December, 
and was buried honeftly out of her own native foil. A 
woman of lufpe^fled chaftily, and thought over familiar 
with Sir Alexander Gordon, laird of Cluny forefaid, this 
many years bygone, in her hulband's time, and thought an 
evil inftrument to the down-th rowing of both their fair and 
flouriftiing eftates, yet few were their life days in their fc- 
cond marriage, being but married not long ago, as you 
haze heard before. 

There came from England to Edinburgh, as was faid, 
ao hundred and ten thoufaod pounds fterling, for the mid- 
funtmer term of brotherly affiftance, 1642, conform to afts 
of parliament. Others faid it hut 20,000 pounds fterling, 
to pay our merchants for the viftual tranfported to Ireland. 
Sir William Dick, Sir John Smith, and Sir William Gray, 
turgcfles of Edinburgh, and Mr. Robert Farquhar burg^ 
of Aberdeen, looked to have gotten payment for thdr vic- 
tual and other expences, but they got none, do what they 
(ould, to their great mifcontentment. 

Report pall, that the eftates of Holland fent to the par- 
liament of England, craving an union with them ; and that 
the prince of Orange, for favouring our king his own ally, 
was now in disfavour with the eftates. 

Ye heard before of the earl of Ncwcaftle, how he had 
raifed arms, and fuppreft the rebels of Yorkfliire viftori- 
ouily. He hears now how Sir John Hotham younger (a 
fore enemy to the king) was plundering and killing his loyal 
fubjefts wherever he came; wherefore Newcaftle feeks 
to And him out. Hotham hearing this, refolves to crofs 
his way, by intaking of a pafs or bridge, which Newcaftle 
behoved to march by ; but this Hotham is manfully dung 
frae this pafs, and ftiamefulty routed therefrae into HuU, 
out of the which, if there had not iflued fome 60 or 80 
horfemen for his refcue, he had then been killed. Mew^ 
caftle being weary in the chace, and feeing him efcap^ 
wifely founded the retreat- 
Young Hotham again takes the field, with about 6000 
men; Newcaftle has about 10,000 men, and goes to 
feek him out ; but Hotham feeing his eaemy more in num- 
ber, entrenched himfelf craftily, and bigged up a fconce 
ftionglj 
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ftrongly for his defence. Newcaftle effays to get him out, 
but could not, wthout great lofs of men, whereupon he 
began to batter the fconce. In the meantime Hotham 
quietly by an ntifeeD -way convoys himieif and his men 
ftfely away, Newcaftle fml battering with Cannon while 
they were all fafely gone, bag and baggage, without any 
flcaith, or the lofs of a man. 

Now thepar^mcnt of England had their own ways to 
move us to raiie arms in Scotland againft our fovcreigii 
lord the king, for thdr help and affiftance, founded upon a 
pretended aft of padiicarion ; and to this effefl: write with 
the earl of Lindfay to~Onr coundl, who declared by the 
way to his majelly, that he had fuch commiflion from the 
j>arliament to Scotland, which commiflion, they having oc- 
cafion of his being bcfidc them in England, they earneftly 
defired him to carry; declaring alfo the chief points of 
■coQtroverfy betwixt his majefly and them were about fout 
is number, ifl. That his majefty would ratify and ap- 
prove their afts of parliament, ad, Prefbyterian govern- 
ment, without biihops or then- dependents. 3d, An in- 
di^oa of a general affembly. 4th, That fuch as they 
called incendiaiies and malignant perfons about his ma- 
jefty, (who indeed were his faithful and loyal fubjefts) 
fiiould be fent in by him to the parliament, to fuffer dif- 
' grace, indignity, pumihing of thrir perfons, and plunder- 
ing their eftates, at their will and pleafure, as was done 
by them heretofore to the noble earl of Stafford, never 
enough to be deplored. Now let the indifferent reader 
judge whether or not thefe articles were reafonably craved 
either frae the nature or hands of a king, whercunto 
bis majefty would in no wife condefcend, except that he 
granted to the indiftion of a general aflembiy to be h'olden 
M London the jth of November, where epifcopacy and 
riie book of Coimnon Prayer was there approven, as ye 
may hereafter fee. The earl of Ucdfay could not win home 
fram the EngHfh parliament by land without the king's 
.pafs i fo he came and got the famen, after he had ihown 
bia commiflion to his majefly. 

The earl of Lanerk was fent down with a declaration 
from hJs majefty to our Scots coundl, and a new coundl- 
day appointed the 4th and 5th days of-Tanuarv nest.

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The parliament had fent down their petition, craving aid 

of us in men and arms, conform to the treaty of pacifica- 
tion and covenant paft betwixt them and ua, and the king 
fends down, to countercheck this petition, a declaration to 
our council, and both were produced the 22d of December, 
and a new council day appointed, as is formerly faid. Well, 
the council con veens, the king's declaration, and the par- 
liament's petition, are both publicly read out. It goes to 
voting, whether we flionld aifift the parliamentars or not ; 
the king by two voices gets it, and fo no affiftance ; where- 
at the parliament's friends takes exception, alledglng their 
votes were not fufficient, nor could any thing be concluded 
without a convention of the edaCes, to wit, nobles, barons 
and burgefles. Now remember this voting was within the 
council upon tlje 22d of December. Thertafter the eftates 
were charged to fend their commiffioners, and conveen at 
Edinburgh upon the 4th and 5th of January. 

At this firft council day the earl of I^nerk defired his ma- 
jefty's declaration to be printed, and publicly difperfed and 
publilhed through all Scotland, whereby his good fabjefts 
might have full information of the truth. It was agitated 
pro et contra; in end the king by voicing gets his rea- 
fonable defire, and the fame was ordained to be printed 
at Edinburgh, to be difperfed and fpread to the effeft fore- 
faid, and the raifing of men referred to the committee of e- 
Itates, to conveen the forefaid 5th of January 1643- 

In the month of December there came out a paper, fet 
out by Mr. David Lindfay parfon of Belhelvie, called 
ocot/anir s Hu/Ieiujiih, f nniedhy RuhaaM Aherdeen, thought 
to be better titled than it had ftuiF and good matter, and 
which I thought not worthy to take pains upon to infert ia 
this place, albeit it is lying befide myfelf in print. 

The king caufes quarter his arm; for their maintenance 
moft commodioufly, both for man and horfe, through the 
country to winter. 

The ii.arq;iis of Huntly in this month of December fends 
.iuto oiir college of the Oldtown his fourth fun Charles Gor- 
don . to learn granimar. He got Dr I^fly (the late depofed 
piiucipal), hi" chanber, {who h-.d Aill kept the fainen for 
his ai-uaiiun untJ this timej, for his Iba, and his peda- 
gogue 
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gtgue to remain into ; and the marquis had the faid doftor 
Lelly with himfqlf to Strathboggie, there to remain and be 
entertained at his own table, becaufe he faw him a dirtrt/Tiid 
gentleman, violently thrown out of his own place for not 
fubfcribing the covenant. Thus the marquis rcquefted this 
doftor togowithhim, andfoupon the 15 th day of Decem- 
ber he left his chamber in the college, who had ftiU kept 
polledion thereof (albeit depofed, as laid is) to the forcfaid 
day, and willingly he went with the marquis, to bide his 
fortune. 

Upon the i6th day of December, Dr. Guild and Mr. 
WilliamStrachanyokedWilliamCharles, Wright in Aber- 
deen, to the down^taking of the back of the high altar, 
ftanding upon the eail wall of bifhop Garin Dumbar's I(le, 
as high nearly as the cicling thereof, curioufly wrought of 
fine wainfcot, fo that within Scotland there was not a better 
■wrought piece. The craftfman would not put his hand to 
the down-taking thereof, till Mr, William Strachan our mi- 
niflerlaidtirft hand thereto, which he did,andfyne the work, 
was begun ; and in taking down one of the three tlmber- 
crowos, whilk they thought to have gotten down haiU and 
tmbrokcn, beyond their expeftation it fell fiiddcnly upon tlie 
kirk's great ladder, brake it in three pieces, and itfelf all in 
blades, and brake fome pavement with the weight thereof, 
but thepeople were all faie. Now our minlller devifed a loft, 
for eafe of the people at fcrmon, gtnng athwart the kirk fouth 
and north, which toot away the ftately fight and glorious 
fliowofthebody of the haill kirk, and with this back of the 
altar and haiU ornaments thereupon he dccored the forefide 
and backfide of this beaftly ioft, whereas forty pounds 
would have coft as mickle timber as would have done the 
fame, if they would have fuffcred the forcfaid ornament to 
(taod. This was done without advice of the Oldtov/n Tef- 
fion, and as fome faid, without confent of the brethren at 
the lafl vifitatit>n of our church. It was a well-wrought 
piece, having three crowns uppermoft, and three other kind 
of crowns beneath, well carved, with golden knops, all 
now on this loft. There was aooo merks left by Dr. 
Scroggie in the kirk-box, with the whilk our minifter theek- 
ed the tOofaUs of The kirk, the fteeple, and Gavin Dum- 
Fa ba 
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ifle, with new ilate, aad keft with Itme that part wlwre 

the back of the altar Aood, that it fhould sot be keot. 

In this month of December, and id day thereof, dame 
Elizabeth GordoH, firll lady Wardhoufe, fyne lady Cluny^ 
departed this life at Durham. 

Ye heard before of Maxwell and Fertendale, accnled of 
Brownifm. Mr. Andrew Cant favoBrs them, a» thought, 
whereat the brethren were ofiended,. ordaining them to 
come in before the pulpk, and Aibfcribe the covenant, and 
deny their tenets ; but npcn Saturday after fermoa, and 
the lail of December, tl^ Ferrendale came in before the 
pulpit in the old kirk, where he approved of our chnrcb, 
denied the Browniits tenets, fubfcribed our covenant, and 
by Mr. Andrew Cant was received as a good bairn ; but 
the brethren were not content with this fatisfa^oo, not 
done upon a Sabbatb dftyi but a week day before the com- 
munion. 

About thta time it waa faid there was Tome mifcontent- 
ntent betwixt the prince of Orange and the eftates ef Hol- 
Jand, becaufe he inclined to favour our king, bung his gooJ 
brother, and therefore moA kindly ; and that in the mean- 
time the eftates had ient to the parliament of England, 
craving an union with them. 

About this time Dr. Gsild left off from preadung io 
the College kirk, whereat the people were not difplealed^ 
and began ilk night after fupper a liefbire-JelToa in pre- 
fence of the regents and fludents, who were little plea&d 
with his difcour&s. i 

It is here to be noted that the vlAuals here is Aber- 
deen were mopdrous dear; for about and after Mar- 
tinmas, through the hull winter, the malt holden at 15 or 
16 mcrks the boU, the white meal at 81. the boll, which 
was the firfl dear winter herctofort; iccn in this land, albeit 
there has been dear fuimnera. There was alfo great ralss, 
whereby none was able to travel; great ftorms in thefea* 
ind few fifli gotten, to the great grief of the people. Al- 
beit our ftns delerved worfe, yet God lent in June, July^ 
and Auguft, excellent weather, whkh made amends. 

Dr. Guild, principal and moderator, at this time refof. 
«d to ^ve play ta the ftudcats at YooWaf ,' but tjiey took. 
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■t at their own hand^ and the grajnmarians bothj who ac 
laft by compoiltion got eight days play. 
" This year Yool-day fell upon Sund^ty. Our mJoifters, 
and minifters of Aberdeen, preached againft a!! mcrrinefs, 
play and paftimej and the nighr before by tuck of druii* 
through Aberdeen, the townfmen wei-c commanded to 
keep themfelves Ibber, and flee all fuperfl'itioas keeping of 
days. Upon Monday the bell went through the Old- 
town, commanding all manner of ratn to open their booth- 
doors and go to work ; but the {Indents fell upon the bell- 
man, and took the bell frae him for giving fnch an unufual 
charge ; fo the people made good chear and banqueting, 
according to their eftates, and part their times Monday and 
Tuefday both, for all thir threatnings. 

It ij faid Mr. Andrew Cant, fitting this fame Tool-day 
at afternoon's fermon, Mr. John Rue preaching in the OlA 
Kirk, hearing fome noife in the kirkyard of bairns and 
people, he got up fuddenly from his feat, fitting as he ordi- 
narily ufed befidc the reader ; through the kirk and people 
goes h^ and out at the door, to the gre^t aftoniflimeat 
of the people in the Old Church ; and when he came to 
the kirk-yard the hatrns fled, but he chaced them into the 
New Kirk, whereat the people there were oiFended; atlaff 
he returned back to his own place, and the people became 
fettled and paciJied } but wondered at his light behaviour. 



Anno 1643. 

■ tVord Came here to Aberdeen that generallCingcaffle frac 
Denmark whh about fiVe hundred thoufand pound fterling 
to his iTiajefty, and three or fourfcore brave commanders. , 
He was direfted frae the king of Denmark, and landed at 
Newcaflle, who was made wekonie, and prefeatly prefer- 
red to be lieutenant general to the carl of Newcaftle's army, 
confining of 10,000. The' earl there:ifter weitto hii^ mi- 
jefty, and rerurned back, where he direfted j;c;-:?r.i! Ivr.;r 
to go up to his majeily with his army, and he v.'oulJ kccf 
Ncwcaftlc ai?d the country about with forces cr.o-gh, 
F -^ " ' whlc'- - 
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■which he kept befide for that pnrpofe. This Kiaggoesi^ 
in good order, his majefty receives him gradoufly, and pui» 
him in ferricG according to his rank, and worth, and ho- 
nourably rewards him for his pains. 

Report paft that London was diftrened,waniingboth £re 
and vifhial, wliich bred fomc jiifcontent and diTi£on among 
tbemfelTcs, fome wilhing peace, ibme wifhing war. 

Upon Sunday the 8th of January, prayer and fading la 
both Aberdecns, aod through the kingdom, for a bleffmgr 
to the convention of c£tates tobe holden at Edinburgh. 

The committee of the confervators of peace fits down 
at Edinbui^h npon the 5th day of January, or rather the 
lords and others OMnmiflioBers o£ parliament, for conferrar- 
tion <rf peace between the two kingdoms. • 

Ye heard before of the controverfy among the council 
about the printing of the king's letter, and how it was ia 
cod granted. It was at the fame time thought that (he par- 
liament of England their declaration, feet in to our coun- 
cil, flionld be likewife printed, whereupon the council 
could not well agree, but there wa£ a petition given unto 
the faids commllEoners of parliament by nobles, barons^ 
. gentlemen, and burgeHes occafionally met at Edinburgh^ 
. and it was printed and difperfed. 

It was reported there was great multitudes of people 
at this convention. The council and confervators of peace 
had their ordinary place of refldence ; the nobies, barons, 
and gentry, called the banders, had their meetings in the 
abbeyj and the nobles, barons, and mlnlflers, and gen- 
try of Fife, had their meetings in the Taykw's-hall in 
the Cowgate, whilk feveral places of meeting fmelled of 
— aiifcsuite'ntmcnt and divifion amwigft thepifelvea. It Is 
iiiid thehaill nttiilflers of Fife left their churches upon Son- 
day the 8th of January, without preachers for them, and" 
came to Edinburgh, crying out before the council for not 
printing the parliament of England's declaration, as well 
as they had caufed print the king's letter, whilk they were- 
loath to do, without the king's advice or knowledge; and. 
to that eifedl, and upon otlicr reafons, then fcnt Mr. Hen- 
derfon miniiier at Edinburgh, Mr. Robert Barclay prc- 
voft of Irvine, aod the chnnttitor of Scotlaad, as commiP- 
fioncrs 
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£oaera to the king. The report paft, that the tenor of 
their commiflioii was to {hew him anent the prlntlag of 
the faid declaration, with other fonr heads, viz. iH, The 
luDg to bring home his qneen, and to coarert her from 
popery. 2d, To return to his EngUfh parliament, and ad- 
here to them. 3d, To remove all papifts forth of his army. 
4th> To indi£t a general alTembly, with a parliament to fol- 
low thereon, and that (hortly and ha^y, within the limited 
and prefcribed time of parliament. The kbg granted to 
the publication of the forefaid declaration, but what anfwer 
he gave to the reft I cannot tell, but the Fife miniHers were 
-directed home to attend their charge. It was fdd there was 
nominate Mr. Archibald Johnltone, clerk to the ajfembly, 
to have gone with the pther three commiffioners, but the 
earl of Lanerk being at the council, declared, he had no 
' fafe>condu£t for him, whereupon he bade at h(»ne. It was 
ordered that a great taxation fhould be taken of the couo* 
tiy, thdr annuity of tiends, and fuch like, as ye have her©, 
after. They appoint a new committee to be boldea at £dii>> 
burgh the 1 5th day of February, and upon the a4th of Ja- 
Boary they diflblved in peace. 

Tuefday the 1 7th of January, Mr. Alexander Middleton, 
fnb-principal in the college of Old Aberdeen, was married 
with Gordon, daughter to Mr. Gordon atKet- 

tock's Mill, contrary to the foundation of that college 
forbidding marriage to any of the inward members ferv- 
ing therein. There was fundry gifts, cafes, ^nd coined 
gold given by fundry Jitters at this bridal, and fome gave 
rings i but ccMned gold was not in uic to be g^ven here in 
Aberdeen at free bridals. 

Upon the 1 7th of January, John LeQy, baillJe, departed 
this life in Aberdeen, after fome few days Jickncfs ; (his 
brojher the provoft was in Edinburgh) to the great grief rf 
the town's people, bong better loved than his brother i he 
was buried with a brave voUey of mulketeers. 

About this time general Lefly earl of Leven comes to the 
caAle oFEdinburgh, and takes up houfe, and with his lady 
and family dwells peaceably therein. 

Ye heard before of Othro Ferrendale his repentance. 
The prclbytery of Aberdeea were not well content there- 
with}, 
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tvltfi i wliereapon doftor Guild, moderator, wriite for twW 
minifters aod ruling elders out of ilk pre(b)rtcry v/ithin the 
diocefe, and the haill minifters of the preJbytery of Aber- 
deen, as being neareft hand, to meet at New Aberdeen th'e 
24th of January, for takingorderv/ith the (lighting of this 
Ferrendale in his obedience and fatisfaftlon, contrary to 
thrir laft a£l, which bears him to come in upon a fabbath- 
diy after fermon, to deny his hail! tenets of Brownifm, fwear 
and fubfcribc the covenant, ratify and approve our kirk, as 
the tnie church of God. The brethren and their ruling 
elders met J Mr. Andrew Cant made his own apology, 
which was thought frivolous. In end they referred this 
Ferrendale to the next provincial afTcrably. 

This Mr. Andrew Cant ufed not oft the faying of the 
Lord's Prayer, either before or after fermons, as wont ia 
that kirk, but had prayers extempore long enough ; fo the 
reft of the minifters of Aberdeen kept his cuftom. They 
brought in upon ilk Tnefday, Thurfday, and Saturday, 
afternoon leftures taught by i!k minifter, time about, (ia 
■place of faying of prayers ilk night before) } the people is 
compelled to attend thir lefiures, or then cried out againfl'. 
None on the Sabbath-day durff come out of the Newtown 
to the Oldtown, efpecially in time of fermon, and to that 
effcft the highways were watched ilk Sunday, and who 
were found, were conveened before their ledion, and fe- 
verely puniftied with (liame and derifion. In time of preach- 
ing on week days no merchant nor craftfmens booth doors 
durft be opened, that the kirk might be the better kept by ^ 
the mailers and iervants. The bairns of the grammar- 
fchool were forbidden to keep afternoon's, fermons, but to 
keep the fchools, where the mafters (hould carechife them 
Upon points of religion, Reading of holy fcriptures, and 
finging of pfalms were difcharged at lykewakes, by ait of 
rhe town council of Aberdeen, by perfuafion of this Cant 
and his fellows. The hand-beli (liould go and proclaim 
through the town who was dta.' ; but tolling of JJrk- 
bells at their burial was difcharged ; all brought in by this 
Cant, and followed by the magiftrates of Aberdeen, as he 
commanded or as he daily devifed, to the gricvou; burden 
of the people, who had Bever fecn the like order-, yet they 
^ could 
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eoold aot gee fining of pfalms and reading at lylcewakci 
altogether fupprdV. 

Te heard before of a petition given in by fome noblemep, 
baions, and others to the commiiGoners of parliament, 
wherein amoogft the reft, they cr^ve the parliament of 
England's declar^ton to bie printed and piibtiQied, as well 
as the king's letters.. The kjngisadvertifed, and he moft 
gracioaOy gives way to the printing of this dcdaradon, as 
well aa his own letter, whereupon it is Ihortly printed and 
divulged throogh all Scotland. 

About this time there came out another new printed 
piece, called, A PeaciahU IVarnittg, containing dtyerle 
heads, and in {pecial declaring the enemies of reli^on to 
be of three forts, viz. paplfts, fep^ratifts, and malignagt, 
tniicontent and profane time-fervcrs. It touched the ^3%- 
nant8,whawerefofromthehegiuoing,wdnpwfalleQbaclE- 
"ward and difaScAcd to the reformed reli^on, warning z\l 
men therefore to beware of their company, who are de- 
icribed by lix or feves circumftaaces to be l^nown, and to 
eichew thdr counfels' and feducements, declaring withal 
fuch as oppofe the uoiry of religion, to be enemies to God> 
to the kii^ to the people, and pr<^penty of the kingdoms, 
with a number of arguments befide, and is entitled, '* A 
neceilary warning to the miniftry of the church of Scot- 
. landffrom the meeting of the comwi^oners of the general 
allcmbly." This warnmg commanded a foft and humiUii- 
tion to be hept through all the kirks of Scotland, upon the 
iaft Sabbath of Februarft and the next Thurfday there- 
after ; and there was bound to this warning another print- 
ed piece called ■' A declaration againft ji crofs petition,'^ 
fpoken of a litde before. This with the warning is ordain- 
ed to be read out after lermon out c^ all the pulpits of Scot- 
land, whilk was done at Ibme churches, and at others re- 
fu(cd by the minlfters thereof, fuch as Stirlingfhire, Ferth- 
llure, about 14 prefbyteries, alledging they had nu orders 
from a geneial aftembly to divulge fuch papers, and there- 
for diCibeyed the publication, and wrote alfo agaiuA the 
commiiGoners of the general aHembly at Edinburgh, for 
publifhing out of pulpit fuch pieces, findmg fault wkh call- 
' lag the nobles and others (who prefented the (aid petiticB 
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to the cooncii) malignant, and that their crofs-petition pub- ^ 
liihed At the parifh churches (hould have been done with 
confcnt of a general aflembly, being of itfelf rather a mean 
to breed difcord and diftraftion, than to maintain peace in 
the kirk and kingdom ; they wrote out to this purpofe a 
paper of eight articles. Thus is this kirk now guided 
with the fpirit of contradiftion. 

Upon the laft of January Patrick Lcfly, provoft, came 
back frac the commiffioners of parliament, for conferving 
thearticlesofthc treaty, &c. with a fore heart for the death 
of his brother. 

Upon Wedncfday the 5th of February, there came to 
the place of Cromarty, where the lady was, HutcheooRoTs 
of Auchindoch, with two other gentlemen, where they 
were made welcome, and fupped merrily ; but unluckily 
got a colladon, whjch was provided for another, and were 
all three found dead in their beds upon the mora. Pitiful 
to behold ! Ii is faid the young laird of Calder was mar- 
ricd to Cromarty's daughter i he thereafter became mad, 
and of whom his young lady had no pleafure. Thus he be- 
ing with her in the place of Cromarty, this poilbn was ia 
a quart ftoup prorided for him, but fell otherwife, as y© 
have heard -, whereupon young CaLder was hallily remov- ^ 
«d by his friends out of that place, and never more tried. 

Upon the fecond day of Febmary, being Candlemafs- 
day, the bairns of the Oldtown grammar-fchool came ap 
the g^e with candles lighted in tlwir hands, crying and re- 
joicing, biyth enough, and thus came up lo the crofs, and 
round about goes divers times, climbs to the head thereof, 
and fet on a burning torch thereupon. I marvelled at tWs, 
bdng at fuch time, and whereof I never feen the like ; at- 
tour they went down frae the crofs, convoying John Keith, 
brother to the earl Marifchal, who was their king, to lus 
lodging in the chanonry with lighted candles. 

Ye heard of one Maxwell who was alfb accufed of 
Brownifm •, a fdly wheelwright to his calling ; this mAa 
was fought for, and all men forbidden out of the pulpit to 
receipt him, whilk was done by ourminider Mr. "William 
Strachan, out of "the pulpit, upon Sunday the 5th of Fe- 
bruary, 
^ About 
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About this time the council ordained thtf country to pay 
a great taxation and their annuities of the tiends, and a 
charge given out and publifhed at the rnercat croITes of the 
boroughs and otherwife, for making payment thereof; 
whereat the fubjcfts grudged, and were highly offended, 
to be this way nfed, without authority of their king, done 
and devifed, as was thought, by the marquis of HamiltoD, 
the chancellor, the marquis of Argyle, the earl of IJndfay, 
Balmerinoch, and fome few others of their fadtion, with- 
out advice or coofent of the nobility or country ftatefmen, 
who had as great intereft there as they ; befides the twen- . 
tieths were taken before ; and the tenths and many other 
fines, both in burgh and land, the king and queen's rents 
and patrimony of the crown taken up fincc 1639, whilk 
was the beginning of thefe troubles. They had gotten frae 
England the brotherly aflillancc, whicR was about three 
hundred thoufand pounds fterling, (fee the dth aft of kiiig 
Charles' 2d parliament) and no compt nor reckoning how 
or what way thir moneys were wared and employed j 
whereat many of the nobles, and haill commons, barons, 
burgclTes, and gentry, grudged and murmured, efpccjally 
thole called the banders ; whereupon the earl of Montrofc 
and lord Ogilvie are direct up commiffioners from thir 
banders to his majefty, to complain upon thir grievous op- 
preflions, and to try his will thereanent ; who quickly 
went for relief of this poor diftrefled kingdom, whereat the 
king was no wife content, and in the meantime the coun- 
try was diflreffed. 

Id this month of February there is heard at Baokafair, 
and in the place of Drum, upon the night, tucking of 
drums and fipparitions of armies, as was heard before at — 
Mr. Andrew Leilk, minifter at E!!on, told me, that his 
wife and family, fitting at fupper in his own houfe, heard 
tucking of drums vively, fometimes appearing near hand, 
fometimes far off, and upon the 7th of February it was 
written here to Aberdeen, that Kenton battle of IJanbury, 
wherein his majefiy was victorious, has been in vifion 
foughten feven fundry time;; fisice fyne ; armies of men up- 
on the lith of February about ei^ht hours in the morning, 
were feen upoa the Brymman Hdl befi.de Crabefton. 

There 
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Thert came news to Aberdeen the fame 7th of February, 
that Sir Ralph Hopetoo, the king's man. Hear Flymontb 
had killed 1000 men, had taken 1500 foldiers prifoners, 
1000 armsj and ten pieces of ordnance, and is now made 
mafler of the fields in CornwailandDevonfhire. Sir Nicho- 
las Shipniog near the fort of Reydeos on Falmouth, which 
commands the town, hath taken twenty-fix of the king's 
fhjps, which were iirfl feized upon by the parliameutars ; 
he did alfo take more than 200,000 lb. ilerUng, of which 
the foldiers received a month's pay beforehand. Thir fliips 
thus taken, were Inckily driven by ftoim of weather into 
the harbour. , 

* Bendy-CaAle In Gloncefterfliire 13 taken In by prince Ru« 
pert, with the lofs of 500 men to the parliament. 

Bever-Caflle was taken by Sir John Henderfon, and the 
foldiers got 80,000 lb. flerling of coined money and plan- 
derlng, that was put there by the enemy> with three months 
provifion. 

The lord Sey and colonel Goodwin arc totally defeat' la 
Oxfordfhire by the king's men, having loft 800 men> and 
forced to run to Aylelbury la Buckinghamfhire. 
., FrinceRupertcametoLeiceflerflurewlth7ooomeni Sir 
Hew Shamly got a great defeat from general King j 3000 
flain, and 4310 taken, prifoners, with two cannons and a 
great number of arms. This was after the earl of New- 
caAle beat diem from the Stamford-bridge, and general 
King's firft piece of fervice. The earl of Newcafkle and 
general I^ng marched from York with 9000 men ftroog, 
to hurt the Hothamites and other rebels. Prince Maurice 
fhot in grenadoes into' the town of ChicheAer, and fired a 
houfe therein, and the people bang bufy in quenching 
the fire, he came in and took iioo prifoners, and car- 
ried them to Oxford. That the flilre of Efiex had pcd- 
doned the parliament to take a peuce at any rate. 

The parliament did petition' the king for peace upon cer- 
tain conditions, but his majefty fent to them certain proper 
fitions, without which no treaty) idz. i. That the king's re- 
venues, forts, and fliips be reftored. 2d, That whatever 
has been publilhed againft his royal power Ihould be re- 
called- 3^t That whatlbeTCr il'egals hath been ufed a- 
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gaitift his friends and fubjefls, by imprifoning tbemw:ith- . 
oot law, or impofing fines upon thdr eftates,"be difclaimed, 
and that perfoos fo committed be forthwith dlfcharged. 
4th, That his majefty will confenc to the execution of all 
laws made or to be made* for the fuppreffing of popery, fo 
his majefty dellres that a biil be framed for pieferving ths 
book of Common Prayer from fcorn of Brownifta, Anabap- 
tifts, &c. with Tucb cla-jfes for the cafe of tender confcien ■ 
ces, as his majefty hath formerly ofiered. 5th, That alt 
fucb perfons as upon treaty ftiall be excepted out of the ge- 
neral pardon, be tried pir pores. 6thly, That a cefTation of 
arms be prefently agreed upon. But the parliament thought 
thir propofttioos (though moft equitable) hard and heavy 
to be embraced, and fo did for themfelves in a rebellious 
\ffay. 

U^on Friday the loth of February the townfliip of A- 
lierdeet), by tuck of drum, ■conveened in the tolbooth of 
Aberdeen, to whom provoft Lefly made a fpeech, putting 
them in mind of their covCiiant, whilk they had fworn, dc- 
Tiring them conftantly to Hick to the fame ; if any new band 
happened to be offered them to fobfcribe, to do it upon their 
own perih It was then thought and fpokeo, tliat the biind- 
-ers were drawing up aband, who would follow the king or 
the country, wbilk bred this fpeech, but this band came 
to no effeft. However the people of Aberdeen, poiTefled 
with their own opinions more with the king than againft 
liiin, departed home to their own boufes. 

Ye heard before of apparitions and vifions feeo here at 
the Hill of Brymman, four miles from AberJeen. "Wil- 
liam Anderfon, tenant in Crabefton, told me he faw a great 
army, as appeared to him, both of horfe and foot, about 
eight hours in the morning, being mifty, and vlfibly con- 
dnued rill fun-rifing ; fyne vaniftied away in his fight witii 
noife into a mofs hard befide. Likewife in the muir of For- 
far armies were feen in the air, whilk vifions the people 
thought to be prodigious tokens, as it fell out over true, 
as may be feen hereafter. 

Sunday the 13th of February our minifter Mr. William 
Strachan read out of the pulpit the warning before fpcken 
■of, and the nest Sliaday read out the declaration againft ihe

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crofs petition, and made fome little fpeech thcrenpon, and 
the wars of England, Ireland, and Germany, and how our 
country lived in peace, which was likely to come to trouble 
liaftily alfo, if we amended not our lives. Thereafter he ap* 
pointed a fall to be kept next Sunday and Thurfday there- 
after, conform to the order of the faid declaration, which 
was at our kirk folemaly kept. 

About the 13th of February word came to Aberdeen, 
that the queen's majefty had fent out of Holland to New- 
cartle ftore of ammunition^ powder and ball, with ten tun of 
gold, amounting to 120,000 !b. fterlitig, with officers and 
brave commanders of French and Walloons, about 2000. 
Thereafter herfelf takes voyage, accompanied with five 
great war ftijps, at the prince of Orange's direftion, having 
Martin'HarperTrump for her admiral, with charge to de- 
fend her againft the parliamentars, if they happened to im- 
pede her pnfTage, or purfue her by the way, but Ijeing land- 
ed, had no farther to defend her. The crafty Hollanders 
gives way to the prince of Orange' orders, but had a great 
malice againft the queen, and beyond her expectation laid 
down a courfe for her deftruition ; which was, when they 
underftood ftie was to land at Newcaftlc, therefore they 
privately advifed the parliament of her drift, whereupon 
they directed fix royal (hips to ly at the road of Newcaftle, 
and there, after Martin Harper Trump had taken his leave, 
to have the queen dead or quick-, but God difeppoint«d 
the treacherous defigns of all her enemies ; for beyond all 
expeftatiou Ihe lands at Burlington bay, 12 miles befouth 
Newcaftle. Thir rebel fhips are halHly advertifed by a 
pinnace of her arrival, whereupon they hoift fail and come 
with fhot of cannon to the town, fends privately a pinnace 
afhore to delign the houfe where the queen was lodged, 
whilk being done, her majefty, having mind of no evil, but 
gl^d of reft, now wearied by the fca, is cnieliy affaulted ; 
for this fix rebel ftups ilk ane by courfe fets their broadfide 
to her lodging, batters the houfe, dings down the roof, ere 
ihe wlft of herlelf } but llie gets up out of her naked bed in 
her night walycoat, bare-footed and barelegged, with her 
' maids of honour, whereof one for plain fear went ftraight 
mad, being a nobleman of England's daughter. She gets 
m^ - ■ fafdy 
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fafely out of the houfe, albeit the ftones were falling about 
her head, yet coi^ageonHy fiie goes out, they fliootiog ftill, 
aod by providence of the almighty (he efcapes, with all her 
company '(except the maid of honour) and goes to a den 
which the cannons could not reach, and on tlie bare fields* 
ihe rcHed, iQilead of flately lodgings clad with carious tn- 
peftry. It is faid Ihe offered to the captains of tliofe wai- 
fliips which convoyed her (before their parting) rkh re- 
wards for th«r fcrrice, but they altogether refufed the 
iarocn, faying, the prince of Orange had forbidden theut, 
under the pain of death, to take her money, " Well then/' 
fays fhe, take here ilk aoe of you captains a chain of gol^l 
to wear for my fake, which I conceive Is net uddsr the 
compafs of hia command," which they In all hiimility ac- 
cepted and received- It is feid thij rebels fhot So pieces of 
cannon before they left off, fyne went their way to the Tea. 
Now let the good reader judge of the cruel tyranny ami 
opptefBon that thir rebels ufedagainfl the perfbn of fo no- 
ble a queen, unmatchable in this age for her many fliining. 
virtues, and nnfpeakable tove to her royal king, who for his 
honour had undergone tholf miieries both by Tea and land,. 
ftnd who by her induflty had furnifhed meii, money, am- 
munition, powder and ball, and arms for forty thoufand 
men. Confider alio what news this volley of cannon 
was to the king^ when he heard of her fo dangerous wel- 
come. Now there eomes to her majerty upon the morn 
the carl of Newcaftle,. with a brave company, and convoy- 
ed the queen fafely to Kewcaflle. It is faid, when (he 
" went over to Holland, (he craftily conveyed out of the 
Tower of Londton the haill Jewells and ornanients of the 
crown, and engaged them at Amflerdam, and other places^ 
for money to provide the king's army in this His moft grie- 
liouE troubles and dillrefs, commended and praifed through, 
all chriftendom, except by the king's enemies, who falfely 
difapproved her doings, and traitsroully traduced her by 
many infamous lies, pafquils, and libels, as was reported. 
Thus through great hazard, the Lord brought her from 
Holland to Newcaftle about the day of January ; al- 

ways (he is convoyed, where flie is made welcome with 
joy and inirth, and there remained till the iSth of June. - 
G a I* 
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It wns frrther reported, that there came frac the qceen to 
Newcaftle four fliips with feme cf her maids of honour, 
havinj; within them 60 Dutch horfe, and as many com- 
manders, and 900 old bei-.ten foldicrs, and that herfelf at 
that time with the reft of her navy that was with her were 
by ftorm of weather driven back to HoUand, aHd_ there- 
after the came forward as is before noted, having with her 
above ten millions of dollars. 

About this 13th of February there came a letter from 
England to the marquis of Huntly, fliewing that prince 
Rupert had totally defeated the parliament's forces at Tux- 
ford, and that Mr. Haflings had done the like in Derby- 
Ihire; alfo that the earl of Newcaftle had committed to. 
prifon the late governor of York, and the ftieriff, togetfier 
with the earl of Newport, the lail two at Pomfret, and the 
iirft at Newark upon Trent, and that Sir Thomas Gle- 
mond is now gcn'ernor of York. 

The laird of Craigie Gordon, Donald Farquharfon, and 
■- - - Gordon younger of Arradoul, brought in to Old 
Aberdeen about the 1 6th of February 80 foldiers, who fhip^ 
ped at Aberdeen with the laird of Craigie for France, 

Upon the 1 8th of February the laird of Cluoy, wHii Krff. 
Lefly his good daughter, and another Englifh gentlewoman^ 
reiurned from purbam home to his own houft in Old Aber.< 
deen, leaving his lady dead and buried behind him. It 
was faid, he had pnrchafed frae the lords a fuperfedcrc,, 
with coofent of his creditors, for four months fpace, to pay 
his debt. 

Colonel Hurrie, upon fome mifcoEtentment, left the par- 
liament and came unto the king, who did him good fervice, 
as after does appear. Sir James Ramfay, brother to the 
laird of Balmain, of whom ye have heard before, likewifc 
loaves the parliament, aijd comes into Scotiaud about this 
month of February. 

Sunday the 26th of February, faft and humiliation was 
folemnly kept at our Oldtown church, and the remanent 
tirks of our dkicefe, at command and for the caufes there- 
in contained, in the declaration given by the commiffionera 
of the General Affembly, as y« have heard before ; and 
likflU'iUs oa Tbmfday iereaiter faft and prayer in both 
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Aberdeens, and throagh the diocefe, and in New Aber-i 
deen preaching before and afternoon, fo precUelj- kept, that 
no merchaQt, tradefmen or craftfmaa's booth door was fecn 
opened, yea, not a load of peats nor other commodities 
durft be brought in to fell, under pain of confifcatioa, tliis 
day was fo highly kept ; but never falling. and prajHng for 
the king, nor thanklgiving for his viftory \ as the churclv 
pleafed, the people behoved to obey, albeit wearied heavily 
therewith, and withal great crying out of pulplls againlt' 
papiUs, and incoming of popery, which they made to be 
one of their greatell grounds whereon their taltingr, pro- 
ceeded. 

The marquis of Hamilton, hearing of the queen's arrival, 
about the firft of March went to falute her at Newcaftle. , 
The earls of Montrofc, Traquair, and ihetord Ogilvie, fol- 
lowed to fee her majefly alio.- However there was foaie 
fpeeches of controvcrfy betwixt HamiUon and Montrofe in- 
prefcnce of the queen, as was faid: in endillcane returned, 
heme as they went ouf,- 

Now thundering daily out of pulpits againft papifts iii 
Aberdeen. None durft be fecn, but fcarched and fought 
for, ficas Thoma's Menzies' of Balgov/ny, his wife and 
childreo, *Mr. George Anderfon, Robert Irvine and John 
Forbes, who had commillion for thjg pariih, ac.cornpanicLl 
with Mr. John Lundie and James Innes, baillies of Old 
Aberdeen, went out upon a Sabbath-day after the after- 
noon's fermon with caption to take Alexander Harvey In' 
Grandhome for popery, who was lying bcdt'all in the gout, 
to have taken him as an excommunicate papiA, but they 
could not find him ; his fon they faw upon horlefcack, ex- 
communicate alfo, but they had no comniilfion agaiiifl him, 
and fo they came back again witliout more ado. Strange 
Airring to fee that thir commiffions, by infligatioo of Mr. 
Andrew Cant and remanent miniflers of both Abcrdeeng, 
dould be execute upon a Sunday, extircfsly prohibited in 
other cafes by the laws of this kiagdom ; and upon the 
1 8th of April the young laird of Birkenbogbycommifiion, 
accompanied with thebaillics.of Banfr,brought Into Aber- 
deen a prieft called - - - Robertfcn, who was taken 
'by the Iheriffout of - - Forbes of Blacktown's houici 
and flril had to B^-nffj-and ftraitly waidtd, and thereafitr 
G 3. tranfpnrtf 
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traniportrd to Aberdeen by the theriffand baillles of Bamff;. 

and brought into the provincial alTembly of New Aber- 
deefi. He was put agaio into the tolbooth, and fliortly there- 
after tranfpcrted to Edinburgh to the council, and after 
fome trials, in the end he was difmifled to Weft Flanders, 
©faliged under the pain of death never to return back ta 
Scotland again. 

Upon the 5th of March and fecond Sunday of Lentron, 
the communion was celebrated in Old Aberdeen. The- 
minifter, when the firil table was full of people, upon his 
knees faid a prayer 1 the people at the tabic part fitting,, 
part kneeling. Thereafter, and after fome fliort exhorta- 
tion, he gave the communion to the people, all fitting at 
the table, and ail the reft that day and Sunday thereafter^ 
Uk ane giving the cup to others. 

Taefday the 7th of March - - . Morifon, fpoufe 
to William Lamb baxter in Aberdeen, lying In childbed a- 
bout 12 days fpace, rofe up quietly without knowledge of 
any, and defperarely drowned herfelf in the water of 
Yicc, befide the Trinity Church, to the admiration of her 
hufljAnd and neighbours in Aberdeen. She was called a 
difcreet woman, except that flie was inclined to fwearing, 
and no caufc of her mifcontentment known, but tempted 
tiy the devil in thir troublcfome times ! Lamentable to^ , 
itc! 

Now Monro lies ftill In Ireland, victuals from Scotland' 
being daily tranfported to him, and the remanent of cur- 
Scots regiments, to the breeding of great dearth here, and- 
little good fervice done by them againft the Iriflics there. 

Upon Sunday the 2 1 ft of March at night, John Dugar 
his men came to ihe Garioch, and took oat of John For- 
bes of Lefly's bounds one of his tenants called James An- 
derfon, an honeft yeoman. The cry goes ; young Lcfly, 
with a fervant called James Dunbar, follows upon horle, 
kills one of the lymmars, takes another, and fends him to 
the council, where he was hanged, and James Andcrlbn 
vi-ss refcueJ and wan fafely home. 

John Dugar hearing this news, or more iruty Cuncaiv 
Di-;gar hearing of the fame, came upon the 27th of March 
to the town of Birkenbreul, with two fervants, where he 

met 
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met with Mr. WiUiam Forbes of the foik of Brux,- he hav- 
ing two men with him alfo, holdcE both pretty men 5 but 
this Mr. William was a brave gentleman-. They entered 
in drinking; his two men fell alleep, thinking upon oo' 
evil; then there fell out fome fpccchcs betwixt hi::i and 
this Dugar, and he ■fuddcnly bends a pi&ol and hclds to 
his breaft, but Dugar chops np the piftol, whereby he 
Ihoots him through the (hoidder, biit he behind the hand 
with a durk flicks this Forbes through the body dead; fyns 
with his own hands lulled his two fervants fleeping, and 
fafely goes to the door, and without any more ado wins 
away with his hurt through his ihoulder, without any more 
revenge ; Lamentable to behold ! Thir Dugars bore the 
Forbdes, by any other name, a great indignation. 

There came news from York, dated the 27th of March, 
■ Jbewing, that his majefty had written to the queen, that he 
had upon ftrift mufler now at Oxford 12,000 foot, and 
of hoile and dragoons 6000. The lord Herbert from 
Wales had afliired the king of 6000 men, horfe and foot,, 
to attend his majefty at Oxford ; and Ralph Hnpeton has 
between 7 and 8000 men ready to march into Shropfhire. 
There are 3000 horfe and foot under the command of the 
lord Capel; in Worcefter 1000 horfe ready to march- 
to Oxford, and the king's army is duly paid:. 40,000 
pound weight of plate, and ij, 000 iiound weight ofingota- 
of gold were brought to the Minihoufe at Oxford, deli- 
vered for the king's ule. The earl of Northampton look in 
Stamford for the king's own ufe, where the earl of Stam- 
ford himfelf was killed, as an enemy to the king. 

The merchants of Biiftol have rigged out 14 ftiips, un- 
der Sir John Pennington, the king's admiral, and that the 
famous Sir Nicolas - - - has fct out eight ftiips, h 
that the king was to have fuch fhare againft the parliament 
npon the fea, as he has upon land, and hla army daily In- 
crcafing. 

The earl of Derby has eleven companies of horfc and" 
19 companies of foot, well armed, and 3000 clubmen, for 
whom he has fent for arms and ammimitioo.. He took in- 
the town of Lancafter by affaolt. 



Scar- 
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Scarborough is furrounded by Sir Hugh Cbumly to tttf 
king; "Whitby brought in four foot compaotes, two troops 
of horfe, and three of dragoon's. 

Grei:'on lieutenant at Grantham, with his haill troopsj, 
came over to Heoderfon the king's man, when he was ai 
Newark, and the night after the town was furprifed, and 
400 men taJten ia it. 

There is fome diviHons in London. Oar countrymen 
. Balfour and Hurrie have laid down ihdr commiflions ; 
our Scotfmen got no payment, and daily affronted by the 
Englifh, which they cannot bear : now commiffioners were 
going fronythe parliament to the king with much fairer 
propofition5, and many began to hope an accommodacion.. 
The lord Aboyne in the month of March went from 
Strathboggie, accompanied with fome twelve gentliimen, 
whereof agent Gordoawas one,,towards York, to fee th« 
queen. 

To remember this month of March j it w^s very unfea- 
fonable, frofls, fleets, fnow, hailftones, and the wind ftiil' 
northerly. 

About the hrft of April word came to Aberdeen, that 
prince Rupert had taken in Windfor with great blood- 
flied. 

The queen.is lying ftill at York, well guarded with a- 
bout 10,000 foldiers, who ftill is drawing friends to her, 
who promifcd to get them remifSoas for bygones, upoa 
their loyalty in time to come. 

Ye heard before how our commiffioners were direftedlo' 
the king by the confervators for prelerving of peace. No 
word comes from them all this time, bccaufe the ways were 
ftraitly kept, letters broken up, .which were found, and ufe- 
made of them ; but it is faid his majefty about the 7th of 
April, and not till then, demaaded wherefore they were, 
come, who anfwered, they were direfled from the confer- 
vators of peace for conferving of peace between the two 
kingdoms'; and to contribute their bed endeavours for n- 
nity of religion and uniformity of church government, and 
removal of all differences between his majcfty and both- 
houfes of parliament ; whereunio his majefty made the an- 
fwer fubftquentj " We have confidcred your propofitions 
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and commiffion by which you are aitthorifed to come hither, 
for the commiffioners for conferving of the peace bctweeo 
both kingdoms. We have likewife duly and carefully 
MTcighed and exarmned the adts of pacification between our 
two kingdoms, upon which )'ou feem to ground your com- 
million, and to hold yonrfelves warranted and obliged to- 
contribute your endeavours, for unity of religion, and uni- 
formity of church governtnent within all our dominions, 
and removal of all diiferences between us and two honfes' 
of parliament. There is nothing In that treaty (by our aft) 
^-hich we Ihall not folemnly and withal conftantly obferve 
always ; and we hope it Ifiall be the care of all our loving 
iubjefts in both kingdoms to do fo too, that the peace miy 
be perpetually kept between them, neither is there any 
mean we would nocufeto remove fuch unhappy differences 
between us and our two houfes of parliament, as we have 
done to prevent them. Bat we do not underftand, that 
you or the commiffioners for conferving the peace for both 
kingdoms are warranted and obliged to interpofe in the af- 
fziTS and differences of our kingdom of England; and' 
therefore we cannot, io a bufinefa that fo much concerns 
the honour and intereft of the nation, admit you under that 
capacity, or confcnt that you go qualified for fuch a media-, 
tion to our two houfes of parliament, till you make it ap* 
pear unto us, upon which breach of that aft this warrant 
and obligation of ycrars,and of them that fenr yoii,ts ground-L 
ed." With this anfwer onr commiffioners took their leave^ 
' and had fafe conduft to come home. 

Tuefday the i8th of April, and third Tuefday thereof,, 
onr provincial aflcmbly fat down in New Aberdeen. Mr. 
William Douglas, minifter at Forgue, with great joining 
was chofen moderator j ilk ane Ilriving for this place. 
Strange orders againfl the papifts. OthroFerrendalc was 
found to have given fufficient fatisfafHoa, and hefware the 
covenant now v^hilk he had fobfcribed before ; tv/o m'ni- 
flers were fent for the laird of Corfe to come over to this 
aflembly, where the brethren conferred publicly with him |^ 
he kept ftill his tenets, and could not be diffuaded therefrae, 
neither for fear nor force, and ftoutly alledged he was 
vrongoufly and nnjuftly 'depoled, without any lawful 
ground y 
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ground ; done more by James Murray, clerfc to the geae- 
ral a/Tembly, than otherwife by good order. He aol'wer- 
ed all rheir queries worthily and pertinently ; at h(i tbe 
brethren conclude and declare his place, as profelTor, to- 
continue in dependence, while the next Succeeding provin- 
cial aflembiy | and in th« interim to advil« with the next 
general aflembiy. 

Horribly uncouth aad unkindly weather at this time, 
froJty and cold, marvellous to lee is April ; fiflies, fowls, 
and all other commodities fcarce gettable in Aberdeen. 
Malt at 1 6 mcrk ; white meal at nine pound *, houfehold 
meal at 1 1 or 1 2 mcrks the boll. Marvellous to fee ! not- 
VlthAanding this aflembiy did not proclaim a faft, where- 
by we might crave God's mercy for our fins, and that he 
would remove this tempefluous weather, now in the very 
fpring t but many days of fall and humiliation were or- 
dained before, and days of thankfgiving for lighter caufes. 
Upon Friday the 21ft of April the brethren diflblved, and 
ilk man home. 

Upon the 4th of May a great convcDtion was holden at 
Edinburgh, to the whilk mee^gour commijliooers, viz. 
the chancellor, Mr. Alexander Heuderlbn, and Mr. Robert 
, Barclaycamedownfraethekingithecarlsof Roxburgh and 
Liodfay came llkewifc down j but at tliis meeting there was 
little or nothing done, but all continued to the 22d of June. 

Ye heard before how Hamilton, Montrofe, Traquair, 
and Ogilvie, went up to Newcaftle to vifit the queen. They 
ID leveral companies came Shortly down^ leaiing her ma- 
jefty at Newcaftle. • 

Upon the 29th of May a fliip loaded with viftual, ly- 
ing in YtLin, a. plank Aruck out of her fide, and filled with 
lalt water ; the meal was put afloat, a great part periflied, 
vhich was the country people's malifon, and God heard 
the famen ; for Mr. Robert Farquhar and other merchants 
had coft all the victual they could get in Buchan, Marr, 
Garioch, Boyn, Enzie, Murray, Rol's, Sutherland, Somh 
and North, gave great prices therefor^', upon condition to 
receive greater prices again for their own particular com- 
modity J and to have been tratifported into Ireland to the 
wceck of our country, ^ving nine pound for the boll, 
whereai 
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whereas it might have been fold for the half. Sic as wa» 
recovered of this meal was had away in finall barks, but 
this (hip lay ftill while the was mended, and feared away 
the falmbn tifhes, as was thought. 

About this time a number of pirates, Duokirkers and 
Iriihes, frequented thir coafts, about the number of riS, 
Tfaey did great Ikaith to our Slips and barks, fbme they 
took and fet the men aihore ; they fet a bark ladeoed with 
coals on fire, in fight of the owners, whom they had fet oa 
fllore at Peterhead. 

Gener4 Major Monro about this time had taken the 
«arl of Antrim, upon whom he had found feveral letters 
very fofjHcious j he writea to the council of Scotland of 
this purpofe, and to the general, and therewith fends the 
letters unto them, which with themanner of the earl's taking, 
was dilcovered by an imprinted paper fet out by the houfe 
.of commons. 

The earl of Nithfdale and vifcouot of Aboyne are fum- 
■moned at their dwelling-places and mercat crolles to com- 
pear before the lords of council under the pain of treafon, 
at the meeting to be kept at Edinburgh the aad of June ; 
but thir lords gave no obedience to this fummonds, Aand- 
iag to thdr innocence, and alledged this was but a forged 
draught, to caufe them compear, fyne abuie them by ward- 
ing, fining, or other pumtion as they pleafed befl, and be- 
ing in thdr hands they could not Hee their intentions good 
or bad. 

Ye heard before of a meeting at Edinburgh, and how all 
was continued to the 22d of June ; the caufe of this con- 
readon was grounded upon falfe rumours, and improbable 
tales fenC down by the parliament of England to our Scottifh 
council, faying, they would prove that his majeftyiiad writ- 
ten to the pope (thereby to withdraw the hearts of his loy- 
al lubje<fls) that he (bould bring his three kingdoms ^nder 
tjis Roman religion, or lofe his three crowns, with many 
other odious fpceches agaiaft his majcfty, which they 
oftered to prove by the king's own letter, written to- the 
pope, thereby to withdraw the hearts of his loyal iub- 
jefts from their loyal obedience to his majefty, and withal 
tUd crave aid and affiftaace of 10,000 mefl- Always the 
council 
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council thought it good to conTcen the confervators of 

peace, and haUl cftates of this kingdom, at Edinburgh the 

22<i ot June, to capitulate uponthir and other urgent bufi- 

nefs. 

The kinji, hearing of thlr falfe calumuies, difperfed and 
fpread againfl his royal majefty, quickly takes occafion to 
purge himfelffromihefe vile afperfions, by fending down a 
mifflve to fcveral of our nobility, and one among th? rcfl to 
the lord marquis of Huntly, whereof the tenor fellows. 
CHARLES REX. 
Right tniily and right well beloTcd coufin, and right 
trufty and well beloved, we greet you well. Since nothing 
on earth can be more dear unto us than the preferTation of 
the affeftion of our people, and among them none more thaa 
of thofe of our native kingdom, which, as the long and 
uninterrupted govermnent of us and our predeccflbrs over 
them, doth give us ju-ft reafon, in a more near and fpecial 
manner, to challenge from them; fo may they juftlyexpeft 
a particular tendernefs from us, in every thing which may 
contribute to iheir happinefs; But koowingwhatinduftry 
is ufed {by (caitering feditious pamphlets, and employing 
.private agents and micifters) to give bad impreHions t>£ as 
and our proceedings ; and under a pretence of danger to 
religion and government, to corrupt their fidelities and af- 
feiflionS, and to engage them in an unjuA quarrel againft us 
their king, we cannot tl^erefore but remove thefe j^loufies, 
and fecure their fears from all poflibility of any hazard to d- 
ther of thefe from us. We have therefore thought fit to re- 
qnire you to call together your friends, valTals, tenants, and 
Inch others as have any dependence upon you, and in oar 
came to (hew them ouf willingnefs to give all affuranccs they

This paper would appear to give coatent to at! his ma- 
jetty's good fnbjefts, and to clear himfelf frac all thefe foul 
alperfions laid out agalnfl him by his enemies. How fooa 
the marquis of Hautiy receives his majefty's letter, with all 
diligence he comes to George Middicton's houfe in Old 
Aberdeen, upon Friday the 2d of June, and with all pof- 
fible fpeed fends over another letter of the fame contents 
(wbilk wag within the marquis' pacquet] to Patrick Lelly, 
provoft, defiring the fame to be publicly read before the 
town's people of Aberdeen, who upon the morn being Sa- 
turday, hallily coaveened the council, and their miniAer 
Mr. Andrew Cant. The letter Is broken up aod read in 
their audience, and the townfhip ordained to be warned to 
compear within the tolbooth at 10 hours on Monday next, 
by tuck of drum, for hearing the fame publicly read. 
After their meeting the provoft declared, that his majefty's 
letter came within the marquis' paquet, to be read in Aber- 
deen, whilk letter he caufed the clerk read publicly, and 
the people faid, God fave the king, and fo diiTolved in peace. 

The king lent fuadry of the like letters to his nobility 
and good lubjefts, to be divulged and fpread throughout 
the kingdom. 

Now the marquis coming to Aberdeen, as faid is, in 
quiet manner, he upon the morn, being Saturday, direfts 
the lord Aboyne to meet the marquis of Montrofe and the 
lord Ogilvie, who convoyed them to his father ; they fup- 
pcd and lodged together that night. The morn being Sun- 
day, they heard devotion before and afternoon ; flayed all 
night together. On Monday the marquis, being chancel- 
lor of the univerflty, elefted by the members thereof, and 
ratified by the king, fince the aboliftiing of biftiops, caitie 
down to vifit the faid college, and rcturnedtothe lords hack 
again. Tuefday the marquis and they part.ed, and he rode 
down to Kelly that night j upon the morn the earl of Ma- 
rifchal and the earl of Monirofe, with thelor^ Ogiivie and

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lord Banff, having met with others, came altogether to the 
faid place of Kelly, where the martjuia was, and bade all 
that night in joyful manner. Upon the morn they parted 
company. The marquis rode to Strathboggie ; the earl 
Marilchal jodc to Inverurie ; the lord Banff to Raittie ; 
Monirofe and the lord Ogilvie Cnme back to George Rlld- 
dleton's houfe, and from thence they rode fonth to the king. 

The marquis, according to the direction of his majefty's 
letter, conveened his friends at Inverurie upon the 15th of 
Ji:ne, and there pliblicly read the fume in their audience, 
and lb departed, But thir meetings bred no little fear in 
the hearts of the cove)iinters. 

A mesiing among the clergy at London, without any 
bi.liops except the bilhop of Armagh, primate of Ireland, 
upon the firft of June, for ordering their kirk, where .e- 
pifcopacy and common prayer books was found lawful, as 
was reported. 

Sunday the nth of June, and Wedncfday thereafter, 
both fading days appointed by the committee of the Gene- 
ra! Aflembly at Edinburgh, through all the parifli kirks of 
Scotland, for a happy fiiccefs to the enfuing meeting to be 
holden a: Edinburgh, k was fokmnly kept in both Aber- 
deenG ■, no booth-door durft be opened in New Aberdeen 
upon Saturday before, becaufe of the preparation fermon, 
and charged fo by tuck of drum, 

The ear! Tvlarifchal rides fouth to this meeting ; the laird 
of Drum and the laird of Philorthasconimiffioners for the 
fhire of Aberdeen ; Patrick Lefly, as comraillioner for the 
town ; Mr. Andrew Cant and Mr. Jamer, Martine, minifler 
at Peterhead, was written for ; and Dr. Guild for the 
.college affairs, went over altogether. 

Mr. David Lindfay parfon of Beihelvie, and Mr. Jolih 
Ofwald minifter at ASierdeen, went as commiflioners for 
the prefDvtcry of Aberdeen, to the General Affembly to be 
holden at Edinburgh. the 2d dayof Auguft next, and Tho- 
mas Mowat, burgefs of Aberdeen, as ruling elder; they 
■went off about the 15th day of June. 

About this time Sir George Gordon' elder of Giglit, 
came heme out of Germany, where he h:id been i;.-c:e he 
wa; talji.i cut of Mr. Thomas Lclly's houft, as ve have 
heard tefore. ;,' . ^ '' *' ''v*- 

About 
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About the, i gth of June the queen's majcfly comes to Ox- 
ford, where chc king waa, frac York, where (he had re- 
maine<1 fince her comhig from Newcaille, as yc have heard. 
She is convoyed with Crowncr Alexaader i.cfly of Aiich- 
intoul, Crowncr Henderfoo, and feverai other commaod- 
ers, with an arm-y of 5000 men, well armed and furiiiiheJ 
with ail things neccilai'y. In her way to Nottingham, Ihe 
is befct with ^n army by the lord Gra}', of pjrpoie to 
have taken her prilbncr. It is lloutly fo-^;ihtcu (in his 
majefry's own prelence, ftanding looking on) by Crowner 
Henderfon, where the lord Gray was ftiamefiilly routeii, 
and put to flight, and her majefty (having the diikc of Len- 
nox all the lime of her abfence) goes fjfely on towards the 
king, v/herc he made her heartily welcome, as ihe well di;- 
ferved. 

Upon the day of June Alexander Gordon of Brafl^ 

more, through evil coijnfel pitifully hurt aud fore wound- 
ed John Gordon his own and only brother gei-man, in 
his hand and divers parts of his body, upoti a flight oc- 
cafion, at the bJihop'a back yett, and thereafter would not 
entertain him, fo that he lived in great mifcry, and in end 
was forced to leave the country, and go in Ibrvice with 
captain Hepburn into France. 

Upon the azd day of June, the lords of his majefty's 
privy council and the commiiTioners for couferving the ar- 
ticles of the treaty, and haiil- ellates, conveened in Edin- 
burgh upon fome grave refpedts and confide rations. The 
roll of the comniiJIioners names waa the Brit day read, and 
the next day their commillions were read, wJiereof fome 
thorough informality was repelled. Among other matter? 
that were handled, the earl of Carnwath, I bmc time call- 
ed Sir Robert Dalziel, was publickly accufed upon fome 
fpeeches, as was faid, whereunto he.nuide his own anfwcir 
ill prefencc of the lords of council. TJiey rife up, and iilc 
man go-'s to his own lodging, .as the cuftom is, to dinner. 
;£prnv/athgoesalfo to his dinner,buche returned not back 
■ »S^n in the afternoon to the council, as they expected j al- 
-tways they fent a man to charge him at his lodging, to com- 
pear before the council, but he difobeys; thereafter he is 
charged at the mercat crofs of Edinburgh by an herald, to 
„ „.,.. _ ^., II i compea' 
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compear, but no obedience j whereupon the lords Tent tW 
Sir William Dick direftly, who they knew was debitor 
lo the faid earl la 40,000!, Scots money, and prefently de- 
fired liim to bring io,qoo 1. to pay for the fald earl's con- 
tempt and contumacy, without further procefs, but that 
he was charged in form aforefaid, to compear under the 
pain of 10,000 pound, whilk they exafted, and truly took 
up ; buc the earl fearing warding, held put of haadsj and 
to the king goes he, 

To this convention there came from the English parlia- 
ment fix commifli oners, viz. the earl of Rutland, Mr. 
Hatchet, Sir Harry Vane, both of the houfe of commons, 
Mr. Nye preacher, and - *_ - - but the carl 
of Rutland fell iick by the way, and came not with the 
reft. They durft not come by land, but came by fea-io 
of the (hips royal called the Amelope ; they were honour- 
ably received, and made heartily welcome. It was faid 
their commiffioo was uniformity of religion in. Scotland 
and England, agreeable with our profeflion, but more 
chiefly for aid and fupport of men to affiil the parliament 
agaitift the king (now daily growing more and more ftroog 
at the pleafure of God) under pretext of popery and pa- 
pids, which was their aim to fupprefs by violence of artfiSa 
as they alledged, but the contrary was fecn. Howfoever 
■ matters went, it was found needful that a new covenant 
' fhould be made up by a committee of the honourable con- 
vention of eilates, and of the church and houfes of parlia- 
ment their commifliOners in England, as ye may fee here- 
after the order and progrefs of this covenant, inteoding-to 
have the fame fubfcribed, as well in England as in Scot- 
land ; and being under one religion, to join together 'm. 
arms againft one gracious kiugi under colour to fupprefs 
prelates and papifts, as hereafter more evidently appears. 
But I leave the council and confervators both fitting for a 
while, counlelling daily with thit Englith commiflioners, 
how to make up an army, and to lift money to that effedt, 
and gave it out to mediate peace betwixt the king and his 
parliament, as was reached daily out of pulpits, fuppofe a- 
gainft the king's will. 

Upon Saturday the rft of July, Sir George Gordon of

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JoHn Jaffray their father, at Broom-ead, in coming frac 
the good man of Brakay's burial, becaule the h'ui Alex- 
ander JafFray being a baillie, had caufcd ward the faid Sir 
George's fervant for hurtin;; another ftliovj. This was no 
juft quarrel, lopurfne a judge for doing jiiflice ; Jiowever 
rhey gat fome blood, but did no flaith. They parted, and 
Haddo immediately thereafter came to the town, and rode 
about the crofs in contempt, but the Jaff'rays were net yet 
come fo town. The town thought evil of Haddo':) beha- 
viour, to ride, fopridefully about the crofs, after hurting of 
their baillie, and his brother , bur this tnaitcr war, other- 
wifc handled, and laid upon a higher fliclf, aa miy be ften 
after v.'ards. 

Word came here about the loth of July, that Sir John 
Hotliam, governor of Hull, and Sir John lioihnm his fon, 
were both had under fufpicion, and that the jiHrliamcat had 
fent for them to come to London, who went, and were 
there accufed. 

AVordcatnc alfo that the ear! of Newcnflle had defeated 
the lord Fairfax, killed 1500 men, taken -20^0 arms and 
five piece of cannon, drove them to Bedford, took his lady 
prifcner, and beiieged himfelf. 

Prince Maurice and Sir Ralph Hopetoun gave the rebels 
in the weft a great defeat, and killed Marrldown their chief 
commander, for whom great laTieiitatioii was made. He 
gave thereafter another defeat, killed and routed fe.en ie- 
ven troops of horfe, and killed 2000 men, and took eight 
pieces of cannon. 

Sir William Waller, alias the conqueror, and general to 
the earl of EfTex' foot army, was bravely defeated and 
routed by the earl of Crawfprd, commiifliry WikBor, and 
Sir John Byron. There was killed to this bai^ard con- 
queror, <5co men, and 800 taken prifoners, with feven 
piece of cannon and all their colours and coronets. Prince 
Rupert by convoy cf our townlinao Hurry, did great feats 
againft ElTex ; for the whilk the king knighted Hurry with 
his own hand- 

The Englifh parliament fent Sir Harry VaTie and other 

commiJIioners to Kentftiire, but they were laid fall in p.rilbn. 

The parllanient hearing that their commilfioners were fo a- 

H J . bufed 
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bufcd and imprifooed, fcnt fhortly forces to be rerengedof 
this high injury ; but the KentOiire men Ihortly went ttx 
arms, and made them retire back again. 

The king bearing of this, fent quickly to Kent 2000 rid- 
ers, anc^horfes, to aflift them agaioft the parliament; and 
that they 'were in readinels, bcfides the king's forces, loooa 
ftrong, to attend the king's fervice. 

The lord Neweafile is Arong ; the lord Klngfton,. ge- 
neral of Lincoln, is taking up for the king 8000 borleand 
foot, and the queea has in garri&>a about her 5000 horfe. 
and foot. 

There was a ficknefs In Effex's army, very fearfiil, and 
not ordinary before, where dieth daily eighty perfons. Sa 
the finger of God may be feen here alfo^ 

Banburgh in Lincolnlhire was lately betrayed to the lord 
Wiiioughby. He took the lord Klngfton, a brave noble- 
man for the king, prlfoner, and was lending him in a pin- 
nace to Hull i but colonel Candilh came prefently with 24, 
troops of horfe, and general King came alio with fome hun- 
dred mufketeers j they tuok this pinnae as fhe was going 
forth,- where unfortunately the lord Kingfton was flaia 
(much to be lamented) by a (hot cMning from the king's, 
men, and Banbury is ftraitly belieged by the king's forces. 

The earl of Newcaftie honourably fet at liber^ the iadjr- 
Fairfax, (whom he took prifoner) freely, any ranfom, or ex- 
change of any prifoner for her. Forces in Cumberland ahd 
Weflmoreland, both of horfe and foot,, dally ruling for 
the king. The earl of Eflcx keepeth himfelf in faft places,, 
fo that he cannot be fought with, and is nnder fulpiuon.- 
The lord Gray is committed to the Tower, for refuhng ta 
be commilTioner from the parliament to Scotland. Theyare 
mightily diftieffed in London for want of coals, and no trade 
nor bandywork ufed, but all to defolation.. General King, 
btat all the Northampton forces, and killed the moft ipedal 
men there, that were for the parliament. The General 
AlTembly at London had approved epifcopacy, and the book 
of common prayer. All thir things were done in thia. 
month of July- 

Upon Uie Jay of July, Adam AbercromWe killed 
Eds wife's fon^ called George Leith^ brother german to- 

tht 
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the good man of HarthiU, and who alfo was married to 

the faid Adam's own daughter. Thus ia a combat the 
father-in-law flays the fon-iD-law, and wins away un- 
punHhed j marvellous in thofe days, without refpe^ of 
birth or blood, to fee fiaughter and bloodflied daily com- 
mitted. * 

Mr. Andrew Cant came homefrom this meeting to Aber- 
deen upon the 20th of July, and upon the 25th oi July 
there was a committee holdeD at fijntore, by the faid Mr. 
Andrew Cant, Mr. David Lindfay, Mr. Thomas Mitchell 
parfon of Turriff, Mr. John Paterfon miaifter at Foveran, 
Mr. John Cheyne minifter at Kintore, Mr. John Seatou 
minUleT at Kemnay, and feveral others. Thir perfons had 
power from the comimtteeof the kirk at Edioburgh to meet, 
lit and co^oofce Mr. Andrew Logic mini(ter at Rayne, up- 
on a delation given in againft him to the faid committee of 
the ktrk or general affembly holdcn at Edinburgh, for un- 
ibund doarioe,whilk Mr. Joha Abercrombie (his mortal 
enemy) alledged he heard him teach at his own parifh 
Charcb of Rayne. Well, thebrethren,coni-eens accord- 
ingto their order, day and place forefaid. Mr. Andrew Lo-- 
gie compears, falls in fome difpute j he alledged he would 
bide by what he had faid that da-y to be orthodox doc- 
trine, freeof error and herefy; but the brethren, cfpecial- 
ly Cant, bearing extreme hatred and malice againff him, 
as he who was not a luicere covenanter In his heart, could 
not be fatisfied with the faid Mr. Andrew's lawful argu- 
ments ; and he feeing their partiality, produced an appella- 
don in write, appealing frae their judgment to tha pres- 
bytery of Garioch, according to the okl form,^ but theit 
forethien difdained to admit this appellation/ or. to hean 
the reafons thereof read, but fhortly diffolfred, char^g. 
him to compear before the. general affembly the pth of 
AuguA, whilk. he did not keep,, but unwifely fent. over the. 
reakiQS of his appellation, being 29 in number, to Mr. A- 
iexander Henderfon, in whom he had fome confidence^ 
looking he would.be moderator,, as it fell forth fo ; but he. 

got fmall friendship, being abfent himfelf ; for thir forefaid 
rethren wrote over to the General Affembly, declaring. 
the. laid Mr. Lo^'s carriage to be wo^f^ ^'^ '^ 'was.. 
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Upon thir and other refpefts his appeilacion was not read, 
whilk wa^ divinely grounded, and leamediy iet down, as 
wjs rhoi- -,ht. 

Upon (l.e 17th of July the lord Rae (hips at Aberdeeir, 
and went to Denmark, who had Ij'ena long time at Torryj 
he was the king's man ; fee more of him hereafter, 

Upon the fecond day of Aognil, the General Aflembly 
fat down in Edinburgh. Sir Thomas Hope, advocate, is 
commiiEoncr for the king, by his letters patent. He took 
the place proudly upon him, for the honours were daily 
carried, when he went out and into this alTembly, before 
him ; and at preaching he fat in the king's toft in'St. Giles' 
kirk. To this aflembly went commilfioDers, and their 
laic ek'ers from ilk preibytcry within the kingdom ^ a- 
niongft whom went for the prelbytery of Aberdeen Mr. 
David Lindfay of Belheivie, and Mr. John Ofwald one of 
the minifters of Aberdeen, and Thomas Mowat, burgefs of 
the faid burgh, as a laic or ruling elder. Mr. Alexander 
Henderfon minlfter at Edinburgh v/as chofen nioderatot.' 
This alferably fat down ilk day by eight hours in the mornr 
ing, and continued till i2hoiirs, fynewentto dinner at two 
hours. They advifed and counfelled with the confervators 
of peace, or convention of eftates, and fecret council, of 
what they had been doing while fix hours at even, f3'ne- 
diflblved and went home. Thus the afTembly had with 
(hem the convention of eftates, the confervators of the 
treatj', and fecret council, all fitting with them in their own 
meeting- rooms, for giving and taking advice and counfel 
of one another in matters that part. There was divers mat- 
ters agitated in this aflembly, amongft the which Mr. An- 
drew Lo^ie was called, but not compearing, he was fimpli- 
citer deprived, and his kirk declared vacant without any 
further procefs, which was thought very fummary dealing 
\rirhout any proven offence ; and thereafter his kirk was 
planted with another minifter, as ye may fee hereafter. 
Dr. Forbes' place was filled with Mr. William Doiigl.is^ 
minifter at Forgue, as ye have hereafter ; and he and Dr. 
Lelly, fometirae principal of the King's College of Aber- 
deen, to be warned to fwear and fubfcribe the covenant, 
otherv.'ife to be excommunicated, but little procefs follow- 
ed 
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111 thereupon againA any of them. Mr. William Wedder- 
burn, minifter at Bethelnie, depofed for fornication, as ye 
have before, gets now libeny to preach upon his repent- 
ance, how foon he might be prorided in a kirk. The reft 
of their aflembly afts is to be found in their own traoks, 
to the which I refer myfelf ; but here I may not forget a 
fupplication given in to this reverend alTembly, produced 
by the commlHioners fent by the Englifti parliament. This 
fupplicadon was fet down in write under the hands of 72 
Englilb minlilers, ,as was reported, and ligneted with their 
ieais, of the whillc the tenor follows. 
" Reverend and beloved, 

" Theexperience, wliich wehavehadofyQurforward- 
nefs in receiving, and faithfulnefs in weighing, oar for- 
mer addrelTes, hath given us abundant encouragement 
to take hold of this prefent opportunity of breaking out 
Jbme of our forrows, which your love and our neceflity 
commands us to prefent to your confideration and com- 
panion. Much we know we may commit to the wifdom 
and fidelity of our brethren, thefe melTengers unto you, to 
impart to you concerning our milcrable condition, and un- 
to them we (hall leave the reft. Your own national, but 
eTpedally Chriftian intereft, will not j>ermit you to hide 
your eyes from the bleeding condition of your poor dlflref- 
Jed brethren in England, fliould neither letters nor mel^ 
fengers be fcnt unto you j but meflengers coming, we JhouM 
at once negle^ ourfelves, (hould we not a little eafe our 
burdened hearts by pouring them out into your bofoms* 
■ and feem ungrateful unto you, of whofc readinels to fufftr 
' with us, and to do for us, we have fo great and ample tef- 
timonies. 

" Surely, if ever a poor nation was on the edge of a de- 
fperate precipice J if ever a poor kirk was ready to befwal- 
lowed up by fatan and his inftrumencs ; we are that nation, 
we are that church : and in both refpefts fo much the more 
miferable, by how much we expefted not a prefervation 
only, but an augmentation alfo of happinefs in the one, and 
glory in the other. We looked for pejce, but no good 
came; and foratime ofhealing, butbehold trouble ! our 
God, who in his former Judgmems was a moth and rot> 
tcnaefs 
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tennefs {and yet had of late began to fend us health and 
cure) is now turned a lyon to us, and threatens to tend the 
very calves of our hearts ; from above he has lent a fire into 
our bones, and it prevails again H us; fromourownbowels 
he has called forth and ftreogthened an adverfary againft 
us, a generation ofbrutiftihellilhrneff, thcrodof his anger, 
theflaff of his indignation, under whofe cruelties we bleed, 
and if prefent mercy ftep not in, we die. Righteous ari 
thou, O Lord ! and juA are thy judgments ; but oh ! the 
barbarous carriage of our eneniies, wherever God gives up 
any of his hidden ones into their hands ! we need not 
exprefs it unto you, who know the inveterate and deadly 
malice of the antichriftian faction againft the members of 
our Lord Jefus. And it is well known j we need not ex- 
prefs it to you ; in truth we cannot. Your own thoughts 
can tell you better than aoy-words of ours, what the mer- 
cy of papifts is towards the minifters and fervants of our 
Lord Jefus Chrift ; but the Lord knows we are not trou- 
bled ib much for their rage againft us, or our own miferies 
and dangers ; but that which breaks our heartSj.is the dan- 
ger we behold the proteftant religion in all the reforiBt;<i 
churches at this time, through that too great and forny- 
dable ftrength the popilh failion is now raifed to. If o^r 
God will lay our bodies as the ground, and as the ftreet 
under their feet, and pour our blood as dii0 before the_ir 
fury, the will of the Lord be done. Might our blood 
be a ikcrifics to ranfom the reft of the faints and churches 
of Chrift from antichriftian fury, we would oiFer it up 
upon this fervice gladly 5 but we knov/ their rage is infa- 
tiable, and will not be quenched with our bloods. It 
is immortal, and will not die with us ; arined againft up, 
not as men, but as Chriftians, but as proteftaots, and as 
men defiriag to reform ourfeives, and to draw ourlelves 
and others yet nearer unto God. And if God give us up 
to be devoured by this rage, it will take more ftrength and 
courage (at leaft) to attempt the like, againft ait" the pro- 
teftant and reformed churches. lu a deeper fenfe of this 
extreme danger,' threaming us and you, and all other 
churches reformed, than we can exprefs, we have made 
this addrefa unto you, in the bowels oi out Lard Jefus 
(.:n> Chrift, 
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Chrift, humbly imploring your moft fervent prayers to 
God, who hears prayers, who, if Vife /hould judge by pro- 
vidences, feems to be angry with our prayers, though we 
truft he doth but feem fo ; and though he kill us, yi;t will 
we truft in him. Oh! give us the brotherly aid of our 
rwDforced tears and prayers, that the bleflings of truth 
and peace, which our prayers alone hath not obtaioed, 
yours conjoyned may; and give us, reverend and much ho- 
noured in the Lord, your advice what remaineth for as fur- 
ther to do, for making of our own and kingdom's peace 
with God. We have lycn in the duft before him; we 
have poured out our hearts in huniiliation before him j we 
have in fincerity endeavoured to reform ourlelves, and 
imth nolefs fincerity defired, ftudied, and laboured the pub- 
lic reformation ■ ncverthekis the Lord has not as yet turn- 
ed himfelf from the fiercenefs of his anger. Be pleafed 
to advife us further, what may be the happieft eonrfe for 
uniting the proteftant party more firmly, that we may all 
ftrve God with one conl'ent, and ftand up againft anti- 
chrift as one man j that our God, who now hides himlelf 
from his people, may return unto us, delight in, us, fcat- 
Icr and fnbdue his and our enemies, and caufe his face to 
Xhine upon us. The Lord prolper you, and prelervc you, 
fb that the great work of thefe latter ages may be finiihed, 
to his honour, and our owu aad the chiirch's happinefi, 
through Jefiis Chrift." 

It is faid this long-tailed fupplicarion was well heard of. 
by the brethren of the General ACTembly ; and having the 
council and eflates and conleri'ators of the treaty all within 
the town, fitting at their confultations daily, they advifed 
aUogether upon this fupplication, and what was {poken by 
word, or brought by the faids mefTengers to the council, 
eft'ates or confervators forefaid ; and after long confidera- 
tion they ail in onevMce finding the quarrei,as they thought, 
ftanding prefenily betwixt the king and his parliament, was 
the reformation of religion, and miitent any other deeds 
done againft the king's authority and royal prerogative (as 
if they faw not the fame) refolvcs and concludes to make 
up a new covenant, and iend it into England to be fworn 
and fiibfcribed } whiik ii they did, that then it fliould be 
, A'.noolfwora 
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fwom and fubfcribcd by us all in Scotland, and tfien t* 
take them by the hand for defence and ntaintenance of re- 
li^oD, who ftood ftill in rebellion agaioft the king in thdr 
unlawful parliament, and all deeds of hoftUity. This b&- 
ing concluded upon, (without the advice, confent, or knowi- 
ledge of the king} by the councii, eftatcs and aifembly fore- 
faid, or at leaft by a committee from the faid general affem- 
bly, by an imprinted aft dated the 1 4th of Auguft, the famea 
was approven by another imprinted aft by the convention 
of efiates, dated the 17th of Augufl. 

There followed another ordinance frae the commiffion- 
ers of the General AITembly, for the receiving and folemn- 
ly (wearing and fubfcribing of the faid league and cove- 
nant, and another ordinance from the convention of edates^ 
which copied is thus : 

" Foralinickleas by an aft of the convention of eftates 
holden at Edinburgh the [5th day of Auguft 164^ years, 
for the loan and tax, it is Aatute and ordained, that for 
the wants and neceffities of the Scots army in Ireland, and 
other caufes contained in the faid aft, the fum of twelve 
hundred thoufand merks Scots money, with a hundred 
dioufand merks, as allowance to the collcftors for inga- 
thering the fame, together alfo with fix fcore thoufand 
pounds Scots for levying the men, horfe, and foot contain- 
^ in the faid aft, Ihould be uplLTted by way of tax and 
loan, out of the fcveral ftieriffdoms and burrows of this 
kingdom, conform to a roll to be fet down by the conveen- 
ers of ilk (heriffdom, both of fpiritual and temporal lands, 
conform to the whilk aft the lairds of Drum and Philorth 
are appointed to be conveeners for the firft meeting of the 
Iheriffdom of Aberdeen, (and thereafter thofe of the (hire 
to choofe their own conveeners) Robert Farquharfon of 
Innercauld, John Irvine of Belty, Alexander Strachan of 
Glenkindy, Sir William Forbes of Craigicvar,' Mr. Wil- 
liam Davidfon of Cairny, Sir Gilbert Meozles of Pitfod- 
dels, Thomas ErJkine ofPitrodry, Mr. Robert Farquhar of 
Munie, Mr. Robert Gordon of Pitlurg, George Gordon of 
CocLairachie, John Udny of that ilk, James Hay of Mui- 
riefold, .Robert Irvine of Fcddret, and John Kdth of 
Clockreach, who Ihall convcen with the baill heritors, 

life- 
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liferenters, tacklmcnof Kinds, titulars, proper wadfcttt 
penfioners, ctmjuaft fiars, ladies terces, and others wit) 
the faid fheriffdom, upon the firft Tuefday of Oiftol 
next 1643, asthefirftday of their meeting, within the t 
booth of Aberdeen, and that the fame be Intimate at 1 
mercat crols of the head burgh of the fliire and every [ 
ri(h kirk thereof,' immediately afrer divine fervice ; and t 
faids convecners, with fuch other commKTionera' as (h. 
conveenfor the time, fhall caufe call by name and firdar 
the heritors, liferenters, titulars, tackfmcn of teinds, and 
thers forcfaid, who bruik any benefit to landward, whei 
by prolit or commodity arifeth, and by confent of them, 
the molV part, Ihall make, feleft and choofe eight perfor 
to be adjoined tcyhe falds commifli oners, who (liall ma' 
choice of a clerk, and give up a Jull rental and tr 
worth of every perfon or perfons their prelcnt year's rci 
of this crept and year of God 1643, to landward, 
well of land and teinds, as, of any other, thing wherel 
yearly profit and commodity arifeth. With certification, 
they compear not, the faids conveeners fhall value and gi 
up fuch rental of the faids perfons their lands, teinds, ai 
Others forefaid, as they Ihall think expedient, and the fai 
heritors and others forcfaid compelled to pay confer 
thereto before the term of Candlemafs next, as in the fa 
"aft is at length contained, conform to Che faid a<£t and i 
Aruflion direA for that etfeA ; intimates to all and fund 
titulars, tackfmen of teinds, proper wadfetCers, ladles t< 
ces, and others within the faid Iberiffdom of Aberdec 
that they and ilk aneof them conveen within the to'.boo 
of Aberdeen upon the firft Tuefday of Oftober next r6 
years, with the faids conveeners and commiflioners foi 
ifaid, and there give up and fet down ane perfect rental ai 
roll of ilk perfon's rents within the faid /herliFdom of , 
berdeen and parifhes thereof, with certification as contai 
ed in the faid aft, &c." 

Now when this aft was intimate to the king's lieges, 
ftch grievous burdens and taxations, whereof the like w 
never heard of in any king's reign, and now impofed wli 
out warrant of the king, by fubjefts upon fubjcft^, let a 
difcreec man judge, how the loyai Ihbjefts of this pt 
kingdom were bora down and daily opprcft.

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Now as thir works arc a working in fight oftheEogtilh 
commiflioners, and to thdr great Joy, aad gladnefs of thp 
brethrcD of the affembly, who all this time are fitting ; the 
king's advocate and his commiffioner carried himfelf as a 
good patriot for the country ; but how the iting was 
plcafed, I cannot tell. The aflembly indifts another ge- 
neral aRembly to be holdcn at Edinburgh the laft Wed- 
nefday of May 1644, and about the 29th of Auguft, rofe up 
and diflblved, leaving the couticll and confervators of the 
treaty at their meetings and confultations. 

In the mean time the lord Maitiand, and the faid Mr. 
Alexander Hcnderfon, and Mr. George Gillcfpie, two of 
the minifters of Edinburgh, were fent immediately after ri- 
sing of the faid afTembly to the parliament of England, with 
the league and covenant, there to befubfcribed and fworn; 
Some of the Englifh commiflioners went alfo with them, 
as was faid, and othera bade behind, attending their return. 
Our commiflioners before named went by fca to London ; 
for by land they had no peaceable paflagc. As this is doing, 
Berwick is taken in by the eftates, by device of the Eriglilh 
parliament, as ye ftiall hereafter hear, contrary to the 
treaty, as the king alledged. 

Te heard before how the laird of Haddo hurt Alexan- 
der and John Jaffrays ; they go over with their father, re- 
commended by the burgh of Aberdeen, to the burghs of 
Scotland, and makes them all their friends, and raifes let- 
ters, chargingHaddo to compear before the council, juftice, 
ur commiflioners of eftates, at Edinburgh, the 2d day of 
Augufl, to anfwer at the inflancc of the faids complainers, 
and of the king's advocate for hia intereft. Haddo feeks 
peace, friendly, but no agreeance at home nor abroad ; he 
refolves to fit at home, feeing, the iniquity of the times : 
wherefore he is fined in 20,000 merks, whereof 5000 to 
the complainers, and 15000 to the public, and to make 
payment under the pain of horning ; likeas he was charg- 
ed, denounced, and regiftrate, for not payment thereof. 
However the jaflrays repented foinewhat of their gc»ng on 
fo buftly, fince th«r part of the fine was fo little, and 
thought the public Ihould have taken no part hereof, re^ 
Iblving bv thnt mcaas to fettle more fairly with Hajdo, if 
" the 
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the fiaill fine had been at their command -, but the efiates 
thought this gear wel! won. A monftroos unheard of 
fine, for fo fmall a fauh, not being flaughti;r nor mutila- 
tion, nor other criminal crime! — But Haddo beheld all, 
and whereupon forrow fell, as ye may fee hereafter. 

As ihir things are a doing, the convention of eflateg 
(ends a meflengertothe marquis of Hitntly, charging him, 
as fL peer of the land, to compear beforcthcm, but he dil- 

. obeyed that charge. Thereafter tliey feat an herald, to 
charge him, under the pain of treafon, to compear, but he 
bides at. home ; whereupon he is denounced and regiflrate 
at the horn, thinking after an illegal manner to take him 
by caption, and to ufe him at their pleafurc; ■whereupon 
the marquis writes to the council and ertates, (hewing it 
was well known his cftaie was under burden, and he was 
labouring to pay his debts, as he might, againft Martin- 
mafs next, fo that conveniently he could not come over to 
this convention, id. He declared, his rent was not able 

. to maintain him fix weeks in Edinburgh, which might fuf- 
tain him a whole year at home. 3d, He (aid he was of- 

. fenfive to none, but peaceably fet, and no wife mindful to 
perturb the country, but (hould underly what was lawfully 
laid upon him, or his ground j and for their better affbr- 
ance, ,fent over a blank bond fubfcrihed with his hand, to 

.keep thir conditions, under what penalty they pleafcdthem- 
felves to put in. With thir letters the laird of Clony was 

- fent to Edinburgh, but the eftates difdainfully rejeftcd his 
letters and bond, and would not hear thereof, but refolved 

.to take order with him ihortly. The marq^uls hearing of 
this, and having a troubled eftate, glad to live in peace, 
and could not get it, fent over to the eftates, defirlng 
letters patent that he might go out of the country to France, 
there to ferve with fifty gentlemen, in his own place of 
Gens d'Armes ; but this is refuled alfo, whereat the mar- 
quis is highly offended, and brought alraoft under de- 
fpair, not knowing what courfe to take for keeping his 
loyalty to his mafter the king, of whom you may hear fomc 
more hereafter, and which made him to take up arms at 
laft. 

As the convention of eftates are handling the marquis 
la of 
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of Huntly at this rate. To to grieve the country more int»- 
lerably, they fet out a charge, whilk copied is this. 
« CarolusRex. 

" Charles, by the grace of God, king of Great Britain, 
France, and Ireland, defender of the faith, to our lovites 
- - . - _ . . meffcngers, iti 
that part conjunftly and feverally, fpecially conftitute, 
grteting. ForafmJckleas the eftaies of our kingdom of 
Scotland, prefently conveened, taking into their moft feri- 
ous confideration the great and imminent danger of the true 
proteflant lefigion, and of the peace of thir kingdoms, from 
the treacherous and bloody plots, coofpiracicB, and attempts 
of the papifts and pre latea, malignants and their adherentaj 
l:ave, afier mature deliberaiion, thought expedient to' en- 
ter into a mutual league and covenant with our kingdom of 
England, for the defence of the true proteftaot reformed 
religicn in the kirk of Scotland, and the reformation of re- 
ligion in the kirk of England, according to the word of 
God, the example <^ the beft reformed churches, and as 
may bring the kirks of both kingdoms to the neareft con- 
junflion and uniformity of religion and church govern- 
ment. And fiklike to preferve and defend the rights and 
privileges of our parliament, and liberties of our kingdomsj 
rcfpedtivcly, and to preferve and defend our perfon and au- 
thority, in the prefervation of the faid true religion and li- 
berties of our kingdoms, and to obferve the articles of the 
]ate treaty and peace between the two nations, and to aflift 
and defend all that fliall enter into this covenant, in the 
maintaining and purfuing thereof, as the famen more fully 
purports : which, as it will be a comfort and encourage- 
ment to ail Chriilians who fear God and love religion, to 
all good and loyal fobjefts who truly honour us, and to all 
true patriots who tender the liberty of the country, fo doubt- 
Icis it will exafperate and enrage the faid papifls, prelates> 
malignants, and their adherents, to practice and execute 
all the mifchief and cruelty they can againft this kirk and 
kingdom, as they have done in out kingdoms of England 
and Ireland. 

*' For prevenring whereof, the eflatcs of this oor fad 
kingdom (acc^rdlogto the prafliceof our council, conven-

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tionof our eftates, and onr parliaments in former times, in 
the like exigences) have refolved to put this our kingdom 
with all poflible fpeed in a prelect pofture of defence ; and 
for the better fafcty and fecurity thereof, have ftatute and 
ordained, and hereby ftatutes and ordains, that immediate- 
ly after publication hereof, all the fencibie perfons withia 
this our kingdom of Scotland, betwixt fixty and fixteea 
years of age, of whatfomever quality, rank, or degree, (hall 
provide themfelves with forty days proviJion, and with am- 
itiuDition, arms, and other warlike provifioii of all forts, in 
the moll fubftantions manner, for horfe and foot, with 
tents .and other furnifhings rcquifite, and that horfcmen be 
armed with piftols, broad fwords, and fteel caps ; and 
where thefe arms cannot be had, that they provide jacks, 
lances and ftcel bonnets ; and that the footmen be armeJ 
with inulket and fword, or pikes and fword, and where 
theie cannot be had, that they be forniihed with halbcrts, 
Lochaber axes, or Jedburgh ftaves and fwords. Our wiJl 
is herefore, and we ftraitly charge and command, that in- 
continent thir our letters feen, ye pafs to the merest crol'a 
of Edinburgh, and feveral burrows of -this our kingdom 
ofScQiland, and pariib kirks thereof, wherethrough none 
may pretend ignorance of the fame, and that ye command 
and charge all and fnndry our fiibjefts forefaid, leing fen- 
cibie perlbns, betwixt fixty and fixceen years, to provide 
dicmfelvcs in manner forefaid, and to be in readfocfs to 
m.ike their rendezvous, thus armed, at the places appoint- 
ed by our ellates and commiuees, having power from them, 
within 48 hours after they (hall be lawfully warned by or- 
der from them to that cfFef t, as they will teflify their affec- 
tion to the proteftant religion, the liberties of our king- 
doms, our own honours, and the peace and fafety of that 
their native country, and under the pain to be etleemed as 
enemies to religion, us, and our kingdoms ; andtheir hgill 
goods to be confifcate to the ufe of the public. Given 
under our lignet at Edinburgh,, the i8th day c^ Augufl, 
aad of our reign the 19th year 1643.

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the greiA annoyance of the king's fubjefls when it was pub- 
lifhedi but is ftrange to fee the conveyance of this odd 
piece, hatched and made up narrative in the king's name, 
aud in the affumpiion would carry no lefs ; but the eftates 
and, the reft miglit fet out fuch proclamations} fo, whether 
it be the king's proclamation, or the eftates proclamation, 
it is hard to Ipy j fave that the conclufion is in the king's 
name. However it be, this proclamation is fet out without 
the king's knowledge or confent, as was the ufe before, 
yea, exprefsly againf! his will- 
Thus is the king's haill loyal fubjefls brought daily 
more and more under fubjeiflion and flavery, without au- 
thority or warrant frae the king. 

About tins time, many witches are taken in Aoftruther, 
Dyfart, Culrofs, St. Andrews, and fundry other parts on - 
the coaft-fide of Fife ; they made ftracge confeflions, and 
were burnt to the death. 

About this time - Gordon younger of TillJe- 

frofkle, was taken upon the caufey of Editiburgh, and ward- 
ed in the tolbooth thereof, for maintaining fome points of 
Srownifm.. 

Ye heard before how the earl of Nithfdale and vifirount: 
of Aboyne were fummoned to compear before the council 
and confeh^tors of peace, anent negotiating with the earl 
of Antrim. Wor(^ clae about the 1 2th of Auguft, that 
they were both forfeited at the crofs of Edinburgh for 
their non- compearance, and declared traitors, without war- 
rant, conftnt, or authority of the lung ; and they are botlk 
forced to flee the laod, and feek the king's help, for at- 
home they durft not abide. 

About the i zth of Augufl, haill famifies, man, wife, 
and chiMren, flees out of London for fafety of their lives, 
fome .to one kingdom and fome to another, and fome came 
to Scotland, occafioned by Chir troubles ; pitiful to behold ^ 
Briftol, the third richeft burgh in all England, is. now a- 
bout this time taken in by the king's men with great flaugh- 
tcr on both fides. The king himfelf was lying at Oxford,, 
and not at the intaking thereof. There was gotten So 
pieces of ordnance, ftore of ammunition, arms, powder 
^ad ball;( \\'ith abuodaace of vlftuals, gold and fUver plate^. 
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with other riches. Three of the king's (hips lying in the 
river were alfo taken, with diverie others able to carry can- 
non. The king getting word, comes haflily from Ox-f 
ford to Brillol, creates the lord Hopetoun, a brave com-, 
mander, governor of this great city, to the contentment of 
the young prince, and marquis of Hartford, who for their 
places of war were contending to pat in a governor in the 
faid town. Thereafter the king returns back to Oxford. 

In this month of Auguft, the marquis' filler Jean Gor-- 
don, Jady and relift of umquhile lord Strathbrane, came 
here to the North, and took up her houfe in Lefmoir. 

In this month many news came to Aberdeen. Exeter 
was ftraitly bcfieged, and the earl of Warwick fceking to 
relieve it, was routed and defeated. 

That 500 Kentmen left the parliament, and came in- to 
the king ; and at Chatham difarmed fuch as were againft 
his majefty, and took fome ordnance and fome of the king's 
fhips ; That Sir John Hotham accufed Mr. Pym before 
the Engli/h parliament, for gathering together ioo,oool, 
ftcrling to his own nfe, againft the public weal, whereof 
the trial was fafhious to the parliament ; fee hereafter where 
that traitor Pym dyed before he was hanged; That Gainf- 
burgh is taken by the king. Lincoln yielded to his ma- 
jefty, where his excellency the tarl of Newcaftle had got 
ftore of vifliuals, 800 mutkets and eight pieces trf ordnance, 
and that he has advanced his cannon over Trent. Sir John 
Henderfon made lord general of the horfc, and colonel 
Byron made governor of Newark. That the carls of Nor- 
thumberland, Bedford, Lincoln, and dlverfe other noble- 
men, had left the parliament and come to the king, and 
left few of the nobles in the upper houfc, and the lower 
honle aUb daily diminilhing. That the lord Willoughby 
fled, and taken the rout to Bofton ; his haill baggage loft,, 
and not 300 men in his company, and that the town was 
under treaty. That Glocefter is befieged, and many men. 
loft on both fides. This was the news that came to Abcr.. 
deen a,t this time. 

Saturday the 2d of September the proclamation anent 
all manner of men, betwixt 60 and 'i 6, to be in readinefs, 
VM made at the crofs of Aberdeen, by tuck of drum, of 
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ivhich ye heard before, like as the famen proclama^n was 
twice read and proclaimed thereafter at tbe crofs, but little 
obedience was given in thir parts thereto. 

Sunday the third of Septetnber, the communioD was 
giveo here in Old Aberdeen, as it was laH. Sermon end- 
ed, this proclamation was read alfo at the outgoing of the 
people at the kirk door, by Alexander Wildgoofe reader. 
This communion was thought to be untimeoufly given here» 
beinginihehdghtofharTeCl. Communion the fecond time 
was ^ven here upon the loth of September, being Sunday. 
Now it was concluded by our council and eftates, to 
raife an army to go into England, in defence of the gooJ 
caufe, the tnie proteftant reformed reli^on, rights of par- 
liament, and the liberties of the kingdoms of England, Scot- 
land and Ireland, and to defend the kiii<^ againft all pre- 
lates, papifts, and malignant perfons. This is ftrange ta 
fee, how our army ihall rlfeto defenccof the king, without 
Lis own confent, and under colour of religion to aid and 
aflift the kJnglefs parliament of England, now ftanding re- 
belJioufly in arms againft the king; and it may be marvelled 
with what reafon juftly we could do lb, getting all our wiUs- 
according to the unjuft defire of our hearts, at his majefty'& 
hands; or what intercft we had to interpone ourl'elvcs. 
betwixt the king and his fubjefls of England, fince reafon 
would fay, we had gotten our wills ; and therefore we might 
live in reft and peace. No, no, it mufl be otherwife ; Eng- 
land has gotten our turn done, and we muft help them to 
get their turn done alfo, in all things, both in kirk and po- 
lice, like unto our government, wherein if England hap- 
pened not to prevail, then our grounds fo furely eftabli/hed 
was to be feared, and the king might come back upon us^ 
and revoke what he had done. Upon this ground we will 
raife an army, (as was thought) and makes general Lefly to 
take the charge upon him of this fervice, who cheerfully 
accepted the fame, and began now to work upon the order- 
ing of this war, as ye (hall hereafter hear, and nothing 
heard but tucking of drums and proclamations. 

It was faid, fome of the nobles had a meeting at Aber- 
deen, with wliom the marquis of Hamilton happened to bi 
^as oae who pretended to favour the king) and laid compt 
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(o ftop any raifing of arms a^ainft his majeftj:, bnt all for 
nought ; it turnfid to finali cffeft. Their meeting was S«p- 
tember, about 14 noblemen. 

Upon the 14th of September James Andcrfon, an ho* 
neft burgefs of Aberdeetk, caufed bring to the kirk a bairil 
whilk his wife had new hota, to be baptized, becaufe it was 
weak, about two afternoon, and conveened his goHips and 
comers, as the cuflom is. Then the father goes to the mt- 
nillers to come and baptize his bairn, bring weak, bat iik 
ane after other anfwered, they would not baptize till after 
the leftnrc was done. The bairn grows weaker j the fa- 
ther goes again, but flill rcf ufed } at lafl the father caufes 
ring the bell the fooner, to make them come to their lec- 
ture, but they fat JVill till the hour came ; but before the 
leflure was done the filly infant dcceafes in the comers 
arms at the pulpit foot, without benefit of baptlfm. The 
people fell all in murmuring and amazement at the doings 
of their miniflers ; and the father and friends conveened 
waxed wonderful forrowful ; but Mr. John Ofwald, who 
laid the lefturc, perceiring the bairn to be dead, faid, fiace 
the bairn is dead in the kirk, caufc bury it in the kirk ; 
■whilk was inftantly done, whereat fundry godly perfons 
were not well content at this church government. In like 
manner Thomas Blackball, a burgefs of the town, caufed 
bring his lawful bairn to the kirk to be baptized upon tht 
loth of April before, and held up the bairn in his own hand« 
as the cuftom is j but Mr, Andrew Cant would not give the 
bairn baptifm in the father's hand, till a goiTip got the bwm 
ID his hand, alledging he was a papift. 

About this 4th of September, trial was gotten of fome 5 
or 600 merks ftolcn out^ of Mr. John Ray, one of the re,. 
gents of thi? Nev/town's cheft. It was found that Mr, 
Andrew Cant, the holy minifler'sfon, drewthcnaiisoftho 
cheft, and faftened the fame with new nails, having ano^ 
thcr holy brother's fon in his company, called Strachan, 
and ftudent with himfelf, fon to Mr. William Strachar, 
parfon of Daviot, Theirprodigal fpending, drinking and 
debanching, made it to be tried, after this regent had tace 
a boy of his called Mathffon, who kept his chamber, and 
toriseaied him moft pitifully for th^ tusaea, being iuDocent, 

but 
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but the two rich fathers paid for their Tons theft. A great 
fcaadal to fcholars, they being both ftudents, aod fo the 
matter wjs filcnced ; but if any other ftudeat had done the 
Jame, Cant would have cried out agaioft the fame malid- 
oiifly in the pulpit, and ften them put to the college yetts, 
wherein they without punition were creditably kept. 

Upon Monday the nth of September, proclamation 
wasmadeatthecrofs of Aberdeen, for in gathering of the 
taxation and levy ir.oney by way of loan, extending to 
1,200,000 merks Scots money, and 100,000 mcrks to the 
coUeflors for ingathering of the fame, and fix fcore thou- 
fand pound for levying of men and horfe to be uplifted by 
way of loan, conform to an afl: of the convention of eftaiej. 

Ye heard before of the intaking of Berwick. It was 
as is reported after this manner ; while the heedlefs parlia- 
mentars were negotiating with our Scots, as ye heard be- 
fore, about the beginning of September there came five of 
the king's own Jhips, now at this parliament's fervice, to 
Berwick, and landed 300 foldiers, whom the major rec«v- 
ed like a traitor, and we being deilred to lend forces to de- 
fend thij town againft the king if occafion ofTeredifent Ihort- 
ly a fupply of men to keep and defend the fame, upon all 
adventures, whereat the king was offended. 

Ye heard before how the earl of Nithfdale and lord A- 
boyue went to the king. The earl of Montrofe and lord 
Ogitvie likewlfe tied the land, and pafl to the king. 

Upon the 1 1 th of September there came to Aberdeen a 
baillieand a deacon, commiJIioners from Edinburgh to A- 
berdccn, defiring that Mr. John Ofwald, one of their mini- 
fters, fhould be tranfported to their burgh of Edinburgh^ 
for fcrving the cure there } whilk was granted, and he re- 
moved out of Aberdeen to Edinburgh upon tiic 23d of Oc- 
tober thereafter, leaving our town to be ferved with Mr. 
Andrew Cant and Mr. John Rue, till his room was filled. 

Te heard before of our general aflenibly, and of the 
fupplicatioQ given in to them by the parliamentars divines 
and commilEoners, and of the league and covenant that was 
*hen made. How foon the king heard of this, he was 
highly moved, and Ihortly writes to the council of Scotland, 
which copied is thus.

" Right tniQy and well beloved ; whereas we have been 
iDformed, that the late general aflembly of our ktrk of Scot- 
land have thought iit our fubje^s there (bould enter into 
a mutual league and covenant with thefe our two houles of 
parliament of England, who are, and in long time have 
been in rebellion againft us ; a motion we never could have 
expc£l:ed to proceed from lb grave and pious perfons as that 
meeting did conGIV of : therefore we do require you, pub- 
licly by proclamation, to intimate our pleafure, that no fuch 
oath or covenant be preffed upon our Scots fubjcits, or by 
them e.itered into with any other perfons, in name of our 
houks of parliament, or any other of our fubjedVa of Eng- 
land, until we be firft acquainted therewith and approve 
thereof; and this our letter we defire you to put in record, 
which (hall be a fuflicient warrant to all our good fubje^s 
not to give obedience to any command, under any pretencCj 
from what pretended power foever, to the contrary hereof. 
We bid you heartily farewell. Given at our court of Eve- 
fham, the 14th day of September, and 19th year of our 
reign." 1643. 

. But the king gets no obedience, nor did the couucil let 
out any fuch proclamation as is here required. His ma- 
jefty aifo writes letters to the chancellor and to the confer- 
vators of peace, to the forefaid eifeft ; but no obedience 
Dor publication of the king's pleafure to the lieges, but 
forward goes the General AHembly, the convention of e- 
ftates, and confervators of the treaty, all hand in hand, for 
levying of an army, lifting of taxations and loan-money, 
whether the king would or not, in manner before fct down. 
The convention of eflates having do&d and concluded all, 
atnong the reft they made an a£^, as reported, that no 
coals fhould be tranfported to any burgh of Scotland, or to 
any foreign country, but all ro be winn and fent to London, 
to farnilh them fire, who now were in great diftrefs for 
want of coals. By this aft may feen clearly the covenant- 
ers keeping of faith to the kiijg, and their kindnefs to their 
own country, for the coals fold in Edinburgh and in Fife 
and Lothian, was raifcdto doublethe price they paid before, 
to the great grief of the king's lieges s and fo thJr eftatcs 

rof-- 
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rofe and diflblved upon the day of September* 

who had iitten fmce the 21I day of June before ; aod our 
fmiths of Abcrdeea were forced to work their work with 
peat, for no coals came to Aberdeen, by reafon of this aii. 
Upon Sunday the 1 7th of September, the communion in 
New Aberdeen was given for the iirft, and upon the a4tli 
for the fecond time, not after the old faihion kneeling, but 
fitting, nor the people fuffered to pray, when Mr. Andrew 
Cant prayed, as their cuAomwas before; but all tobefilent 
. and dumb; northeircommunion-breadbakenanddillributc 
as was wont, but after a new faftiion of bread, for it was 
baken in a round loaf, like a trencher, fyne cuticd out in long 
fliives, hanging by a tack ; and firft the minifter takes a 
Ihive after the blefiing, and breaks a piece, ajid givcsto . 
him who was nearell, and he ^ves the ihive to his neigh- 
bour, who takes a piece, fyne gives it to his neighbour, till it 
be fpent ; fyne an elder gives in another ihive, where the 
firft ftiive left, and fo forth. The like bread and fer- 
vice was never fceo in Aberdeen before the coming of Mr. 
Andrew Cant to be their minifter. 

Now great preparation for railing of men and arms. 
General Leily lends to Holland, France, and Sweden, for 
commanders and officers, who came to him daily, and re- 
folves to go into England, with an army of loooo foot and 
horfe. The order for lifting of thir men, colonels, and 
commanders, fent down through all the ftiires of Scotland 
by a committee of eftates, and amongft the reft for the Ihe- 
rtifdoms of Aberdeen and BamfF, as ye Jhall fee hereafter. 
Upon Sunday the 17th of September, after fermon, 
there was read out the intimation of the adl of the conven- 
tion of eftates, at the kirk door of Old Aberdeen, aneot 
the uplifting of the taxation and loan money, dated the 1 5th 
of Auguft, to the great grief of the auditors. 

Tuddaytheaift of September, a committee was holden 
in Ab< rdeen by the earl Marifchal, the tutor of Pitfligo, the 
kirda of Drum, Philorth, Straloch, Kermuck, and diverfe 
otHer barons, anent the levying of foldiers. Order was g>- 
ven that the drum Ihould go through Aberdeen, command- 
' ing all appfentices, fervams, and fials, not to change their 
mafttrs while' Maransias nest, with certification that they 
ihould 
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fhonld be taken frae fucli mailers as they feed with, and 
the mafter not be freer in furnifhing a man. There were 
(Uverfe other a^s made, and Co this committee diflblved, 
and was continued to the third of Oftobcr. 

Wednefday the 27th of September before Michaelmas, 
Patrick Lefly was chofen provoft of Aberdeen, Mr. Tho- 
mas Gray, Mr. Matthew Lumfden, Mr. William Moir, and 
Robert Crookftiaok, chofen baiUies- Sir Alexander Ir- 
rine of Drum continued ftierifF principal of Aberdeen, 
Mr. William Davidfon (he riff-depute, and Thomas Frafer 
ofStrichen flieriff of Invernefs. 

Upon Tuefday the 3d of Oftober, the committee fat, 
down in New Aberdeen, in the tolbooth thereof, where 
the lairds of Drum and Philorth, conveeners, were ; the 
tntor of Pitiligo, the laird of Tolquhon, and diverfe other 
barons were conTcened j they fell upon the divifionof the 
fherilTdom between the earl Marifchal and lord Gordon, 
both being abfent, and no place was left to the lord Forbes 
to be crowner with the other two, for caufes moving the 
■committee of eftates of Edinbur^ ; but they found the 
lord Gordon had gotten more bounds than the earl Marif- 
chal-, whereat it was thought Marifchal was not well 
content, nor yet the lord Forbes, who by order of the com- 
mittee at Edinburgh was put upon the liA with the lord 
vifcount of Crighton, which Ihould be chofen third crown- 
er with the earl Marifchal and the lord Gordon. It fell 
by voice the lord Forbes to be third crowner, yet both 
were difap pointed. .The lord Forbes himfelf was notpte- 
iient, but ftill in Edinburgh. 

News comes to Aberdeen about the 5th of Oftober, of 
a great battle fought between the king and the earl of Ef- 
iex upon Sali/bury-plain, where was much bloodihed, but 
the king ftill viflorious, praifed be God ! and likewifc he 
had a great viftory over that rebels of Reading ; the Lon- 
doners were routed that came to the refcue thereof ; there 
•was killed to the king a marquis of France, and three 0- 
ther lords. 

Now the haill minifters of our landward fellions begins- 

to take up the number of the b^ fenciblc men within the 

jeveralparifhes, betwixt 'tfo and 16, fo that herd andhire-

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mao were precifely noted, to the effeft the fourth man 
might be li(led ; and upon Sunday the 8th of OAober, 
after the afternoon's fermon, our miaifter Mr. William 
Strachan, with the fefBoners, took the roUof the commu- 
sicants within Machar parifh and Old Aberdeen, and made 
up an number out thereof of the fcndble perfons, as faid 
is, whilk was not \rifely done, if this order had not been 
nndgated. Notice was alfo taken of the renta of the faid 
parim, conformto the a6t of the convention of eAates, dat- 
ed the 15th of Auguft, for uptaking of taxation and loan, 
and ilk minlfter ordiuned to give up their rents, as ye have 
heard before. 

Upon the famen Snnday and 8th of Oflober Mr. Tho- 
mas Blackball and hts wife were both excommunicate, and 
likewife — — Menzies, fpoufe to Thomas CoUifon, was 
excommunicate as a piplft ; ftraoge to fee, the wife ex- 
communicate, and the hufband not to keep fociety with het ! 
Mr. Andrew Cant was miniAer to thefe excommunica- 
tions. 

About this time word came, that the king caufed take 
the earl of Lothian, and war4 him in dofe ward within 

the caftle of for gMng to France by dirc£Hon of 

the committee of elates, and doing fome matters with the 
queen regent of France, and Monfieur, captain of the mf- 
litla, whereat the king was ofFended. 

There came, at the fame time when Lothian was takeay 
a French ambaflador to his majefty, who fcnt likewife a 
Frenchman commiffioner to our eflates. This ambaflkdof 
was honourably received, firft by the parliament ; his com- 
tnilSon was to travel betwixt the king and parliament for 
peace, but they dealt politiquely with this ambaflador, and 
held him ftillbefide thcmfelves, abiding an anfwer, and as 
■was faid, would not fuffer him to go lee the king, as he 
"Was direfled ; howfoever it was, he got no contented an- 
fwer, and fo returned home agdn. 

Now this ambaffador having directed a commiflioner to 
Scotland, the committee of eftates defircd him to produce 
his commiflion, which he refuftd, faying, he had warrant 
*o produce it before the council, Whereupon followed a 
great couQcil day. His comuuffioa was, to renew the 
league, 
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league, upon condition that we fliould not ralTe arms irf- 
hclp of the Englilh parliament ; to let our Scots papifls lift 
their rents peaceably J and fome other articles -, but he had 
DO good antwer granted unto him, except he gat father 
Robertfon, of whom ye heard before, put to liberty, and 
had him with himfelf to France. 

Upon Sunday the ijth of Oflober, warning was glvei* 
out of the pulpit by Mr. WUliam Strachan miniAcr, to all 
heritors, Ufcrentcrs, freeholders, &c. within the pariih, tff 
conveen before the committee of New Aberdeen, upon 
the 19th of Oftober next, for npg^vlng of their rentals, to' 
pn>portiOQ the taxation and loan impolcd upon the country^ 
as ye have heard before ; as alio appointed a fall to be kept 
this day eight days, for condufting out army, to be raiP 
cd againll the Eagtifh papiib (alias the king himfelf) as 
we were obliged by treaty or cm€aam to help and affift' 
■ them. 

Dr. Forbes of Corfe prepares himfelf to leave the land j. 
provides a Ihip lying in the harbonr, with his necefTaries, and 
Upon the ifith of Oftober takes Ws leave, with Mr. John 
Lefly his fendtor, frae. Old Aberdeen, and to Torrie goes 
he, abiding the tide to fhip ; but certain of his friends and 
of the mlnilhy diffiiaded Wm frae Ms voyage, whilk hff 
was loth to da ; but upon'condidon that the prelbytery of 
Aberdeen jfaonld ufc no progrefs of excommunication a- 
gainft him, at their defire he would retura home, whilk 
was granted, and lb he came back to his own houlc upon 
the 19th of Oftober ; but he was forced to go when ali> 
was done, as ye have hereafter. 

Men gathering faA through IVe, Lothian^ Merle, and' 
all be-Jbuth, to make up an army to go into England. E- 
dinburgh and Leith more ftraitly watched nor Before. 

Upon the ^d Tuefday, and i7thof Oftober, the provin-- 
dal aflcmbly fat down in the Gray Friar kirk- of Aber- 
deen, where it never fat before. Ilk miniiVer came in with- 
his iaick elder, and brought in a roll of the fendble men 
of his parifh, and a note of the heritors rents. Mr. 
David Lindfay parfon of Belhelvie is chofen moderator till 
the next provincial aflembly ; Mr. Andrew Logic, mini- 
fler at Rayne, who wa^ depi^ed>,asy.e-have-beardbefoTei 
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came in and requeued the brethren to write to the cmn- 
mittee of the general aflcrably at Edinburgh, to continue 
his place unprovided with another, while he were iirft 
heard and difcuflcd before them himfelf ; but there was no 
hearing, and in the meaa time great conteflation about his 
kirk betwixt Mr. John Middieton miniftcr at Lcfly, aod 
Mr. William Robcrtfon minifler at Footdee, tecaufe it had 
a fine flipend. However Middieton carried it. Mr. An- 
drew Logic beheld all patiently, and bade conftaatly by hi* 
doftrinc, offering to prove the fame orthodox, free of error 
and herefy, but it availed cot, nor no hearing at all. When 
this birlc is thus provided, over the honcft man's head, the 
aflembly fills up the profeffor's place, and eled^ed Mr. Wil- 
liam Douglas miuifler at Forgue, as a man moll worthy 
to be profefTor in Dr. Forbes' place, whilk being done, as 
he had gotten his place, fo he fliould get his houfc accord- 
ing to his own mortification ; wherdn Dr. Forbes unwife- 
ly had not referved his own liferent, thinking himfelf furc 
of being profcflbr during his lifetime. After other con- 
fultatioDs this provincial alfembly diflblved upon Friday af- 
ternoon ; but remember this Mr. 'William Douglas is a 
■ great covenanter. 

Ye heard before of the league aod covenant how it was 
fent to England by the lord Maitland, Mr. George Gilles- 
pie, and Mr. Alexander Henderfon, commiiHoners, who 
carried the fame. This league and covenant was grad- 
oufly received, fworn, and fubfcribed in England, and feat 
back to the commiflioners of the General AiTembly frae 
thir breihren before named, whereupon followed an a£t 
of the Geileral AJTemblyand convention oftheeftates, or- 
daining the faid league and covenant to be fworn by aU per- 
ioDS in Scotland. 

Both thir afls, with the leagne and covenant, were hif- ' 
tily pretended, difperfed and fpread with all diligence, to 
the hull minifters and parilh churches within the kingdomj 
ia manner and to the effeft forefaid. 

Lilceas there was another paper printed called, " the 
good news of England's approving of the covenant fcnt 
from Scotland," and fome reafons for affifling the parlia- 
ment of England againft the papiAs and prelatical Sony- 

This 
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This paper bears the manner of fubfcribinS this covenant 
the 4th of September, The coveoant, which was fcnc . 
up from the General Afliembly and conveotion of eAatesj 
■was approven uoanimoufly by the allembly of divines, on 
Friday the iirll-; by the houfe of commons on Saturday the 
Iccond ; and by the houfe of peers on Monday the 4th of 
September, nemine contradicente, as both the printed diur- 
nais and written letters report, with a grent and happy 
change of the countenance of the people, imd face oif 
niFairs thereupon'; blefTed be the name of God there- 
fore. 

This paper bears neither date nar author, nor is the rea- 
ibns alledged of any force, fmce what Is alledged may bc' 
cafily anfwered. Subjefts may not raile arms againft fo- 
reigners, without the authority of the kingj much lels a- 
ga'uift hiinfelf 1 and becaufe of the weaknefs of thir fri- 
volous pretended reafons, I have omitted them of purpofe,, 
as TiQworChy to be written 1 yet they are imprinted befide 
me, wanting both date land author. 

Upon Sunday the aiii of OiJVober, a. folemn fall was kept 
here in Old Aberdeen, and in New Aberdeen alfo, for con- 
ducting of our army againft the papifts, and for blcIUng our 
ehterprlfe at our forthgoiug,. with diverfe other reafons. 
After (ermouj our minifter Mr. William Strachan read out 
the haill forenamed afts, with the new covenant, earacftly 
perfuading the people to prepare themfelves to Iwear and 
fubfcribe the lamen, whllk was alfo done io New Aberdeen, 
and likev/ife done or to be done through all the pariih kirks- 
of Scotland, and. to be fworn and fubfcribed both by men 
and women, and fuch as could not fubfcribe of the men, to 
be fubfcribed by the readers at ilk parifli kirk for them,- 
which Ihould be as fufHcient as if fubfcribed by a notary ; 
there being at the end of ilk copy of the covenant clean p»-' 
per bound to-that effeift, and the women to hold up their' 
hands in ilk kirk after fermon, figmfyingihdr oath, but their 
fobfcrlptions vere not craved. . 

About this time word came, that there was a ceflatlon 
of war concluded by the king's command betwixt the Eng-- 
lifh aod Irifhes in Ireland, to -endure for a year, and that 
]ms majclly had made the, marquis of Otmond deputy of 
Ireland^ . 

K. i- Uppa> 
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Upon the 26th of Oflober the tolbooth of Abcrdcea 
was broken on the night, by a miller called Copland, 
whereby himfelf efcaped, alfo William Gordon in Malyng- 
fide, and Alexander Lefly, fon to George Lelly at Birfacks 
Mill, who was under trull treacheroufly taken out of the 
houfe of Bogheads, by virtue of letters raifcd agalnft him 
and his father, for troubling of Mr. James Clerk, as yc 
have heard before. The gentleman winning at liberty, 
cddreft himfelf unwifely to his father's houfe at Birfacks 
Mill, who was made welcome. Tolquhon (who had now 
taken the proteftion of Mr. James Clerk) hearing how he 
liad broken ward, was highly otfcnded, and haftiiy con- 
veens the lairds of Echt, Skene, and divers friends and 
gentlemen, with whom the faid Mr. James Clerk himfelf 
was alfo, about the number of thif ty perfons, and up- 
■on the 28th of October, about the breaking of the fky ia 
the morning, came to the faid George Leily's dwelling- 
houfc at Birfacks Mill, where himfelf and his fori were, 
without any friend or good feUcw befide them, and cruelly 
befet the houfe round about, having warrant to raife fire 
and fword againA them, while they were tane or flain. 
The poor fingle gentlemen having fome (hots, defended 
themfelves courageoufly, and would on no wife be tane> , 
whereupon Tolquhon fets fire to the houfe, and forced 
them to come out, with his wife and bairns. They fliot 
two horfe to him worth 400 mcrks, and burnt to powder 
his haill infigjit plenifhing, goods, and gear of good worth,, 
and in end, -after fome debate, they hurt the faid Mr. 
George Lefl^ with g (hot athwart the ribs, and hurt him 
in the head. ' His wife alfo got a fore ftroke in the head. 
They defended themfelves, being only two perfons, from 
about the breaking of the iky till three afternoon, againft 
about 30 perfons ; at laft when their powder and lead was 
jpent, they could do no more, but were both taken toge- 
ther per force, for upon no condition they would yield or 
come in will, and thus were both had to Tolquhon, where 
they remained, while upon Thurfday the 23d of Novem- 
ber that Mr. George was cured of his wounds, whilk day 
Tolquhon caufed about 14 of his friends and fervants to 
traufport them both fouth to Edinburgh, where they were 
(hortly 
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ftiortly accufed before the jufth;e upon fuadry articles, 
coQcerqiog the abuling Mr. Jaine^ Clerk forefaid, and tak- 
ing of his goods, and were in no le{s danger than their life j 
however by the old lady Marilchal's advice, who was the 
faid Mr. George's landlady, the laird of Panmuir had pur- 
chaft a remiffiofl paft through the feals, for all the friend- 
Jhip and moyan Tolquhon could make ia Edinburgh, hav- 
ing his brother Mr. William Forbes, advocate in Edin- 
burgh, a violent agent in the faid caufcj yet he wan this 
point, that they fhould both remain in ward in the tolbooth 
of Edinburgh, while they fet fuSicient caution and law- 
bnrrows to Tolquhon and his complices, and to the faid 
Mr. James Clerk, that they Ihould be harmlefs and fkaith- 
lefs, under great pains ; whilk caution they were unable to 
,fec, and fo remp.itied ftill in ward to their utter overthrow ; 
for his wife cafl up all labouring, he having five ploughs ■ 
under labouring, and Ihortly after his wife deceafcs ; but 
he and his fon were both fet ar liberty, and fafely wan 
bo:iie. 

Upon Sunday the 29th of OiSlober, our covenant was 
again read out of pulpit in Old Aberdeen, by Mr. William 
Strachan, minifter. He exponed the fame not to be agalnft 
the king, but againft the malignant prelates and papifts of 
England i he firfl himfelf fware, and fubfcribed the fame 
to be lawful and jufl with God. His reader right fua, 
lyne Dr. Guild principal, Mr. Alexander Middleton fub- 
f rinclpal, Mr. Alexander Garden, Mr, Patrick Gordon, 
and Mr. George Middleton, regents, came down from the 
loft where they were fitting, to a table fet before the pul- 
pit for that purpofe, and fware and fubfcribed the cove- 
nant. Mr. John ForbcG, Mr. William Rait, and Mr. John 
Lundie, Oldtown baiUies, came next, with the elders and 
deacons, as they were called upon, and for the moft part 
fware and fubfcribed, except William Gordon of Gor- 
don's Mill, and Mr. Thomas Gordon at Kettock's Mill, 
who took to be advifed -, at laft they on another day came 
in, fware and fubfcribed ; others, crafts and commons, 
iware and fubfcribed that day ; and in a word fuch was 
our miniller's care and diligence, that he made the haill 
parilU fwear and fubfcribe, and the women to hold up their 
hands. 
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hands, very few excepted. This was our order for the 
paridi of Old Machar, and fuch as could not fubfcrlbe 
of the men, Alexander Wildgoofe reader fubfcribed for 
them ', but all was done after fermon ; and In tike manner. 
Mr. Andrew Cant and Mr. John Rue, after fermon ^^ 
New Aberdeen, firft read, fware, and fubfcribed the cove- 
nant, and next ihdr readers canfed the women hold up 
their bands, and ordained the men to come in quarterly, 
ss the town is divided in four quaners, upon Monday, 
Tuefday, Wednefday, and Thurfday, tofwearand fub- 
fcribe the covenant within the ftflion houfe, whilk was 
obeyed, and as faid is, upon the forcfaidSunday and there- 
after, the covenant was fubfcribed and fworn in fornrfore- 
faid. 

It is faid the laird of Haddb, at his parifli kirk at Meth- 
lick, protected againft the nrioiner and fubfcribanis, and 
declared it was againft the king's will, and read his ma- 
jcfty's letter which ye have before, which bred fuch a fear- 
in the parilhioners, that, they knew not whom to obey. 

Upon the laii of Oftober the earl Marifchal came frae 
Inverurie to Aberdeen with about 5ohorfe, and lodged in 
(kipper Anderfon's houfe. The lord Gordon upon the 
morn came frae Edinburgh ; he wrote for fome friends to' 
meet him at the bridge of Dee; he came into the town 
about 100 horfe, and lodged in Mr. Alexander Rcid's- 
houfe. They met in the lidgh council houfe, go to a com- 
mittee, where the lord Forbes is born by his colonel's place;' 
then it falls in queftion anent the diviJion of the fliires of 
the Mearns, Aberdeen, and Banff, betwixt the sari Marif- 
chal and the lord Gordon, (becaufe by Marifchal' sjnoyan, 
as was thought, the lord Forbes was put by his regiment) 
who could not agree thereupon.. They met again upon 
the morn, having diverfe barons with them at their com- 
mittee, where they could not agree about their iivifioc. It 
was thought fit to acquaint the committee of eftates here- 
with, and fo all was continued to another committee to be. 
holden at Aberdeen the 22d of November, In the mean- 
time fome miniAers came in with the rolls of the fendble 
men of their parilhes, and fuch as came not in were defired 
to come in. the forcfaid izd of Noyembcr, with a perfeft 

roUi 
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roll of their men. Thus this mc^og diflblvcd j Marif- 
chal rode backtb Inverurie, and the loid Gordon flayed in 
the town. It is faid the lord Forbes and his friends were 
highly offended at the committee of eftatcs for not ^ving 
him a regiment with the other two, which bred, as was 
faid, a band of combination betwixt the marquis of Huntljr 
and him, and fome of his friends, as ye may fee hereaftei. 
It is true the marquis is informed that the committee of e- 
flates was ufing aK means poUible to take him and bring 
him in per force to the town of Edinburgh j fuch as tlw 
. carl Marifchal, and IherifTs of Aberdeen and Banff. He 
Jeat to Marilchal, demanding him if he was upon fuch 
courfe, who abfolutely refufed ; neverthelefs he began to 
- look about hira, and make as many friends as he could get. 
The lord Gordon came over to the Oldtown upon Sunday, 
heard devotion, flayed in George Middleton's houfe ^1 
night, he rode to Straloch upon the morn, returned back 
upon Wednefday to the fame houfej he defired the lairds 
of Drum, Straloch, Udny and ICemoay, to go fpeak to the 
marquis, and fee if he would receive his fon, and make him 
welcome ; whilk he ffmplicltcr refufed, except he would 
fend a note under his hand, quitting and difclaiming tlic 
covenant, and fuch fervice he had undertaken, which tb« 
young lord could not creditably do, becaufe he had fworn 
and iiibfcribed the covenant already in Edinburgh before 
he came here. However the moft the marquis could be 
moved to do, was to give him his houfe in Old Aberdeen 
to dwell in, and burn the peats led and ftanding in the 
clofe, and let himfelf provide for plenifhlng and his own 
maintainance for his fuftentation as pleafed him befl to 
do; and albeit the faid young lord thought hard of this 
order, yet he is forced and compelled to accept of his fa- 
ther's offer* and dwell in his father's houfe, as ye ftiall 
hereafter hear. It was this laft covenant the marquis was 
offended at, whilk, his fon had fubfcribed. Upon the firft 
of November our fbvereign Lord's feffion fat down for ad- 
miniflration of juftice, as all other inferior judicatories did, 
but the feffion by found of trumpet was ord^ned to rife up- 
on the 28th of December, to the effeft men might be more 
. i-afily levied and raifed, and to fit down agdn the 17th of 
January, 
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January, 1644, but no procefs agaisfl fuch as happenetl m 
be with the army, whiUc day it Tat down again, and was 
prorogued to the id of February, as ye Ihall hear here- 
after. 

Upon Saturday the i ith of November, James Conn in 
Knockie Miln was brought in to Aberdeen by the dieriff 
of Banff, called the laird of Birkeubog. He had been 
taken and warded in the tolbooth of Banff nine weeks be- 
fore, for his religion only, bdng an excommuaicaCe papid, 
ftod that day was convoyed to Aberdeen, where he was 
warded in the tolbooth, and delivered to Mr. William Da- 
vidfon ftieriff depute. "He remained there till the 17th of 
November, and then was tranfported by the (heriff depute 
to the flieriffof the Meams, and fo forth frae ftiirc to (hire 
til) he came to Edinburgh, where he was received and 
warded. 

Upon the ifth of November there came to Aberdeen a 
bullie of Edinburgh, with a deacon, who caufcdpublifh an 
edia at the kirk door of Old Aberdeen upon Sunday the 
iptb of November, fummoning our elders and parifhioners 
to compear before the committee of the General AITemtdy 
at Edinburgh the 6ih day of December next, to hear and 
fee Mr. Wniiam Strachan, oar minifter, traafplanted frae^ 
this kirk to Edinburgh, to ferve in the minlAry there i and 
himJelf was alfo fnmmoned to that day ; to whom they 
gave alfo letters direfted to him from the committee of the- 
Genera! Aflembly. Thircomminioncrs heard him preach 
the forefaid Sunday, and without more ado with feflion 
and preibytery, rode fouth to Edinburgh, where Mr. Tho- 
ftias Gordon at Kettock's Ml!!, an elder, and Mr. James 
Sandilands, common procurator for the King's College, 
(becaufe our. minifter was a ftipendiary minifter, put in by 
the faid college, toTerve at our kirk, out of the deanry of 
Aberdeen annexed to the fame univcrfity) were fent fouth 
to the committee of the General Aflembly at Edinburgh, 
with an ample commiffion, fubfcribed by the parifli and. 
membersof the college, and laboured fo as our minifter got 
liberty to bide at home, to the contentment of himfelf ani 
of his fiock ; for he had written a plain rcfuial to go to 
Edinburgh, and iect an ample comiBiilioa to appeal from 

the 
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Ac coAunittee of the kirk to the General Affembly enTuing* 
^theydid not prevail, as they thought to hive done. 

Ye heard before how the earl of Antrim was treachery, 
oufly taken by Monro in Ireland. He was ftraitly ward- 
ed, or kept by tour, or night and day by his captains. No« ' 
k fell capt^ Wallace a great puritan to keep him, who 
was as great a papift. He had one - - Gor- 
don to his lieuteoant, who was fon to Sir Alexander Gor- 
don, and uncle to the now earl of Sutherland ; this captain 
Wallace with his lieutenant had alfo a ftrong gnard about 
the earl of Antrim tn a ftrong caftle ; but this lieutenant 
Gordon craftily convoyed up uuefpied, in his breeches, 
certain tows, by the whilk the ?arl efcaped and wan free- 
ly away, to Wallace's great griefs and the lieutenant fol- 
lowed and fied alfo. His efcape was wrought in Oftober, 
whereat major Monro leugh not a word. 

About the i8th ofNovember,divers news came to Aber- 
deen ; luch as, the king's admiral Sir John Pennington up- 
on the 2;th of September had fix rich prizes of the parliar 
tnent's (hips coming from the Indies ; that there came out 
of France to the king 6000 arms, with ftore of good pit 
tols } that the king of Denmark had fent 60,000 pound 
fterliag ; that the lords and others called the Banders had 
fubfcribed the laft covenant with limitation, to mdntaia 
reli^on and the Icing's royal authority. 

Followed ainongil them, a meeting At Peebles, about 
40 nobles, knights, and barons ; amongft whom was the 
marquis of Hamilton. It was there reafoned, that fmce 
the country was upon r^fing an army, whether or no they 
Ihould go to arms, to impede their riHog, or going into 
En^and againft the king. Hathilton reafoned againA their 
rifing at dl j it goes to voicing, and by plurality of voices 
foui^, that no man Ihould be railed againft the country. 
The earl of Traquair being there with the reft, aflted Ha- 
milton whether or not he had given alTuracce to the king, 
that Scotland Ihould not r^fe arms ? he anfwered, he had 
.given aflurance to his majefty but for the laft fummer; how- 
ever this meeting diflblved without more ado, and the eaii 
of Traquair with another lord paft therefrae to the king. 

About this time this marquis, by the lung's patent, was 
created duke of Hamilton, and fet himfelf to follow the 

eari 
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carl ofTraqnairto court, as ye may hereafter fee, who had 
bidden frae the king in Scotlaad, whiUl he was in great 
diftrefs in England, as ye may fee before. 

In this month of November, there came to Aberdeen one 
AoQor Pont, who had fomc ftage plays, whilk drew the 
people to behold the fport j fyne npon the flagc fells cer- 
tain balms, oils, and other phyfical ointments, whereof he 
made great gain. Thereafter he went north to other bur- 
rows, and did the like. 

Upon the 22d of November, the lord Gordon came out 
of Drum, (where he had been lodged the night before) to 
the Cruives, where certain friends met him, whom he had 
written for, and were about ico horfe. He came riding 
through the Oldtown to New Aberdeen, to hold the com- 
mittee according to the laft aft ; he went in at the Juftico- 
Port, and rode up through the ftreet, and lighted at Mr. 
Alexander Reid's houfe in the Gallowgate. The earl 
Marilchai came not to this meeting, as was expefted ; the 
lord Gordon, after his fighting, went down to the Laigh 
Council- houfe, and had fome conference with the lairds of 
Drum, Fedret, Kermuck, Kcmnay, and fome others of the 
committee j the provoft was there alfo. In the mean time 
Mr. Andrew Cant, minifter, came up to the council-houle, 
and prefented to the lord Gordon the covenant to be fub- 
fcribed, and to all the reft, whilk willingly they did, except 
thejairds of Drum and Fedret, who faid, it was fuScieDt 
to fubfcribe at their own parilh churches, and not in Aber- 
deeni at their commitecs. Mr. Andrew went to the door 
with this aofwcr ; but the lord Gordon and fome others 
flayed holding their meetings Thurfday, Friday, and Satur- 
day. Sunday he heard devotion, Monday and Tuefday 
held their committees, and all was continued while a new 
committee to^be holden the loth of December, and upon 
Wednefday the 29th of November the lord Gordon rode 
up to Lefmoir, where his father's fifter the lady Strathbrane 
was for the time remaining, to falute and vlJit her ; ftie was 
his father's filler, as fald is. 

Upon the 26th of November the committee of eAatei 
fets out an imprinted afl aneat the raifmg mea and arms, 
wbili copied is thus :

Adair, for that end i as alfo the 240 horfe appcnnted ta 
oome out of the Iheriffdom of Roxburgh, Selkirk, and 
Peebles, which uill make up four troops. 

" One to be commanded by general Lefly, to conliil of 
die three troops already levied, the laird of Poimais' troop 
appwnted to come out of the flieriffdom of Stirllag, and 
four troops to be levied, and levy money to be granted. 

<< One to be commanded by the carl of Eglinton, 
and to confift of 240 horfe, app<nnted to come out ot the 
iheriffdom of Air and Renfrew, which will make up four 
troops ; the 200 apptxnted to come out of the (herl9tlom 
of Lancrk, which will make up three troops, and 20 horfe 
to be levied. 

<^ One to be commanded by the carl of Dalhonfie, and 
to conilA of 120 app<Mnted to come out of the (heriiFdom 
ofBcr^ck, wbichwillmakeiwotroops; the 1 20 appcnnt-

This unconth a£l, fcarce underftandable, bred greatfear 
and perturbation amoqgft the king's loyal fnbj»dsi but 
Howfoerer thir troops were levied iit other ftiires, the7 
got Onall obedience here, as after does appear, partly by the- 
carl Maiifchal's mlfcomeutment anent the dirilion, alledg- 
jng the lord Gord(»i to hare gotten more than he got, and 
partly becaufe he kept not the committee with the lord 
Gord<Hi and the reft, and partly by the marqais of Hnoh 
ly's riftng ; as ye Ihall fee hereafter. 

Now ye heard before of the mxrquis, or rather dnke of 
Hamilton, how he was to follow the earl of Traquair to 
conn ; there was a pretty flij^t devifed, to make him to be 
(he more welcome to the king \ which wis, the eftates re- 
folved to have this covenant fwomand fubfcribed through 
all Scotland, among the reft they defire the duke and tus 
brother the earl of Lancrk, fccrctary of Scotland, and of 
the Scots conncil in England, to fwear and fubfcribe the 
covenant, whilk they both fimulaicly refufcd ; wherenpon 
the commicrce of cf^tes as deceitfully gave order to thdr 
own good brother the earl of lindt'ay, prefently to meddle 
with the duke's eftates, land, and livings, for his difohedi. 
'Kice, and to meddle with the dues and commodities of the 
figoet pertwniTLg to his brother, ar. fecretary fordaJd, and 
that withont horning, forfeiture, procefs, or odier fum- 
nions, as was nfed againft other non>fnbfcribers. to the ef- 

fcft 
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feft they' might fliew the king how they were handled for 
refufing to fubfcFibe rhe covcnaor, as his majefty hattux- 
prefaly forbidden his good iiibje^ts to doj thereby tolii- 
finuare them more and more in his highnefs' fjvour. But 
this -was a fhort cloak in the eyes oi the beholders ; for 
their mother was drawing and drilling foldicrs in the 
duke's abfence upon his eflates and rents, as buAly as if^ 
Ihe had been a man, notwithftanding the fame had been 
appointed to be ingathetcd by the forefaid earl of Liodfay. 
But' the duke and his brother's dmngs are more and more 

, "fifcoWredi in the mean dme they are getting this cloak of* 
cxcuie, to (hew the king how the committee of eftates had 
bereft them of their rents, as is formerly faid j and thus 
the duke and his brother well convoyed, having ftore of 
monies, take journey about the laft of November, and to 
England go they I of whom ye fhall hear hereafter. 

About the a7th of November letters of intercommunmg 
•were pnblilhed at the mercat crofa of Aberdeen at the in- 
ftance of Mr. Alexander Jaffray, Alexander and John Jaf- 
frays his fons, againft the laird of Haddo, and pubUlhed at 
the kirks of Mcthlick, Fyric, Tarves, and Bellie, the mar- 
qtits of Hugtly's own parifh.kirk of the Bog} likeas the 
iaid marquis was charged by a meflenger by virtue of. the 
ftid letters, not to intercommuOc with Haddo, help eof 

' ftlpply Urn, whereat the marqnis was difcontctit, and thir 

- charges did no good, as after ye Ihall hear. 'I'he laird of 
Haddo could get no peace, except he paid the forcfkld fine 
of ao,ooo merks. He feeing the rigorous dealing, and that 

• he heard the eftates we're to fend forccsto upHft the fame 
per force, went about legally to defend himfelf, and made' 
an aflignation qf his halU goods and gear, fums of money* 
debts, and others peitaintng to him, to his coulia Gilbert 
Gordon of Koaveo. 

Tc heard before bow the lord Gordon rode to Lefmcnr,' 
to vifit his father's filler ; he paft therefras to Strathbog- 
■^e, but the marquis was flitted to the bog, making prepa- 
ration for the tnarriage of hia daughter lady Mary to Al- 
exander Irvine, young taird of Drum } and in the mean 
time was fnmifhing the place of Auchindown with-alt 
Decenaries. The lord Gordon lodged hi TuUicfou]> and 
L 2 ^^ 
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flsid SO longer there, only exhortiog the Strathboggle men 
to be ready upon their own peril, and ib rode his vay, 
Icing in malgrace with his father, and retnnied to Aber- 
deen. 

Upon Thnrfday* the 7th of December, the young Imrd 
•F Dram foreiaid was married to the fioT^aid lady Mary 
Gordon, with a great folemnity, mirth and merrinefs e- 
Bough in the Bog, at thdr bridal, but the lord Gordon 
was not at his filler's bridal, through milcoatentment be. 
twixt his father and him. 

TIpon Wednefday the 6th of December, Gilbert Brccic, 
one of the town's oiEcers, cauftd bring a bairn born to him 
of his wife, called— Silver, to the IcAnre lelfou, where Mr. 
John Rae the miniitcr had taught, to be baptiled *, bat be- 
caufe this b^m was not brought to him when he was baptU^ 
higfomc other bairns, he woukl not g^vebaptiiin to this yoimg 
infant, whereopoo the fimple man was forced to bringback 
hii child unbaptized frie the kirk to his own houie. The 
wife lying in childbed, hearing her child was not baptized, 
was Co fngry, that Ihe tnmed her face to the wall and de- 
ceafcd Immediately throngh plain diTpleafure; and the b^m 
aJfo ere tfie mora { and the mother and her jytira in her ox- 
ter were both buried together. Lamentable to fee how the 
people arc thus abnfcdl 

Thir leAure leflbns were brought in by Mr. Andrew 
Cant, upon Wednefday and Friday weekly, in place of even- 
ing prayers, which many people thought do warr nor thir 
leflbns. 

Thir IcAares had no prayer, but a pfalm faag at the be- 
g^ningg'and a prayer at the ending. This form was brought 
in for to make thdr ftipend better, likeas ilk minifler ^d 
500 mcrks yearly of augmeatation. Thus is this novelty 
brought in upon the town's expences, where the ereniog 
prayers were ufcd before, and better fervtce done by the 
minifler then nor now. 

The eflates are bufy to caule every nobleman fwear and 
fuUcribe the covenant ; and fuch as refufed werefummon- 
cd to compear before the next parliament, or before the 
committee of eflates of parliament, under the pain of forfei. 
ture. Strange to fee forlaturc without authority of a king ! 
About 



About the ift of December word came to' Aberdeen 
tbac the earl of Lothian was taken in En^land^ at the kmg's 
command, for going to Frante, and negotiating with the 
proteftants there, for help and i'upport of ourcovcoanters» 
and other unlawful caufes, as was reported, for the whilk 
he was committed to ftriit prifoo. 

Upon S:in'iay li;c loth oi' December the women of our 
parilh of Sr. Muoliir i'.i'Lcr ibnuon were caufed hold up 
their ha;-,-,i-i, .md l-vc-r tu ;he maintenance of religion, pre- 
feutly prof IT: J ir. S- 'ftl^:i J, and to abide by the covenant ;, 
llkeas at tlit fMi^c k.ii-k-door letters of intercom muni ng were 
pabliihed againlt tiie laird of Haddo.at the JaSVay's inftance^ 
to make him odlouf, which did little good, as does appiiar. 
Now the lord general Le!ly is fad growing to an head, 
and has conveened about 2ooo foot and 3000 horfe, well 
armed with field pieces and all engines of war necetTary^ 
and about the day of Deecmber, bc'gan his march to- 
■wards Newcaftle; and in the mcaatiiue foldiers are diuiy 
ruifed and fent after the army, for the b:ttei rt'ength .ning 
thereof. He had the marquis of Argyle, iirtildeat of -he 
army, the earl of Lindfa/, the lord Balaierinoi-h, wiih di- 
vers other nobles, captiuns, and commanders in his ariny, 
yet the truth Is, he had but 15 t«giments ofhoirc iindfooC 
into England, and five regiments ftiortly followed him, a- 
inounting to about 10,000 men, belides fiich as was raifed 
thereafter. 

Ye heard before of the Iwd Gordon j he comes to A- 
bcrdeen, and upon Tuefday the 19th of December there 
was a comnuttce of war holden in the laigh council houfe 
of the tolbooth, by the earl Marifchal^ the faid lord Gor- 
don, the laird of Drum, ftierifF, the lairds of Kermuck, 
Glenklndy, and divers other barons, with the provoft and 
bailUes of Aberdeen. David Gordon of Knaven compear- 
ed before this committee, and produced an affignation 
made to him by the laird of Haddo, of his haill moveable 
goods, gear, debts, fums of money ; and made intimation 
to them thereof, and took inilrnments thereupon in two 
notars hands. In the mean time the forefa'^d laird of 
Drum, fheriff, {as he had gotten order frae the eftates) caus- 
ed a melTenger ' charge the forefaid earl Marifchal, lord 
L 3 Gordouy 
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Gordon, and haill perfoos of the committee, pcHooally 
conveened> to rife, concur and alSA him as flienfFof jC- 
berdeen, to fearcb, feck, take, and apprehend the faid laird 
of Haddo i and failing thereof, to meddle and iatromit 
with his lands, rents and goods and gear, conform to the 
letters raifed thereanent. At this charge ihe committee 
goes to a confultation, and refolves to fend over to the com- 
mittee of eftates the copy of the forelald aflignation, with 
the intlmatioQ fallowing thereupon, and to take their ad- 
vice what was beft to be done thereanent. Thus this com- 
mittee fat Tuefday and Wednefday-, they con/Idered the 
Tott of fencible men of the parithes, ^vcn by fuch orunifteTS 
S3 came, and were found not given up orderly } where- 
fore they were commanded to give a perfeft rolLof all man-, 
ner of men witbin thdr parilbes, betwixt 60 and 1 6 1 con- 
rinued their committee of war to the id of January next 
r644, and ordained the haill miniAers to be charged, un- 
der the pain of 1 00 tb. to keep thu> cooHnittcc, and bring in. 
perfefl rolls \rithia this diocefe or provicce,tn form forelald^ 
It was alfo ordered by the committee of eAates, that Uk 
mibilier Hiould furmfh out a man to this ferrice, whilk 
wourddrawtoiooomen,becaufe there is jooo muiifters ;, 
whilk fbme here did furnUh, others were overlooked ; and. 
& they diflblTed. 

The eltates, ftting the laird of Haddo's ailignatioD^ took, 
k to be plain fcom and delulTon, and therefore railed new 
charges againft the laird of Drum, (beridV and others, toga 
upon Haddo, as ye fhall hear hereafter. 

Now as this cfHumittee of war diflblved, there fat dowa 
another committee of valuation, for uptaklng the rents of 
the lands, for levyingofthcfoldlerg withiatl^lheriffdonu 
Thus day and night the poor country people is opprell and 
rext, without authority of the king. 

Upon the 1 8th of December, a procIiunatioB was made 
at the crofs of Aberdeen, charging the commlHioRers o£ 
the late parliament within the (hire of Aberdeen to be at 
£JinbuTgh the 3d day of January 1644, ^ well nobles, 
aud barons, as burruws, to fit and cognofce upon fuch mat- 
ters as belong to a parliament, in tlic interim betwixt par- 
Kaments, confcim to the &£t of parliament. 

Ye 
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Ye heard before, how duke Hamlltoa with his brother 
took journej towards court, with Aore of momesi about 
12 horle load as W4S reported. Now by the way, it is 
faid, the earl of Laocrk, his brother, went to NewcafUc, 
where he had fome dealing with Sir John Morrall, gover- 
nor of Newcaftle, to betray the town to our geneial Lefly. 
This treafon is difcovered ; he is removed and warded^ 
and another governor put In his place. Upon this deal- 
ling, and other reafons, it is faid the duke and his bro- 
ther were convoyed to Oxford politicly. At his lighting 
he intended to fee the king, but he was flayed by Sir Ja- 
cob A(hly, appointed to take him and his brother both, 
afld npon the morn he (without fight of the king] was 
had to a flrong hold, and committed to clofe prifon in the 
caflle of Woodflock, and therefrae tranfportcd to Corn- 
wall. ' It is faid his brother alfo was warded, but wan a- 
way by a flight, and to the parliament of England (wanting 
a king) goes he for his refuge ; a fign, furcly, of a guilty 
confdence ! Thus was our royal king ferved by Hamllcon. 
and his brother, who was his fecretary ; from England he 
came thereafter to Scotland, is made welcome, and goes 
on in fervice with the reft of the covenanters (hard for the 
-^ng, he being his fecretaty, as fud is) with all his might j 
but duke Hamilton is tran^rted to Briftol. 

Upon the 19th and 30th days of December, Dr. Guild 
goes on moft malidouQy, and caufes caA down the ftately 
wall Handing within the bifhop's clofe^ cniionfly builded 
with hewn flone, and. took the Hones down to the college, 
for fuchvain nfes as he thought moft expedient, (fuch was 
the iniquity of the times) Mo brake down the aflilar work 
about the turrets, raifed the pavement of the hall, and 
caufed lead them down, to lay the Soor of the common 
fchool. 

About this time Sir Gilbert Menzies of Pitfoddels , 
leaves the country, and goes to France, fearing the troubles 
to come. He purchafed letters patent frae the committee. 
of eftates at Edinburgh, to go, upon condidon his men, te- 
nants, and fervants, (hould rife with the publick, and his 
grounds and rents liable to loan and taxadoa> and other 
Kvy money. . His lady Ihortly follows him. 

"(.all Upon 
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Upon Thurfday 2ift of December, Mr. WiUlam Dou^ 
Jas, minifler at Forgue, who was chofen profeflbr at the 
laft provincial affcmbly, gave in thefes in the college kirk 
of Old Aberdeen ; he defended the famen agaiaft all op- 
pofiiion of the brethren there conveened, fuch as Mr. 
David Lindfay, parfon of Belhelvie, moderator to the 
next general afTembly, Doftor Guild, Mr. John Rue, Mr.. 
John J-'"'jpe, Mr. Robert Cheync, and fome others ; for the 
eighi. pr iKytcries of Aberdeen were warned to fend in two 
or three commiffionera out of ilk prefbytery, to have kept 
this day, whereof fome came, others came not ; in refpeft 
whereof Mr. "William Douglas is ordained to come agaia 
upon the 24th of January 1 644, to abide his laft trial, and 
the commiffioncrs of ilk prefbytery ordained to be prefent,. 
wbilk was done, and he admitted profeflbr, in a more wor- 
thy man's place, unjuftty pni therefrae by the tyranny of this 
church J whereat he never was ofieoded, but gladiy began 
to repair his dwelling houfe, whilk he had moriifipd to the 
profcfTor, and removed therefrae, as ye ffiall hercrfter hear, 
tothegreatgricf and grudge of the town of Old Aberdeen,, 
among the poor of which he was moft charitable. 

Monday the 25th of December, and good Tool-day, no 
work wrought in Old Aberdeen, nor yet upon St. James* 
day, nor Stephen's day, for all the thunderingihe miniftera 
could do againft it; and upon the 27th of December the 
Oldtown coUepeners got dght days play, whether the 
matters would or not. 

Upon Sunday the 24th of December, the commanioa 
was ^ven here in Old Aberdeen, to the crflegioners who . 
were ablent frae the commuoion before, and to fuch per- 
fons as were fick'and unable to comej they were about 
a boardful of fuch people. 

Yc heard before of the down-fitting of our fovercign 
lord's feflioB upon Saturday the aiil of December! it was 
raifed by found of trumpet at the crofs of Edinburgh, and 
ordained to fit down the i6th of January next, to the effeft 
men might be haftily lifted, and had to the bowl road ; but 
inferior judicatories fat ilill, adminillriDg jufHce ; Hkeaa up- 
on the itith of January it fat down again, and was proro- 
gate to the 2dof Febnary, and &t ^o-wa thxt day. 

Upoa 
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ITpon Snnday the 31ft of December it was declared 
out of pulpit, that the committee of the kirk at Edinburgh 
had ordained afaAto be kept on Sunday the 7th of Janu- 
ary 1644, and upon Wednefday thereafter, throughout 
all the parilh kirks of Scotland, for a happy fuccefs to our 
army, ad, The danger of reli^on. 3d, The fms of the 
. land. 4th, ForablcjTmgupon ourcommillionerstraTuts* 
lying in England j whilk fall was folemaly kept the fope- 
faid days, and the covenuit read oat upon the Sunday. 

Upon Tuefday the 26th of Dcccmbsr, Mr. James Cuth- 
rteiniaiiler at Urquhart, Mr. Alexander Spence parfon o( 
Bimie, and Mr. Alexander Symmer, parfon of DnfFas) 
came to the Bog, (by direftlon of the prefbytery of Elgin,) 
and in name of the committee of the General Aflcmbly 
at Edinburgh deHred the marquis of Hnntly to fwear and 
iiibfcribe the late covenant. He anfwered he Toold not 
fubfcribe any fuch covenant, without the king's commai>d> 
for he had once fobfcribed a covenant at his majefty'8 
command before, and he would fubfcribe no more Mrith- 
oat his aBthority ; whereupon the three mmiftcrs tciok thrir 
leave, and wrote back his anfwer to the forcfald committee. 
Thus this nobleman is daily pointed at, and cannot get te&f 
whilk bred trouble, as after ye (hall hear. 

About this time word came to Aberdeea that Mr. Pym, 
that arch trdtor in the lower houfe, was departed this life 
in London, which was to be lamented that he had died be- 
fore he was hanged to the death. 

Many news was daily coming to Aberdeen of the king's 
Tiftoricsover his EngUlh enemies, himfelf being atOxfont, 
wintering the cold feafon, where all winter he bade AUI. 
That he had indited a parliament to be holden at Oxford 
in January 1644 * -^^ ^° 'bat effcfl had feat out proclama- 
tions to the nobles and peers of parliament to come to their 
own places, to whom he granted full and free remiflion for 
all bygones, except fome arch-traitors, fpecially denomi- 
nated, whom his majefiy could nowUe remit. Upon tb:3 
gracious prodamadon many nobles and peers came in to 
the king, and were well received. 

Great diligence and expedition made through all the 

lltires of Scotland for raifing of men to lend after our army, 

* which 
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which 19 now Ijing at Morpeth, haviog ftrndry noblemca, 

fuch as the marquis of Argyk, prefident of the army, ttic 

■ earl of Liadfay, the lord fialmerinoch, the earl of Eglia- 
ton, the vifcouQt of Dudhope, and divers other colonels 
and captains. 

There was lifted out of the town of Edinburgh 1200 
men, ont of Dundee 180 men, out of Brechin and Mon- 
trofe iiomen, and out of Aberdeen there was app(»Dted to 
be tailed 120 men, with their officers. 

There came out a printed paper, dated the 12th of June 
1643, tiearing an ordinance of the lords and commons ia 
parliament, for the calling of an allembly of learned and 
godly divines, to be confuhed with by die parliament, for 
the fettling of the government and litnrgy of the church 

, of England ; declaring alfo the prcfcnt church govern- 
ment by archlulhops, bifhops, and other ecdertiAical offi- 
cers depending upon that hierarchy, an eril, and juflly of- 
fienCve and bnrthenfome to the kingdom, &c. and that 

- therefore they are refotved the fame (hall be taken away, 
aAd that fuch a chuixh government Ihall be fettled in the 
church, as fhall be moft agreeable with God's hoiy word. 
Rod moA apt to pre&rve and procnrC'the peace of the 
church at home, and nearer agreetrcot \nth the cburchof 
6c'otlaDd> &c. 



Anno 1644* 

Ye hearJIjefore of the committee of war holden at A- 
berdccn. The carl Marilchal rode to Dunnotter, and from 
that to laverury. The lord Gordon rode out of Aberdeen 
likewile, but returned back upon the firft of January, to 
his lodging at Mr. Alexander Rdd's houfe, where he 
flayed fil the nth of January. 

Upon the 3d of January he held a committee of w^r, 
with fome barons, but the earl Marifchal came not to 
this committee. It fat ftill while the nth of January; 
the minillry came in, and produced under their hands, 
and by virtue of their oaths, the rolls of the fcncible men 
betwixt 60 and 16 in thdr parifhes. There was before 

tlus 
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this committee fundry other matters agitated, and fo di& 
folved upon the forefaid i ith of January. It was fud <he 
earl Marifcbal mifkent tbir committees, becaufe he had do 
contentment in the diTiHon. 

Upon the 4th of January a committee was holdeo upon 
the valuations of the (hire of Aberdeen, for lifting of men. 
The (herifTdom of Aberdeen was rained at one hundred 
thoufaod merks, whereof Aberdeen fliould pay eighteen 
thoufand four hundred merks. 

Upon Sunday the 7th of January a faft pr«ciiely kept, as 
ye have before, and upon Wednelday thereafter the mini- 
fter went not out of pulpit till the people rcconveened to the 
afternoon's fermon, at the rin^ng of the hlndmofl bell . 
allenarly, and do blefling was laid after the forenoon's fer- 
mon upoD Sunday, till firft the afternoon's preaching was 
done i and fo one blefling ferved for both iennons. The 
covenant was read out npon Sunday, declaring and expon- 
ibg the lame to be nowle agtuuft the king, but againft the 
papiAs about him. Thus the miniver leemed to perfnade 
the people to believe this expolidon, but they would never 
ki thrir hearts be perfuaded thereof. 

In new Aberdeen fnch merchants as were at (ea, and now 
come home, fubfcribed the fald covenant np<Mi Sunday mi 
their knees with uplifted hands. 

The l^rd of Drum, flieriff principal of Aberdeen, ia 
charged with letters dire£t out in the king's name (but God 
knows if they were with his roaJeCly's will) to charge the 
barons of the ftiirc to conveen, and the town of Aber- 
deen to raifc 48, horfemen for the moft part, and two com- 
manders, to go fearch, leek, take, and apprehend the 
laird of Haddo, or to take his houfe, and meddle with his 
rents. Conform t6 the whilk charges the laird of Drum 
caulcs charge the town of Aberdeen to ralfe their men, and ' 
wrote to fundry barons to meet him ; and fo upon the 1 7th 
day of January, the laird of Drum marches out of Aber- 
deen, having with him the (aid company of men and com- 
m^ders, with Mi;. Alexander Jaffray, John and Alexan- 
der Jaffrays his fons, well armed altogether, with fwords, 
piflols, carabines, and mufkets, being for the moft part all 
•horfemen ; aad at the green of Udny there meets the 

flicriff 
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Ibeiiffthe lairds of Kttodrie, Monymulh, Echt, Federet, - 
Udny, Skene, aod divers other barona, with whom was 
Mc. William Dnvidlbn ihcriff depute. They go to confutta- 
tion, and ieod before them the faid fhtrifF-depute with John 
Spence, Rothfay herald, David Kemp, meflenger, and two 
notaries, with comroillioa to charge fuch as were within, 
to render the houfe in the king's name ; and the (herifTfot- 
lowed with his company. Conform to the whilk commit 
ilon they went forward, and charged them within, being 
about 40 men, to render the houfe, bebg but laigh bigg- 
uig, wherein Haddo dwelt. It was aofwered, this houle 
pertained not to Haddo, but his fon, (to whom he had 
difponed the fame, and fo could not with rcafon render 
the fon's hcufe for the father's fault ; and for his rents, 
goods, and gear, they were afligned to David Gordon^ 
aad lawFnlly intimate. Then they charged them to make 
open gates, whereby they might feek, fearch, take, and 
apprehend th^t rebel the laird of Haddo. Th^ ahfwer* 
ed, he was not within, and for their better aHuraace kqD: 
open the gates and doors, and fuSered none to enter bu'c 
the forelaid ftie riff depute, Rothfay Herald, David Kemp 
menenger, and the two notars. They made a bufinefs of 
fearching the houfe, but bufling him, they tool( Inllrumeat 
in the notars hands of their diligence. Thereafter they 
drank kindly, and parted in peace, and came to the ftieriff 
ood hie complices fading hard befide, and told What they 
had done.' In the mean time there was Ihot frae the place 
of Kelly, hard at their heels, ten or twelve hagbatts, 
whiUi fleyed all this people, and fcattered them lb that ilk 
man took the gate, returning home but more ado. It was 
Jald Haddo himlcif, with about 40 horie, was lying Dear 
band at the back of a know, behcddidg the fport, but ap- 
peared not that day. 

The JaiTrays p^ for meat and drink coming and going 
to Aberdeen, for the townfmen only, andgotlltu^fervicc. 
The Ihcriff feeing thir men break ranks at the flipt of thir 
hagbutts, refolved 10 go no further' on, but to write'to t^ 
eftates, ^id Ihew his diligence, as indeed he did ; and lb 
this matter ceafed. 

It was {aid the marquis of Huntly fent William Gordon 
of Arradoul, John Gordon of Colpnay,SbeilS} and Peter 
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I^fly a nottar, to the JafFraya and people of Aberdeeo, d&- 
firidg them not to come out againft Haddo, after fudi a 
violent manner ; but he gat no contented anfwer. Strange 
in this country, to fee the marquis of Huntly's defirc fo vi- 
fipcDded with fuch people I but Ibrrovtf haftily followed 
upon this pride, as ye have hereafter, bied through the am* 
bition of the burgefles. 

Upon Wednefday the forefaid 17th of January, David 
Kemp, meffenger,. charged the faid laird of Drum, ftieriff 
principal of Aberdeen, to convocate the king's lieges, and 
eo learch, feek, take, and apprehend the marquis of Hunt- 
jy for his difobedience to the eftatcs ; likeas the therifF o£ 
BantT wag charged to take him alfo, if he was dwelling 
within that flierifFdom, of whom ye may fee hereafter. 
But the flieriff of Aberdeen had a good excufe, becaufi 
the marquisdwelt in the Bog, out of the (hcriffdom of A- 
berdeeti, and fo made no fearch or feeking for this noble 
and moft loyal fubjefl in Scotland, as ye may perceive by 
Jiis own declarations ; but he is fo abufed by the tyranny 
ofihir new come elVatea, as he could get neither peace nor 
reft, but charges daily threatning him to come in their wills 
and follow their councils, contrary to his own confcience, 
or otherwife to lofe his liberty, his lands and rents, and all 
that he had } for thir charges bore no Icfs than to meddle 
with his eftate, if they mill himfelf, becaufe the eftates 
thought he was not able to ftand out agabft their power, 
and that he would be forced to Bee and leave the fame j 
whilk being confidered by ih^ marquis, contrary to their ex- 
peflation, he ufes a mean for his own prefervation, as after 
ye (hall hear, and would not fufFer the lord Gordon to lift 
a man within his ground. 

Upon Friday the 1 pth of January,a committee was Kolden 
in Aberdeen, by the lord Gordon and fome barons, (but 
Marifchal was not there), for lifting of money to raife fol- 
diers. There was an ordinance made that none of the 
committee ihonld remove out of Aberdeen, while mat- 
ters were fettled, and fo they (at ftill while the firft of 
March.

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diftcd a parliament. Strange! to fcc the king to have a 
parJiamcDt, and the country to have another parliamcctj 
both fitting in England ! Our army now being in England, 
a miilive letter was written frae general Leily, the mar- 
quis of Argyle, earlof Liodfay, and remanent of thecom- . 
mjtree of our Scotch army encamped at Morpeth, twelve 
mites diftant from Newcaftle, dated the 25th of January 
1644, and directed to Sir Thomas Glenham, now gover- 
nour of Newcaftle, in the place of the depofed traitor Sir 
John Morrall, with another letter written from them to the 
gentry, the which letters nor copies thereof I did not fee, 
tut the copy of the anfwer thereto made, comprehending 
the fubftance of the faid letters, written frae our eamp, may 
fully inform the grounds of their unlawful defires anj 
xuireafonable demands. The copy of the governor of 
Newcaftie's letter, and gentry under fubfcribing, and now- 
copied, is this : 
" My lords, 
*' I have this day received yours, together with one to the 
gentlemen of the country; and having communicated with 
them, we return you this anfwer, that without the fight of 
that letter we could not have been induced by any ftying 
rumour to believe that the Scottifh nation, or a prevalent 
party for the prelent in that nation, would have attempted 
an invafion of England, fo contrary to the law of God, of 
nations, of botli kingdoms, and efpecially to the late afl of 

Eacificationj fo oppofite toyour alle^nce and gratitude to 
is mnjefty, to That neighbourly love which you pretend, to 
that difcreet care wluch you Ihonld have of your own 
fafety. 

" We could not have imagined that they who thro' his 
n^-ajefty's goodnefs enjoy a fettlement of their church and 
ilate according to their own defires, fliould needlefsly and 
ungratefully embroil themfelves in a bufinefe that concerns 
them not, forfeit their rights and difoblige his authority, 
and hazard the lofs of their prcfcot happinefs. No order 
ofanycommitteeor committees whatlbever of men or angels 
can give them power to march into the bowels of ano^er 
lungdom, to make ofTenfivc war againft their natural fove- 
je^gn, upon the empty preteiwe 9f evil couafeUsrs that could 

never 
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sever yet be named j aad for the Eaglifh agents, we can ne- 
ver believe them to be any commiflioners lawfully authb- 
rifed either by the parliament, nor by the two houfes, nor 
by the houfe of commons, whence fo many members are 
expelled by partial votes, fo many baniihed by feditious 
tjmults, fo many voluntarily abfenc, or ablent themlblves 
out of confcience j'when defperation or the want of oppor- 
tunity to depart, or fear of certain plundering, are the 
chiefeft bands which hold the little remnant together, 
from difcovcring where the venerable name of parliament 
is made a Hate to countenance pernicious counfel, and alfo 
of a clofc committee forfuhjeifls to make foreign confede- 
racies without iheir fovereign's confent, to invade the ter- 
ritories of their undoubted king. To go about by force to 
change the religion and laws eflablUlied, is grofs trcafon 
without all contradiflion, and in this cafe it argues flrong- 
ly who have been the fomenters and contrivers of alt our 
troubles -, no covenant whatfomever, or with whomfoever^ 
" can juftify thefe proceedings, or oblige a fubjeft to ran fuch 
" difloyal courfes. If any man out ofignorance, fear, or in- 
credulity hath entered into fuch a covenant, it binds him 
not, except it be to repentance, neither is there any necef- 
■fity, as is pretended, of your prefent poilure, Yourfelves 
cannot allege that you arc anj-wife provoked by us, nor arc 
we confcious to ourfeives of (he'leaft intention to molett 
yon. The ends which you propofe are plaufible indeed to 
them that do not underftand them ; the blackeft defigns did 
never want the fame pretences. If by the proteftant rcli- 
'gion you intend our articles, which are the public confef- 
fion of our church, and book of common prayer eftablilhed 
by aft of parliament, you need not trouble yourfelves, we 
be ready to defend them with our blood. If it be other- 
wife, it is plain to all the world that it is cot t he prefervatloiv 
'but the innovation of religion which you feek, howfoever 
"Jliled by you reformation ; and what calling have you to 
'refprm us with the fword .' We dont remember that ever the 
like indignity was offered by one nation to another, the lefs 
to the greater, that thofc men who hitherto have pleaded 
fo vehemently for liberty of confcience againft all oaths 
and fubfcriptions, fhould now affuffle a power to them- 
■ M a fcke* 
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felves by arms to impofe a law upon the confcienMs of 
their fellow fubjecis. A vanquijhcd nation would fcarce 
endure fuch terms from their conquerors : but this we are 
fure of, that it is the way to make the proteftant reli- 
gion odious to :ill monarchs, chriftians, and pagans. Your 
Other two ends, that is the honour and happinefs of the king, 
and the public peace and liberty of his donunioos, are fo 
manifcftly contrary to your praflice, that there needs no 
other motive to withdraw you from fuch a courfe, as tends 
fo direi\ly to make his mdjefty cootemptible at home and 
abroad, and Jill his dominions with rapine, blood, and 
murder. In any army all have not the fame intenti(»is ; 
we have fccn the articles agreed upon, and vaft fums and 
conditions contained in them, as if your countrymen thought 
indeed that England was a well that never could be drawn* 
dry, and therefore you decline all difputation about it. It 
is an eafy thing to pretend the caule of God, as the Jewg 
did the temple of the Lord ; but this is far from the evi- 
dent demo nil rations ye often offer, but never make. Con- 
iider that there muft be an account given to the Lord of alt 
the blood that fhall be (hed in this quarrel. The way to 
prevent it is not by fuch innovations, but to return be- 
fore the fword be unlheathed, and the breach be made 
too wide. You cannot think that we are grown fo feeble 
creatures as to defert our reUgion, our laws, our eftates, 
upon the command of foreigners, and to fuffer ourfelves 
and our poflerity to be made beggars and fiaves without 
any opposition. If any of us fhonld join with'you in this 
action, we cannot look upon them othcrwife than as trw- 
tors to their king, vipers to (heir country, and fuch as 
have been plotters and promoters of this dcfign from the 
beginning. But if information or fear has drawn any of 
yours ignorantly or miwillingly into this courfe, we defire 
them to withdraw themfelves at laft, and not make theni- 
Jclves acceffary to that deluge of mifchief which that fc- 
cond voyage is like to bring upon both kingdoms. Sic fob.

There was alfo at the end of this letter a poftfcript, faying^ 
■ " My lords, we have fent you here inclofed hia maj'cfty's 
declaration." 

But the copy had no date. Now I refer the confidera- 
don of this anfwer to all godly and loyal fubjefls, whether' 
bur army had found realbn to go on ia lb dt^plorable a 
courfe, upon the pretended reafons which are chiefly point- 
ed at in the letter, ift. For the religion. 2d, For the ho- 
nour and happinefs of the kiag. 3d, For the public peace 
andliberty of hisdominionsj which three reafons are punc- 
tually and pithily anfwered unto, as their letter beats, and 
fubfcribcd by the hand of Sir Thomas Glenham, governor 
of Newcaftle, and 14 others of the gentry, as you fee be- 
fore ; but oh for pity ! our army would not hear this wife 
counfel, but go forward in their rebellion. 

Upon Tutlciay the 30th of January the magiftrates of 
Aberdeen prefled and violently took upon the night, about 
28pcrfons of the crafts, apprentices andfervants, to make' 
up their number of 1 20 foldiers, with a captain and officers^ 
About this time there came to Abenkcn a copy of a let- 
ter from certain Englilh peers, written to our Scots army,. 
whiJk copied is thus : 

" Our very good'lords, 
" If for no other reafon, yet that polfcrity may know 
we have done our duties, and not fit ftiU while our breth- 
ren of Scotland were tranfjxjrted with a dangerous and fa- 
tal underftanding, that the refolution now taken auiongft 
you for an expedition into England, is agreeable to your 
obligation by the late treaty, and to the wifhcs and defires 
of this kingdom, exprefTed by the two boufes of parliament, , 
we have thought it neceflary to let yotir lordlhips know, 
that if we had dilTented from that aft, it would never have - 
been made a law ; and when you have conlidered and ex-- 
amined the names of us v/ho have fhbfcribed this letteri 
who as we hope are too well known to your lordthips, aud 
to both kingdoms, to be fufpefted to want affeiftioa to re- 
ligion, or to the laws of the country, or liberties of the fub- 
jeft ; and when you are informed^ that the earls of Arundel 
aad Thacer, the lor^s Stanhope, Stafford, aud Coventry,, 
Id X Goring, 
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Coring iihd Craven arc in the parts beyond the Teas, aird 
the earls of Chefterfield, Weflmorland, and the lords Mon- 
tague and Broughton, under rcrtraint at London, for iheir 
loyalty and duty to their foverelgn, and the kingdom, 
your lordfliips will cafily conclude how very few now 
make up the peers of Weftminfter, there being in truth hot 
above 25 lords prefent, or privy to thefe counfellors, or be- 
ing abfent, concurring or confenting with them ; where- 
as the houfe of peers confifteth of an hundred, befides mi- 
nors and recufant lords, neither of which keep as com- 
pany in this addrefs to your lordfliips. How we and the 
major part of the houfe of commons come to be abfent 
from thence, it is fo notorious to ali the world, that we 
believe your lordfliips cannot be ftrangers'to it, how feve- 
ral times during our fitting there, multitudes of the meaneA 
fort of people, with weapons not Agtcemg to their conditioa 
orcuflom, in a manner very contrary anddeftru^tive to the 
privilege of parliament, filled up the way betwixt both 
iioufes, offering injury both by words and affions, laying 
violent hands on feveral members, aod crying out many 
hours together in a moft tumultuous and menacing way j 
how DO remedy would be fubroitted to for preventing thofe 
tumults; after which, and other unlawful and unparlia- 
mentary aflioDs, many things received and fettled (upon 
Jblemn debate of the houfe of peers) were again after inanjr 
threats aod menaces refuied and determined, contrary to 
the law of parliament, and fo many of us withdrew our- 
felves from thence, where we could not fit, ^jeak, and 
vote with honour, freedom, and fafely, and are now put. 
from thence for our duty and loyalty to his majclly ; and 
muft therefore proteft agiunft any invitation which hath 
been made to our brethren in the kingdom of Scotland 
to enter into this kingdom with any army, the fame being: 
as much againfl the defires, as againfl the duties of the 
lords and commons in England ; aod we do conjure 
your lordfliips, by our comjiLOQ allegiance and fiibjeflioa 
under our gracious foveieign, by th..- amity and affection 
betwixt the two nations, by the trerty of pacificatioa 
(which by any fuch aft is abfolutely aboiiflied) and by all 
obligations both divine and human, which can prefcrvc 
feace npon earth, to ufe your mxa9& eodearour to pre- 
»^ Tent 
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vent the efTufion of fo much Chriftian blood, and the co'n- 
fuftOQ and defolacion which muft follow the unjull inva- 
fiOQ of this kingdom ; which we are confident all true Eng- 
Ulhmen may Interpret as a defign of conqueft, and ;o im- 
pofe upon us new laws ; and therefore your lordlhips may 
be affured we Ihall not fo forget our old intereft and hoi 
cour of our naiion, as not to expofe our lives and fortunes 
ID the jufl and neceflary defence of (he kingdom ; but if 
your lordfhips in truth have any doubts or apprchenfions 
that there is now or hereafter may be a purpofe to infringe 
your laws, or liberties, by any attempt of this kingdom 
we do engage our honours toyonr lordOiips, to be ourfelvee 
jnofl: religious obfervers of the aft of pacification ; and if 
the breach and violation do iiot firfl begin mthin that 
kingdom, we are confident yon Ihall never haie canle to 
complain of us ; and having rtius far exprefled ourfelves 
vinto your lordlhips, we hope to receive fnch an anfwer 
from you as may be a mean to preferve a ri^t underftand- 
ing betwixt the two nations, and lay an obligation upon lu, 
tocoatinae your lordlhips affeftionate humble fervants.

This letter had no date, but it appears it had been lent 
by thir noblemen to oar committee of the array, before the 
fhedding of blood. What anfwer was fent, 1 do not 
know, but it appears by the remaining of our army in Eng- 
land thereafter, wc were not to follow the good' and godly 
council of this witty letter, but follow our ovTq defigns, 
notwithflanding' of the king's royal power backed with 
thir his powerful fubjefts, as with iii:iny others and at 
Newcaftle alfo. 

There was an aft and ordinance of the convention of c- 
flates of the kingdom of Scotland for the fpeedy railing of 
raonies by way of excife, for fupplying the forces raifcd la 
this kingdom for the defence of religion, crown and king- 
doms, and payment of the debts which the public faith Jhaif 
be engaged to tfiat end, dated at Edinburgh the laft of Ja- 
nuary, 1644.

There was fome oppofition made by fome town's people 
of Edinburgh againA this ungodly, onlawful and unnfual 
aft of excife ; bur all for nought : the crtates carried it. 
It was aifo enafted, that this excife Ibquld begin the loth 
of February next to come, and to endure fo long as the oe- 
ccflity of the army ftiould retjuire, and at the fartheft but 
for an year; and if the parliament at their next meeting 
fhall in place hereof find out and appoint a better and more 
expedite way, to provide money for fupplying the armies^ 
and paying the provifion made to them in the interim, then 
this way of excife is to ceafe. And it is hereby declared, 
, that theremainder of the brotherly alliftance,thearrears due 
to the army in Ireland, and what Ihall be due for mainten- 
ance of this army, and all other furas addebted to the king- 
dom of England, being paid, and therewith all pubUck 
debts and burdens of this kingdom, with what (hall bo 
due to the armies brfng defrayed, the remainder thereof, 
over and above this defrayment, fliall be employed for re- 
■ payment of the excife in manner following, viz. whatever 
fliall be the proportion of the excife gotten within the town 
of Edinburgh ifnd liberties thereof, the equal half thereof 
{hall be paid to the maglllrates and town council for the 
behoof of the town, and every burgh Ihi^ll have repetitioo 
of the two part of the proportion of excife furnilbed by 
them, and the remainder, not allowed to the burghs in 
manner forefaid, fliall be given proportion ably for the pub- 
lick ufe of the feveral fliires, according to the qnantity of 
excife paid by them. 

Thir afts, with the cxdfe, I copied truly from the print 
that was fent here to Aberdeen. The goodly device where- 
of, laid out for an eafe to the people both of burgh and 
land, I refer to the judicious reader, feeming rather to 
delude and fcorn the country, than to do them any good. 
Thus is this miferable country outburthcned with grievous 
ta£atit»is> 
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taxations, following the footfteps of Holland la their ex- 
cifes, whilk this land was unable to bear, nor durfl ths 
country people complain, neither knew they to whom they 
fhould complain for redrefs, beCaufe their king was in no 
bcirer cafe than openly rebelled ^tgainfl, whofe authority 
Jbould have wifely ruled all ; and furely the people mur- 
mured mightily againft thir ordera. 

Upon the back of this excife, followed an aft of the 
convention of eftates, made at Edinburgh the firft of Fe« 
roary 1 644, for putting the kingdom in a pofturc of defence, 
for ftrcngthening the army, and providing arms and am> 
munjrion to the kingdom. 

That colonels and committees of war be appointed in each 
fhire to mufter all the fencible peribns within the ftilre up- 
on one day -, that 2 lift be taken up of the fencible perfons 
armed and unarmed, and how many and what fort of arms 
are wanting, and to be provided for every (hire. 
, The mufters of thefe befouth Dec to be betwixt and the 
laft of February next, and the report thereof to the com- 
mittee of eftates betwixt and the 15th day of March there- 
-afrcr; andthe mufters benorthDee, to be betwixt and the 
loth of March, and the report to the committee betwixt 
and the laft of the faid month j that burrows make thdr 
maAers and reports accordingly. 

That there ftiall be as many arms furniftied as i: fent 
forth with the army ; that the colonels and committees fend 
-Jbme perfcHis to the committee of eftates, with money or 
furcty for providing as many muf^ctSi fwords, pikes and pit 
tola as is ient forth in this prefent expedition, together with 
three pound weight of powder, three pou nd weight of ball, 
and fix poand wdght of match for every mnfltet, or elfc 
give alTurance at the faid day of report that they Jhall pro- 
vide the fame themfelvea betwixt and a competent day to 
be ajligned by the committee of eftates. 

That there be a laffident number of trained men, who 
can exercife their arms in each ftiireor burgh for the ends 
foref^d. 

The colonels, committees, and magiftrates of burrows 
are ordained to reduce their haill fendble men within their 
tjpuads into regimeats, foot companies, and hoile troops. 
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for potdDgthekiDgdoiBSHiapofturcof dcfcQCC; ap^that 
fic as are appointed to come out in the prefeot expedition^ 
be drilled op ID haadliog of their arms, ilk reg^ent OQce' 
in the mosth, ilk troop aitd company once in the week, at 
the places to be appcunted by the faid colonels and. com- 
mittees, and ma^ftrates of burrows, and that every Ihire 
and burgh Ihall eutertdin an able and expert foldier, who 
fliall have the cire and infpeflion of exerciiiqg the regiments 
and companies of that Ihire or burgh, and that they take 
courfe for inferior officers to exercile the men. 
. Ilk captun to be provided with colours, drums} lick- 
maflers with trumpets and cornets, who are to be in rea- 
dinefs, upon orders from the committee of cllates, to bring 
forth fuch number and prc^rtion- of their regiments, with 
fufficicnt furniture, arms, and pronilons, as they fhall be 
required. . 

And whereas the army is now marched intd England, 
it is ordained that thefe in the northern parts, who hare 
oot g(»ie forth in this prelent expedition, fhall be prelentljr 
put forth, on borfe and foot, pronded with arms, ammo- 
ftition, and baggage, and alt forts of fumitnie, as follows, 
viz. out of Baniffliire, and that part of the iheritFdom of A- 
berdeen that is not under the earl Marifchal's command, one

It is ordained that the aumber formerly appointed to 
come out of the Ihires, burgha, and diviftons thereof, in 
this pref^t expedition, ihall now be brought out of the fa- 
men, fufficiently provided, horfc and foot, with baggage 
horles, ammunition horfe^, and all other furniture, and to 
be in readinefs to march upon four days warning, and to be 
lened and tranfported upon the tax and loan within each 
fhire, if the fame be not exhaufted upon the former levies, 
and where there is none of the loan, that they be levied and 
tranfix>rted as the committee of eftates ftiall direft, to be am 
auxiliary ftpply to the army. 

Item, orders anent the choofing of colonels and officers, 
nnd committees to have power to choofe fub-committecs in 
the ^veral piclbyteries, and to puuiih alt tranlgreHbrs of 
their orders, and to<fine thofe who have not or Ihall not 
thereafter put out their footmen, in an hundred pounds, 
and thrir horfemen, baggage horfe, and ammunition horfes, 
in fdur hundred marks, and to direct their precepts te mel- 
iengers at arms, to poind and dlQrinzie for the fame. 

Thir articles, with divers other orders, were contained 
in this a^ -, but I omitted fundry, and fet down fuch as i* 
above written, as moft fitting to be copied. This piece 
was alfo fublcribed by Archibald Prymrofe their clerk. . 

Follows a third aft of the convention of cftates of Scot- 
land, tor raifing of monies for a prefent fupply to the ar- 
mies fenristo England dnd Ireland, made at Edinburgh the 
lecond of February 1644, copied frae the print, under the 
fubfcription of the faid Archibald Prymrofe their clerk. 

It is ord^ned, that all perlbns baring money within this 
Idngdcnn, or by their credit and furety can bell and foonefl 
raift money, to lend the fame to the eftates, or ihei^ com-

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tnittecs, for the relief of the army feat into England, and 
of the Scots army in Ireland, who Iball have aflurance of 
repayment from the public, out of the monies doe to them 
by the kingdom of England, to the army, according to the 
proportion to be advanced to either of them refpcftively, or 
that ihall be raifed upon this cxcife, which the coUeftor 
and his depute fhall be bouod to pay to them out of the firft 
of his intromiflions thereof j or by any other manner of fe- 
curily, private or public, they (hall defire ; and in cafe any 
Ihall deftre private Tecurity, it is hereby ord^oed, that the 
perfons, whom the lenders (hall defire to be bound to them, 
fhall cither oblige thcm(elYe3 to the lenders, or furnifh the 
money themfelves ; aod in cither cafe (hall have public 
fecurity forefaid for thdr relief; and the parties thus oh- 
liged to the lenders in a private fecurity, (hall have fuch o- 
thers that have any eflate in town or (hire, where the mo- 
ney is to be borrowed, jdncd with them, as they (hall de- 
fire ; and for the better profecuting herecrf, the eftates g^vea 
power to their committee, in foch exigency, and upon war- 
randice of repayment forefaid, to call before them all fuch 
perfons as are known to be able, by themfelves or 'their 
credit, to lend or raife money } and to require and ordain 
them to lend and ^ve fuch fecurity as will prefently raife 
the fums of money the committee (haM require frae them, 
upon the alTurance above written ; and if any (hall refnfe, 
with power to the committee to take fuch courfe with theiSj 
as in a time of fopreffingneceflity they (hall think fitting, to 
make them advance monies, as faid is. But if any will be 
pleafed upon this fecurity willingly to offer money, it (ball be 
citeemed and embraced as a real tcftimony of their affefHoa 
to religion, and the caule in hand ; and further the eAates 
gives hersby power and command to the committee of war 
in the (hires, to take fuch courle within their feverai bounds 
for procuring of money, in manner forefaid, as above writ- 
ten, or from time to time (hall be directed from the com- 
mittee of eAates to them, and to report. See fnbfc. Arch. 
Prymrofe. 

This was the fubAancc of thir three feverai afts, one for 
exdfe, another for men nai armsj and a third for levying 
jnonies. 

FoUoved 
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Followed after this a band deviled by the eitates, com- 
numly called 7%f Blind Band, which every wealthy honeft 
man within Edinburgh, or coming to Edinburgh, were 
urged to fubfcribc, and ordained by the eflates to be fijb- 
Icribed through all Scotland, whereby illc man was com- 
pelled to fubkribe the fame, obliging him to contribute to 
the good caufe, fuch a ccrt^n fum of money, equivalent to 
his eAate, and to the contentment of theie perfons, the pre- 
lenters of this blind band, and no otherwife, at fuch days 
aad places as was therein contained. 

Thus is this poor country daily more and more opprell 
with tyrannical orders, fet down by the eftates without war- 
rant of the king, 

Tc heard before how Mr. "William Douglas, mlniftcr at 
Forgae, was chofen pTofcifor in that learned reverend man's- 
place Dr. Forbes of Corfe ; and hecaufc he had mortified , 
bis houfe in the chaplainry to his fucceflbr, without rcferva- 
non of his own Hfe-rent, he caufes remove his plenlHilng 
and books, whereof he fold part, delivered the keys, and 
came upon the firft of February to John Forbes his coufin's 
houfe, where he remained; fyoe went over to Torrie, 
where he Aayed while a Ihip flioald be clear, and about 
the 4th of April to the fca goes he for Holland, there to 
remain in thir dolorons days. Surely this was an ex- 
cellent rel'gious man, who feared God, charitable to the 
poor, and a lingular fcholar, yet wao put frae his callii;g, 
country, friends, and all, for not fubfcribing the covenant, 
to the grudge and grief of the beft. 

The earl Marifchal, for his own reafons, rides fouth to 
the eftates or committee of eflates, and miikent all our com-- 
mittces of war, and valuation holden here in Aberdeen' 
by the lord Gordon and other barons, where he ftayeJ 
while the fecond of March that he came to Aberdeen. 

Upon Friday the 3d of February Thomas Nicolfon, bur- ■ 
gefs of Aberdeen, having letters of caption againft fome of 
the laird of Cluny's tenants, for bis own debts, fcnt out 
David Kemp melfenger with a file of mulketeers, 1 8 in 
number, with William Scot their captain, then lying in A-- 
berdeen, to be fent to the army of the townfmcn. The' 
melTenger went forward, accompanied as faid island took 
N z a,tco- 
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a tenant called John Brown. He is refcued by fomc of 

the laird's fersants, but unhappily is (hot through the thigh 

•jn his refcue, of the whiik he inftanily died. The laird 
being then in Cluny, hearing of this (laughter, comes in up- 

. on the morn, being Saturday, to Aberdeen, and takes three 
of the foldicrs, who had been at the deed doing, and brings 
them over to his own hocfe in the Oldtown, and keeps them 
while Wednefday, f}-ne rode and delivered thir three men 
to Mr, Robert Reid, fticriff depute of Aberdeen. The 
lord Gordon went firft to the town, CluDy rode in the 
back of the town with about 24 horfc, came in at the JuC- 
tice Port, and met the lord Gordon at the tolbooth, went 
up to the tolbooth, delivered the men, and took inftrumcnt 
thereupon ; and at his incoming and outgoing the New- ■ 
town foldiers were ftanding befouth the crofs, with their 
captain John Strachan, with cocked guns, in good' order; 
and if the lord Gordon had not been there, it might have 
fared worfe with Cluny, becaufe the town took his doings 
in evil part, and caufed deprive John Forbes and his fon^ 
James Innes, and Mr. Thomas Gordon, of their burgerffaip, 
becaufe they convoyed the laird of Cluny for that errand, 
being provoft of Old Aberdeen, which the gentlemen 
counted little for thdr burgerlhip or freedom, being all prc- 
fent in prefence of the council, when they were deprived 
without great reafon. Thomas Nlcolfon, feeing thir men 
warded, rides haffily to Edinburgh, and returns back to A- 
berdeen upon the 23d of February with warrant to put the 
men to liberty, which was fo done ; fo they followed the 
reft of the army without fatisfaftion or punifliing the deed 
and (laughter committed. However Thomas Nicolfon had 
caufed fummon the bird of Cluny to compear before the 
convention of eftates,, for taking of thir three men in the 
lung's fervicc ; and upon Friday the loth of Febniary he 
rode fouth j but how foon he came to Edinburgh, he was 
arraigned by a baillie, and charged to ward at the inftancc 
of Sir Thomas Nicolfon, advocate, for payment of 2000 
merks. Cluny produces a proteftion with a fufpenfion j 
the baillie lets him go ; Sir Thomas means himfelf to the 
chancellor, and declared he was an incendiary and main in- 
former of the marquis of Huntly to ftaad oat ; whereupon he 
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is warded at Sir Thomas Nicolfon's inftancc, dbneKy infti-. 
gation of Thomas Nicoifon forefaid, whereat fundry of 
Cluny's friends took offence, and he remained in ward for 
all he could do, till he was relieved by his excellency the 
lord Marquis cJ'Montrofe. 

Ye heard before of the ingwng of ont army into Eng- 
land i they march fairly on towards Morpeth under gene* 
, ral Lefly his excellency, with a well ordered army, horfe 
and foot, of the beft fort he could get through ail the king- 
dom. The marquis of Argyle was prefident of the army i. 
the earl of Lindfay, the lord Balmerinoch, with divers o- 
ther brave captains and commanders, went alfo with him j 
he had many field pieces, ball, and :irms, in abundance, 
- with baggage and other provifion necell'ary, having an army 
of horfe and foot of 20,000 men, dragoons, bag and bag-^ 
gage, fome faying lefs, fome faying more, and went into 
Morpeth within 12 miles of Ncwcaftle, where there was 
a letter written and anfwered of the ijthof Jannary, asys 
ha»e heard before. The town of Newcaftle burnt up the 
filburbs, left the enemy (hould take advantage thereof; 
anvl, as was reported, our army had gotten the worft once 
or twice, and fo many hurt, that chyrurgions were fent out 
ot Edinburgh to cure them, by and attour the furgeons of 
the camp. 

Ye heard before how the (herifFs of Aberdeen and Bans' 
had gotten charges from the eftates to go fearch, feek, - 
take, and apprehend the marquis of Huntly, by virtue of 
letters of caption, direfted out in the king's name (fore a- 
gainft his will, and without his highnefs' knowledge, fuch 
was the policy of this time of iniquity) upon letters of horn- 
ing ufed and e:,-cute agiunft him, as a traitor to his coun- 
try, for not fubfcribing this laft covenant, and adhering to 
the eAates, wMch the marquis thought was both ag^nft 
his confcleace and his maftcr the king. By virtue of thia 
forged caption, the forefaid (herifFs were charged to take 
him, as I have faid. Whereupon the flierifF of Banff, call. 

ed Abercrombie, upon the 6th day of February, 

lap on with fome few horfe, came to the Bog, lent in his de- 
pute Robert Wilibn to the marquis, to fhew his cotnmip. 
Con i but the marquis vilipended the fame, and commfioJ- 
■ N 3 «d 
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«d him and the ftieriff both to be gone, for he was not to 
. be tane> The Iherlff rode back 'without more ado, and 
wrote over his diligence to the eAates. Thus you may fee 
how this noble marquis is vexed daily with his fellow fub- 
jefts, without authority of a king, and whUk compelled him 
to draw to an head for defence of himfelf and his Icin, as 
je may fee hereafter ; and io the mean time ftraitly com^ 
manded none of his ground, friends nor followers, men, 
tenants, and fervancs, that they Ihould not anfwer nor o 
bey men or arms, taxations or loans, HUer excifes, or any 
other impofitions whatfomever. 

Upon Friday the i6th of February, captain Strachan 
marched out of Aberdeen with 130 foldiers, captains, and 
commanders, furnilhed out by the faid burgh, upon their 
own charges and expences. Ilk foldier was furnilhed with 
twa farks, coat, breeks, hofe and bonnet, bands and Jhoone, ' 
z fword and mulket, powder and ball for fo many, and other 
fome a fword and 'pike, according to order -, and Uk foldier 
to have fix fiiilling every day for the Ipace of 40 days, of 
loan fJverj ilk twelve of them had a baggage-horfe, worth 
50 poundy a (toup, a pan, a pot for their meat and drink, 
together alfo with their hire or levy or loan money, ilk fol- 
dier eftimate to 10 dollars ; in fnroifhing and all to 100 
merks, whiUc flood to Aberdeen for their expences, by and 
attour their captains and commanders' furniture, above ten 
thfiufand pound Scots, whilk, with 1 8,400 merks of taxa^ 
tion, was no fmall burden to the burgh of Aberdeen. The 
three warded foldlers followed this captain. 

The poor Oldtown of Aberdeen was forced to fumifti 
out 1 2 foldiers after the fame manner, under the lord Gor- 
don's divifion, and fent under captain Kaab, with a com- 
pany of about 60 men, to the army, as captain Strachan alfa 
went for the town of Aberdeen. Sore was the poor peo- 
ple of the Oldtown plucked and poinded to make up thir 
1 2 foldiers' charges, whereas fome of them had not to buy 
« loaf. And as New Aberdeen was preSed and wrecked, 
firft, in finding the men, and next their maintenance, fa 
the landward was not free of the like perfecution ; for ilk 
lientor was compelled to furnifh out a man, or two or 
three according to his rent. He came upoQ the tenant of 

the 
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the ground, vflia were forced for his relief to go himfelf, 
or contribute with his mafter forfurnUhing a man, bccaule 
the maAer or heritor aJledged the tenant out of his means 
Ihould contribute with hini, in refpeft the mafter was liable 
. for the fifth part of his eftate to the taxation, by and at- 
tour fumiOiing men. Thus is this land, rich and poor, pi- 
tifully plagued, without authority of a king. See before 
how Aberdeen's men is prefTed. The foldiers of both A- 
berdeens had two part mulkets, and third part pikes. Old 
Aberdeen was ftented in 800 merks, for rigging out of i z 
foldiers, io that neither herd nor hireman was Im untaxed, 
and upon the 24th of February captain Knab marched for- 
ward to the army with his company, and our Oldtowa 
men, under the lord Gordon's divifion, as faid is. Then 
followed the rigging out of horfemenjUk horfeman's horfe, 
furniture and expcnces eftimate at 180 pounds, and there 
was 240 horfe laid upon the flures of Aberdeen and 
^amfF. 

Upon Wcdnefday the lift of February the drum went 
through, charging all heritors, lifercnters, &c. in the 
name of William earl Marifchal, and George lord Gordon, 
and the reft df the committee of Aberdeen, to prefent thdt 
Ibldiers under ilk ane of their divifions in the lands, there 
to be received by their captains. Sundry came in, where- 
of captain Knab's company, with the twelve Oldrown fol- 
diers, being 60 footmen, was made up under the lord Gor- 
don's divifion, as faid is. 

Upon the agdof February, Ueutenant James Forbes, fe- 

cond fon to Forbes of Campfield, under the earl 

Marifchal's divifion, had orders from the committee of A- ' 
berdeen (Marifchal being abfent himfelf) togowith about 
40 mulketeers upon the laird of Tibbertie's lands, Mr. Wil- 
liam Seaton of Randiftoun's Lands, as two outftaaders, and 
not fubfcribers of the covenant; and upon the good wife o£ 
Artrochie'g lands, as (he that is an excommunicate papiA, 
and to plunder the fame. But the young laird of Gight, the 
young laird of Haddo, the laird of Sheihin, the laird of 
Tibbertie himfelf, Ardloggic and Nathaniel Gordon, with 
about 80 horle, came to the bounds of Tartie, pertaining to 
Dr. Dun in Aberdeen, which they weie alio plundering. 

But 
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they were (hamefuHy dung back, thdr arms taoe frae them* 
and routed pitifully, except the captain, who was there» 
called Forbes, and his brother alio the lieutenant, whofe 
arms they took not. And fo thir foldiers ret\imed in twos^ 
in threes, and fours, and not in a body, (hamefuUy back 
anain to Aberdeen with their captains and officers, who 
■were fparcd and not difarmed. Whereat our committee of 
Aberdeen, and the earl Marifchal, when he beard of it, was 
highly offended, and bred fome fear to the burgh of Aber- 
deen. 

Ye heard before aneot the excife ; the fame was pro- 
claimed at the crofs of Aberdeen upon the 24th erf Febru- 
ary, to the great grief both of burgh and land. 

The town of Aberdeeii begins to think that this pertnr- 
bation made at Tartie, was upon fome ground, and that 
the Gordons Ihould grow to an head ; and therefore up- 
on Thurfday the laft of February, began to watch thmr 
town, clofe their ports, and make up their catbands upon 
all adventures, for their own fecurJty; bur this did Kttle 
good, as ye may fee hereafter. However, they drill diuly 
in the links, about 1 20 men, and the covenanters began 
to hide their gopds. 

Upon the ift of JMarch, the earl Marifchal returns back 
from Edinburgh to Aberdeen, and upon the morn, being 
Saturday, he comes over to the Oldrown, confers with the 
lord Gordon, who convoys the earl to the Bridge of Don, 
being going to Inverury ; but before he came out of Aber- 
deen, there came about 250 foldiers that iamen night he 
came to Aberdeen, 00 horfc and foot, without any arms, be- 
cauft they were informed that the Gordons were fet tt> 
plunder them by the way. The earl diredh them to march 
to Dunnofter the fame Saturday, and their arms were 
brought about frae Buchan by fea. Thir foldiers came 
from buchan out of the earl's own grounds, to Aberdeen. 

Upon the forefaid ift of March provoft Leily returned 
back frae the convention of eftates to Aberdeen. The 
convention being dlifolved, it is faid he had got a commifl 
lion for lifting of this excife for his own profit, and for pay- 
ment of cer:.iin fums of money therefore. 

The lord i'rafer alfoj being under fear, caufed caft his 
OiltS 
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oats upon nnlaboured ground, thereafter to till the fame, 
rather than to have them in barns or Hacks, for fear of 
plundering. He caufes tranflate his ^ftual of the barony 
of Stonywood out of the girnels of Watcrtown by night 
to Muchalls. He fends and brings his children frae the 
fchools in Aberdeen, and down to Cairnbnlg goes he oot 
of the gate, leaving fome men to keep the place of Muchallst 
with ail furnifhing necelTary. 

How foon the earl Marifchal comes to Inverugy, he takei 
his haill infight, plenilhlog, goods and gear forth thereof, 
and frnds them about by fea to Duonotter, and he fends his 
children, with fome of'^his fervants, before him to Aber- 
deen, upon the 1 5th of March, to go before him, unto that 
place ; and himlelf with his lady and about 24 horic, 
came to Aberdeen upon Wednefday the 20th of March 
frtMn Inverugy. He ftald all night with his lady In flap- 
per Andcrfon's houfe, heard devodon upon the morn, and 
■fo to Dunaotter, leaving any more taking up of foldiers in 
this country, or holding of committees in Aberdeen at this 
time. The lord Gordon fpake -vnth him in the town be- 
fore he went, and he returned back again home to the Old- 
town. 

Upon the 7th of March the earl of Murray rode through 
the Oldtown home to Murray, who had come from the 
Toath. He Aald ihort while, but returned back again, and 
left dire^lion and orders with the laJrd of Grant, his own 
good brother, to raife the haill men under two diviUnns, as 
ye have before, who tonveened at £1^, as was faid, a- 
bout 1000 foot and horfc. Some alledged that this town 
and country of Elgin was fearing the rifmg of the Gor- 
dons. 

Ye heard before of the cxdfe, and an aft fet out for men 
and arms, and another aft for railing monies. Thir three 
afts upon Sunday the loth of March, after fcrmon, were 
read out by Mr. Alexander Wildgoofe, reader, at Machar 
kirk'door. Likcas Mr. William Strachan our minifler de- 
clared a fad to be kept there, and at all other parifh churches 
upon Wednefday thereafter the 13th of March, whilkwas 
folemnly kept in both Abcrdeens, fore and afternoon, and 
DD blcffiug ^'^ti while after the afternoon's fermon, for 

both 
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both preachings. The aale of this tttSt was, for ctaving 
pardon for our fins, and a happy fucccfs to our army 
goaeintoEnglaad; and albeit do means v'ai left uaefrayedy 
both Sunday and work-day, for lifting and railing of men 
and monies, yet betwixt the earl of Marifchal, the lord 
Gordon, and the bui^h of Aberdeen, there was but five 
companies for the fliire thereof and Ibire of Banff at this 
time. There was a committee holden at Aberdeen the 
14th of March, where order was gireo ont to raiie the 
eighth man to feud to the army, but there was no more 
committees holden here thereafter, upon the incoming H 
the Gordons. 

The town of Aberdeen is under great fear, watch day 
and night, and the ports clofed at ten hours, and in the 
morning opened at fix. The provoA Lefly caules maficr- 
fnlly take from John Andcrfoc fltippcr his fliip, four iron 
jHfices of ordnuice, ind iet them upon the caufey, for de- 
fence of their town, but they were not long kept there : 
for he got back his ordnance about the 25th of March, 
and it was thereafter piandered frae liim by the Gordons. 

Upon Tnefday the 19th of March, the yoong l^rd of 
Drum, Robert Irvine his brother, the lairds ofHxddo^ 
G^ht, TIbbertic, Shcthin, the goodmau of Ardlogie, ma- 
jor Nathaniel Gordon his brother, the goodman of Iden, 
•with Ibme others, about the number of 60 horfe, about fe- 
vea hours in the morning came galloping through the Old- 
town to New Aberdeen, and fuddenly took provoft Lefly, 
Mr. Robert Farquhar and Alexander JafFray, late baillies,- 
and John JafFray, dean of Guild, his brother, out of theic 
houfes, and had them to fkipper Anderion's houfc. It was 
faid there was plundered out of Alexander JafFray's houfe, 
fome gold rings and chains, but gat Kttle money; they 
mill Mr. Alexander JalFray, for he was not in town. 
They plundered the land of Pittodrie's faddle horle, ano- 
ther from rickmafler Murray, fervitor to the lord Gordon, 
and four other horfes. Thereafter they go to horfe Ihort- 
ly, and comes back through the Oldtown about ten hours 
in the morning, with their four captives, and but 60 tt> 
their blanket. They rode down through the Gallowgale, 
and came back up through the Gallowgate, none daring 
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to fay it \ras evil done. Surely it is to be marked, the like 
feLdom has been Ceea, that fo few men lb pertly and pub" 
licly ftioald have dUgraced fuch a brave burgh, by taking 
away their provoft and the reft, men of note, without 
any kind of contradiflion or obftade. However they are 
brought through the Oldtown, where the laird of Haddo 
takes his young bairns at the fdiool home, behind (bme of 
his fervants, and lent them home upon the morn, except 
his eldeft fon. They rode through the Lochwynd, drink 
in Kintoce, and lodges all night at Legatfden, and upon the 
iporn bdng Wednefday, they were had to Strathboggie. 
In the meantime, Mr. William Moir, one of the preifent 
balllies, was lent away to the committee of eftates ac Edin. 
burgh, to complain upon this abufe, and crave redrefs, who 
went and returned back to Dunnotter, for he durft not 
come to Aberdeen. Mr. Thomas Mercer, Walter Coch- 
ran, Alexander Burnet, Mr. Alexander Jaifray, Thomas 
Montgomery, Thomas Mowat, William Blackburn, and 
his 'eldeft fon, Leonard Ledy, Alexander LeQy fontopro- 
- Toft Lefly, James CoUifon and divers other covenanters, a- 
bont 48 perfons firft and laft, fled frae the town and hid 
thdr goods the beft way they could ; fome went to Dun- 
notter, fome to Stonehaven, fome to Montrofe, fome to 
Dundee, here and there, throagh Mearns and Angus. It 
is faid this provoft Patrick Ldly, being a commiHioner for 
aneoftheprincipalburrows of Scotland, was an evil ftatef^ 
nan for the commonweal ; for he confeated (amongft o- 
thcr evils) to the excife forefaid, for the whilk he got the 
colledHon thereof for payment of a ccrtwn fum to the eftates j 
greatly tending to his own particular intereft ; but that he 
fhould not be leea herdn, he caufes draw up a lift of bur- 
gcffes within the town, out of the whilk one man (houid 
take op this excife, where Alexander Ramlay, Walter 
Cochran, and Adam Gordon, were found meeteft, three of 
his own wyling and choice ; and out of this three one to 
be nominate for colleftiog of this excife, which the provoft 
moft politicly would not take upon himfelf, as Teeming to 
haye no iotercft therejntil i but fent over to the eftates the 
three mens names, that they might choofe out one, and give 
iiiiB orders tbereanenc i but be was well enough feen, and 

alfo 
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alfo interrupted liy an unlooked-for Aratagem, as ye have 
beard before. Now at the taking of our town's men, the 
lord Gordon wae in the Oldtown, caufed draw out bis 
borfe out of the fiables into the tranlc, and beheld all. 

There came word to Aberdeen of a bloody fight bet\rixt 
the king's men at NewcafHe and our army Ipng there up- 
on the 14th of March, where our men had the worfe. 

It is faid the earls of Crawford, Montrofe, Nitfafdale, 
Traquair, Kinnoul, the vifcount of Aboyne, lord Ogilvie, 
and iome others, gave in a remonflrance to both houfes of 
the king's parliament where himfelf was fitting, at Oxford^ 
whereof the tenor follows 1 

■■ As it cannot be but all good men and loyal fubjeda 
are much affli^ed with the prefcnt lamentable and diftrao 
ed ftate of all his majefly'a dominions, fo we that are hia 
majefly's fubjedls of the kingdom of Scotland, have great 
realbn above all others to be grieved thereat; for bcfides 
the common refentment that every one born under his ma- 
jefly ought to have of his undeserved fuiferings, and' the 
evils wherewith his kingdoms arc fo long afflifted, we mull 
be more particularly touched for the honour and reputa- 
tion of that our native country, that is fo deeply wounded by 
the perfidious treachery of her unnatural brood, whole bafc 
and diDoyal proceedings reflect upon the whole, as if all 
were alike guilty of the fame ; and no marvel thatlbme be 
miAaken in this point, when they confider, that all thdr 
mofl treafonable aftions are countenanced with public an-* 
thority, and fo may feem to carry along with them appro- 
bation to all. To take off this prejudice, which in the ojn- 
nion of fome (who are Grangers to our affairs) may ly up- 
on the general body of our kingdom, fo many of us his 
majefty's faithful fervants as are here prefent, think our- 
felves bound, for fatisfying the world, but efpecially the 
honourable members of both houfes convcened here at this 
time, ofwhofejufticeand wifdom we may expert that they 
will diflinguifh faflion and nation, and in all refults make 
it appear, to emit a declaration of our judgments concern- 
ing the proceedings of that pretended convention of eftates 
in Scotknd ; and that fince it may be feen how mach we 
loa^h and abhoi the fame, and are lelulved ac\-cr to aver 

any 



an; thing that hath iflned from them as an aA of an; law- 
ful or warrantable judicatory, wc do therefore, for our- 
. felveg, and in name of all bis majefly's faithful fubjefls of 
Scotland, that have an hatred and detellation of the faid 
traitorona conveation, udth all that has followed there- 
upon, utterly renounoe and difclaim the faid pretended 
meeting, as prsTumptuooa and illegal, and called for no 
(Aher end but fedirion and rebeUion in that kingdom, with 
all committees, general and particular, flowing from the 
lame, and all adts, ordinances and decreet, made and given 
thertin, and efpedally that aft concerning that traitorous 
and damnable covenant, drawn up and taken betmxt 
them and the rebels here, which we moil heartily deteft, 
and ihall never enter therein by force, perfuafion, or any 
other refpeft whatfomever j as alfo all afts and orders au- 
thorifiog the levying of armies, under colour whereof the 
prefent rebellious army is gathered together, which we 
efleem an aft of high treafon, and hold ourfelves obliged, 
by virtue of our aBe^ancc and aft of pacification, to op- 
pofe and withHaad. Likeas we faithfully promife upon our 
honour, every one of us, to leave no means nnattempted to 
fupprefs the faid rebels, now In arms agunft his majelly 
aiid crown (^England, from all the faithful fubjefts where- 
of, bat efpedally the honourable members of the two houfe* 
here conveened, we will cxpeft fuch countenance, ei^ * 
conragemeot and afliftance, as will better enable us there- 
by to prevail ag^ll their and our enemies ; and thereby it 
nay be feen that they will not fuifer thofe rebels on both 
fides to go before them, in this prelent, and leave nothing 
niuloae in fb bad a caufe, toArengthen one another ^ and 
becaufe we will take all fuch of our countrymen, who will 
not join with us in this declaration, and in the courfe to be 
taken for the prolecudon thereof, for enemies, both to his 
majelly and us ; for fuch of them as are here, it were expe-i 
dient how to elleem of them, the honourable members of 
both the houfea may be pleafed to take into their confidera- 
tkm. Our delire is, that the honourable members of both 
faoufes here conveeaed, Ihould jcnn with us in a requefl to 
his majefly, that what ScotTman fbcver fliall rcfufe to fee 
his band to this iledarattaQ fubfcribcd by os^ may not be 
VoL n. ' O permitted ^ , 
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permitted to live under his majefty's prbteffiob, but bfc 

chafed from amr.ng his majefty's fubjefts, as partaker, in 
affeftion at leaft, with the odious rebellion of both the king- 
doms." 

This paper was gracidufly received by both honfes, and 
the king himielf ; whereupon followed raifing of arms, to 
come with thir diftrefled noblemen, (who durft not keep 
their own country, but fled unto his majefty in England, 
. for aid and fnpport) againft the covenanters in Scotland, 
■who had their own friends and followers there ready alfo 
to aflift them ; and upon hopt of this the king's affiftancc, 
furely figoifiedunto themarqmsof Hantly, made him a¥id 
his friends to rife here in the north, as ye j^all hereafter 
liear. 

Upon 'Wednefday the 2olh of March, albeit provoft 
Lefly and the reft were taken and had to Strathboggie, aa 
ye have heard, yet the town of Aberdeen kept a flrait watch 
day and night, and drilled their men in the links ; their 
ports were clofed and kept, and their cannons removed off" 
the caufeway to the tolbooth. Thus the town is ftraitly 
watched to little efFeft. 

It is faid the marquis of Huntly had fcnt to the earl of 
Fmdiater for 500 ftand of arms, which he refcUed of the 
Icing's arms, upon a convenient price, but the ear! fent not 
the arms btrt money, as was Bad, to the marquis for them. 

Saturday 23d of March, captain John Forbes, of the fa- 
mily of Blacktown, went out of Aberdeen fouth to the 
army, with about 60 foldiers, under the lord Gordon's dl- 
vifion. 

It is laid the lord Gordon, hearing themarqiis his 'father 
was growing to an hekd, and coming to Aberdeen, he Ceit 
to him the lairds of Strathlbch, Fedcret, and Cultur, wiA 
&me commi/Iion, hut it appears got no good aofwer, and 
therefore upon Monday the 2Sth of March, after dinperm 
the Oldtown, he lap on about 5 or 6 horfe, rode to Black- 
ball, and from that to Murray, leaving his mafter of hotfft- 
hold, George Abercrombie, with fomc fervanrs here be- 
hind him in Old Aberdeen, and by the way he compelled 
William Gordon of Muirake, one of the four cdlleftors o£ 
the taxationfor^hctUre of Banff, to give him 2000 merits. 
^ He 
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He took alfi) from George Geddcs, anothcrof the faid col* 
leflors, loooJ. or thereby of taxation aod loaa money,- 
■whercunto he alledged he had good right, for lifting of 
fflCQ under his divifion in the ihire of Banff. Indeed he 
was put to live upon his purch:ife, becaufe he would not 
follow his father's courfc. Thus be travelled to Banff, to 
Murray, here and there, while his father lay licre in Aber- 
deen. 

About this time word came to Aberdeen that onr army 
was lying at Sunderland, partly over Tyne, aad partly oo 
^is fide the river j that they verc deftroyed with great hun- 
ger and famine among them, and that they were dying 
daily. 

About this fame time and 23d of March the marquis of 
Argyle came from the army to Scotland, and fitting daily 
in E4inburgh with the committee of eftates, who came to- 
jjaooiter, as ye iball hear, to the great fprrow and opprefc 
f(on of tbir North parts. 

Upon Tuefday the 26tl> of March the marquis came^ 
frac Sttatbbpggie to Kintore, vfhcve his friends and fol- 
lowers meet him; from that he came in the (amp night 
to Aberdeen, with found of trumpet. About 24Q horfp 
partly came in wkhhim, and partly rode the over gate 
about 40 horfe- Himfelf comes with about 160 horfc 
through the Oldtown ; there was alfo about 250 footmen- 
in his company. The young laird of Drum, lately mar- 
ried to the marqius' daughter, and Robert Irvine his bro-' 
ther, were with him} but the old laird of Drum bade 
fiill at home, and miflcent all. The lairds of Gight, elder' 
and younger, the laird of Haddo, the hirds of Foveran 
ddcr and younger, the laird of Ab.ergeldio, the laird of 
liTeiytown elder, and the young laird, with his fecoud foa 
the laird of Balvenie, the laird of Sheihin, the laird of 
Inyermarkie, the laird of Tibberiie, the laird of Fetter- 
neir younger, and divers other landed gentlemen, fuch 
as the good man of Cairnburrowt Letterfurie, Arradoul, 
Ardlogg^e, and Nathaniel Gordon his brother, Iden, Hart- 
bill, Mr. Thomas Gofdoij qf Pittendriech, aad ibme of 
the. earl Marifchal's men, came out of Kintore alfo with 
him 10 Abecdeepi where he bad.his eotfr^nce- peaceably; 
O 1 ■ tb«- 
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the ports made open, and the catbaods caften loole. Hti 
entered in at the Juftice port -, rode up throagh the ftreets to 
the Gallovgate, and lighted at Mr. Alexander Reid's houfe. 
It is tmc the town of Aberdeen was not able to hold him 
out I albeit he had (bme friends, yet he had many foes ; and 
it was marked, that firft and laft there fled oat of the town 
about 48 covenanters, fuch as Mr. Alexander Jaffray late 
provoA, Mr. 'William Moir prefent baillie, Alexander Bur- 
uet elder, Walter Cochran and Alexander Leily fon to pro- 
Toft Lefly, and Leonard Lefly fon to Gilbert Lefly. 

The marquis left the four captives at Strathbog^e, who 
were tranfportcd therefrae to Auchindown upon the fc- 
cond of April, viz. proToft Lefly, Mr, Robert Farqahai, 
Alexander and John jafFrays. The oM goodman of Birken- 
burn was captain, who with 16 fotdiers kept the hoaft 
and captives both upon their own expences, fo that they 
not onlyfuftainedthemfelves, but this captain alfo, 16 fot- 
diers, porters, cooks, and other inferior officers, upon their 
own charges and expences ; right after the fame order as 
the marquis himfelf was ufed in the caftlc of Edinburgh, 
as ye may read before; and fo he could not be blamed 
j uflly to do as himfelf was done to. 

The marquis gave ftrift orders, that no wrong flionld 
be done within the Newtown or Oldtown, bnt live upon 
■ihdr own expences and wages. Wcdnefday the 27th of 
•March he goes to a council of war in the lower council.* 
■ houfe of the town, where it was concluded that he (honJd 
'■ go through the north with a flying army of horfe and foof» 
end make the country people to rife and follow him, or o-'- 
iherwife to plunder their goods, and live upon their eftates. 
He alfo took notice of the barons and gentry, how many 
men they would fumilh, and upon thdr own expences fu£- 
tain them fo long as he remained in Aberdeen. He lent 
the Idrd ofFoveran commilfioner to Qunnotterto the earl 
Marifchal, to fee what wonld be his part as was thoughtf 
who anfwered, he nunded not to Air unlefs he was com- 
pelled thereto. 

Upon Thurfday the 28th of March he goes to coun^ 
again ; fends for the townfmen, and defires them to bring 
their anosi y/hSk. (fHppofe Ibme were well willed to do) fur 

plain 
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pr^ia fear of the covenaaters they rcfufed ; whef&upon the 
marquis direAed to fearch aad fiek houfes, and plunder all 
fuch arms as they could get, whilk they did, and^-jot fiindry 
ffood arms, mulkets, hagbutts, fwords, carabines, pidols^ 
^ars, jacks, cordets, powder, ball, and the like: Then 
he permitted the town's people to go home to their houfes. 
Hedirefted alfo the laird of Haddo and James Gordon of 
Letterfurie to go to Torry, with a rate of mufteeters, and 
bring back John Anderfon'a four IHCce of ordnance off of 
his ftiip lying in the water, with luch other arms as they 
coald get. Thereafter the n-.arqms goes to horfe with a. 
bout 1 2 horfe, leaving behind the young laird of Drum, 
G^hc, Haddo, and divers others to iceep the town, where 
for a time I will continue this progrefs, whilk I make ma- 
oifeft the marquis of Huncly's reafons of his thus riling ' 
and procedare, as is contained in his own i^claratioos let 
cut to that effeft, whilk coped is this.

" I George marqtiis of Huntly. Wherea^he committee 
of eftates hath {without his majefty's approbation) dircfted 
the ftierifffl of Aberdeen and Blnff for feiiing upon my 
perfon, houfes, rents and goods, contrary not only to thj: 
cAablilhed order of law, which requircth all men to brf 
legally accufed before they be condemned, and to be crii 
minally condemned ere any fuch commiflion be direfled 
againft them ; but alfo reReSting upon his majefty's fub- 
jefts their lawful privileges erf this kingdom, no lefs than 
tht late pnbliflied aft for the collecting of an unufual ex- 
jfifct and for enforcing a general loan of monies through- 
out the country, and finding fome ftop in the execution of 
this commillion by thofe who weie entrufted therewith, 
have now prepared fome forces from the foutb, whereby 
to prefs their defigns againft me, for no other caufe but 
that Irefufetoconcur with them in the levy of men and mo- 
ney, for alSfling the preftnt invafion of England, contrary 
to my coufcience. Incompatible with my humble loyalty to 
our gracious fovereign, and fo deftruiffive to the late paci- 
fication, folemnly ratified by his majefty, and parliaments 
of both kingdoms, as no honell Chriflan (being of this 
my opinion] cao wUliogly condefccnd to be contained ia 
O 3 it. 
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it. Therefore I the faid George marquis of Hnntly, do 
■hereby declare and piotell, that (if ic that juft defence of 
myfelf and friends from thefc unlawful violences, or in 
the repairing of them according to our weak abilities) any 
aOs of hofUlity fhall be committed by us agaitift our invad- 
ers, and their confederates and abettors, they may not be 
imputed unto us, otherwife than as payments of the debts 
we owe to nature, loyalty and honour, and to which no 
lower interell could enforce us; which being, as I hope, 
a fuffident evidence to all the world of my fair intentions 
for rendering the fmcere and humble duties I owe u> reli- 
gion, his majefty's honour and fafery, aud to the laws and 
liberties of the kingdom, I humbly eatrekt and expeft ap- 
probation from all good men in this fo equitable and fo ne- 
celTitate a cafe ; withal imploring (upon my bended knees) 
fuch heavenly affiAance from God almighty, and fucb 
earthly prote^lon from the king's majcAy, again^ all ene- 
mies of peace and loyalty, as in their mercy and jultlce may 
leem fit." 

Follows another declaration of the fald marquis of 
Huntly, 2oth March, 1644. 
" I George marquis of Huntly. Whereas fince my 
declaration of the i6thof this month, the feizing upon the 
perioDS of Patrick Le fly, provoftof Aberdeen, Mr. Robert 
Farqiihar, colkflor for the north parifhes of this king- 
dom of the prefent taxation, impofed upon his majeily's 
fubje£ts by the committee of eftates, Alexander Jaffray 
baillle, and John Jatfray dean of Gi^d, hath fallen out; 
and that the intentions of me the faid marquis of Huntly^ 
and of my friends who have been aftors therein, may per- 
haps be mifconceived by fome who knew them not, or 
mifinterpreted by others who are difaffefted to them/, — 
find myfelf obliged. In my own name and theirs who haTC 
been a^ors as fald is, hereby to declare, that it hath been 
done fo far from any private end, that neither particular 
fpleen againft the parties, nor any vanity in ourielves, 
hath moved us to it ; but only in regard that the forefaid 
perfons are too well known to have been fedulous fomea- 
ters of a dangerous difcraftion amongft us, by counte- 
nancing and aiQiftjDg fome mea uuhappuy diverted, in thdr 
negleft 
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ncglcA of the duties they owe both to confdence, loyalty 
and nature, and by meDacing others under thdr jurifijio 
tion from rendering thofe lawful civilities which ought to 
be expelled from them, and all for making ns obnoxi- 
ous to the rigours of other men, to wbofe ends they con- 
cur, whilk 'a they ihould be effeftuated, could not but 
mia us, and perhaps leave no great fafety to themfeWea. 
For preventing of which, we have been neccffitate to en- 
deavour the removal of fuch obftacles as ly in our propos- 
ed way for maintaining our confcience toward God, our 
loyalty towards* our gracious fovereign, and our own par- 
ticular lives and fortunes from deftruftion. And for veri- 
fying that our intentions are only for peace^ I the i'aid 
George marquis of Huntly and my friends above Ipedii- 
ed, do further declare, that upon affurance, given of no 
violence to be ufed againft us and our adherents, in our 
perfons nor fortunes, for not rendering obedience unto any 
ii>ew aA, until fuch time as it ihall be ratified in parliament, 
not only (hall the forefaid perfons feized be reftored to 
their hberties, but we Jhall likewife be ready and willing 
to give fuch fecuriiy for legal and peaceable carriage as 
the laws of the kingdom do require." 

Here may be feen the reafons of his rifmg and taking 
our townfmen. Befides, he was now confident of the af 
glance of fundry noblemen, fuch as the earls of Airly, 
Sontheflc, Athol, Seaforth, and divers others fouth and 
north, frae he came to an head ; and likewife had the all 
furance of the incoming out of England of the earls of 
Montrofe, Crawford, Kinnoul, Niihfdale, the vifcount of 
Aboyne, the lord Ogilvie, and fome others, with forces, 
and they to have gone on upon the fouth and wefl parts 
of Scotland with their own friends that they could raife, 
and he being up was able to fubdue the north with his 
own power and friends, aud ftand out, looking furely that 
no power from the fouth ftiould come againft him, be- 
cause they {hould have their handsful at home, as I have 
faid. 

Now npcm thir grounds, and afiuraoces, before all, <^ 

the king's favour, and letters patent, for raifing of fire and 

fword, and daily loolung for them, this oMs marquU 

draws 
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draws to an head, as I have faii, makes a band (fijclaitjf 
ing the bft covenant, obliging ilk man by his fwotn oath to 
ferve the king in this expedition, to the hazard of life, land, 
and goods, againft all oppofers of the Tame, and to follow 
his majelly's deputes and lieutenants, whom he would ap- 
point to have charge. This bjnd hlmfeif and his friends 
fware and fnbfcribed firfl, and fuch as came in to him dailf 
did the like, the fuccefs whereof hereafter may appear ; 
where I will ceale for a time, and begin where I left off, at 
the taking of the ordnance ofFof John's Anderfon's (hip 
and arms out of Torry, and how the marquis rode out of 
Aberdeen. Upon Thurfday the aSth of March he lighted 
by the gate at Kintore, and took a drink ; fyne went to- 
borfe, but nnhappily a brave gentleman called Patrick Dal- 
garno biding behind him at JCintore, riding the water, hap- 
pened to perilh, to the great grief of the marquis andallhis 
company. The marquis rides forward to Strathbog^c. 

The earl Marifchal, contrary to th^ marquis' expe£ta- 
rion, upon Sunday the 29th of March had a meeting with 
the committees <rf Angus and Mearos, where Mr. WiUiam 
Moir alfo was, after he had returned from the ccmimittee 
of edates at Edinburgh, as ye have before, from whom he 
bad received orders, after he had given in his ctMnplaint^. 
how the Gordons had taken their provoft and other townf- 
men, and that himfelf with many others were forced to flee 
the town ; and furely the committee of eftates began quick- 
ly to drill up an army for repreffing thir uproars, who 
came to Aberdeen as ye fhall hear. Mr. William Molr 
comes back frae Edinburgh to Dunnotter, and was at this 
meeting in the Mearns, but durll not come to Aberdeen. 

About this time the country of Murray began to be fear- 
ed at the rifing of the Cordons, and therefore they held 
their comimttces daily at Elg^, and began to draw up 
forces. 

Likewift about this time I^wis Gordon, the marquis' 
third fon, happened to come to Edinburgh, where he met 
with his fifler the lady Haddington, but he was apprehend- 
._ed and forced to fet caution not to go out of the town, 
while the marquis of Argyle came to the town of Edin- 
burgh i but wheo the marquis of HuDtly heard this, he

look little thoughtof him, for he hndnot feenhitnlincche 
went away wiA his jewels. He remained Id free ward 
within ttje town of Edinburgh for a while j and when Ar- 
gyle came he was put to liberty, of whom ye have fiindry, 
pa/TagcB hereafter noted. 

Now whifi^ as the marquis rode from Aberdeen, the 
drum went through both Aberdecns, defiring all gentle- 
men and Ibldiers that was willing to ferve in defence of 
our reli^on, and oath of allegiance' to our king, and li- 
berties of our country, that they (hould come to the laird 
of Drum younger, and receive good pay, whereupon di- 
Ters daily took on. 

The lairds of Haddo, Shethin and Tibberty, rode from 
Aberdeen with about 20 horfe, and 80 muCketeers ; they 
plundered fome arms out of Turriff, Towie Barclay, and 
took the taird of Meldrum and his horfe, with many others. 
Young Drum rode out and plundered his own coufm John 
Irvine of Kincaufie's arms out of Aquhorthics, and James 
Burnet of Cralgmyle's arms out of BlackhiUs- There was 
likcwife plundered from fome honeil men about the town, 
work nags to be baggage horfe, and fundry other gentle- 
mens hone and arms plundered in the country. Mr. Thomas 
Mitchell parfon of TurrifPs horfe was plundered ; they 
took the laird of Meldrum upon Sunday at the kirk of B^ 
theJnie, and brought him in to the mnrquls, where upoo 
conditions he gat liberty home, for he was a precife puritan, 
and would ncH follow the marquis. 

Upon Monday the 4th of April, there was a lingular 
combat betwbtt the lairds of Haddo and Eldck, both cou- 
fins german, upon the hill of TuUiegrig ; where they fought 
for the firft blood, whilk Haddo loft, and EUTck was vic- 
tor*, and fo they parted. 

Ye heard before how the marquis rode out of Aber- 
deen. He returned upon Wednelday the 3d of April to 
the town, and lighted at Mr. Alexander Reid's houfe, his 
own lodging, and at his lighting there came four commlf- 
Coners to him, two from the committee of Angus, viz . Wil- 
Uam Durham of Grange of Monyfeith, and Francis Ogil- 
vie of Newgrange, and two -from the committee of the 
Meams, nc. the lord Halkertown and James Bumet of 
Craigmylo. 
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Craigmyk. Tlie occafion of the comiog of th'iF commlflioo- 
ers proceeded thus ; the marquis of Hunrly hearing there 
was a ga(heriqg both ia Mearns and Angtis, he thought 
it meet to fend to thlr cqm.niit'eeg John Cordon of Inver- 
markie, to iignify nnto them the caufe of his rifing was for 
defence of his perfcMi, and of bis fti^ids, their goods and 
gear, from the invafion of the eftates, who were to raift 
arms againft him, as they had given before commiflion to 
the flieriiFs of Banff and Aberdeen to take him unjuftly 
and illegally, and abpfe his friendt ; that he had no inten- 
tion to oi^nd or injure any man, but only feeking [>eace 
and fecurity ; fo that Mearns nor Angus neednpt be of- 
^nded nor afraid, finceif he were neceState to ride through 
their country, he /hould do no wrong unlcfs he was forced 
tbereto. Now the compiittees trf Angus and Mearns {where 
the earl Marifchal fat daily) hearing this commiflion, 'fhey 
fent back with the faid John Gordon of Invermarkie, the 
four commi^ioners above written to deliver their anfwcr tQ 
t^ faid marquis i whilk was defiring him to difband his 
forces, and to make no more gatherings, and they fhoiild 
do the like, that the countries might refl in peace. To 
vhom the marquis anfwered, he was compelled for hi(t 
QWD defence to draw to an head ; and h^d no reafon at 
their de fire to leave off, at his own feeing prejudice and pe- 
ril, but it was more fitting for them, who were in no dan-t 
ger, to dtllbive their gatherings, and let the country be iik 
quiet, bccaufe he had no miod to moleft any within their 
countries, and faid he Ihould fend Sir Walter Innes of Bal- 
wny, knightj and William Gordon of Arradoul, with them 
to the faid committees, to dedare his mind further. 

Thus the four commilQojiers took their leave j lodged 
in Old Aberdeefl, and upon Friday the 5th of April rode 
with the other rwo aU together to Cqwie, where the com- 
mittees of Angus and Meams both held at this time, with 
about 800 Hien of both fhires, where the earls c^ Marifchal 
and Kinghorn, the lord Arbuthnot, with many other ba- 
' rans,werethereconveenedairoi the comnullioners declar- 
ed the marquis' mind, which contented not Ihdr mindsi-nor 
did good to the marquis, for the earl Marifchal did nothing 
jt>ut by adyicc of the committee of eflates, who dire^ed tujn 

aad. 
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and ihe cortimittees both of Angns and Mearns, to hold 
■ the marquU-nnder tryfting, while they (houid rtife up forces 
to go upon him, whilk (utely came to pafs, and ib his un- 
happy triilling ihetiii ftayed him from gmng opon Angus 
and Mearns, and to have driven them h-om drawing to an- 
head, while he had looked better abouthlm ; and furely was 
fore again'ft the will and liking of his haiH friends, who loved 
90t filch fniitlefs delays, and feared the thing that came to 
pafs; but the marquis would hear no good coundl of his mie 
friends, but followed his own opinion, which did hirta no 
good. 

it was reafooed by diverfe, that the mar^^ib unhappily 
ibd uowMely brafce loolt, without any farther friend/hip in 
the country ; for the Forbefles and Fralcrs, with many ba- 
rons in Buchan, Mar, and Garioch, were againft him} 
at leaft wonld hot rife with him -, and that he wanted mo- 
nies, aTtns, ammunition, powder and ball, without which 
in abvmdance he could not long fubfift agaihft the power of 
the contrary party % others faid, as for nlohjes, the marqtila 
had an hondrM thoufand pounds 'to fiiftain (iich foldiers as 
he wanted ; and as for the barons, ilk barons fliould fi(t 
tain his own men, and ilk gentleman fliould fuftainhimfelfj 
and as for arms, powder, and ball, there was enough to be 
■got in burgh and land; and if any want were, thei'e was vic- 
tual gimelled in ftofe, to help to i^nd thfe foldiers by way6f 
plundering} and farther that the tharqnis might well de- 
fend himlelf, feeing there was an army coming out of Eng- 
land, with the earls of Mdntrdfe, Crawford, and F^thfdalfe, 
and whilk would give the fouthland liien enoiigh ado, and 
flop their coming here ; befides this the ftiarqUis had af- 
ftrance of dWers eirls, lords and barons, to rife and aff?ft 
him'j but all thir argiimerits milgave this noble marqnis j 
ftjr ihe earls-caine taj and *ere dung back again, and fiicli 
as he triifted in decdved him, and fled the caule, and Itift 
■ him in the mire, as ye (hall hear. Others fay they weirc 
not dung back, but recalled. 

Te heard how the marquis lighted at Mr. Alexander 
Reld's houfe 1 he came from Aboyne, wli'ere he had many 
Highlandmen and footmen there, and in the country about, 
^tendiAg his lerviccj and came into Aberdeen about 260 

horf" ■ 
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horle and atwnt 800 foot, which were reckoned m the links, 
when they were drilled, but they came not allin with him- 
felf at this time. He had few commanders befidc bimlelf, 
Crowaer King and major Nathaniel Gordon. James Grant 
was alfo one, and major Hay ; he caufed quarter his fol- 
diers upon their own charges, and began to exercife them 
in dreitling them in the links daily ; he went out and caut 
cd ding down fome houles beibuth the bridge of Dee, and 
made fafesuards upon the one and the other. 

Upon Saturday the (Sth of April, Robert Irwne catiTes 
take the place of Durvis, pertaining to the lord Fra&r, and 
fct Ibidiers to keep the ^rnels untranfported. They lived 
upon his nolt and Ibeep, and other commodities ; bat the 
giruels was not broken upon, whereof there was eighteen 
Icore bolls in ^mele, and at laft they fhamefully left the 
fame at the incoming of the army, as ye may fee hereafter. 
Sunday the 7th of April the marquis came over to the 
Old town, and heard Mr. William Strachan our mlnlAer 
teach, dined in George Middleton's boufe, fyne after the 
afternoon's fermon be returned to bis own lodging in A- 
berdcen. 

Now nothing but plundering of horfc and arms of fuch 
as ftand out, to the great grief of the country, following 
the footftcps and oppreiCou of major Monro, as ye have be- 
fore. The lord Forbes flees with Glenkindy and other 
friends to Kildrummie; the lord Frafer goes to Caimbulg ; 
the laird of Craigievar takes to Craigievar, and tranfports 
his haill vifluals of Fintray to the place, there to be kept 
from plundering } the lairds of Echt and Skene take in 
Skene ; the laird of Talqahon takes in Talquhon j the laird 
of Watertown takes In Waltertown ; and the laird of Ker- 
muck keeps his houle of Kermuck ; the tutor of Pltfligo 
keeps Pitdigo } the laird of Philorth keeps Philorth ; and 
the laird of Monymulk keeps Moaymulk; but how fo<Hi 
the army came in, they took the iiclds and left their houfe:. 
Thus the name of Forbes clofes up themfelves in Arengths, 
to fave their perfons and houfes from plundering by the 
Gordons, for they would on no wife rife with them. 

Upon Friday the cth of April the marquis fent over to 
the laird of Cluny's noakj and took 50 pikes out thereof 
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to this fervice j likcwife the laird of Drum younger fent o- 
ver for Dr. Guild's faddle-horfes, -whilk he durft not re- 
fufe. 

This famen Friday Nathaniel Gordon went to the road 
of Aberdeen, with about 20 mullteteers, and took a baric 
loaded with herrings, pertaining to the kingdom of Den- 
mark ; the bark was taken by an Englifh pirate, with an- 
other bark alfo of that fame nation, by virtue of a letter of 
marque given out to forae of their fhips, to take fuch ftiipa 
as pertained to Denmark and to Ireland alfo. Now this 
bark loaded with herrings being thus taken, the Engliih- 
maa has the one followiag her, caufes take off fome men 
off her, and put in the Ihip as many of their men, {as fea- 
faring fafhlon is) that {he niould not go from her. This 
bark, I fay, comes through change of wind to the road of 
.Aberdeen, whom the faid Nathaniel or major Nathaniel 
Gordon took, and brings into the harbour of Aberdeen, 
and after trial takes the Engliihmen, and wards them ia 
Aberdeen. The pirate who had taken this prize, milTing 
her, came to the road of Aberdeen, and fer afliore the pi- 
lot and fldpper, to try if (he came to the harbour ; but up- 
on the 6th of April they were taken and warded with the 
reft ; but rather more truly, it was not the men of the pi- 
rate, but two men of another parliamentary warrior Ihip of 
England, who came on land as faid is, having nothing a- 
do with the herring prize. This ftiip feeing their fluppec 
and pilot not come abroad, they apprehended they were 
taken, whereupon they hoilled fail and go about the nook i 
but upon Monday the 8th of April fhe returns to this road, 
took three of our fifliers boat with, 24 men, chafed other 
two in at Don-mouth with her cock boat, and another 
noTth. She lauded alfo at Belhelvie, and took two bolls 
of malt from the countrymen, carrying it to the town, and 
had the famen aboard their Ihip. The marquis was very^ 
angry, becaufe he had commanded the filhers that they 
fliould not go to fea, left they Ihould be taken, and he 
, ihould fuftain them l^ng upon land ; but foolilhly they 
went OTi, whereby the marquis' expectation was difappoint- 
ed, thinking, for fetting thir two men to liberty, to have 
gotten Tome caft pieces out of their Ihip. Always flie lies 
VoJ. II. P fliH 
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JHIl at anchor, and (hot all day divers great ihota on lan<I» 
but did no skaith. The lifher wives vanting thdr ratOy 
ran crying upon the tnarqms, who m end fent Jamei 
Brown, skipper in Aberdeen, with a letter frae their skip- 
per and pilot, defiring them to fet aChore the lilh^rmeD, and 
the malt, and keep this skipper Brown while they camero 
their fliip, whilk was done ; and ilk ane got their own, fet 
up fails, and to the fea goes (he without more trtwbie. In 
the meantime the Englifti pirate, who had tatcen the ber- 
riiig bark, hearing chat (he was taken and had into Aber- 
deen, flie unhappily lights upon skipper Walker his baric, 
oneotourtowo'sfailors,anent Peterhead, upon the nth of 
April, coming from' Calthnefs to Aberdeen, loadened «dth 
fait beef, tallow, 6kin hides, and ftich commodities pertain- 
ing to Caithnefs merchants. They tirred skipper Walker 
out of his cloaihs, and dad him in rags, and let him on 
fllore, who in a'pitiful manner came to Aberdeen, and told 
the marqnis, fhcwing he could not get his ihipnor goods 
again, while his prize bf'herriug was reltored, being hb 
lawful prize taken from the Danes, by virtue of a letter of 
inarque, as f^d is ; whereat the marquis was highly of- 
fended for the honeft man's lofs, but could not help hha^ 
TJpon the back of this, comes to the road upon the i(Sth 
of April this fomen pirate, and chafes our haill fiiher boats> 
and fcts alhore two «f their own men, declaring fioce their 
prize of herring was taken, they would content themfelves 
with skipper Walker's ftup (which was valued at 20,000 
merits, and far above the herring priee) and keep her, and 
let Aberdeen keep the herring bark, and go their way 
without more olFcnce, providing they would fend thdr men 
aboard whilk they had warded in Aberdeen, and receive 
their herring men, which they had taken from their Chip ; 
which was agreed upon } ilk ship received her own men, 
and to the fea goes he, having ftill skipper Walker's ftup 
*aft, to the great grief and overthrow of the honeft men. 
The Danes gets back their own bark, with fuch herrings 
as major Nathaniel Gordon had left unfold, and the mar- 
quis reproved the Iwd Nathaniel very bitterly for taking of 
the faid herring, without his command, breeding alfo iic 
great fear and fliaith ttfour coaft-fide. Whereat this Na- 
thaniel 
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thaniel Gordon wa" fo tuigry, that he haAlly took his leave, 
and left the marquis' fervice, as ye Oiall hereafter hear. 

Sunday the 7th of April chs marquis heard devotion be- 
fore and afternoon here in Old Aberdeen. Mr. William 
Strachan preached. Syne dined in George Bliddleton'a 
hoQle, and returned back to his lodging in New Aber- 
deen. 

Monday the 8th of April oar towns people were com- 
manded to muAer in the links. The marquis viewed 
them, and faw them a fiUy weak people, wanting arms ; 
albeit he refolved to take 35 perfons, and arm them him- 
■fclf, but yet he took not one man out of the Oldtowa. 
Thereafter he went out to the bridge of Dee, and caufed 
big up fafeguards at Uk end of the faid bridge, to no pur- 
pole. 

Upon Tuefday the pth of April, James Grant, wth his 
Highlandinen and divers companies of Lowlandmen, were 
fent ont to plunder and fpculzie the place of Kemnay, per- 
taining Ibmetime to umquhile Sir Thomas Crombie, « 
faithful A:rvant to the houfe of Huntly, and to his name, 
where they brake up gates and doors, gat 6000 merks of 
Botiey,lfxiil«ied aad dedroyed the haill pleniHiing, plunder- 
ing his gimels and ground rigoroufly. They did the like 
to Pittodrie, plundered fliecp ofTBennochie, and the grounds 
and lands of Mouniej pertaining to Mr. Robert Farquhai* 
and through the country they went, plundering likewifc 
arms and horfe whcrefoever they could be gotten, to the 
wreck and hairlhip of the land ; following the covenanters 
footlkps, that began the plundering in Scotland. 

About this time there was found fwimming upon th^ 
Xioch of Aberdeen, powder roUedin balls, which had beea 
caflen there, left the maiquis fhould have got the fame. 
Great trial was made, but none of the perfons found. 

Word came alfo of a bloody battle foughten upoft the 
14th of March, betvfixt the king's men and our Scots army, 
where we had the worft, and thai the marquis of Argyle 
had left the army, and come by fea to Edinburgh.' 

There were panics lent down to Banff and Suchan, 

where Aucbsagatt, pertuning to the laird of Glenkindy, his 

giroels, goods and grounds, were pitifully plundered, hiS' 

P 2, brocber,. 
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brother, Patrick Strachan of Kinaldie, was pluodereil and 
fpo'ilzied in his bigging, visual, and all; lyne took him- 
lelf prifoner, and had him to Kelly, where he remained 
upon his own cxpences. There went down to Banff the 
lairds of Glght, Newtown, and Ardlogie, with a party of 
40 boric and mulketcers, brave gentlemen. They took in 
»he town, without contradiftion, meddled with the keys of 
the tolbooth, took free qtiarterb and plundered all the arms 
they could get, buffcoats, pikes, fwords, carabines, pilloUi 
yea and money alfo. They took frae Alexander Win- 
chefler, one of the baillies, 700 merks, whilk he had as 
one of the colleflors of the taxations and loan filver <rf 
Banff} and fiklike took frae him 400 merks of his own 

gear ; and frae Shand in Down, they plundered 

ibme monies. They caufed their baillies (for Dr. Douglas 
their provoft had fled) and townfmca fubicrlbe and fwcar 
the band, denying the laft covenant, and obli^ng them to 
follow the king and his deputes in his fervice, as ye have 
before. The)' rook alfo frae George Geddes, another of 
the faid four colleftors, 500 merks of taxation and loan>fiW 
Ter *, and Gight keeped all the monies. 

Thereafter they rode to Muirelk, purfued the place, 
and being rendered, they took the laird with them, fyne 
returned to Inverurie, where they met with the marquis, 
'as ye have hereafter. They plundered nothing out of the 
carl Marifchal's ground in Buchan. 

Upon the icth of April the marquis craves the roll of 
taxation of 18,400 merks impofcd by the eflatcs upon the 
town of Aberdeen, from Mr. Patrick Chalmers their town 
clerk, who was loath to give the fame without command of 
the council, but the marquis alledged he had as good right 
to lift the fame as the eilates, and took order therewith, as 
ye fliall hear. 

iJpon the I ith of April he lap on with about 80 horfe, 
and rode from Aberdeen to Strathb(^gie. Upon Satur- 
day he rctorned to Inverurie, where many of his friends 
met him, footmen and Highlandmen ; the lairds of Gight, 
Newtown and their companies came there, and were efti- 
mate to about 2500 men, whereof there was 400 horfe. 
He milled fome of the Strathbog^e men uncome there, 
whereupon he directed M'Roiuld to go plunder and bring 
tbem 
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tfttm in. At this meeting the tutor of Stniarf' came out 
of Atholwith about 60 footmen to the marquis; he flayed 
at Invernrle Saturday and Suada.y, and lodged in umquhile 
William Fergus's houft, and ius men were quartered within 
and about the town; 

Upon Monday the ijtH of April he returned, about lix' 
hours at even, to Aberdeen; he caufed make fomc en- 
figQS, where upon ilk fide was drawn a red rampant lion, 
having a crown trf gold, above his head a C. R. for Charles 
Rex, having the motto "" For God, the king, and againft' 
all traitors," and beneath " God fave the lung." There 
were divers others made for the barons. The marquis 
and his followers were a black taffata about their craig, 
whilk was a (ign to- fight to the death; but it proved' 
othcrwife. 

Upon Sunday the 14th of April (by ordinance of the 
committee of.the kirk or General Aflcmbly at Edinburgh) 
rhe marquis of Huntly, the laird of Drum younger, Ro- 
bert Irvine his brother, the laird of Haddo, the laird of 
Shethin, the lidrd of Tibfaertie, Thomas Hay fervitor to. 
Haddo, and Mr. Jiunes Kennedy, fecretary to the mar- 
quis, were all excommunicate at St- Giles' kirk in Edin- 
burgh, and ordained the next enfuing Sunday to be ex- 
communicate (although Pafch-day) throughout all the reCb 
of the kirks of Scotland. 

Thisistobenoted, that this committeeof the kirk, with- 
out citation, probation, procefs, or fentence, according to. 
their own difcipline of kirk, went 00 mod maliciouily to. 
excommunicate this nobleman and fome of his friends with- 
oot lawful procefs, or anyreafon, but for his loyalty to his 
mafler the lung ; doing all they could to make hicn odious 
in the fight of the people ; bat the marquis wifely beheld 
all. See the very aft of the committee d the General Af- 
fernMr made thereaneot. ' 

Upon Tucfday the i6th of April the Marquis cirafed 
carry to Strathbog^ two of John Auderfon's (hip cart- 
pieces to ftock, as was iiad, and that fame day conveer>- 
cd the council of Aberdeen and baill inhabitants, com- 
manding them againft Saturday next to provide their taxa- 
tion of 14^00 merks> The baillies anfwered, the peo- 
P 3 ple^ 
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pie would lO no wife pay the famen, except they tbeinl- 
fclves gave their band to the town's people to waruat 
them from paying of the fame over agaio, which they faid 
they could not do, as a matter tending to their wreck, if the 
town were put at again by the eflates. The marquis anfwer- 
ed, if the town woold recdve 250 foldicrs, and further as 
necedlty required, upon frae quarters, and they to be paid 
out of the common good for their entertainment, be would 
hold them -, whereunto the town condefccnded, tbinldng 
it the beA way, rather than to pay out the taxation altoge- 
ther. Si> they gat upon the 1 8th of April 340 foldicrs oa 
free quarters, and thereafter upon the 24th of April 28a 
more, making in the haill 520 foldicrs, whiUc the treafurcc 
of Aberdeen gat compt of, to fuflain upon free quarters. 
The fdid t reaiu re r of Aberdeen was commanded to pay the. 
charges of thii foldicrs to the town's people, who entertain- 
ed them, belides the marquis entertaining upon his own cx.- 
pences his own men of Strathbog^e, Strathaven, and Enzie. 
Xiikewife the borrows fuftained thelrown men, whom rhcy 
had brought in, and ilk gentleroan freeholder did the like 
as long as their monies laftedi and when they wanted^ 
they were forced to take free quarters with the reft in A- 
berdeen. The marquis himfelf deburfedabove 500 merks- 
daily upon his own foldiers, which drew to much money,. 
whereof it is faid he had about 100,000 pounds when he 
began, lying befide him in ready money, which Ihortly was 
confuHied. 

The town of Aberdeen began to- repent them of theii 
bargain, thinking it better to have paid the taxation, than 
to lullain loldiers daily as they came in upon free quarters^ 
if they condnued long. 

However the marquis was forced to take Aberdeen a» 
. ihe fitteft part for his readezvouz, and for their better eaft,, 
daily fent out parties to plunder ^rnels of thofe who would 
oot come in to him,, amongA- whom the laird of LeHy's pr- 
ecis in Banchory, and the laird of Udny's gimels, inch as. 
was left unearned to Urie was plundered out of Banchory^ 
9od this was done upon the 16th of ApriL ' 

There was found yeardcd in Mr. Robert Farquhar's 
<tofe two fiae brazen pieces, pertaining to the lord Sinc- 

lair» 
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lur, whilk the marquis meddled with about this tinte in 
Aberdeen, and was glad of the getting thereof. 

Tuefday the 1 6th of April was the day of the provincial 
afTembly at Aberdeen -, but the minifters in thir trouble- 
fome times durll not keep the faioe, for fear of plunder- 
ing their horfe ; but fucb of the brethren as convecned con- 
tinued this affembly to Tuefday the 1 4th of May, whllk was 
kept, as ye may fee afrer- 

There came word to Aberdeen upon "Wednefday the 
17th of April, that the lord Elcho was come to Duadee, 
with 800 Fifemea ; that the earls of lUnghorn and South- 
csk and others, had raifed 800 men ; that the marquis of 
Argyle had raifed out of Perchftiire 800 men ; and that 
there was comingout of Argyle 1 000 men; byandattourt 
800 mm coming out of Ireland of the earl of Lothian and 
laird of Lauder's re^ments ; aad that the earl Marifchal 
and nfcouat Arbuthnot had raifed out of the Mcarns joo 
men, and were drawing haflily to an head againfl the mar- 
quis of Huntly, his friends and followers ; and that there 
was committees daily at Porfar for Angus, and at Fordoua 
for the Mearns, whilk over truly came to pafs i but the mar- 
quis icemed to take little heed thereof, albeit his kin was 
more forwardly fct, vthereupon followed forrow, ihame,. 
and skEuth. 

Now the marquis being informed of this preparation, 
caufed warn by found of trumpet at the crofs of Aberdeea,. 
all fuch as had gotten his proteflion to meet him at Inver- 
oric the 18th of April i with certification, his proteftion 
fhould be nulL He appointed major Hay, with fome 
troops and foot, to keep Aberdeen, and upon the forefaid" 
1 7th of April rides from Aberdeen to Inverury ; his good 
foQ Alexander Irvine younger of Drum, with about 4g 
horfe, followed him in the afternoon. He rode through, 
the Oldtown, having two colours, one having the Idng'a 
arms, the other having the Irvine's arms ; the marquis at 
his lighting caufcd quarterns men there conveenedatlnver- 
ocic, Kintore and Mnehalls. Himfelf ftayed Wednefday 
and Thuifday at nmquhile William Pergu/Ton's houfe in 
Inverurie ; he directed out Donald Farquharfon, M'Ro- 
wdd the t3Uor of 5tiuao> with theii foUoweig- and Jbme 

low 
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lowland faotfflcn, and about 240 perfoos, to attend fome 
horfe troops going upon an expedition Into Angus, and fo 
left Inverurie and came back again to Aberdeen upon Fri- 
day the rpth of April. 

Upon Saturday he caufed drill up in the Links iiich' 
men as he had within the town, eAimate to about 160 
horie and betwixt 7 and 800 foot ; and about 4 after- 
noon the marquis returned from the Links to the towo,^ 
and immediately thereafter Alexander Irvine younger of 
Drum, Robert Irraie his brother, (who had engaged chem- 
lelves in this bufmefs againft their father's will, as was 

faid) Gordon of Gight younger, John Gordon his 

■ father's brother, John Gordon of Ardlo^e, major Na- 
thaniel Gordon, Urquhart of Craighoufe, Wil- 
liam Innes of Tlbbertie, Alexander Irvine rf Kincaufic, 
and fome others rode that famen night out of Aberdeen 
up Dee-fide, about 72 horfe, coromandere and all. They 
gave orders to the footmen forefaid, and upon Monday 
the aad of April they pafl all over Dec, intending only to 
go to Montrofe, and take the two brazen cartows h'ing 
there, whilk was moft dangerous and deiperatc in re^>eft 
of a gathering c^Fordoun and another at Forfar, and others 
before fpecified. However forward they went, being of 
all foot and horfc about 300 men, and upon Wednef. 
day the 24th of April by two hours in the morning, with 
found of trumpet they came to the town, who had let on. 
fires in their fteeplc, to waken the country, and were in 
arms themfelves, and rang the common bell ; but all for 
nought. They boldly entered Montrofe, dang the town's 
people from the caufey to their houfes, who out of their 
foreftairs fliot defpcrately, but they were forced to yield 
by many fearful ibots (hot agMoft them, where unhappily 
Alexander Patcrfon, one of their baillies, was flain, fome 
fay by Nathaniel Gordon, others hold by a Hlghlandman,. 
whom the baillie alfo flew. Thereafter it was faid they in- 
tended to Ihip thir cartows in a Ihip lying in Montrofe wa- 
ter, pertaining to Alexander Burnett his (on, who happened 
to be there, and had promifed no lefs, being an anticovc- 
nanter ; but by this Burnet's knowledge James Scot, now 
jrovoft of Montrofe, with certain of hie neighbours, had 
quietly 
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quietly conroyed themfclves with their beft goods into 
the faid (hip. When ftie began to float, flie draws near the 
fhore, where young Drum and his mea were thinking to 
fliip thir cartows, according to Alexander Burnett's pro- 
mife forefaid, and to hare had them about by fea to Aber- 
deen i but far by their expeftation this fliip (hot five or fix 
piece of ordnance defperately amongft them, with about 40 
mu(kcts, where by the great providence of God there was 
but only two men killed, and foRie hurt. Drum feeing this 
they retired themfelves, brake the wheels of the cartows, 
for more they could not do ; yet break them they might, 
and throw them over the thore to make them unferviceable ; 
but they were brought to Aberdeen, as ye have hereafter. 

Drum returns to the town and begins to break up mer- 
chants booths, plunder and cruelly ipoilzie rich mcrchan- 
diic, cloaths, fdks, velvets, and other coftly wares, filver, 
gold, and fdver work, arms, and other things, whereat the 
Highlandmen were not (low. They brake up a pipe of 
Spanifh wine, and drank heartily ; they took Patrick 
I^ighton late provoft, and Andrew Gray, prifoners ; they 
left Montrofe in a woeful cafe about afternoon, and that 
fame night went to Cortachic, to meet with the earl of 
Airly, who hearing of the marquis of ArgyJe's coming, 
would not give them entry, contrary to their expeftatioa. 
They returned therefrae to Aberdeen, but by the way there 
was taken 3 2 Highlandmen, fome fay ; 2, who had unwifely 
bidden behmd die reft, plundering the Montrofe goods* 
and were takea and (hackled and fent to Edinburgh, to pay 
for their faults. Major Gordon came back to Aberdeen 
upon Sunday the 26th of April, and young Drum went to 
the place thereof, to fee his lady, Patrick Lcighton and 
Andrew Gray came In with major Gordon, who declared 
the great forces that was gathering, and that the marquis 
of Argyle was come to Dunnotter quietly, whilk was over 
true, it is here to be noted, that notwithftanding the many 
ibots Ihot within the town and out of the (hip, yet it pleaf- 
ed God that few was killed of Drum's fide except two or 
three perfonc. Marvellous to fee ! and as few to the other 
fide, except Alexander Faterfon baillie, who was (hot by 
Nathaniel Gordon. "Xbw iQtcatiQn wiis to have flupped 

.the 
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the cartows wlthia the forefaid fbip, to be brought about 
when flie came with her loading to Aberdeen, but they got 
a cruel aflault, aad were migticily difappointed. The tutor 
of Struat), with fome Highlandmen, did brave fervicc with 
thdr ftiort gnns. It is fad that Drum caufed rajfe fire two 
fcveral times ia MoDtrofe, yet major Gordon ftill quMch- 
ed and put out the fame. 

After this ungodly and gricyous opprcffion, the young 
laird of Drum returned, as I have faid, not with the body 
of a well governed army as he went on, but ilk anc after 
mother, (Iraggliag ; and ilpoa Saturday the 27th of April 
he came to Aberdeen, where the marquis was lying ftill, to 
his great unhap, fhame and difgrace. 

Ye heard of the marquis of Argyle's coming to Ddu- 
noeter. He came quietly with alxjut 3a horfe upon the 2(Sth 
of April, attending there the coming of the Perthfhirc men, 
and of the earl of Lothian and laird of Lare's re^mcnt,'com* 
ing out of Ireland, of whom ye Ihall hear more fhortlyv 
The lord Forbes and the mafter of Forbes his fon, fir WiK 
Ram Forbes of Craigievar, Alexander Strachan of Glcu- 

kindy, Forbes of Echt, Skene of that ilk, 

Forbes of Lefly, Calder of Afloun, ^Forbes of TtA- 

quhoD,r Forbes of Watertown, John Kennedy of Kef- 
muck,— — Forbes tutor of Ktfligo, and fundry others, foch 

8s And Few lord Frafer, Fralcr of Philorth, and fir WU- 

liam Forbes c^ Moaymufk, who had tane themfelves to 
ftrcngths, caine now to the fields, but the lord Forbes> mat 
ter of Forbes, Cr^gievar, Glenkiady, Ecbt, Skaie, and 
fome others, went to the committees of Angus and Meatus 
before the cc«ning of Argyle; and the reft kept their houfes. 

Upon Sunday the 2jft of April the marquis heard fer- 
mon in Old Aberdeen before and afternoon, dined in 
George Middleton's ; there came over a guard oat oi the 
town, about do mufketeers, with prifbners and two coloursi 
a drum and a bagpipe ; they attended the ntarquls' lodgiogv 
fyne returned back, and the marquis following upou horfe- 
back to Aberdeen. 

John Kennedy of Kermuck, a taasa covenanter, waa i» 

April firft plundered by Robert Irvine the laird of Dmm^ 

fbn, where bis bcft horfe and fome arnu were takea frae 

him* 
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htm t thereafKr fir John Gordon of Haddoplundered (bme 
work horfe frae his poor tenants. -He would eat none of 
Kermuck's meat, but bade with Mr. Andrew Leach mini- 
fler his table, and lay in the place of Kermuck all night. 
His foldicrs lay in Elion, who got meat from the place, and 
caA in alittleftackof bear for their hurfemen. They ftay- 
ed there 24 hours, fyne rode their ways. 

Patrick Strachaa of Kinaldie at this fame time was plun- 
dered- and tase captive, fyne had to Kelly, becaule he would 
4iot pay the faid Sir John Gordon a iine ; but frae Kelly 
bs was tranfported to Towie, where he fairly wan away. 

Upon Wednefday the 34th of April the marquis lent ur 
<Joha Turing of Foverao quietly to Dunnotter, commiHioner 
to the earl Marifchal. He upon the morn returned tims- 
onfly to the marquis, with an anfwer not to his coatent- 
-ment, whilk bred a fudden alteration. 

Now nothing but plundering of poor men's work horfes, 
and forced to redeem their own beafls back ag^ by pay- 
AKDt of money, and glad to^ct them fo. There was a nag 
.plundered frae the parlbn of Belhelvie, and another frae the 
chamberlain. 

Alexander Gordon of Pralmoir leaves the marquts' fer-- 
vice and goes to the lord Gordon, who had few before of 
the name of Gordon, except James Gordon of Rothemay 
and Jcdin Gordon of Park, and was about 32 horfe in all 
his company. This Alexander Gordon was married to 
proPoA Patrick Lefly's daughter, who wrought upon the 
lord Gordon and fome others to get the prifoners out of 
Auchindown, by whofe perfualion he rides and charges 

G<»rdon of Birkenburn, captain of Auchindowo^ 

to render him the houfe, becaufe his father the marquis was 
fled and away. He anfwered he had no warrant from him 
to render his houfe, and while he faw himfelf he would 
keep it, and Ihortly <hot out fome hagbutts, and brake 
ground before him, but did no more fk^th. Whereupon 
the lord Gordon l^t the faoule. This happened upon the 
day of April. 

The earls of Montrofe, Crawford, Kithfdale, Traquair, 
Kinaoul, Camwath, thevifcoimtof Aboyne, and lord Ogil- 
vic, ouae with a company of horfe and foot to Dumfries in 

this 
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this lame month of April, but did no vaflalage^ lihd np*a 
their own reafoas haAened back to Carlisle. In the meaa 
time James Lefly, fon to John Lefly of Pitcaplc,— Rnthvcn, 
and other three gentlemeD fitriog carelefsly drinking be- 
hind the company in Dumfries, were fuddenly taken, had 
to Edinburgh and ftraitly warded in the tolbooth thereof, 
but they were relieved afterwards. 

Upon Saturday afternoon the 27th of April, there was 
44 foldiers pertaining to William Seton of Shethin, Mr. 
James Buchau of Aiichmacoy, and James Seton of Pic- 
medden, who lay in Aberdeen till Wednefday thereafter, 
upon the charges of the poor Oldtown people. 

Sunday the 28th of April the marquis heard devotion in 
Old Aberdeen, dined in George Middleton*s houfe, wrote 
' roilTive letters in the time of the afternoon's fermon ; he 
had a guard %vith one colour attending upon him, but neU 
ther drum nor pipe as before. He returned back to Aber- 
deen to his lod^g. 

Upon Monday the 29th of April the marquis' friends 
begin to grudge and murmur at his delays, feeing his ene- 
mies grow to a great number, and his forces daily decreat 
ing and growing fewer and fewer, and defired him haftily 
to go to Angus and the Mearns and break their forces, o- 
therwifc they were all loft. He heard all, and went to a 
council of war, where the marquis alledged, if he ihoukl 
leave Aberdeen and go to the Mearns, then he was fure 
the ForbcHes and Frafers, and other covenanters, ftiould 
come in and take in the town, and follow him hard at the 
heels to the Mearns, to his feeing peril and great danger ; 
and he declared he had reafon to delay, in refpcfl of hi* 
hopes, whiik was now likely to deceive him ; for firft he 
was informed moft credibly by his own fervant John Gor- 
don (alias John of Berwick) that his majefty Ihould have a 
commiflion at him for railing of arms before he Ihould rifa 
2d, That his majefty Ihould have an army in Scotland be- 
fore the !aft of March for his further alTurance 5 whilk the 
faid John Gordon by his great oath told him, becaufe he 
durft not carry letters out of England to him, left they 
Ihould be intercepted. 3d, He had hopes of the lord For- 
bes and his vaffals of that name, and divers other lords and 
earls 
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earls, fouth and north, to have riTen as foon as he rote» 
whereupon he lay ftUl, attending their rifmg, 4th, The 
good opinion of the country pec^lc, both in burgh and 
land, grievourty groaning under the tyranny of the eflates, 
lifting men-, money, horfe, levy money, arms, cxdfes, 
and fnch like cruelties, to their unfpeakable forrow. Up- 
on thir realbns, he faid, he had too rafhly engaged him- 
felf and his friends, whilk he perceived had clearly fallen 
out, and they had fmled him, and he knew well that he and 
his friends were not able to gjve battle to the iDnndbla 
army coming againfl him, taking God to witnefs it was fore 
againft his will, and if he could fee the teafl fpark of Uke- 
Uhood of outgate, he fhould bide it to the lafl man. His 
friends hearing this difcourie (whilk was moft true) became 
forrowful j however they fell upon the next befV conrie, 
whilk was, feeing they were unable to give battle, that the 
marquis (hould hold his fnends together go with a Becing 
army, wait upon the wings of the enemy's forces, live up- 
on their enemies country goods, and in the time of need 
draw to 8trathboggie, Auduadown, or the Bog, to the 
wearying of the enemy,and bide a better fortune, if any help 
fliould come from the king for their relief. This coun- 
cil was approved, and becaufe the fouthland army was at 
hand, they refolved to meet at Strathboggie with alt the 
forces they could make. But major Nathaniel Gordon^ 
who was rebuked for the herring prize, as ye heard before^ 
raifcontented urith this courfc, quits the marquis' fervice, and 
goes to the lord Gordon, who would not hear of him, and 
fo he lived by himfelf , of whom ye may fee hereafter. 

Upon Tucfday the 30th of April the marquis of Huntly 
was informed that lus fon the lord Gordon was at the 
town of BanfT, growing to an head } tberefore he lifts Joha 
-Anderfon's two cart-pieces, and the two brazen pieces 
foand in Mr. Robert Farquhar's dofe, and lent them to 
Strathboggie, and immediately goes to horfe for BaiifF; 
but his Ton had no fuch intention as to grow to an head a- 
gainll him. 

Upon the ift of May Andrew Gray was (eot back fr^ 
Aberdeen to Montrofe, haill and found ; but Patrick Leigh- 
ton was fern to A^^hindown, to bide with onr Aberdeen's 
V0I.U. Q_ prifgnere; 
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prilboers ; and therewith Sir George Gordoa of 'Gigbt, 
Alexander Irvine younger of Drum, Robert Irvine his bro- 
ther, with about 60 horfe, rode throngii the Oldtown with 
new white laaces in their hands to Strathboggie. The 
marquiG left all his friends in Aberdeen when he rode to 
Banff, under great fear, as they had caule. From Batkff 
be goes to Strathbog^, where his friends meet him, aad 
was a brave company, about 300 horfe and 1500 foot. 

Upon the 8th day of May Sir John Gordon of Haddo* 
Alexander Irvine of Drum younger. Sir George Gordon 
of Gight, and the prindpal of his friend there, deal wkh 
the marquis to ^ve orders for his flying army. He changes 
refolution, feeing he was not able to ^ve battle. It was 
^dthcyanfwered, <\Vehave(hownourrelvesfoo]llhly,aod 
will leave the Eelds ihamefully ; we thought never better 
of it.' Young Drum Aaidthe marquis once or twice well 
Toughly ungone to horle, whereat lie was oifended. Now 
thir gentlemen parts with fore hearts, and whereupon 
meikle forrow followed thereafter. The marquis rides ia 
anger upon the morn to Arddach, where he was all night. 
Upon the morn, whillc was the 7 th of May, herides to Au- 
chlndown, and immediately fets Patriclc llefly provoft, Mr. 
Robert Farquhar, Alexander and John JefTraysjand the faid 
Patrick Leighton, to lilxrty ) wiu> came to Aberdeen with 
greater credit ihaa they were taken out of it. He feelts a* 
bput for his own ikktj, and tudes quietly in Auchindowo. 

Ye heard how the marqub of Huntly had left the town 
of Aberdeen, contrary to the expefladon of many, upon the 
laA of April, leaving his h^U friends within the town in great 
fear and melancholy of a fouthland army to come Ihortly, as 
it did ; for upon Thurfday thereafter the ad of May, there 
came to Aberdeen the lord Burleigh and lord Elcho, with 
the men of Fife, — — — — — — with the 

Perthlhire men, the earl Marilclial and lord Arbuthnot« 
with the mt oof the Mearos, theearlofKinghornand lord 
Carnegie with the Angu;!-i»^. There caiqe out of thir 
four ftiires about the number of 2000 foot and, 400 hori^ 
bcfides baggage men andhorfes ; they were well famifhed 
.with ammunition, powder, match, ball, mulkets, caiabitici, 
.pikes, fwords, colours^ carrying this motto, " For the co- 
vmanc. 
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tAmant, religion, the crown and the kingdom," with piftoisi' 
pntterlings, and other arms ; ilk feveralcortipany -had their 
captains and commanders, with their trumpeters and drums. 
I^ey came all in good order of battle, terrible to their ene^ 
mies, and joyful to their friends j they took up their ren- 
dezvous in the Links, and beyond the water oFTorry, and 
fed upon thcirown provifion, which was carried with them. 

The marquis of Argyle, who had come to Dunnottcr, as 
ye have heard before, rides thercfrae to the place of Drum,' 
with about 400 horfe, and came not into Aberdeen wi^ 
the reft of the army. The earl Marifchal came no: in nei- 
ther with the Mearns men, but was with Argyle, and fol- 
lowed him to Drum. There came alfo to him the earl of 
ZiOthian, and laird of Lare's regiment out of Irelaad, about 
500 brave foldiers. Sir Alexander Irvine of Drum was 
not at home, when Argyle and the reft came, but his lady 
and his good daughter lady Mary Gordon^ and fiftei's 
daughter to Argyle, were piefen't. He and his company 
were all made welcome, according to the time ; there was 
other 500 foldiers coming out of Argyle to him alfo ; by 
and attour the hail north was at his command. He caafed 
flionly put the ladies to the yetts, their haill men fervaots- 
and women fervants alfo. The ladies came otit with two 
gray plaids, and gat two work natgs, which bore them in- 
to Aberdeen. Thir runnagate Irilh foldiers thereafter fdl 
to, and pitifully plundered and abufed this noble houJe. 

Now at the incoming of this army to Aberdeen, the Co- 
venanters were no lefs blyth, nor the anti-covenanters were 
woe ; for the one faftion cropped the caufey courageoufly,. 
pfidefully and difdainfully ; the other faftion was forced 
to walk humbly, and fuffer the pride of their town's neigh- 
bours, who rejoiced in their mifery. Some fled the town. 
Others conveyed their goods out of the way, and ilk anti- 
covenanter did for himfelf the beft way he could. How- 
foever this army, foot and horfe, Highland and Lowland- 
men, and Irifti regiment, was eftimate, bag and baggage, 
to be about 6000 men ; unhappily raifed by the unfortu- 
nate marquis of Huntiys rifing, to the great hurt and wreck 
of the north parts, as after ye ihal! hear, and yet no w& the 
marquis' fault, as ye heard before. 

Te heard of the marquis of Argyle's coiiHng.to-Drum 1 
Q.a »• 
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and of the earl^Iarifchal's coming to him, and of the Infli 
icgiment," whilk. regiment lived upon the laird of Drum's 
visual aad goods. The marquis Jhortly removed the two 
ladtest and fhut them out at the yetts per force (albeit the 
youDg lady was his own filler's daughter) with two gray 
plaids about their heads. Their heil Tervants were alfo pnt 
to the yett, but the lujies came iu upon twa wark nags, in 
a pitiful manner, to New Aberdeen, and took their lodg- 
ing in the goodwifo of Ancbluncart's lodging, then dwell- 
ing in the town. Then the Irifh foldiers feU to and plun* 
dered the place of Drum, wherein was Aore of inlight pl^ 
aiOiing and timt)er worlc ; they killed and deftroyed the 
befiial, nolt, flieep and kioe, for their meat ; they brake up 
giroels, where they had meal and malt. They found ycrd- 
ed in the yard of Drum, a trnuk filled with Alver wark, 
plate, goldfmith's work, jewels, chains, rings, and other 
ornaments of great worth, and edimate about ao,ooo 
pound's, whereof fome was feen lo^ Aberdeen. Thus thir 
ladies being removed with their fervants, and all things 
plundered by thir Irilh rogues, then the marquis appcnnu 
cd a captain with 50 mulketeers of tiiir people to keep this 
houfe, and left two pieces of ordnance alfo with them, 
where they lived upon the laird's gimels and goods while 
. they were removed, and others put in their place. There 
was following this Irifh re^ment about 5 1 women, with 
Ibme young children ; thir women were quartered in 0\A 
Aberdeen ; they got nothing but houfe-room, for they 
received weekly out of the girnela of Drum, ilk woman 
two pecks of meal, whereon they lived, and was punftually 
brought to the Oldtown and paid. They had a captain 
over them, to fee them weekly paid, and that they did do 
wrong } fo thir w omen remained in Old Aberdeen as loi^ 
a8 the men ftaid in Drum, and when they removed thete- 
f rae, they removed out of the Oldtown without doing any 
wrong. Thus is this ancient houfe of Drum oppreH, fpoil- 
zied, and pitifully plundered, without any fault committed 
by the old laird thereof, but only for his two Tons follow- 
ing of the houfe of Huntly, and as was thought foreagiunA 
his will alfo. Always this to be noted for the marquis of 
Argyle's firft piece bf fervice in this play, , without love or 
refpefl of his fiAer's daughteij or the iaaocence of the old 
laird 
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feird of Drum; where for a while Iwill leave him, doubt- 
lefs in grief and diltrefs. 

Upon Saturday the 4th of May the earl of Kinghora is 
eftabliihed gavemor in Aberdeen, having a garrifon to atr 
tend him; and about 2 afternoon, the army begins to march 
out of Abetdeen, and both, the towns fent out and furnifh,- 
ed baggage horft to follow them. They had the vifcount 
of Arbuthnot, the lord Elcho, the lord Burleigh, with other- 
captains and commanders of good worth. There was 25 
colours, cart-pieces, trumpeters and drums in good order; 
they marched this night to Chrift's Green at Udny, where- 
they lay. 

And that fame 4th of May the marquis of Argyle (hav- 
ing diftre/Ied the place of Drum, as ye have heard) with 
the earl Marifchal and the Irilh regiment marches from the 
faid houfe towards Iflntore and Inverurie, where pro vifioa 
was fent out of Aberdeen upon the horfes of both the towns, 
and there they encamped. Theinaocentold laird of Drunj 
came to thir lords in humble manner, accompanied only 
with Mr: William Davidfon, ftie riff depute of Aberdeen; 
he had fome fpeeches with them, but found little comfort :. 
at iaft he took his leave, and gat licence to go to Fren- 
draught, where his daughter was married with the vit- 
count of Frendraught. 

It is faid, while as this army Is lying, at Inverurie, the mar- 
quis of Argyle fent a trumpeter wirli a letter to the marquis 
ofHuntly,beinginSirathboggie-, butwhat it was, orwhat 
anfwer it recdved, I cannot tell ; for the young laird of 
Dnini and his brother, with fome few others, was with- 
him in Strathboggie, with whom he appeared very joyful 
all that day ; and upon the morn thereafter he went to Au- 
chjndown, where I will leave him a. little while. 

Upon Monday the iSth of May,, the army marches frac^ 
Udny towards the place of Kelly, whereon there was no^ 
roof, but the walls flrongly built, ftaading on a vault ; for 
the laird dwelt in laigh Signing belide the houfe, and had' 
fortified the walls withfeal, whereby one might Hand and' 
defend the houfe. The laird had fome friends, tenants,, 
and fervants within the houfe, well furaiflied with meat,, 
drinkt and all other nccelfary provifions, and (lore of am— 
Q^, ' nuiaitiow 
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munitIon,fuchashagbuts,mufkets,carabiaes,pike«,fwordsi 
piAoIs, powder, ball, and fuch like. He cauled bura up 
his own (tables, barns, byres, and other laigh bigging, left 
thie famen fhould be a fcoace or refuge to his enemies ; and 
at their approach Ihot divers hagbutts and mulkets to keep 
them off, who was alfo attending the coming of the mar- 
quis of Argyle and earl Marifchal, who ciune from iDveni- 
rie to Kelly, accompanied with the lord Gordon, the lord 
Frater, the mallet of Forbes, and divers other barons, leav- 
ing his regiment of Irilhes lying at Inverurie. The mar- 
quis feeing this houfe could not be won but by much ef- 
fulton of blood, fends a trumpeter, fummoning the laird of 
Haddo to render the houle, otherwifc fuch as would wil- 
lingly come out and yield, lliould have condition of theic 
lives and goods, and they that fhould itand out fhould have 
no mercy. This charge feemed very flrange ; and withal 
his cannoneer, Walter Rlchardfon, lap the walls of Keliic, 
and flole away to the camp, to all their great griefs that 
were within the houfe. The laird and the reft goes to 
council, where his men declared they would bide by him, 
providing he would Ihew them a way how to fland out, o- 
therwife they would rather yield now upon conditions, than 
yield per force without any conditions. The laird of Had- 
do was now put to great extremity, and could by no meant 
draw them from their opinion, whilk doubtlefs was their 
teft i feeing a fearful army before them, and no kind of 
appearance of relief to raife them ; neither was it wifdom 
to take the keeping of a houfe agalnft an army, except they 
knew of relief by the coming of another army 5 otherwlfe 
It Is not poifible for any flrength to liold out long, but at 
Jaft muft yield. The laird of Haddo now out of time 
finds his own foliy, and haftily hangs out a fign of parley, 
and calls for his young chief the lord Gordon, to whom he 
offers to render his honft,upon condition that himfetf, his 
men and foldiers within the famen, (honld be fafe in thelt 
Kvcs, lands, and goods, which the lord Gordon could not 
get granted ; then he fent for the carl Marifchal, craving 
thir conditions, whilk was plainly refufed, 'and the moft 
that was granted was that he ihould render his houfe, come 
out himfetf, and his men, to the marquis of Aigyle and 
lords 
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lords and captains of the army, and humbly fubmlt ihem- 
fclves, lives, lands, and goods in the will of the cflates, ancU 
orderof the army. This was the mofl the earl Mariichal 
could work, albeit indeed the haill men wan avay fafeand 
Ibund, e^ccept ibme few. The laird of Haddo yields to 
the earl Marifchal, being his blood-friend, and lately come 
of his houfe, upon thir conditions, whereat he loolt fume 
exception, as was thought. Now the yetts are all caflen 
up, the laird of Haddo comes out, and ail his foldiers yields 
themfelves, their lands, lives, and goods to the marquis of 
Argyle, and reft of the nobles and commanders of the 
army. They kept Haddo in the camp, and immediately 
lends into the tolbooth John Logie, fun of Mr. Andrew 
Logic minifter at Rayne, John and Alexander Gordons, 

fons to — — Gordon at the mill of Kelly, Chalmers, 

fon to Alexander Chalmers of Drymnefs, and Dal» 

gardno his foldiers, and quitted all the reft to go home 
in peace. Then they fet in about 36 foldiers to keep the 
place of Kellie, which they found well furniftied to their 
hands with meat and drink, whereon they fed lullily, with 
about 180 chalders of victual in his girnels ; for he had 
itept up muckle of three years rent for a dearth, and now gat 
nothing for it. Stately was the pleniftuag within this 
houfe, and pleafant yards and planting about the fame. 
Now the fol<&ers brake loole and burn the haill tenants big- 
^gof MeikleKellie for the moft part, the bigging of Over- 
hill, and fome partof Thornhill, and other bigging. They 
tirred and took down the timber, and made huts thereof, 
and likewife brake down and cutted the pleafant plasthig 
to be hutts, and deftroyed the green growing hedges out 
at the ground. They entered to the haill beftial, nolt, 
Iheep, and kine pertaining to the laird, on his Mains, and 
his tenants there, wherever they could be found, eat ufr 
and deftroyed all. The earl Marifchal himfclf meddled 
vith five or fix faddle horfes of good worth pertainbg to 
the laird of Haddo i his haill arms within the houfe, where^ 
of there were plenty, were plundered. There was not & 
lock, key, band, nor window left unbroken down daily to 
the tenants, cottars and grafsmen, who for fear of their 
Uves bad fled here and there through the wuntry frac ^heir 
dwellings. 
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dwelling'!, and conveyed fie gear as they could get out of 
the way- They brake down beds, boards, ambries, ani 
Other timber work, and made fire of the famen. Thus is 
the country on one hand and other grlevoufly oppreffed, and 
the people crying daily to God for vengeance upon thir 
cruel Covenanters for their unrighteous works, without au- 
thority of the king. That houfe of Kellie was rendered 
upon Wednefday the 8th of May with little fiegc and lefs 
Jkaith, there being but two pcrfons flain to the aflailants. 

The fame night that Kellie was r«ndered, the camp rode 
to Gight both horfe and foot ; but the fame was alfo ren- 
dered upon the morn the gth of May, by the laird of Gight: 
elder. His fon the young ialrd efcapes with two or thr^-c, 
and being well horfed, lap the park dykes, and wan fafely 
away in prefence eJthe foldiers lying about the place, who|- 
foUowed, but came no fpeed, to their great grief. The old' 
laird is kept befide Haddo, and his foldiers fet at liberty. 
There was a captain with about 24 foldiers put in the place 
of Gight, whilk was well pronded with meat and drint 
andotheroeceflaries,afld wherein there wasftore of aminu- , 
Qition, powder and ball, with viftual in girnets abundantly- 
Ye heard before how Haddo had plundered and taken 
Patrick Strachan, a difcreet gentleman, and warded him in- 
Kellie. Fifteen days thereafter he fent him to the place of 
Towie Barclay, which was taken in by the marquis of 
Huntly, and Hugh Gordon made captain over 16 foldiers 
appointed to be keepers thereof ; but this Patiick Stracban 
made quiet friendflup ainongft the foldiers, took the cap- 
tain, and keprthe houfe manfully while the army came, and , 
^ne came bravely out, and gat his horfe and arms again, 
whilk Haddo had plundered from him. ■ 
■ Now as the marquis of Argylc is about thir houfes, the- 
Irifti regiment lies ftillat Inverurie, of whom yc have heard 
before. 

Upon their back came, to Cromar-Braes, Aboyoe, Stra- 
chan, and the countries about, 800 Highlandmen of Ar- 
gylcfhire, where they had an allowance ilk day, to be ta- 
ken off the country, 24 bolls meal, 120 wedders and 

marts, with 60 doUars of money. Let the wifer fort judge 
BOW how this poor landia foreoppreft, byincoimngofthir 
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annle«,agalaftthe king's authority. But I leave them talc^ 
ing up thar reats and monies, and living upon the marquis 
of Haatly's lands in Cromar, Glenmuck, and Glcatanner, 
and upon the laird of Drum's lands of Cromar, Scrachan^ 
and tlie lands of Birfe, frae their coming, whilk wag upoa 
the ^-^ day of May, while the 3d day of June. 

Te heard btfore of the marquis of Huntly's going to 
Auchindown. How foon he came there, he fet to liberty 
Patiick Lcfly provoft, Mr. Robert Farquhar, Alexander 
and John Jaftrays, and Patrick X^eighton of Moatrafe,upoa 
Tuciclay the 7th of May, with greater credit thun tiicy 
.were taken ; and they, blytb of this good luck, came all 
riding through the Oldtown to Aberdeen conrageouQyj 
andlishted in the town with great joy, uponXhurlday the 
' 9th of May, about dght hours at even. 

Up<»i Saturday the i ith of May the lord Gordon comes 
in to Old Aberdeen \rich his own domeflics, and lodged ia 
- George Middleton's houfe ; and upon the morrow after the 
^tfrcmoon's fermon he rode out of the town again. 

Upon Sunday the 12th of May, Mr- WilUam Strachao, 
after fermon, read out of the pulpit of Old Aberdeen the 
two afts following. 

" Where by virtue of*a comnuffioR, dated at Edinburgh 
the i(Sth day of April 1644, the convention of eftates ha« 
appointed us Archibald, marquis of Argyle, See. chief com- 
mander of the haill horfe and foot forces, to be levied for 
the prefent rebellion in the north, with power alTo to us to 
command in chief all other forces in the north during this 
expedirion, and to draw together, with the advice of the 
.committee of cltates come along with the army, the ha<U 
fencible men in the north, as we ftvall think fitting for the 
prefent fervice. We therefore, according to that commil- 
iion, and with advice forefaid, do hereby require al! the he- 
ritors and freeholders whatfocver {of what fuperior foevcr 
they hold) within the IheriiFdom of Aberdeen and Banff, to 
repair to the town of Turriff againft the 16th day of this in- 
ftaat month of May, by i o o'clock in the forenoon, with 
their beft horfes and horfeman's arms, bringing alfo with 
them 48 hours provifion, that by common advice the beft 
way may be thought upon for the peace ^nd fecurity of this 
country; 
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country : certifying by thir prefeQts, all and ewtij hed- 
tors and freeholder forefaid, that Ihall not appear at the 
day and place forefaid, that they (hall be efteemed and uled 
bs enemies to religion, king and country ; and that aone 
may pretend ignorance thereof, we ordain that thir prelents 
be read at all the parilh kirks of thir llures on Sunday 
next the 13th ofthis intrant, and that every mininer fend to 
the rendezvonz at the day and place above named a roll of 
the haill heritors and freeholders names within their p&- 
rilbes, with a teftificate that thir prefents wen: read at their 
churches } recommending alfo to the moderator of ilk 
preftytcry within the faid Iheriffdoms, to dlreft to the fe- 
veral miniflers within their prefbyteries an authentic double 
of this order of ours, with the moderator's teftimonial de- 
claring the fame to be fuch, that this our order may be ti»: 
better read and publiftied in the fevcral churches -, and this 
we require to be diligently and carefully performed by all 
haviDg'intereft, as they will be anfwcrable to the parltameiK, 
convention of etVates, their committees, or us their commit 
Jioner for this effect. Subfcrlbed with our hand at Inver- 
urie, the^th of May 1644.

** Forafmic kle as George marquis of Huntly, and his ai^ 
herents and followers, viz. Alexander Irvine younger of 
Dram, Robert Irvine his brother, Sir John Gordon of Had^ 
do, William Seaton of Shethin, William Innes ofTibber- 
tie, Mr, James Kennedy, fervitor to the faid marquis of 
Hnntly, and Thomas Hay fervitor to the faid Sjr John Gor- 
don, have not only refufed to join with this kirk and kingw 
dom in the folemn league and covenant for the reformatioo 
and defence of religion, the honour and happinefs of the 
king, the peace and fafety of the kingdoms of Scotland, 
England and Ireland j but have now alfo put themfelves in 
pofture of war, and with fome forces colleftcd together dlf- 
played an open banner againft the honourable cfiates of this 
kingdom, joined together by folemn oaths and fubfcHptions 
in the faid league and covenant, and in this rebelFion have 
already begun to take his majefly's good fubjefls out of 

ttdt 
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tbeir own houfes, detain them in Hrmonce,' rob and fpoil- 
zie them of their goods andjneans of livelihood; by threats, 
oppreHiona, and other violent ways to force them to join 
in this infurreiftion, .invade and poflefs themfelves of free 
burgbs, compel and induce fhires to diHiononrable and 
dilloyai capitulations and conditions, and by falfe pretences 
of authority and the cafe of 'the Cibjeft, emitted in public 
declarations, whilk theycaufe read in kirks and other pub- 
Kc places, delude and abufe the people, and reproach all the 
means ufed by this kirk and kingdom, in puri'uance of the 
fdd happy covenant, and the ends expreffed therein : 
therefore the commiilioners to the General AlTembly, tak- 
ing the premifes to their ferioiis con fide ration, and fiuding 
the rebellious confpiracy and infurreftion againfl this kirk 
and kingdom, to be an heinous offence agaiuil God, and 
an high contempt of all ecclefiaftical and civil authority, and 
that the fameu agreeing in all the particular circumftaaces 
thereof, is public and notour throughout this kirk, accord- 
ing to the example of former times> in the like cafes, or. 
dains the laid George marquis of Huntly and his adherents 
in this rebellion particularly abovementioned, to be excom- 
jDunicate fummarily upon the next Sabbath day the 14th of 
this inflaat month of April, by Mr. John Adamfon, in the 
£aA Kirk of this burgh of Edinburgh, and that public in- 
timation be made of the faid fcntence upon Sabbath -day be- 
foreoooa after fermon, in all the kirks of this kingdom, To 
loon as advenifement Ihall come unto them." 

Tliir two afts were read out of the kirjf of New Aber- 
deea the famen day alfo, where by and atrour intimation was 
made there of the excommunication of the earis of Mon- . 
tVofe, Nithfdale, Traquair, Caruwath, Kinnoul, the viC- 
count of Aboyae, and the lord Ogilvie. Thir peribns had 
been excommunicate after the fame order, and for the fame 
cauie, that the marquis of Huatly and his followers were 
excommunicate. Tome fpace before thir lord^ were excom- 
mnoicate at Edinburgh, but intimation was not made there- 
of here at our Oidtown church. However the lord Gor- 
don came not to the forenoon's preaching to hear his fa- 
ther's excommunication intimate, but came afternoon, lyoc 
jode out of the town, as is befoie faid. 

Upon 
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Upon Monday the i3thof May the marquis of Argyle, 
the earl Marifchal, the lord Gordon, the vifcoum of Ar- 
buthnot, the lord Burldgh, with divers other brave gen- 
tlemen, aboat I oo horfe, came fnie the camp lying at Kd. 
lie, leaving the lord Elcho behind them, and came to Aber- 
deen through the Links ; and following in another com- 
pany there came in Sir George Gordon cider of Gight, 
John Gordon his brother german, and Sir John Gordon 
of Haddo. They flayed in Aberdeen while Wednefday 
the 15th of May, that they wre fcnt fouth to Edinbnrghy 
with a troop of horfc ; liltewife was fcnt with him the good- 
man of Mill of Kellic's two fons, called John and Alexan- 
der Gordons, Chalmers, fon to Alexander Chal- 
mers of Drj'mnefa, John Logic and Dalgardno. 

Upon Tuefday the 14th of May the provincial aJIcmblu 
fits down in Aberdeen, being prorc^ate to this day, as ye 
heard before. The parfon of Belhelvie being lafl modera- 
tor, as the cuftom is, preached this day. The marquis of 
Argylc, the earl of Kinghnm, with the reft, were there* 
whilk made up a fair auditory. After fermon the breth- 
ren conveened, and with them the marquis of Argylc, 
Mr. Andrew Cant is chofen moderator to the next provin- 
cial aflembly. The faid marquis had his own inflru^tiong, 
no doubt, to give to this province before the coming of the 
next General AfTembly j and withal he began to regret the 
coldnefs of (bme of the miniAry, who would not boldly ilk 
man out of his own puljMt declare the odioufnefs of this re- 
bellion of the Gordons, and what danger, ftiame, and !€«■- 
row might follow thereupon ; whilk if ilk minlllcr within 
his parifti had powerfully declared, it might have been a 
mean to have IVald many from rifing in fnch a defperate bu- 
finefs i bnt withal he faid, it was to be feared there was 
fome of themfelves difaffefted to this good caufe, and not 
fo found as appertained. For remedy whereof he deiired 
the moderator to voice out (2 of their brethren to fit with 
him and the reft of the nobility at their committee after- 
noon, and they to receive fome order therefrae*, whereof one 
article was, that Mr. Andrew Cant, now moderator, Ihould 
this fame afternoon lake oaths of the hail moderators and 
Suoiflers within the dlocefe, in ample fonn } that they were 
Ibaadly 
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foundiy affefted to the good caufg, according to the tenor 
of the covenant. 2d, That ilk moderator fhould take the 
oaths of fuch miii'iflcrs as were abfent within his prelby- 
tcry. 3d, That ilk m'lnifler, npon his fworn oath, in all 
hafte (hall condcfcend and give up a roll, under his i'ub- 
ftription, of the maligriaDt minifters within this diocefe, or 
difaffefted minjfters, according to his knowledge, and ilk 
minifter within his own pirilh to declare, fiklike, the mallg 
nant perfons who ate lalcks by roll within his parifh. 4th, 
Ilk minifter to give up Id roll the names of fuch perfons as 
rofc'with the Gordons, s*^'' That iik minifter Ihonld 
gjve tip in roll the names of the heritors and freehold- ■ 
ersi and alfo of the papifts within his parlfli, with a teftifi- 
cue that the aft made thereanent before written was pub- 
licly read at their kirks, according to the defire thereof; 
and ilkminiAer before they dilToive deliver to the faids 12 
tmnifters, called a fub-committce, his own roll, fubfcribed 
with his hand, to (he effeft that they (hould bring thefc 
rolls Vith them to TnrrifFth^ ifilh day of May. Thir or- 
ders bred both fear and falhery to the brethren of this af- 
Tembly, but no rdmead ; ilk minifler began to cenfure his 
caTifliioners upon the points aforefaid, made up and fub- 
fcribed their ro^ls, and delivered them to the fub-comm'it- 
tee of 1 2 minifters forefaid, to the efFeft above fpeciSed, up- 
on W'ednefday the 1 5th of May afternoon, that they might 
keepTurriiF} and fo this afTembly diUblved this famen day. 
But remember they gave up the names of all excommuni- 
cate papifts within their pariihcs alfo in their faid rolls. 

Upon Tnefday the i4tb of May, the two cartows -were 
brought about frae Montrofe to Aberdeen by fea, but their 
ivhecls were hacked and hewn by the Gordons, as ye have 
heard. Therfe came alfo two other iron cart pieces to the 
Ihofe, where they were all laid on (carried by three boats a- 
bont) and that fame day there came to Aberdeen out of ■ 
one of the parliament's {hips lying in the road, Hx filhcr 
boats loaded with mulkets, powder, ball, and match, and 
Ilk boat had 180 mufkets within her, with their materials. 
Thir wares were fent afhore in one of our fi/her boats to 
the marquis of Argylc, out of the (hjp, who had order from 
the faid parliament of England fo to do. Tblr mufltets 
were received and put up inhoufestobe kept. 

Vol. 11, R Thi» 
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This fame TusIHay and 1 4th of May the laird of Dnim 
direfted a rate of mulketecrs to Mr. William Lumfden'a 
iioufe in Old Aberdeen, hiinfclf and his wife both being ex- 
communicate papifts. They fed upon her expcnces, be- 
taufc her hufband was quietly at home, and efcaped, U- 
pon the morn fhe was compelled ro give 400 merks to be 
quit of thir foldiers, for a proteftion to favc her houfe un- 
plundered, and her tenants undiftrefTed, fubfcrifaed by the 
*arlof Kinghorn; beJides they plundered out of the houfe 
fome guns, fwords, and other things, and a riding nag or 
a warfc nag out of the ftable. 

Upon Wednefday the 15th of May the marquis of Ar- 
gylc, the earl Marilchal, the earl of Kinghorn, the viC- 
count of Arbuthnot, the lord Gordon, and the lord Bur- 
leigh came riding through the Oldtown about ji hours, 
with found of two trumpets, about 200 horfe, and fct 
themlelves for Turriff", to keep their meeting the i6th <rf 
May ; but the day before, thJr nobles came over and vi- 
iited our Oldtown College about 6 hours at even, fycc 
returned back to New Aberdeen again. So they came 
from Aberdeen as aforefaid, and upon Thurfday the 16th 
. day of May the Marquis of Argyle, the earls of Marifchal 
and Kiughom, the vifcount of Arbuthnot, the lord Gor- 
don, and tiie lord Burleigh came to Turriff. The lord 
Elcho came from the leagure lying at Gight and Kellie, 
to this meeting j and fiklike the earl of Findlater, the v'lt- 
tount of Frendtaught, the lords of Forbes, Frafcr, and 
Banff, witli many "barons, heritors and freeholders within 
the fliircs of Aberdeen and Banff. There came alfo out of 
the (hire of Murray the laird of Innea, the laird of Grant, 
the (heriffof Murray, and diverfe other gentlemen. They 
meet altijgciher upon the Inch of Turriff, and were efti. 
mate about 700 horfe and '300 foot. They had ten co- 
lours, ten drums, 6 trumpeters, with brave captains and 
commanders, and well armed foldiers. The names -of all 
the freeholders of the (hires of Aberdeen and Banff arc 
tali^J by the flierlff clerk of Aberdeen; Mr. Patrick ChaU 
muvs, off of the rolls. The burghs fent their commiffion- 
crs v.hllk were within the tv/o fl'.ircs; the names of the 
sbfer.ts v.-creprcfently noted i th; codcraiors and mioiftera 
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•f the diocde of Aberdeen were called, and there ctSmpear^ 
ed the I3 minifters of the fub-comiriirtee, and in their rolls 
produced the names of ail excommunicate papifts, dil'afFeft- 
ed minifters, all malignant laicks, the names of fic perfona 
as rofe with the Gordons, the names of all heritors and 
freeholders. Now ilk minifter had given up under his 
hand the names of fic perfons as is abovewrittcn, and iik 
prcibytcry had given up under their hand the names of tlrc 
difafFefled miniftry within their pretbytery, and deiiTCred 
the fame to the fub-committec fdrefaid, to produce in their 
names, whilk held in their travels frae coming to TurrifF to 
- the meeting. Thir rolls being produced, and all arcn call- 
ed, and the abfents noted, then they went to mufier their 
men upon the forefaid inch, eftimate to abo'Jt 2000 horte 
and foot, as f^d is, which came out of the /hires of Aber- 
deen -and Banff allenarly. After mufter they were all 
charged by found of trumpet not to depart out of TurrifT' 
while upon the mom, that they recerred their orders, whilk 
being come they mufter again -, then the marquis of Ar- 
gyle, in name of the public, gave them all thanks openly 
for this thdr obedient meeting out of the three Ihires of 
BaniF, Aberdeen, and Murray, warning withal thofe of the 
two former (hires Co be at a committee to be holden in Aber- 
deen upon the 24th of May, for taking order with the horft- 
.mep, footmen, and arms 'to be levied, loan money, levy 
money, and other taxations. He declared likewife that 
there was a general mufter of the fliires of Aberdeen, BaDll> 
and Mcarns, to be kept the 4th of June next within the 
Links of Aberdeen, and charged them all to be there ; but " 
few compeared or none at all that day. So upon Friday 
the 1 7th of May, afternoon, this meeting dilTolvcd at Tar- 
liiF, and the marquis of Argyle fent Tome troops of horfi: 
to Elgin, charging them to arreft the boats on their coafts, 
that 00 boats ftiould go to fea whUe his further pleafure, 
fearing the marquis fhould flee by fea, as he did indeed. 
In the meantime he came frae TurrifF to Ctillen of Boyni, 
where he fupped with the earl of Findlater, his coufia ger- 
mao, upon Saturday the i8th of May, where I will leave 
him while hereafter. 

The marquis of Huntly lying quietly at this rime at Auch- 
iadbwn> and having his own intelligcDce how all matt^ 
R 2 
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fad at Turriff he takes ocCajGon, and fhortly leasts At 
flrength, and quietly conveys himftlf to the Bog of Gight, 
>iaTiDg in his company James Gordon of Lctterfurrie^ 
John Gortion Ton to John .Gordon of Auchmunziel, and 
John Gordon aliac John of Berwick, and takes out of this 
place fume trunks of gold and fuver, whereof he had 
fjemy, and fome coflly rich apparel ; thereafter fends the 
ieys to his fon the lord Gordon, with his ftately faddlc 
horfcs, fync rides the water of Spey, beine clad in coat 
and trews, wiih a black bonnet on his head. He cornea 
to Siherhill, where one Alexander Gordon dwelt; takes' 
a ileep ; dircfted the faid James Gordon and John of Ber- 
wick with his tnioks to CowHe, itnd provide a. boar^ 
where they found a Catthnefs boat by chance, fhips the 
trunks, and takes the fea fhortly, and lands in Caiihaelsy 
leaving ihf marquis behind them, to hit own hazard, with 
John Gordon of Auchmunziell's foa only with hinu H^ 
leaves looo dollars with this Alexander Gordixi in hia 
keeping, becaufe he could not get them carried, whilk he 
thereafter revealed, and delivered to the lord Gordon, 
and by mgyan of James Gordon, fomerime his fcrvitor, 

f^ets a boat quickly at Cowfie, fhips and lands in Suthei- 
and himfdf, John Gordon and the faid James Gordon. 
The boat returns with the faid James, and he goes to his 
own honfe. The marquis with his man fpiers for an ale- 
houfe, calls for a drink, and fends for ' ■ ■ ' Gordon of 
Syddra, dwelling hard belide } he comes and lodged him 
in his honfe hard b^de all night. Upon the morn he with 
his man rides to CaJthnefs, Aays with his coufin gtrman 
Francis Sinclair that night, meets with James Gordon of 
Letlerfurriei and gave him no thanks for leaving of him 
hehmd} takes order with his tmpks, and difmilTes hlqi 
home, and himfelf with his man upon the mc»'n horfes an j 
. to Strathnaver goes he by fea, where he remained fore a- 
gainfthis will, while the 4th of Oftober 1645. Thir ca- 
lamities he did patiently fuiTer for his loyalty to his mafter 
the king. 

■ Ye heard on the other fide, how the marquis of Argyle 
came to CuUen upoa Sunday. He would not bide after 
jupper to taia^ t, bed, but lode all night, and caiac to the 
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lalcd of Innes* houfe in Elgint where he lodged, and heard' I 
devotion upon the morn being Sunday. The provincial at 
fembly happened at this very time to fit down in Elgin, 
which Argyle carefully attended, and gave the brethren 
fucli inftruftions to attend the enfiilng general aflembly, as 
he did ac our provincial affembly here in Aberdeen ; but 
hearing of the marquis of Huntl/s efcape in an open fiflier 
boat, he was highly odended, Tent fliortly tor the boatmao, 
James Gordon in Kincdder, and the faid Alexander Gor- 
dtm in Salterhill, and before the committee in Elgin they 
are fevercly fwom and examined ancnt the convc^ng a- 
way of the faid marquis. They all confefled the verity of 
his embarking and landing, and who were with Mm j they 
were all called evil countrymen, and fo Ictten go ; but the 
faid Alexander Gordon is ordained to compear before the 
committee at Aberdeen the 24th of May, and bring the 
1000 dollars with KimfWhilk he did, and had orders todc- 
Uver the dollars to the lord Gordon, and fo was letten go. 

In the mean time Argyle bides in Elgin three days, and 
fliortly djrefts the Irifli regiment to take in Auchindown, 
there to remain, where jhey had Aore of prorifion, meat 
and drint enough in great plenty ; fyne leaves Elgin,, 
and returns back to Aberdeen, upon the 24th of May,. 
where the faid Alexander Gordon was ordered, as ye have, 
heard. 

A little before this time there was fcen in the town of 
Gellen, pertaining to the earl Marlfchal, within the parilh 
of Strachan, a fearful unnatural fire whilk kindled of itielf^ 
and burnt the big^ng of this town only. When the people 
faw this fire, they ran to quench and ftampit out, but when 
it was quenched in one part, it brake out in another part. 
It burnt up a byre with nolt and oxen, none knowing from 
whence it came. It feemed to be a prognortick of a far 
greater fire raifed on this earl's lands, as ye (hall hear here- 
after. 

Tc heard before how the pfaces of Gight and Kellie were' 
rendered. There was fome bigging burnt to the tenants 
aboutKellie, becaufe the laird for his own defence had burnt 
up fome qf his barns and byres ; Ke had fix children within 
the place, which when it was rendered were all put to the 
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gate, &fe ibi loDnd. Friqids took three of tbena, and iW 
other three Were fent into Old Aberdeen for learning at the 
Ichools, but had not t penny of thdr father's eftatebeAow 
cA npon them ; but uiii lawlefs foldlers lived wealthily 
' upon their father's means, and there, and ia the place c^ 
Gight alfo, they deflroyed dp all, as ye have before, and 
during their refideace at thir two places they fat not idle^ 
but plundered them both { and firfl they took ont the' 
{lately infight and plenifhing, fie as bedding, papery, veOels^ 
cauldrons, chandlers, hrc veflels, whcreofthere was plenty* 
kills, coffcfs, cabinets, trunks, and all other plenifhing and 
armour (whereof there was plenty in both thir houfes) 
whilk they could get carried on horfe or foot, and was t^ 
ken away ibuth, together with the hull horfe, marm, oxeq*. 
nolt, kine. and fhcep, whilk were upon the faid maios oB 
' Haddo and Gight, and not a fpur-footcd beall left that 
(hey could get. When thir commodities were plundered 
and fpc^lzied, then they be^n to work upon the timber 
work whilk was fixed ; and there they cruelly broke down 
the wainfcot, boards, beds, ambries, timber walla, ceilings 
teom gruels, and the like, and made Bk of all. f bey^ 
took out the iron yctts, iron Henchions of the vrindQws> 
broke down the glazed windows, and left neither yett, door 
ilior window unbroken dowDj and in effect left them defo- 
late before they re^^oved^ 

Yc beard before of the meeting at TuirifF, aad of the 
rolls given up by the fub-c(»nmittec of the minlflry of a^ 
excommunicate papifls, difaffefted miniflers and malignant ' 
]k\ks. Order was given at Turriff to James Douglas macer 
in Eduibnrgh, attending this lervice, to fiimmon thir pcr^ 
fonS) and the marquis of Hautly, the laird of' Drum 
his brother, and. their remanent followers, at the mercat 
crofs of Aberdeen, to compear before the (aid committee, 
to be holden there the 24th of May, to aofwer to fie pointy 
as were coDtained in his letters, dated at Turriff, which the 
faid James Douglas ufed at the faid mercat crofs of Aber- 
deen upod the 22d of May, which was thought over Jhort 
and fummary a charge. 

Now Willie Scton of Shethin and WiDiam Imies of 

Tlbbcrtie, as followers of the marquis of Huntly, had both 

■* their 
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thdr boofes pitifully plundered, and thdr greand fpoUzied,- 
notb'iDg left them ; and Tibbenie's mill burnt l^ fiic mat 
terfiilly by the fbldiers of the faid army. 

Word came here of a great overthrow ^ven to our 
Scotfmea lying at Morpeth by the king's forces. That tha 
earl of Calendar was lying at Dunfe with about 4000 
men, attending the making of an army of j6,ooo foot and 
2000 horfe, wlulk was lining diligently through all Scot- 
land, to be a recruit to general Lcfiy's army, now lying at 
York, to whom came the earl of .Fairfax wi[h 3000 boife 
and foot, whilk betwixt them made op a Ilrong army, with 
help of the earlof Manchelleragainftour royal kingj wlull( ' 
was foughten, prince Rupert routed, and York taken. 

Upon the 24th of May there was a committee holden 
in the tolbootb of Aberdeen by the earl of Kinghorn, the 
lord Forbes, the lord Burleigh, the lord Elcho, the lord 
i'rafer, the lurd of Drum elder, and fundry other baronf. 
They caufed call in the forenooo the rolls of the excom- 
municate papifls, and fuch (^ the marquis' friends as 
were at the plundering of the towns of fianlf and Moa- 
troie, as yc heard before, and all fnch perfons as role 
and alSAed the faid marquis of Huntly, all fuch perlbns 
as were nonfubfcnbaBts, and difaHe Aed to the good caufe i 
fnch as fubfcribedj'and yet were difafiefted^ and laflly 
fucb as were mallgnaat, or realbned or fpoke any thing 
privately or publii^ i^aiofi this good catffe. Theie fix 
Ibrts of people were giVeo up, with the difaifeAed miiu- 
fiers, fbroiighout the pariihea and prefbyteries of Aber- 
dfwa aad Banff, by the mlniflera themfelves at Tur- 
riff| ^ y^ bave heard ; and at Aberdeen thir rolls were 
called. As this was -in doing, the marquis of Argyle 
lights apd comes to the tolbooth, where the ablents wfre 
BOtcd, and fuch as were piefent ordained to compear the 
morn at B hours. The ports are ftraitty watched night 
and day ; all men had entry, but none wan out without a 
f^s. Upon Saturday the 25tii of May ilk perfon com- - 
peared, and was compelled to ^ve bond under the pain of 
500a pounds, to compear before the next parliament, and 
there to (wderly the law for thdr tranfpreffions and for fie j 
u vu to be laid to their charges, aai in the mean time ta 

keep / 
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keep the king's peace -, and to this efRfl they fet caat'ion 
by bond. Such as might get caution, obeyed and wan 
home ; others who could cot get caution were ^parded ia 
the tolbOoth <rf Aberdeen. Sunday they heard dcTotioa ; 
MoA<lay the 27th of May the earl Marifchal came in frac 
Dunnotter to this committee ; Tnefday they are made bur- 
geiTes of Aberdeen, fuch as the marquis of Argyle, the 
lord Burleigh, the lord Elcho, and got the wine hoeraUy ; 
"Wednefday the apth of May the town of Aberdeen were 
warned in the provod and baitlies name, by tuck of drum,- 
to conveen in the Gray-friar kirk of Aberdeen, where 
the /amen day provoft Patrick LeQy made a fpeech in pre-- 
ftnce of them all j firft, purging himfelf by his great oathr, 
that he was fafe and free of any delation of his neigh- 
bours, their wealth, or afFefHon to the marquis of Argyle 
or any other ; but what was done or delated was by the 
envy and malice of the neighbours amongft themfelves. 
'ad, He declared the marqnis of Argyle his good opinioa he 
conceived of the people of Aberdeen, taking them to be 
worfc exponed than they were indeed. 3d, He told the 
marquis was to nfe no rigorous dealing againft Aberdeen, 
but that they ftiould bear a like burden with the reft of the 
burrows, according to their ftrength, and no otherwife, 
and conform to the judgment of the next enfuing parlk- 
menc, whilk they fliould fee j and becauft the burgh of 
Dundee had advanced 1000 pounds fteriing in this expe- 
dition, it was great realbn t:^e town of Aberdeen Ihonld 
advance as meikle upon bond. That if the eflates carried 
this caufe, they (hould be paid with annuals j ifotherwile, 
they (hould get ho payment ; yea and beiides they would 
be forced to lend 1 0,000 pounds fterling upon the like fort 
"of bond. This fpeech endpS, the Dean of Guild with the 
burgeRes of guild went to confultation privately amongft 
(hemfelves, and prefcntly condefcended to lend and ad- 
vance 1000 pounds fterling, for the whilk ilk man, free 
and unfree, was foundly taxed. 

Now divers troops arc daily coming frac the army lying 
at Kellie and Gight ; the earl Marifchal and .earl of King- 
horn's regjmeats were difbanded, and it was appotfated that 
the marquis t)f Argylc's regiment of Argyle highlandmcir ■ 
Qiooldi 
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fcould be /till ia Birle, Cromar, and bouads thereabout; 
Hie lord Elcho's rcgimeni of Fife flioold ly ftill in Nefr A- 
bcrdeen, confifling of about 700 foot, with a troop of Ar- 
gyle's horfcmea, and that the Iiilh re^neot ihould alfb 
dUband. 

About this time and month of May the earl of Lothian 
came to Edinburgh from England, where he was warded, 
tls ye may fee before. He gat liberty by exchange of ano- 
ther lord of ^e king's, who was taken prifoaer by the par- 
liatneat of England, 

, Ye heard before how the laird of Gight, the laird of 
Haddo, John and Alexander Gordons, fons to Gor- 
don at Mill of KelJie, ■ Chalmers, fon to Chalmers of 

PrymoeTs, John Logie and Dalgardno were brought ' 

into Aberdeen. Now it is faid the laird of Haddo and the 
JafFrays draak together by mediation of fome friends, and 
that they had paA from their part of his fine ; but [be truth 
V> there was nofuch agreement between them. Thereafter 
upon the 15th of May they were traofported from Aber- 
deen with a guard to Edinburgh, and there warded moQ 
fliamefully in the tolbooth, and ftraitly kept, to their great 
grief and difpleafure j where I will leave them a-iiongft 
thdr enemies hands, abiding trials while hereafter. 

The horfc troops now daily are coining frae the camp to 
both Abcrdcens, leaving the foot army behind them at 
Kollie and Gight, who aJfo came upon Thurfday the 30th 
pf May from thefe bounds, and quartered that night upon 
the laird of BaJgownie's bounds, called Thomas Menzies, 
» papift, and out of the country for his religion. There 
they lay that night (while the earl of Kinghora's rcglmetrt 
was removed out of Abprdeen, that they might get their 
room) plundering the ground and defiroying the green 
growing timber, and corns, at their pleafure. Upon Fri- 
day the laft of May they marched into Aberdeen, and were 
quartered there and in Old Aberdeen. Alfu there was - 
Jlaiathotfamendaybyfomeof&lnghorn's regiment, a man 
cillcd John Martin, a Jax-fi(her on Dee, and fer-ritor to Mr. 
M^uhew Lumfden, and another hurtj for the whilk the 
s^alefaiftors were apprehended at the earl of Klnghoni'a 
foaunandj and wartkd in the tolbQ.ot!} pf Aberdeen, but 
itfterwards 
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afterwardfl wan free ; and he and his regiment remoTed out 
of Aberdeen npon Saturday the lA of June, after the town 
gat good payment for their quarters ; and in their places 
came in the lord Eicho's regiment, confifting of about 700 
foot, and an horfc troop of the marquis of Argyle's, con- 
fifVingof 60 men, who were ordered to ly in Aberdeen upon 
all hazard, in cale of rifmg again In this country, whilk did 
Ettlc good, bat wrecked the town of Aberdeen with their 
qaartering. Sic men as were put into the place oi Drum 
pertained to the earl of Lothian and ialid of litre's regiment i 
they were removed, and as many of the lord Eicho's reg. 
ment were put in thdr places, at this time, to keep that 
houfe, 

Ye heard how the committees were daily holding in A- 
bcrdeen. They are curious to try every man's eflate, and 
being fully informed of their means and wealth both in 
burgh and land, then they were fummoned to compear be- 
fore their committee in Aberdeen, where the marqois of 
Argyle daily far in the tolbooth with the reft, and there 
they defircd of ilk man fuch a certain fum as they knew 
they might lift or advance to the cflates, upon band of re- 
payment again, whilk if the people difobey, they were en- 
adled for the famen ; and if they difobeyed, no more but 
fending out parties to plunder them, at Icaft to put them to 
the horn. Thus miniJlers nor laicks were not fparcd, that 
had any money; and fuch as were not afled before the 
committee were urged in Aberdeen to fubfcribc a band, 
called a hiindband, where ilk man was obliged to lend the 
eflatcs (ic a fum hlatii, the term of payment blatii, other- 
wife to became cautioners for the eflates to any other man 
who had money (if they wanted money of their own to lend) 
for fic a fumi/oni, the term of payment blani, and the eflates 
to be obliged to relieve them of their cautioory. Thus 
fuch as had monies were forced to 'lend the fame, without 
hope ever to get repayment back again, andfuch as had no 
monies upon bank, yet refponfal and powerful befide, ia 
compelled to become cautioner for the eliates to fic as 
■ had monies ; and yet they knew not how much tbey were 
cautioners for, nor to whom they were obliged, nor what 
was the term of paymeot } by which means the king's ful>- 

jcft* 
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jefts were brought under fuch conditions that they knew 
not what to do nor how to live, feeing their means were 
daily taken frac them, whilk they had made fore travel for, 
to the impoverifliing of themfclves, their wives and bairns, 
and neither covenanter nor a nti- covenanter, minifter nor 
countryman, were fpared ; whilk doubtlefs was the juft 
judgment of God for beginning fic a covenant with opca 
rebellion aga'mll fo good and gracious a king ; and furely 
there was many covenanters wiftied it had not been begun, 
and grievoufly murmured againft their proceedings } but 
they durft not fpeak uor yet complain. 

There were many, afts made at this cornmittee, before 
Argyle departed, amongft which it was enaftcd, that he 
Ihould have 1 8,000 merks for jnbringing of the marquis of 
Huatly to the eflatcs quick or dead, and as meikle for in- 
brioglug the laird of Drum, and fuch other fums for his 
brother young Gight, Nathaniel Gordon, and divers other 
perfons who followed the faid marquis. 

Thir things done, the marquis of Argyle upon Friday the 
Un of May took his leave of Aberdeen, where al! this time 
he was lodged in provoft Patrick Lcfly's houfe, moft ho- 
nourably, and when he went to horfe was convoyed with 
DObies, barons, burgelTes, bare-headed for the moil parr, 
Co highly was he exalted in thlr days, little inferior to a. 
king, who promifed to return back to Aberdeen, to the 
great committee to be holden the 24th of July. He went 
that night toDunnotter, leaving orders behind him for hold- 
ing of committees for iogathering of men, money, horfes, 
and viiEtuals, to be fent to our army in England, Co that fic 
viftual as was left unpbndered, eaten and deiVroyed, was ■ 
(hipped here and there through all the north parts, fo that 
neither covenanter nor anti-covenanters girnels were fpar- 
ed, but the covenanters had condidon of payment from the 
genera! comminiry, Jchn Denham, of eight merks for the 
bol!, whereas they ktft up their viftual, looking for ten 
pound the boll frac the country people. The juit judg- 
ment of God upon the covenanters ! 

About this time the lord Banff and mafter of .BnniPs 
grounds were plnnd'-Tcd, and the mafter (his father being 
i.T Edinburgh) unhappily hurt a lerjcant, who was wrong- 

'ouHy 
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Qufly plnndcrlng his father's bounds, whereDpon fofloved 
that his houfe of Raictie was pitifully plundered and abufed, 
and his ^rnels broken up, and viftual deftroyed. The 
inaner himfclf fled, and durft not be fecn in .the coiiutiy, 
whilk no doubt was grievous to bis father, now fummon- 
ed over to the parliament and attending the fame, and fee* 
ing his houfc and grounS fore oppreA. This, was dbne by 
foldiecs of the Irim rejpment. 

Our foverelgn lord's feflion fat not doWn in Edinburgh 
npon the Erft of June ; but in refpeA of thir troubles wai 
coUiDued to the iirft of November, whereby the king'4 
lieges were fruftrated of juflice in this fcflion j yet inferior 
courts fat daily after the old maaner, and b'egan the iirft 
of June. 

Te heard before of the incoming of the foot army frae 

■ Cight and Kellie, having both the houfes w<:1t' manned for 
keeping of the fame. They came in with flying colours, 
trumpeters and dnims, in good order j witli th*^ ammuni- 
tion, cart pieces, and other arnls, but there was no can- 
cons ) both bu^h and land was plagued to furoifh theni 
baggage horfe, from the aforefald bounds to Aberdeen, 
ana from that South. 

Now the trifh regiment pertaining to the earl of Lothian 
and Laird c^ Lares, refotves to come to Aberileen, to plun- 
der the famen, unlefs they got good payment of their 
wages, proiliifcd to them before they came out of Ireland, 
atwlthat whether the Fife regiment lying iii AlSerdeen 
\^ould 6r not. This regiment, by direi^ion, had been at 
Banff, Turriff, Auchindown, and other parts in the coun- 
try, and now was come to Drum. The town of Aber- 
deen, hearing of this refoluiion of this rafcal mercilefs xc. 
gimcnt, went Ihorrly and condefccndcd amongfl themfclves 
to lift 20,000 pounds, to lend the famen to the provoft, bail- 
lies, and town of Aberdeen's treafurer, who by their band, 

■ in name of the cftates, became obliged to repay, back again 
the faid fum to the town of Aberdeen, to be divided amongfl 
them ilk ane for their own part._ This band being made, 
and the money lifted, the fame was delivered to Mr. Ro- 
bert Farquhar, to be diflribute to them according to his or- 
der, and firfl he pftycd to the Irift; regiment, new lying at 
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Dram, upon the 3d day of June, being about 800 brave 
footmen, befide their commanders, 4000 merks ; after re- 
ceipt whereof, rhey took the highgate fouth frae Drum. Bf 
and artour the coontry and town furniflied horfe to carry 
thdr baggage, which came by lea to Aberdeen, and fent 
their wives out of Old Aberdeen, who had lyen here fince 

the day of March, to overtake them at Fettercairn ; 

;ind fo Aberdeen was well quit of this regiment with the 
reft, fuppole upon their own cxpences, and no regiment 
was left, except the lord Elcho's re^jnent of Fifemen in 
Aberdeen, and a re^ment of Argyie's highlandmen called 
the Ckanfirj, who lay in Birlc, Cromar, Glentanner^ 
Glenmuck, Abcrgeldie, Aboyne, and other places about, 
where indeed they cleanfed all frae their coming there, 

which was upon the day of May, till the firfl: of 

July tliae they departed, leaving only behind them a cap- 
tain with 80 foldiera. This regiment of Argyie's mea 
was counted 800 footmen, with thar commanders ; they 
neither fpared covenanter nor anti-coveoanter, minifter nor 
iaick. The haill country people fled that could flee, and 
left their hqules defolate. They plundered and fpoilzied 
the hoiife of Aboyne and houfe of Abcrgeldie, with their 
ground j they fpcnlzied and plundered the haill Birfe, Cro^ 
- mar, Glentanner, Glenmuick, and left neither horfe, iheep, 
oolt, ky, nor four-footed beaft in all thefe brave countries, 
nor vifluals, corn, goods, or gear, that they might lay their 
'hands upon i and feeing they could not live longer in thefe 
harried bounds, they got orders and regioved home over a- 
gain upon the forefaid firft of July, leaving only one of the 
captains with 80 men. But this vengeance which fell on 
thir countries, updn the covenanters and minifVers, wag 
doubtlefs the jufl judgment of God for beginning fie a play 
againft thdr royal king } for they were compelled to fur- 
nlih out troops and footmen upon their own expences, as 
well as noft-covenanters ; tliey behoved to pay their levy 
money, loan money, taxations, and to lend money to the 
cftates, or become cautioners therefore, by and attour this 
grievous plundering of their goods and gear by mercUefa 
Midlers } whilk doubtlefs thtr covenanters from thdr 
hearts lamented, and fpre repeat:e4 the be^oning of thU 
VoL II. ' • S covenant. 
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coreoant, never looking tohavelulTcred the fmait thereof, 
as they did, till they were all drawn in an hofc<net, frae 
the whilk they could not fiy, nor now dmft fpeak againft 
the fame, nor j^ve any dilbbedicncc, under the pain of phio- 
ileriag. 

Ye heard of the lifting of ao,ooo pounds ont of Aber- 
deen i whereof there was fent to the Irilh rc^ment, lying 
at Drum, icoo dollars or 4000 merks ; and fikllke there 
was paid out thereof to the town's people the qnartering 
of the earl of Kinghorn's foldiers during thdr refidence in 
Aberdeen, and what was over to ly in Mr. Robert Far- 
quhar's hands. Thus Abeideen paid firA iS,ooo merkS) 
i-ud now lent 201O00 pounds (but the Lord fent them good 
payment) and this by and attour the vexation and quarter- 
ing of the marquis of Hnntly's friends and followers, as ye 
have before. 

Ye heard before of orders given out atTuFriif,fora ge- 
neral muflcr to be hotden in the Dnks of Aberdeen upon 
the 4th of June, out of the ihJrcs of Banff, Aberdeen, Kin- 
cardine, or Mearns ; but this day was (lightly keeped, and 
very few conveened. The caufe of this convention was 
faid to be for making up the earl Marifchal's and lord Gor- 
don's regiments compJeat. 

Great preparations fouth and north for railing a recrmt 
lo general Lefly's army in England, and that the earl of 
Calendar was lying at Kelfo with 4000 men, intending there 
tocoUeft an army of 16,000 foot and 2000 horie, to march 
into England, whilk with Lefly's army would be about 
40,000 men i for rigging of whilk this poor country was 
cruelly oppreft. Others reported that his army was devit 
?d to take in Newtaftle, and not to be a recruit. 

Upon the day of June, the general aflembly Hat 

down in Edinburgh. Mr. James Bonner, mioifter of May- 
"bole in Galloway, is chofen moderator. No commtlHioncr 
comes frae the king. They not the lefs go on ; the mini- 
ftry of the {hires of Aberdeen, Banff, Murray, Nairn, and 
Invernefs, had orders to prelent brfore this aflembly id 
write all the names of fuch perfons as rofe with and aSill- 
cd the marquis of Huntly, ilk miuifter within his own pa- 
rochin j whilk they did. Whereupon an aft of the Ge- 
neral Aflembly was made, ordaining Uk miniAer, within 
' bit 
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his o*n parifh, to caufe thir perfonsto make public re* 
pencance upon the flool for this their riling with the laid 
marquis, or otherwife co excommunicate them for their 
dFToiJedieoce j' and this to be done both in burgh and land. 
There were divers other afts, and an aiTembly indifl:ed ta 
be holdeii at Edinburgh tlie lart Thurfday of May 1645, 
and {6 iMflblved ; but thir afls got no obedience, 

Upon the flrflTuefday of the month of June, being the 
4th day, our parliament fat down in Edinburgh, wanting 
the king or his riceroy, as depending from the lafl parlia- 
ment in anno. 1641. The earl of Lauderdale is chofen 
prefideot of this parliament. Sundry Aberdeen's mea 
were called, fuch as Mr. Alexander Davidfon, Mr. Alcx.- 
ander Reid, Mr. Patrick Chalmers, Mr. John Chalmers, 
Thomas Nicolfon, Richard Alexander, George Gordon, 
George Morifon, and divers others. But they were all 
ord^oed by parliament, with fucK as had fet caution, to 
compear before the parliament, that they ihould anfwet 
before the committee at Aberdeen the nth of July next, 
there to abide trial and eenfure. But this committee was 
adjourned to the 25th of July, for caufes moving the par- 
liament, by proclamation at the Crofs of Aberdeen ; and 
' that fame day John Denham, general commiflitry to thff 
colleflions, rode fouth to Edinburgh in hafie. 

Old Aberdeen, with certain heritors lying about the' 
feme, is ordered to furnifli out an horfeman and arms, call- 
ed a treoper, to the lord Gordon, and the baillies ordained 
to pay for the town's part of the faid trooper, 52 pound of 
thereby ; and to coUeft off the heritors of cornfield lands 
iyiajt about, the fura of — — — — making: 
up in the haill 186 pounds, thirteen (hillings and four pen- 
nies, and to pay the fame, under the pain of plundering ; 
and to that effeft upon the 8th of June, quartered on the 
poor town a troc^ of horfemen, while the monies were 
paid. The Oldcown baillies tax*;d their own town, and' 
advanced the reft oat of their own purfcs, while they col- 
le£Ud the fame, as is formerly faid, and fo this troop was' 
fliortly removed. 
None were fpared, and who r«firfed thir orders no- 
3 2 tfaing 
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thlDf; fcut fendiog out of parties upon them to live h^om 
their rents and goods, without authority or law from ttie 
king. 

Aboot this time there went out of the lord Ekho'a rcp- 
iticnt lying in Aberdeen, an horfe troop coDfiQing of (Jo 
horfc, and do foot mutVEteers, down to Haddo and Gight, 
lining there, and in the country about, idle, without do- 
ing of any good fervice, and fparcd not to take their meati 
££ well from corenanKr as n on- covenanter, daily oppret 
iing the king's lieges, and feeding iheir horfes in the plea- 
izDt orchards and yards of the Jaid houfcs. 

Upon Sunday the pth of June, being Whitfunday, an 
imprinted aft of committee after fermon was read out at 
cur kirk-dcor In Old Aberdeen, charging all heritors, fco- 
cre, and gentlemen who had faddle horfes Vith in i6o 
. founds of price, to bring them to the Links of Aberdeen 
the aid of June next, where they ftiould be appraifed by 
indifferent men, and paid for, to fenc the troops within 
this flure. It was alio publiihed through the refl of the 
parifhes within the diocefc. Some compeared, but little 
was done this day. Now in this month of June there is 
divers foot companies and horfe troops fending fouih to 
make np the earl Marifchal's and lord Gordon's regiments, 
and that with great diligence. 

. The. covenanters, as well as non- covenanters, arc com- 
pelled to furnifli out foot and horle, loan money, levy mo- 
ney, taxations, lending of money, fubfcribing of the blind 
band, and fo .forth, where, if they failed, then parties to be 
lent out to Kvc upon their eflates ; which feemed to be the 
juft judgments of God againfl the Covenanters, be^nners 
of this bargain againfl their royal king, whereof no doubt 
they had great repentance, if they could any wife mend 
it. 

Thcfc was a fight about Morpeth, where divers of onr 
Scots foot foldiers were overcome by the banders, ilrippcd 
out of their deaths and arms, and fent home naked about 
this time; aild in another (kirmilh about York, major 
Bellendine, with about i j foldiers, were killed to general 
Lefly. 

The town of Edinburgh^ for caufes moving them, caoJed 
tranlport 
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traofport elghteoi pieces of caaacHi out of thrCaltie; and: 
plaoted them upon the canfey, in the begtoDing.of Jane, 
at the guard boule, betwixt the Crofs and the Tron. 

Tc heard before how the marq^uis of Argyle jode fouth. 
.It was faid he was the worle thought of> foe mJiCag the 
niarquis of HuQtly ustaken pnfoner. 

UpOB the 15th of Juae, Alexaader Irvine younger of 
.SrHin, Mary Gordoa his lady, Robert Irvine his .brother>. 
Mr. Alexander Irvine fent to John Irvioe of Artamford, 
,aad Robert Irvine town's oflicer, vi'ah two- gentlewomcit 
attending the youQg lady, (iiipped at Fraferlburgh, and to. 
the fca go they ; but thejady was fore troabled with fea- 
itckoefai as the reft was. They unhappily landed in Caith- 
' nefsj within two miles of Wick, . where a committee h^pB. 
j>e[ted to be fitting. They are taken aitd tried by Francis 
Biodair, fon to the earl of Caithocfs, and fecond and third 
/tfluD with this young lady Drum, and all warded together ■ 
ia the caltle of Eeifh, as likewife, he fent word to the generjiV 
committee of eftates and parliam&at, bow fitting at Edinr. 
' "burgh, that he bad taken thir perform prifoners, whereat thft 
ellates were marvellous blysh for getting fuch a rich prey» 
sod gave OTder for their tranfportation, as ye (hall fee here- 
after. But here it is to be wondered at, how uocaturaL 
this Francis Sinclair was, tP go .and take and apprehend 
his blood friend, and her hufband, with his few follower^ 
vho in a manner bad tane {helter and prote^ion of hin 
io his country, in the time of their piufiil dillrds, but ra- 
ther might have advertifed them to have gon? ag^n to lea, 
fad do for themfeives, which unkindly he did not, albeit 
it Itood to the peril of the ggntlemens lives, becaufe he- 
hoped to get-paymeat of 1 8,000 merks for taking of young 
JDnim, 9000 for his brother, 3000 foe Mr. Aletaoder Ir- 
viQe,:tand 1000 mefks for Robert Irvioei as. was promlfed 
by the efUtes. Thus this miferablc mun,. Looking to this 
worldly pelf, forgot his honour 4ad his blood, to the greae 
difcomfbrt and greatgtlefof thii- honourable perfoost as ye 
may fee hereafter. 

It is tcue the lord Forbes received good payment froia 

the eflates, of 3000 pierks, for taking Irvine of Len- 

tark, and warding him in the tolbootli of Aberdeen, where 
S 3 AleKaodec- 
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Atcxander Garden, ftrvltor to the laird of Drum, was dfo 
wnrded, all for one caufe. 

Upon the nth of Jnnc, Lewis Gordon, third ftm to the 
marquis, came frac his filler the lady Haddington to A- 
bcrdeen, and fell in company with- the lord Gordon his 
brother, who made him colonel to his foot company. Now 
diVers companies (rf"horfc and foot are lending fouth under 
riie earJ Marifchal and Lord Gordon's tegtaxats, to com- 
pleat their nombers- 

The town of Edinburgh is now under great fear, and 
"forae cannons takeA out of the caftle, and planted anent (he 
-guardhoufe, as was faid before. 

- Now parties are fetting out daily upon covenanters as 
' -well as non- coven anters, to furnilh out horfe and foot, 
loan money and levy money, arms, and alt other things 
according to the order fet down by the comminee at Aber^ 
'«leen, otherwUc tlrir parties to ly feedn)g upon their eflate^ 
and goods, both night and day i the juA judgments of 
God upon the Covenanters, who' began thlr vexations^ 
and doubtlefs they fore repented it how, though they durft 
not Ihew it. 

Upon Monday the 17th qf June the coUegiaers in Old 
Aberdeen were laiireat, and tne Newtown cotteginers long 
before, whilli ufed not to be laureat wtsle Lammafs ; for 
fear of thir troubles. 

The lord Gordon was ftraitty^charged by the eftates of 
parliament, nor to receive any of fuch in 'his reg^ents as 
were at Banff or Montrole, or any landed gentlemen that 
rofe with the marquis his fathcr> except fach common peo^ 
pie as had no goods to tine. 

Upon Suncky the a3d of June, after (he forenoon Jer»- 
ihon fermon, Mr. WiUiaHi Strachan, minift«r at Old Aber- 
deen, made intimatior\ out of pBl[nt of the excommiuiica- 
don of the earls of Montrofe, Crawford and Nitbfdale, the 
Vifcount of Aboyne, the lord Ecreft and the lord O^lrie^ 
ioT breaking out on our borders inlerving the king, and 
ihat they were all excommunicate by order of the General 
AJTembiy througl} all the kirks of Edinburgh, and that the 
fame was ordained to be iatifliatc throughout all the kirks 
of ScotlaiKl. 

Abow 
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" About the laft of June the earl of Calendar marched for- 
ward from Kclfo with a goodly army both of horfc aod 
foot towards England. Upon the firft of July the Argylc 
(bldjers remoTcd out of Glentannef, Cromar, Bhrfe, and 
the bounds about, which they had altogether fpoUzicd, and 
home they go, except only a captain and 80 men, who alia 
ftionly followed, 

Word came of a great battle fought betwixt prince Ru- 
pert, the carl of Maochefler, and geueral Lefly, and the 
earl of Fairfax, where much blood was (hed, the vilcount 
of Dudbop fore briiHed, whereof he died, and his corps 
brought to Scotland. See hereafter. That York was ren- 
dered to the Englifh, and not to the Scotch, whilk prefag. 
ed a national quarrel betwixt the two nations ; and the 
fame day the battle was fought, being the 2d of July, there 
was heard through all thir parts the ntrife of a cannon /hot, 
^rrible to hear, and whilk was thought no Ihot, but an 
advenifement from God, 39 may well be feen her«iftcr. 

, There came out a printed paper, declaring the caufes of 
a public faft, whilk copied is this : — 

" Caufes of a folemn fall and humiliation, to be kept by 
ordinance of the late General AHembly, upon the firA fab> 
bath of July next in this ioftant year 1 644, and the Thurf- 
day next immediately following. 

*' ift, A not anfwerable, waking to our covenant with 
God; for £rft, former zcaliswanring in the l>eA, and many 
who feemed forward, are now either become neutral, os 
lecret nnderminers, 01 avowed adverlaries and apoflates. 

ad, A great guiltincfs licth on this land, that remporiz- 
- log enemies, efpccially miftiders, are received too fuddenly 
into the corenaut, who mind nothing but their own ends; 
although it kath pleafed the Lord of his free love to multi- 
ply upon this nation unparalleled favours, in the plenty of 
truth and peace, netwithflanding of all the fecret confpira- 
des and open violences of enemies, both within and with* 
out, and that upon fo eafy a rate (in comparifon of our dear 
brethren about us, who are fwimmiag in blood for pur- 
chafing and attaining unto the like, and the fame precious, 
truth and peace) yet fuch. is our mouArous iagraiitudep 

that 
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that the hatll land is ovvrfiowed with a fpcat of fonniHty 
and profanity, u appeareth by our uabeliefi tsanifold oath«^ 
Sabb&th'breaking, oppreflioDB, undeaands, druokenaeGj^ 
and all other forts of f)Dg,.^^ft ihcJaws of Godaadour 
covenant, for the which great wrath is throatened uuL ira^ 
minent, aod we have juft reafoR to fear a daepar dr«agbt 
of that cup, than our brethren or naghbours h&vc taftdjl 
of. 

" 3d} Wc have natter to lupplicate the God of heaveih. 
to blefs and profper all means uled and Inteaded for the 
ellablifhlng and finif^unj; of this work among oar&lves^ 
and advancing thereof in the neighbour kingdoms, fuch a« 
parliaments and aflembltes of divines, and committees fioiq 
them, and arnues already in the fields, and going to ti» 
fields. 

" 4th, Becaufe of the unhappy and lamentable dlriJitv 
between our king aod his kingdoms, begun and fomented 
by dclinqucDts, m^lgnapts, jel'uits, and papiflis, wid aaaaf 
tural countrymen. "We have great reafon to wreftle with , 
God (who has the hearts of kings in his own hand) that be' 
would deliver our king from their company and connfel, 
and (ill his heart with love of reformation, and thou^rs 
of love and peace towards his loyal fubje^s. 

<' 5th, That our gracious Lord will be pleafed to turik 
the Troubles -and commotions not only oi thir three kingr 
d<xn3, but ehewhere, to the accoasplifhing and fnifiUing 
all the defires and wifties of God's faints concerning the 
advancement of the kingdom of the fan of God, aad the uf 
ter ruin of that man of Itn aod his Ungdoms." Sic fabtr. 
« D. Ker." 
This faft was appointed to be kecped tlie £rA Sunday of 
July, and Thurfday thereafter, as ycftave beard. So bett 
ia Old Aberdeen upon the 7th of July we had a faft, en« 
tering the church by 9 hows, and continuing praying and 
preaching while two hours. After fermon, the people 
fiit ftill, hearing reading while Mtemoon's fermon bej^ 
and ended, whilkcontinued till within half an hour to iut^ 
^nthe pFayer bell rang to the evening prayers, and con- 
tinued till 7. Thus was the people wearied with faiting 
and prayigg, uader coiogr of zeal^ whilk' ruhqr appeared 
aplaia 
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ft plain mockery of God. So Thurfday thereafter the like 
was kept here. The king and his pofterity prayed for, the 
queen prayed for, but none prayed to confound the armips 
raifed againft him, bur rather prayed for thdr good fiicccfs. 
Strange to fee fic prayers and fafts ! 

Upon the back of this humiliation, and about the i2tb 
of July, thtrc came word to Aberdeen that general Lefly, 
with the affiftance of the earl of Fairfax and the car! of 
ManchelVer, growing to an army of about 38,000 foot and 
horfe (whereof LeQy had prcft many out of Ydrkihire, ly- 
ing now at the ficge thereof, fore againft their wills) always 
prince Rupert hearing of this, comes with a brave army of 
horfe and foot, nothing inferior to his enemies, to riiifc 
thefiege; and upon Tuefday the ad of July, that day a 
battle was fonghten, as ye have heard. The \iftory with 
neat blood inclined to the parliament's fide, and prince 
Rtipert fearfully, routed, as was declared out of our pnlfnt 
by Mr. William Strachan, faying, the Lord prevented our 
fafHng by giving our army the victory before our humilia- 
tion, and that the army the fame day of our faft was giving 
thanks to God for their viftory. Howfoever it was, it was 
reported that general Lefly was not the occaflon of this 
victory, becanle he fled the battle to Leeds, t8 miles frae 
the army, and none of our Scots army bade, except three 
rcfpments, one under the eari of IJndfay, another under Sir 
David Lefly, and the third under colonel Lumfden, who 
fought it out (loutly. York rendered.to the earls of Fair- 
fax and Mancheller, upon condition that no Scotfman 
ihould enter within the fame, and Sir Thomas Fairfax is 
made governor. There was ftore of money fent out of the 
town to the Scots army, whereby they Ihould have fome 
' content, and depart. Lefly was evil thought of by the 
Englilh for this day's fcrvice, and fome thought they wer« 
now beginning to lightly our Scots, tending to an national 
qttarrcl ; there was much blood on both fides and prifon- 
ers taken] amongfl whom the vifcount of Dudhop was one, 
who died, and his corps was brought about by licence to 
Scotland, to be buried among his honourable anceflors. 

It is faid prince Rupert rebuke'd the carl of Newcaflle, 
then goremor of York, and general King both, in whom 

the 
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the luf^ hai too mach coofideocet foi their flew ferrioe v 
thb iight; and that they were more ffiytn forgathering oT 
near uDjWlly, than for the Liag's hooour. They fezred 
themfclves ; ihipped at Scarborough quietly, with abun- 
dance of moaies, and to Hamburgh go they. Prince tl» 
pert departs hia own ways, and general Lefly retUTDs to 
NcwcaiUe, where the earl of Calendar came alfo, to befiege 
the lame by land, and tea of the parliament's ihips came alu> 
into the river, to be&ege the fame by lea, fb that no mca 
nor provifion Ihould come that way. 

Onr parliament eftablilhes a coaftant committee of eflates 
to Gx in Edinburgh, for ruling of the country, prorogues 
the parliament to the 8th of Janttary 1645, without war- 

jaad of, or commilEooer from the king, and upon the r 

day of July diUblves, whilk had Utten innce the 4th of Jun^ 
as ye have before. 

The committee appointed to be holden at Abcideea the 
Ijth of July, is, by open proclamation at the nurcat 
crofs, prorogued to the 25ch of July next. 

Ye have heard in many places before, how the earl of 
■Montrole was heard with the earl of Argyle, anent fome 
ipeeches alledged fpokcn by Mr. John Stcuart, for the 
whilk he was execute ; how it followed that Argyle in- 
tercepted fome letters which Montrofe had fent to the 
■Jung i how himfelf with the lord Napier, the Uirde of 
Keir and Blackhall, were warded in Edinburgh ; how the 
.lord Sinclair brake up Montrofe' trunks, and carried 
.letters to the eAates ; how he is brought before the com* 
Duttee at Edinburgh; how he was more Uri^ly over- 
watched i he and Napier, Ker and Blackhall, are fummoa- 
ed to the parliament as incendiaries and plotters ; how he 
is counted one of the five incendiaries by aifl of parliameoC) 
how he wiites frae the caltle to the lung, being in Edin- 
burgh, a miilive of aiuch importance ; how lie, Traquair, 
Ketr, and Blackhall, were handled before the parliai^ot ; 
how they are fet at liberty j how they are tmubled as in- 
cendiaries before the parliament, and coatiaued ; how Mon- 
trofe rode to the king, but had no preience ; how he rode a< 
caln to the king j and the intimation of his excommunLcarioo. 
Montrofe by thir deeds, and diverfe othMa, was grievxjuily 
vexed 
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Vexed by Argyle and the eftates, whereof he was the ringi 
leader, and was forced to dee his BUave country to the 
king's majefty for redreTs ) and after he had Ihewn his 
tnind amply to the king, he thought vilely npon tho (kme, 
and found thtr eftates had made the marquis of Huntly flc« 
his native country likcwife, and his halU loyal fubjefts in 
Scotland oppreA jntifully, under the pretext of religitm, 
wMch his majedy maintaiMd, viz. the troe proteftant reli- 
gion, with his jnlt and facred authority } the fundameiHal 
Uws and privileges of parliaments i and the peace and free^ 
dom of the thralled fubjeft ; and confidered, if the mar- 
qtus of Hantly had c<»ne in to the eAates, and joined hit 
power with thdrs, he was likely to lofe his authority 
over this nation. The king having thought upon thir and 
diTers other grounds, made the earl of Montrofe marquis", 
and gives him his letters patent to be lieutenant general of 
Scodand, which gladly was accepted by Montrof^ and 
faithfully profecuted, as in many places hereafter ye may 
fee. The king furntfhes him with about 1500 Irifb«s, 
brought np in Weft Flanders, expert feldiers, with a 
year's pay, amongft whom AtalVcr M'Donald was a valiant 
captain, bom in the illes (who had fled Argyle's tyranny, 
vho had warded fats father and two brethren, and took 
thdr lands and poflefGons from them^ a man refolved to re- 
'venge thir injuries agunA Argyle, if he might, and gladly 
took this occafioB to hazard wth the marquis of Montroft 
la this ferriCe, who was no lefs glad of hts Icrrice sad at 
-flftdnce. This mighty Montrofe having gotten the king's 
patent to go upon the covenanting rebels in Scotland, with 
^re and fword, and either bring them under fubje^ion and 
obedience, or othcrwife deftroy them kII, their lives, lands, 
and'goods ; he, I fay, ^ves order to this Alader M'Do 
nald to Ihip his Ibldiers, and land them in Ardoamnrchaa, 
an Hland belonging to Argyle, and deftroy his country*, and 
promifed to meet him in Scotland, and likewife gave order 
to rius captain of his carriage and travels while they met^ 
bring confident that the kmg had fome good fubjcAs in 
Scotiand. M'Donald takes the fta, and the 8th of July 
lands in the forefaid Ifle of Ardnomurchan, plunders the 
haill goods and gear, Mlla the inbabitanis, and burns 

the 
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tbe haUl coontry, takes ia a ftioDg CAftle, and Diaos'thc 
fame with all provUloa necelTary. 

Thereafter he takea La another ifland and caftle thereof, 
burns, kills aad plunders all. Argyle now in Edinburgh, 
and hearing and knowing of this buliaefe, halUly provides 
fome parliament fhips, and fome of our own Scots Ihips, 
to keep the feas, that he fhould not efcape, and himfelf 
came in by land with an army, that he Ihould not win 
away that gate; but this, wife and valiant M'Donaldj 
hearing of this preparation, ^ves order to keep thir two 
ftrong calllea for his ufe, fyne fuddenly Ihips and lands in 
the IHc of Sky, fafely marches therefrae into Kintail and 
Abertarf, wrote to the committee of Murray then fit- 
ting in Auldearn a charge, with a fiery crofs of timber, 
whereof every pcnm was fcamed and burnt with fire, coio^ 
manding all manner of men within that country to rile 
and follow the king's lieutenant the lord marquis of Moo- 
trole, under the pain of fire and fword. The burgh (^ lo- 
vemefs was under great fear ; but he paA by, and did no 
wrong but took thur meat, and marched into Badenoch. 
The committee of Murray haftily writes- to the committee 
of Aberdeen, and fends the lame fiery crofs to them, whilkL 
they kept; fyne writes to the committee of Edinburgh, 
who lent orders that Murray, Rofs, Caithnefs, and Stither- 
land fliould be in arms, and that proclamation Ihould be 
made at the parilh kirks and mercat crofies witbm the- 
Ihires <^ Aberdeen and Banff, that all manner of men be^ 
twixt 60 and 1 6, borfe and foot, Ihould be in thqr be A arms, 
and at their rendczvouz in Aberdeen, upon the i ith day of 
Auguft, and that the Ihires of Kincardine, El^pn and For- 
res, Ihould have their rendezvonz likeixdlc here the i4tii 
of AuguA. ' This proclamation was printed and pubUlhed 
£]igently. 

Here ye may fee the inbringing of thir committees were 
to hold out the king ; fpr neither he nor none in his ma- 
jefty's name could lighrtn any part of this country, but ad- 
vertifemenrs pall to ralfeall manner of men in arms, to maiii« 
tain their covenant againA them that Ibugbt their over- 
throw i where I will ceafe while hereafter. 

In the month of July queen Mary (hipped aad palled for 
JFrance, where lUc was royally entertained. ■>''s'^ 
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T3^n the 24th of July, the lord Elcho and the lord Bur- 
leigh returned to Aberdeen, to whom came the ear! Mari- 
&&lU theearlofHndlater,thevircouQt of Arbuthnot, the 
vHcount of Frcodraught, the lord Frafer, the lord Carne- 
^e, with fuadry baroQs and gentlemen, who held their 
comitiittees in Aberdeen, their time about ; but the lord 
Burleigh fat conftantly as prefident- Argyle, as he pro- 
mifed, and was expected, came not to this committee. Mr. 
James Balrd, direfted by the eftatBs, attended, who gave 
no good coaofel for the country, as was thought. 

This f^men 24th of July, there came in to thir committees , 
ont of the (hires of Aberdeen, Banff, and IGacardiiie, cer- 
tain gentlemen, who had fet caution, under greatfums, to 
compear, for lie canfes as was to be laid to their charge ;- 
but fuch as were within the (hire of Banff were referred to 
the committee holden at Elgin, and fuch as were within the 
Ihire of Aberdeen to the committee thereof, who fat upoa 
them only, and the reft returned home to the committees 
forefaid. . 

Ye heard before how the lairds of Gight, Haddo, with 
fome others, were had to Edinburgh. The parliament b^ 
gins firft with Haddo, and John Logic his man ; accufing 
Maddo for helping to take Patrick Lefly provoft, Mr, Ro* 
bcrt Farquhar, Alexander and John Jaffrays, out of Aber- 
deen, as ye have heard before. Haddo anfwered, he was there 
indeed, but did no wrong in taking thir men, they being 
avowed incendiaries ag^nft- the king, fa^ious and feditlous 
both in burgh and land. ■ 2d, He was accufed for rifing 
with the marquis of Huntly in arms agnail the country ; 
he anfwered, Not fo, but againft the king's enemies. 3d, 
He was accufed for the flaughter of Mr. James Stoker at 
TarrifF, as ye have heard before. This he denied fimplid- 
ter. 4th, He was accufed for killing two men at his honfe 
of Kelly, when the famen was befieged at the command 
of the cftates; he anfwered, what he did was done in his 
own defence, agalnfl his enemies, coming without the kiag'it 
authority to opprefs him. He was accufed upon fundry o- 
dier paints ; fuch as were true he liotdly confeded, and fuck 
as were falfe he ftoutly denied. 

Then Toho IiOgie was accufed upon fome pc^ts; and 
Vol. II, X after 
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sfter much trial ud iaquifidoB, the padUmcdt referred 
them both to underly the law before the juAice aad his «f* 
lellbrs, \iz. four nobles, four baroas, xiid four burgeOcs, 
who were adjdned to them ; where, after much plead <i 
law, they arc referred to the trial of aa zQii.^ and Haddo 
h coDvi^ed, ift, For b^g at the takii^ of the provofl of 
Aberdeen and the reft. 3d, For raiiitig of arms wth the 
marquis of Hundy agaioA the country, jd. For killing of 
two ioldiers at his honle of Kelly, and for ^e other potnta, - 
as was laid. In like manner John Lo^ was -oHiTldt, aoi 

. l>oth condemned to be beheaded at the crt^s of £dinburgh, 
whilk coavi^ioDtheparliaoient imiaediately thereafKr-ajb 
proved to be good and lawful, and therewith ordained bim 
to be forfeited us a traitor. Ir is laid the earl Marifchal la- 
boured meikle for his l:fe, but came do Qieed, threngh the 
malice of the kirk, the burrows and Ibme aableaKn> whick 
Blade Marifchal the more cold In the good caufi^ %& ye m^ 
hereafter hear. Haddo's friends wiSiia the towii4e£Lred 
licence to convoy him to his death and burial, whilk the 
parliaFdent refufed,c]Kei>tthey granudlo^givcupalift of 
fie friends as they would have, and the parliament to choofe 
out only ilx of the number, upon conditioa that there 
Ihould be no fpeech betwixt Haddo and thesis coming from 
the tolbooth to (he fcafibid, nor yet span the tc06]4, 
whilk was coodefcendcd and kept. The eftates dire^U the 
provoA and baillies of Edinburgh to convoy him-and Joha 
IiOgie, with a Arong guard, to the fcalfold, and to attend 
the execution. Haddo prepared hloifelf nobly for deaths 
and cauled make a fyde hoUand cloth fark, luckoed-at the 
head, for his winding (beet. He had on his head a whhe- 
pearled mutch} he had no coat, but a pair of black Iweckt, 
while focks, and a pair of mools on 1:^ feet. Thw ie be 
dad John Logie brought to the fcaffold, with his lix frieod^ 
^rom the tolbooth, guarded as faid is, upon the i^ih of 
July. Some of the town's minifters came, deliring him 
to confefs his iins before God, and to truft in his mercy. 

- He anfwered, he did humbly confefs he was a grievous G^ 
■Her before God, and craved him mercy, and was alTured to 
be laved byjtrus Chrift. Then one of the mini (lers cried 
'out to the people, laying, Haddo confelled hioticif gi^tty ia 
raiCng 
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tsUfiDg of arms agoinft tbe coaDtTy; but he anrwcred^ 
« Not fo I I confel&d mylelf a great finner agaian God, 
bnt never tranfgrcfled againft the country, but againfl lie 
as were (KQoyd fubjedls to the king i anJ what I did, I 
thought good lemce." Then the haill mintders railed out 
frittfully. againft htm, whilk he pjtieotly beheld, and dellr- 
ed to be relaxed from exconuautuc^tlon, after confelSon 
of his fins, DOW going to death. The miniftcrs, with Ibme 
Uttle grudge, granted th* fame, and loofed him upon ths 
ftafibld from the featence. Then upon las knees he pray'- 
ed to God, and one of the nunifters prayed for him ; and 
in the meantime wlule heis praying fervently in prayer with 
God, tbey in his face caufed Arike off John Logic's head 
moftctn^y and defpitcfnlly, Bnt Haddo was no whit ter* 
rified at this flgbt, biit confiantly continued in tus prayer; 

After John Logic's death, immediately there came up to 
the fcaffold two heralds m their coat arms, one of them 
having a paper iti his hand, containing Ibme articles, and 
llkawiic another paper, whcrdn hit anns^were painted and - 
drawn. Then this herald with a loud voice cried out be- 
fore' tlw pei^le (where<^ there were great multitudes iVand- 
ing ahoat the fcaffold) and read thefe articles. " i. The 
parltamcnt has found thee Sir Joha Gordon: of Haddo, 
worthy of death, and thy head to be flriken from thy 
&onldcrs. id^ The parliament declares tbee John Gor- 
don of Haddo to-be a^ villain luid traitor to the king and tor 
A<S cauotry, and therefore I here rive thy arms in thy owa 
'face," whilk he did indeed rive and rent, as ye &all hear. 

The bail! people fkaading befide, were aftonlfhed at this 
ancouth declaration out of ah herald's mouth, clad in bift 
coatofarm»u,pon thafcafibld.^ None durfl: lay againA the 
pafliaiBent'ft declaradon, tuit moft part of the au^tors' 
ibooght it was well done, and Haddo deferred all. Theft 
»h« herald l^d, 3. '* Thefe arm», which thy forebears 
through thdr nrtue has coDqtM& and won for their honoar, 
I disdave, for thy treafon, never to be worn hereafter by 
tlty pofteiiiy," and with th^e words the herald in Had- 
de's own face rive hit arms, and keift them over the leaf- 
fold, whUk he patiasily beheld, Attlng on his knees all the 
tkae. Tha bcrald hai^g endod^tlK»-he be^s aHttle 
T 2- flioit 
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ihon prayer, and cads, faying, •' I recommend my fobl to 
God, and my foe children to his majefty's care, for whofc 
fake I die this day." Then he turns to the place of exe- 
cution. The execQtioncr craved him pardtui to do his of- 
fice J be gives him out of his pocket a double angel, fay^ 
ingi " do thy office, man," and fhortly with a maiden be 
was beheaded. The fix gentlemen received Ms head \rith 
woeful hearts, which with the corps was ihortly put In a 
kiiV, as John Lo^'s head was jrft kifted, and both tt^e- 
getber were convoyed to the Gray Friar kirk<yard, land ba- 
ried. Thus ended this worshipful gentleman, born down 
by the burrows of Scotland, nuniAers of Edinburgh, aod 
parliament of this land, efpedally by the marquis of Ar- 
gyle, the lord fialmerinoch, and the kirk, becanfe he would 
never fubfcribe the covenant, but flontly followed the king 
in thir troublefome times, and lived and died a good protet 
tant. 

It is true, the Jaflrays in Aberdeen, whom as ye heard 
lie fell in odds with, did him no good, but were the ground 
of his death, as by the prt^refs of that difconrfe heron fit 
down, does appear ; and albeit the beginning of this bnfi- 
nefs was of fmall value, yet it grew to a great height, and 
incmled the burrows mightily agaiofl Haddo at his deatb^ 
and bied fome fafhery to the country before. However 
this valiant worihipful- knight is done to death after this 
manner, to the great grief of his kin and friends, and of lus 
fix children, now both fatherkfs aod motherlefs, and but 
young bairns alfo. The JafTrays, tbrongh his death, faod 
not themfelves the more fecure, but held noder continual 
fear of his friends, as indeed they had juft reafon. And 
albeit Haddo was an ancient baron, of a good eflate, and 
Aill a loyal fubje^ to the king, hardy, ilout and bold in all 
hazards, a friend to his friends, and terrible to his ene- 
mies, of a good life and converfation, temperate, moderate 
and re)i{^ous, loath and unwilling flill to g^ve ofience, and - 
as loath to take ofience, and withal a good ndghbour, lov- 
ing and kind to his tenants and friends ; yet thus he ended 
neverthelefs, without authority or warrant from the king; 
his life is taken from him, and his eftate forfeited, being a- 
beat fourfcoie cbalden (^yearly tent ; tue faoUfe of Kelly 
«tHif«di 



afiajed, Ws cofltj plcniftiiqg p!nn4eredi his gjrnel's, where- 
in there was ninefcore chaldetis viftaal to the fore, for three 
years rents, by foldiers taken i his corns, cattle, horfcs* 
Bolt, (hcep, goods, and gear, whereof he had great abun- 
dance, altogether plucked and reft frae him by mercilefs 
rafcals and nmnjigatc foldiers, feat dowa by the eftates of 
ear parliament opoa his ground, without the king's autho^ 
rity, sod no part of his eftate appointed by them to luAai^ 
Ids iix fathcrlefs children, but fuftained (not according to 
their birth ) A*dth Same friends in this country. It is true, his 
^ath was pitifully bemoaned and lamented, and fom^ 
thought it would not go unreveuged. 

Joha and Alexander Gordons, (bas to — — — Gordon at 
inii. of Kelly, who were had over with him, were lit to 
Bberty thereafter. 

Shortly after his doath, the provoft of Dpinfries, called 
fflr James Maxwell, was headed likewlfc at the croTs of 
£ifinburgh, for recelring fome of the banders within the 
town ; a true king's man, and hat^ of his enemies, for 
the which he fuffercd likewile deat'h, as has been faid. 

Now the parliament goes on againfl fir George Gordon 
of Gight, and John Gordon his brother, who was alfo had 
over with hint to Edintmrgh. He is accufedupoa divers 
matters, but denies all ; he is acculcd upon the plundering 
of fiaofr, whilk he denied, except (bme monies he receiv- 
edln borrowing, upon promife of rcffitution. It is referred 
fo his oath ; he depones conform,andfubrcribes his depofi- 
^on ; they craftily fummoned over witnefles out of Banff" to 
prove him perjured, and thereby guilty of death j at laft 
his pEocefs is continued to the 8th of January 1(^45* that 
the parliament fhould Ht down, through whilk delay ho 
elcaped prifon, as ye have hereafter. 

_ Nathaniel Gordon, coufin gennan to this laird of Gight. 
leeing him fo ftraitly handled, and Haddo done to the deathj^ 
looked for do better himlelf if be happened to come in 
hands, for rifing with the marquis of Huntly, and bdng at 
the abufing of MootroJe, as ye have beard ^ he therefon? 
refolved to ftand out attd defend himfelf as long as he could, 
and waits upon St James' Fair, yearly holden at £tgin of 

Murray, tlw a4th of July, and having his couGn 

T 3 Lcith 
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Leith younger of HanhUl, and fome few others of Ms 
faflion in his company, he waited upon the coming of the 
merchants of Dundee and Aberdeen to this fair, and reft 
and fpoitzied the harmlefs merchants of aboot 14000 oierks 
of money, to their great hurt and flcaith. But the fpoUzicd 
borgetTes of Aberdeen came into the town where the 
committee was fitling for the time, and made an heavy' 
complaint upon this oppreffion ; whereupon they feat 
out the Lord Gordon, with other parties, to take the 
faid Nathaoiel Gordon and his complices ; but they re- 
mmed wanting their prey, and the honefl men gat no 
unenda. 

About this time, captain Alexander Keith, brother to 
the earl Marlfchal, raifed an horfe troop, and Sir William 
Forbes of Craigievar another horfe troop, to attend this 
country ; but fore was Old Aberdeen opprefled with the 
£rn troop, which came upon the iaft of July, bad free 
quarters two days, and cut down the green growing beat 
to their horfes ; pitiful to behold I 

Ye heard before of the down fitting of the committee 
at Aberdeen. They go on, grievoudy fining the mar- 
quis of Huntly's friends within the flieriffdom, fuch as came 
JO -f and upon the laft of July they fet out a proclamation 
at the Crofs of Aberdeen, charging all fuch as had not yet 
come, within this fliire,tocompearyetuponthe 8th of Augnrt 
next {whilk time they had moll gracioufly granted unto 
them) otherwife they fhould be declared fu^tives. Like 
order was given to the (hire of Banff, to compear before 
their committee holden at Elgin. In the mean time they 
are curious in trying ilk man's eftatc in Aberdeen, and with- 
in the (hire. They brought with them blank letters of hortt* 
lug, raifed In the king's name, without his knowledge, a- 
gaioft his loyal fubjefls -, they fill up their tetters with fie 
xeiponfa! mens names as they tried out j dircfts out met 
fengers, and charges them to compear fie a certain da be- 
fore their committees, under the pain of horning; both, 
burgh and land who was refponfal were charged, and their 
names well given up in a roll to the officers, befides the 
letters ; fuch as compeared u'ere demanded before the com- 
■juee what they would viUmgly lend to the public -, if 

they 
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tbey oifered £c fams aa were agreeableto thdr eAate, and 
found rcafonable, then at the receipts of thdr mooies tliere 
v^ a band drawn up in fic debitors naines> lord, baron, 
or bargcfs, as the creditor thought moft refponfal, con- 
juAAly and feverally, obliging them to pay to tbe creditei 
fic a fum (blank and not filled up) whilk they had borrow- 
ed frae the creditor, and whilk they had received in name 
of the public, and obliged them to pay the fame lum blank 
to the creditor, at what rime the public received moneys 
frae the parliament of England, or from the malignant pa- 
pifts of Scotland, or from the excife. Now all thir bands ar« 
made beforehand blank ; and when the money is delivered, 
then the debitors name, the creditors name, and the fum, 
with annual rent, is filled uf) ; but no term of payment noi. 
date is contained in this band. This is the fecuricy that ho- 
nefl men gat for their moneys, and they durft not lay a- 
gainn, nor refufc the famen. So is his majefty's loyal fub-. 
ie£ts goods and gear ftolen and taken frae them, npoa 
feigned and fraudulent caufes. 

2. If they compeared, and made not a gcacioua ojfer 
to their contentment ; then tbe committee by the mouth of 
the lord Burleigh their preHdent, ordmned them 10 pay. He. 
fuffls as they thought good; and caufed charge them, un- 
der the pain of horning, to make payment ; fyne follow- 
ed capdon. 

3. If they compeared that were refponfal men, and yetj 
had no moneys befide them to lend out, then the commit-, 
tee prefendy furnillted them monies upon their band of re- 
payment, with the annuals at Martinmafs next, under fall- 
ziei ; fyne gat the filler to themfelvcs and the good caufe. , 

'4. If they compeared not at all, then they were d^- , 
noanccd to the horn, by virtue of letters written in Edin- 
burgh, and brought blank to Aberdeen, and filled up and> 
liiblcribed by Archibald marquis of Argyle, the lord Bur- 
leigh, the lord Elcho, and by thefe Letters they are de- 
nounced CO the horn for not lending fuch fums to the pub- 
Kc as were infcrt in the letters, under the hand of the faid 
lord Burleigh ; and upun this- horning, caption with all ri- 
gour followed, by and attour the warding of their perfons 
b the tolbooth of Aberdeen, while payment wa« made. 
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It was reporK^ that this was not extcnclcd ro thofe viuy 
had a faSicient calling, and vere worth 6000 merks of 
(lock alkoarly. 

There wai allb'bronght out of Edinburgh a munbcr of 
bluk bonds fnbftribed by Argyle, Barleigh, £ldio, Pa- 
trick Lefly proToft of Aberdeen, and other three perfoos, 
bonnd all conjunftly aad leverall; to pay the creditor, len- 
der of money to the good catifc, Ac fwns as Ibould be Elf. 
ed up in the feme by the prefident^ device. HeH never 
tiaKbed iic pieces for wreck of the conntry, aqd that Done 
ftioutd eicape. 

Upon Sunday tfce 4th of Anguft, a thankfgivipg in OfiJ 
Aberdeen, appointed by the committee of the kirk to btf 
dirongb all Scotland for general Lefl/s viflory over prince 
Rupert, as ye havr heardbeforc. Our minifter Mr. 'Wll- 
Ham Strachan declared am of pulph, that this rtftory war 
miraculous, wrought by the finger of God. None of the 
people dnrft pray, but follow the minifter in their hearts^ 
neither did the minifler fit down upon his knees «diea he 
amc to the pu^it, but dtre^ly flood np to his prayer. 
New in-come cuftoms ! He prayed for the king, wifting' 
God to ^ve him an hcan to take his fubjefVs by the hand, 
who were th« workers of this great work of the reformat 
fion, and declared openly the goodoefs of the covcuant be- 
twixt us and EDglandi and that wc were obliged Cq help' 
cmr brethren, left they bring overcome, we might be ovet- 
tbrown alfb. 

Onr miaifters ate became prideful, and great railers ouf 
rf paipit, without rcfpe^ of perfons % and ft) rigorous in 
ihcir dHcipHDej that the people not bide thdr pri(SU bch^' 
TOUr^ and Done durft fiod fault with their diforders. 

Upon the 9th of Augnft proclamation was made at the 
Crofs of Aberdeen, by found of trumpet, declaring the 
caftlcs and hot^ of Abergeldic, Aboync, Drum, White- ■ 
houfe of Cromar, Anghterfoul, Schethin, Tibbertie, and 
ffivers other honfes (except Gight and Kelly, which the e- 
ftates thought to be thrir own already) thir houfes by the 
parliament were ordained to be caftcn down to the ground ; 
neverthelefs it was the gracious good will of the general 
eftates of £diabnrgfai that of any if their refponlal ftiends 
(who 
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(vho vUhed the faid houfes to be undemotifhed) would let 
caution before the committoe at Aberdeen, under great 
fums, withvi fix days after this proclamation, that none of 
the country's enemies fhould be recept within them ia all 
time coming, that then they Ihould not be caften down ) 
but no friend came in to this effe^, thinking verily it waa, 
a fuare deviled to draw gentlemen under faitzies, and lb 
.beheld this proclamatiou, and the eflates doings both, 
come what may come : yet It pleafcd God that the houfes 
were not caften down, but yet ftand Aill ; albeit It would 
appear very Itrange how lubjefts, without authority of a 
Jung, (hould fet down laws upon their fellow fubjefls for 
de(troying the policy of the country. 

Upon Sunday the i ith of Auguft our elders were cho- 
fen in the kirk of St. Machar before the pulpit ; but Mr. 
"William Strachan our minlfter, by hiipfelf and witbont our 
Juiowiedge, had drawn np certain articles in write, whicb 
he caufed. every elder to lland up and fwear to with ht» 
hand holden up j and firft he took their oath, that they 
ihould have morning and evening prayers in their honfVst 
for example of the parith to do the like. 2d, To rebuke 
fin in general, and In particular profaners of the Sabbath- 
day, fwearing,drinking, whoring, and fuch like^as occalltm 
ofTered. 3d, To keep themfelves free of fuch vice, and go 
before the people in holioefs of life. 4th, To attend the 
ieHloa weekly, without a great reafon ; and fome other ar- 
ticles, which the elders and deacons wondered at, never 
ledng the like before. Yet they were man by man fwora 
to the famen, fuppofe agalnft their wills ; and that the mi- 
nilter and they baith knew that they were unable to keep 
the forefaid oath ; yet fuch was the pride of our minlfter, 
to charge mens conlbences after his fancafy. 1 

Upon the 14th of Auguft Forbes, tutor of Pitdigo^ 

hroo^t John and Alexander Gordons, fons to — — Gof' 
don at Slill of Kelly to Aberdeen from Edinburgh, who 
were had there vuth umquhile Sir John Gordoa of Haddo, 
aa ye have heard. 

Upon the 15th of Auguft, Sir William Forb? 9 of Crai- 

. l^var, rickmafter, went to the place of Harthill, and there 

craelljt took the good wife, b^ bairns aad fervaots, aq4 

moft 
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moA InhoinBaly (hot tbera to rhe yens, ar commAiKt (rf ant 
CMnmittee of AbcrdvcB, as was thoogkt (her botband- if* 
Ing warded ID the tolbooth ofEdioburgh, wkhoBtjnft res* 
foD, thefe divers years bygone). Some thought this vai 
done becaufe her foa vas with Nathaniet Gordon at the 
taking of tlie mer chants money, as ye have heard before } 
yet (he wan to her own houfe again Thereafter. 

Upon the 17th of Auguft, the lord Gordon coining t* 
Aberdeen, fa\r the Lord Crighton riding the fame way, 
wIto went by and gave not afatutadon, which was evil man- 
Bcrs, and rode to Aberdeen. The lord Gordon tooltfonM 
•fTence, and follows into the towni but the committe* 
takes prefcntly order Acrcwth, and canfes ilk ane fet cau- 
tion for keeping of the peace, whilk the cftates themfetves 
were daily breaking. 

■ About this time ThcMnasBoycs' (hip, richly ladened with 
Aberdeen's goods, going for H<)ltand, and worth 200,000 
Bterks, was taken by aa Iri(h frigate, to the great hnrt of 
AberdeeD. 

Upon Saturday the 17th of Auguft, about 1 1 hours at 
even, Alexander Irvine of Kingcaufic coming quietly to 
Aberdeen, (becanfe he could not ride upon daylight, for 
being at the robbing of Montrofe, as j-e have heard) Wil- 
liam Korbes, natural Ton to John Forbes ot Lefly, happen- 
ed to be ccaningout of Aberdeen going toBanchory, where 
his' father was dwelling, and met with him about the 
Crabeftone, who wduld have taken him and had him per 
force to Aberdeen, looking to get for lilm Sve thonfaBd 
•nterks, conform to an ordinance of the eflates, that w1k> 
(hould take him ftiosld get the fame fuin. Kingcaufk 
being a fine gentleman, fcorned to be tane with the like 
of him, and under fpeaking this William Fortres (hoots 
•this gentleman dead with a pidol, and therewith ftrikes 
him cruelly two ftrokes on the head. Thus is this brave 
gentleman mis fortunately murthcred under filence of night) 
(never winning to his arms to defend MmTetf], for greed 
of this gain, iet out by the eftates, without grovjnd of 
godiinefs. Many were forrowful at his death, being tnar- 
vcilou(!y well beloved both in burgh and land ; he left be- 
hind him his dolourotw wfe and five fatherieft children. 
Upon 
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V-poathcmom be is taken up-ood buiaed wkhia the I^rd of 
Drum's Ifle in St. NichoUs' church ia New Aberdeen, 
with great mournii^ and lameotation. This maocciit 
blood is no way puoilhed according to the law of God 
and roan, but is efleemed and pubtlicly approved, as good 
and loyal fervice, iamanifellcoDtempt of our dreadful God 
«ad the king's law ; for upon the aifl of the fald mouth 
x^Auguft, four days immediately after the bloody mu^- 
^her, Ae faid WilUam Forbes is avowedly brought in be* 
tote the committee of Aberdeen aad found to be a vohii^ 
J£er in Sir Wilham Forhea of Craigievar'a company of 
trooperS) and declared him to have done good fervice to 
the public for tonrtheriDg of this gentleman, for no other 
lealoa but becaufe he was at Montrofe with Ms young 
.chief the laird of Drum, drawn there againll his will, its 
^Bie laid. For this fault the taking of his life is approved 
good fervice, and abiblved therefrae, like as the lud coin- 

laittee feat a trumpeter td the Crots of Aberdeen, and by 
4^a proclamatioD ablblvied him frae this murder freely, 
.'and ordained 5000 merks to be lifted off his elUte, .being 
about 12 chalders victual, whereof 2000 merks fhould be 
j^ren to the malefaf^or, and 3000 to Craigjevar, rickmaOer, 

Coaform toan ordinance let out by the general committee 
•pf ellates ; Ukeas ofucwi^aln he was declared thereafter 
40 have dc^e good ier vise, and to get his reward, Ariftly 

charging and commanding that no manner of man Ihould 
4peak or £iy'igaiiift the famen, but laudably. But the Lord 
•looked to their prefumptuous fms and bloodfhed ; for io 

Aaguft 1645, the faid William Forbes being keeping his 
■fath«r's houic-of Licklyhead, (hooting a muflcet, thot his 
■iuuid frae bimftlf ; a token that the Lord thou^t not this 

.ionocent blood good fervice. 

Upon the 17th of AuguA, the lord Elcho and his Ueo- 

tenant Arnot, left his regiment in Aberdeen, and the lord 

Bnrieigh daily holding committees, and haflUy rode footh } 

iie returned not, bat Ar.iot came again. 

Upon the 19th of Auguft Alexander Irvme younger of 

Drum, his lady, and her twO' gcatlcwomen, Robert Irvine 

his brother, Mr. Alexander Irvine fon to Jphn Irvine of 

Artamfordj aad Robert Irrioe meilct^cr, mat to Aber- 
deen. 
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deea> They verc convoyed oat of Caithnefs from dure 
to fliire, with a llrong guard to Aberdeen ; with whom ca,me 
slfo Frands Sinclair all the way with 1 5 gentlemen in his 
train. They lodged that night in Ikipper Anderibn's houfc 
with a Arong guard, and might not go fee the lady Drum 
dwelling in the towa ; they defircd to lee her, and to flay 
another night in Aberdeen to get clean linen, whilk was 
refufed fimplidter. Upon the mom they arc all convoyed 
ibutb, except Robert Irvine, who sat lit>eTty to bide at 
borne, becanfe it was found that he followed them againft 
his will. They were all warded in the tolbooth of Edin- 
burgh ; but the faid Francis Sinclair bade ftill in Aberdeen^ 
with his own fervants, to get payment trf 1 8,000 merks 
for taking of young Drum, and 5000 merks for his brcv 
ther, dilhonourably acquired, and as evil paid, albeit or- 
dained by the general committee of cAates at Ei^burgh to 
have been paid. 

DoAor Guild, Fully fet to dellroy the bilhop's houfe, 
opon the 30th of Auguft began to raife the pavement of the 
hall and chamber, and to break down the great joifts and 
Aately timber work, hewn doors and windows, with the 
haill Qates, and cau&d carry them down to the college. 
With the pavement he laid the floor of the common fchooL 
He took down the rigging Itones, corner Rones, with the 
reft. Sundry thought that he was not wife in d<nng the 
fame. 

Te heard before of the incoming of the Irilhes, and pro* 
<lamaaons made at kirks and crofTes, like thunder, as upoa 
the 2£th of Auguft, all manner of man betwixt 60 and i(S 
was charged to be in readinefs with their b^ft armour, aad 
whofo wanted armour to be ferved in Aberdeen, where 
there was lying icoo mufkets, powder and ball, brougnt 
■ in before, as ye have heard, upon their band for reftitudon, 
or to pay 18 pound for the [uece. 

Upon the faid a6th of Angull the townfhip of Aber- 
deen wasconveenedwithin the Gray Friar kirk, where the 
lord Burleigh made a fpeech, dellring the lord provoft, 
baillies and community, to ftand conftantly to the covenant 
and work of refonnation, and to defend our lives, wives, 
and children, aad goods, agaioft the Irilh rebels and vagB- 
bond 
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bond people, who were come to deftroy our country. The 
peoi^e heard his fpcech, whereof fome hadfmall pkafure, 
thinking in th^ir minds that this covenant and work of re- 
-formation had bred them great forrow, travel, aad es- 
liences, for fornifliing out men, moncj, horfes, arms, quar- 
tering, and taxations, which they might well been free of, 
if we had wanted this covenant and work of reformatioo, 
and lived as our predeceflbrs had done, and likewife hai 
tieen free of rhir Irifhes hanging over their heads. Others^ 
sseaious of the good caufe, fhewed themfelves hardy and 
flout, albeit they had thrir own knelling confcienciis, and 
did little good. Burleigh having ended, they part all in 



jdon lieutenant general of the North, beginning at the burgh 
of Aberdeen, having under his divilion betwixt Dee and 
Don, and the h^U Ihire of Aberdeen, Iheriffdom of BantT, 
and fome part of Murray ; whereupon the lord Gordon 
rides to Strathboggie, raifes His friends and followers, and 
appointed his rendezvous to be at Kildrummy the ad of 
September, who conveened there about 3000 horfe and 
foot; and there was frnt to him out of Aberdeen about 
300 mufkets to arm his naked foldiers, with powder, 
match, and ball. 

But lord Forbes, lord Fraicr, and lord Crightou, could 
pn no wife with their friends and followers condefcend to 
follow the lord Gordon as lieutenant in this bufinds, and 
came not to this meeting at Kildrummy, as he looked for; 
but they plainly declared before the committee they would 
follow no man bat the lord Forbes ; the lord Gordon hav- 
ing conveened abojit 3000 men as lieutenant at Kildrummy, 
and feeing thir lords abfcnt, grudged therewith, and his 
friends and followers not Hldng well the caufe, went ilfc 
ane a liindry gate, and left him lying at tCildmmmie with 
about 400 men that durft not go from him at this time. 

The committee, loath to want the friendlhip of theFor- 
befles, Frazers, and Crightons, and their followers, choofes 
riie lord Forbes to be crowner, and they to follow him; 
wherewith they were content ; but the lord Gordon was 
offended, fedng it touched him deeply in his honour, whiltti 

VoLIL U made 
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Riade hun alio grow cold in the iervice, as after docir a[v 
pear, and at the laA left it flmpiidter, and joiaed with Moa- 
trofr, as ye fhali heat hereafter. 

The committee begins to difcufs the wealthy widows in 
Aberdeen, and to borrow money from them upon band, as 
well as fxae the men. As thir matters are in hand, exdlesi 
dinging down of cadles, borrowing of monies, taxacioDS^ 
.and other daily vexations, the committee gat fome other la- 
bour ado fhortly, albeit they were Aill bufy ; for upon 
the 2d of September they caufed denounce to the horn 23 
honeft refponfal burgefles of Aberdeen, for not lending of 
fic oionies as they themfelves fet down, whilk the honcA 
men thought hard to obey, and upon this horning, cap- 
tion was to be raifed, and thdr perfons to be taken and 
warded while payment was made, without law of God or 
authority of tt^ king. But this committee, givers out of 
thir laws, gat other labour ado fliortly, and the hooeft 
men fome redrefs of this opprelGoo, as hereafter docs ap- 
pear. 

\Jpaa the 4th of September there was direfl by the com- 
tniltce a proclamation to be made at the Crofs of Aberdeen, 
by found of trumpet, declaring Francis Sinclair to have 
made good and faithful fervice to the public, in taking of 
Alexander Irvine younger of Drum, Robert Irvine his bro- 
ther, Mr. Alexander Irvine and Robert Irvine melTeugeri 
and therefore ordained him to receive from the public 
18000 merks for the faid Alexander Irvine younger j and 
5000 merks for the fald Robert Irvine his brother, as 4 
remembrance of his fer^ce, conform to an a£l given out 
by the general committee at Edinburgh, ordaining mch fuau 
to be paid to the takers of thir perfons. 

And as ye heard before, WUtiam Forbes was of new a^ 
gain declared to be good and loyaJ, for murdering <^ 
Alexander Irvine of Encaufie, and to get his reward for- 
merly faid, IlriAly charging and commanding that no maa 
ihould Ipeak or lay againlt thir perfons, but laudably to 
praife and approve the famen, in all places and conference^ 
as occafion dcts offer, under great pain. Yet the godly had 
tjieir own thoLghts. Francis Sinclair gat no more at this 
time but 5000 merks for his unnatural fervice, whjlk was 
little enough U/ bear his exfencee home with iti gentlemen 

of 
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ef train. But behold the lord's doings ! this William Fof- 
bes in Aiiguft 1645, with (hooting a mafket, fhot hi» 
right hand off, for all his good fervice. 

AboMt this time John lord Loudon, chancellor of Scot- 
iand, paft to London to fea. 

Mr. Andrew Cant got a letter from Nathaniel Gordon, 
■whilk flyed him to the heart, and caufed him remove out 
of the town, and bide while the marquis of Argylc'3 com- 
ing here. 

Mr. William Rait, one of oar Oldtown baillies, brought 
in a drill mafter to learn our poor Irodics to handle their 
arms, who had more need to hold the plough, and win their 
Kving. The town was evil vexed; it was divided in three 
qnarters, and ilk quarter went out with their baillies time 
about, and began the 3d of September. Thisgoukedgyfe 
was begun by our baillie, to (hew his love to the good 
caule, being a main covenanter. The town was forced to 
pay thdr drill-mafter daily 24s. of fee, wherewith they 
greatly grudged j but it lafted not long. The baillies 
brought out of Aberdeen 38 mufkets, upon band to reftort 
or pay the value of them, done chiefly by this Mr. William 
Rait. 

Notwithlhoding of thir fears and bufmefs, our com- 
mittee fits daily in Aberdeen, Burleigh being prefident, and 
following the wicked counffer of ptovoft Lefly, Mr. Alex- 
-ander Jaffray, Mr. Robert Farquhar, Mr. Wilfiam Mrar, 
and other prime covenanters, and mortal enemies to the 
'ling's loyal fubjcfls in Aberdeen. 

Ye beard before of imprinted proclamations fet out, 
■Now our committee of Aberdeen upon the dth ofSeptem^ 
ber gives out order to the (herifFdoms of Aberdeen, Kin- 
cardine and Banff, to have their rendezvous at Aberdeen, 

■ horfe and foot, in their bed arms, upon the 9th and loth 
days of Septembernext, and the IherifF of Murray to be in 

■ like manner here upon the 1 2th and 1 3th days of Septem- 
ber ; but none came out of Kincardine, nor out of Murray, 
and few out of Banfl*. But fome prindpal meii out of the

quhon, Thomas Forbes of Watertown, John Kennedy of 
Kermnck, ■ Ogilvie of Suyne, John Udny of that ilk.

nbout came to this rendezvous, with thslatrdof Krkcnbog. 
Siklike the lord Bnrleigh and lieutenant Aniot was io the 
.town with about 400 of the Fife regiment ( but the earl 
Marifchal with his Meams men bade at home, end the lord 
Gordon with his friends came not to this rendezvous, al- 
ledging he had gotten wrong by the committee at' Aberdeeoj 
in choofing the lord Forbes to be colonel over (tC perfcns 
as were under his divUion, as ye have heard before. 

Ye heard before of McDonald's taking fervice with Moft- 
trofc, his landing and progrefs with the Iriihes, and what 
order the cftares took in letting forth proclamations. A,s 
M'Donald marched in through Badenoch, M'Donald of 
Keppach and his forces came witliBgly unto him, wth dt- 
verie others ; the tutor of Srrean, with his friends and f<^ 
lowers, at his coming to Athol, came unto him; and heie 
likcwife James marquis of Mcniroft tryfted wth this 
M'Donald and Irifhes. He came fecretly from England, 
accompanied only with Crowner Hay and Crowner Sib- 
bald, as was faid ; and, clad in cuat and trews, upon his 
foot he came to Athol, where divers gentlemen of that 
country met him, efpecially the Stuans Ot Athol, and of- 
fered their fervice to him. The lord Kilpont came there, 
with fome frkoda^ This tni^tir taarquii of Moatrofe» 

ela4 
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dad now with the king's commiffion and authoriry, call- 
ing DOW to mind the manifold injuries and opprelCoDs done 
to him by the elVates, efpecially by Argyle, fince the be- 
gianiog of this covenant, and refolTing to revenge the king's 
"qaarrel and his own both, againft the king's rebels and his 
■mortal enemies, to the ntmtiflof his power (which indeed he 
did after a miraculous manner in feveral battles, as ye iliall 
hear, to the gfeat fe^r and terfour of all Scotland} he 
inarches from Athot above St. Johnfton. The general 
committee of eftates at Ediobufgh, hearing of the Iriih pro- 
grefs, haflUy raifes oUf of the fliires of Fife, Perth, and 
Angus, an army of about 6ood foot and S'oo horfe, witb 
expert officers and commanders, acnmunition, powder, ball, 
and four Held pieces, to go upon thirlrifhes. They were 
■well in order both horfe and foot ; they march forward, 
snd upon Sunday the ift of September both parties meet 
wpon a nmir four miles beweft St. Johnfton, called Tib- 
fiermair ; but the lieutenant forefaid Montrofe, routed and 
defeated their haill forces with great flaughter, killed 1300^ 
fome fay 1500 of their men, and took 800 prifoners, whoiA 
they made to fervc in their wars. They gat plenty of 
arms, powder, ball, their cannon, and fome horfe, bag and 
ba^age, with Urtle lofs for themfelves. Lieutenant Mon- 
tr^ atchieved the viftory with few men, not exceeding 
3000 foot, with few or no horfcmen at all, and with loS 
of fome, but not many men, and none of note except the 
lord Kilpont, who was by one of his own men fuddenly 
and unhappily flain, to the lieutenant's grief. After this 
confl'ifl, he upon the morn being Monifty the 2d of Sep^ 
CCmber, takes in the burgh of St. Johnflon, with little 
debate, and fmaH blood. They plunder the town for 
goods, moniesi arms, ammunition, and fuch of their mca 
as they thoaght me« to" ferVc in the wars, with all the 
liorle riiey could get, whereof this lieutenant was fcixcey 
as I have Csai. 

After this bulinels, diTcrs gentlemen who had follow- 
ed the marquis of Huntly, and" had' been at Montrofe, and 
durft not be fcen for fear of their lives, came to this lieu- 
tenant, ^ad to hazard their lives and fortunes in his fcr- 
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vice rather tluB to liTcinficmifery, whereof Nathaniel Co^ 
doD was one, accompanied with about 30 well horfed gen- 
tlemcn, who were well received according to tbdr worths. 
See hereafter how he ftole away. 

There came aUb in to lum James earl of Airly> Alexaa^ 

der lord Spynic» lord Duplin, Sir John Drummont^ 

brother to the lord Drummond, the laird of Entray Gra- 
ham, the laird of Inverquharitie, the lord of Ogil Ramfay^ 
the laird of Dramkilbo, two of the earl of Airly's fons. 
Sir Thomas and Sir David OgUvies, and divers other^t and- 
as they came in the lieutenant caufed them fwear and 
■lubfcribc the king's prerogative, and oath of alle^ance. 
Crowner Hay and Crowner Sibbald came vKtth MoaUol& 
from England'. 

The committee of Aberdeen, hearing of tliir troubles^. 
r.onvecQs the Fife regiment, lying in the country, and ia 
Aberdeen, and feods for lieutenant Arnot, who camo^ 
They fent for the foldier^ iyiog in Auchmedden, Gigbt,. 
Kelly, and Drum, and makes up about ^oomen^andfends- 
the committee money and beft gear to Dunnotter. 

Upon Sunday the 8th of September, warning made at 
our Oldtown kirk after forenoon's fermon, that all mannes 
of men betwixt 60 and 16 wirhinthis patiih. (excepting fie 
as is under the lord Gordcm's divifion) to be in readinef*^ 
the morn with 15 days loan, under the pain of death, ac- 
cording to an Ordinance of the committee, and this order 
to be obferved through all the parifli churches within the 
fiiires of Kincardine, BaniF, and Aberdeen ; but little o- 
bedience was ^ven to thjr untimely warnings, 

In the mean tim& the lieutenant comes through Angus 
from St. Johnftoo, and upon the 6th of September en— 
pamps near Dundee, where many of the country people 
Sed before his coming, aud fome regiments came ahb,. 
whereby the town was ftrong enough. Nerertbelefs the: 
lieutenant fummoned it to furrender, but they &ooi out 
ftoutly ; whereupon he lifts his camp, being now about 
3C00 foot and 160 horfe, beHdes baggage horfc. He 
marches frae Dundee through the Meania, writes a letter 
to the earl Marifchal, now lying at Dunaotter, and in- 
gIq&s wlihio the fame a Utter written frae die luag to bin i 
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he declared bis iDtention was nowiTe to diftaibtbe peacc^ 
of his majefty'a loyal fubjc^ls, but to be againfl the traitors 
of the land, CDcmies to bis royal prerogative; and deCred 
him to rife, coocur, sad aflift with him his majeft^'e lieu- 
tenant, as be vonld be anfwerable upon bib own peril. 
Marifchal wrote back noanfwer, but feuthismind by words, 
aad fyne fends io the lieutenant's letters to the committee 
at Aberdeen, Ihowiag his fidelity to the country; but he 
lays RWi in Bunnotter when moft was ado. 

Ye heard before of the incoming of the Ihires of BanlF 
and Aberde«i; they were reckoned about 1500 foot 
and 300 troopers, and aboQt 400 Fifemen and other dif^ 
perfed foldiers ; and both the towns of Aberdeen eAimate 
to about joo foot. They be^n to watch the Bridge of 
Dee, and makes l<»iie fafegnards and fortifications to little 
effe^ -, the town of Aberdeen chodea four captains for the 
four quarters thereof, viz. Patrick Lefly, yooo^ foa to th& 
provoA, Alexander Idimfdea, Alexander Burnett, and Tho 
nas Melviac, with other ofRcers, and major Arthur For- 
bes to be their chief leader ; and thu« was ow people be- 
nrixt tSo and i6 put to drilling in the Links, and carry- 
ing of arms, and fent their wealth and ounmittce moniet 
Io Dunnocter to be kept. The lieutenuit in the meantime 
■ulkeoe the bridge of Dee, and. upon Wednefday the i ith; 
of September he cro/Tcd the water at the Mills of Drum, 
and encamped about Crathes ; but the lieutenant hlmfdf 
fupped with the laird of Leys, together with his guards 
after be bad ftmunoned iam to furrender his houfe. He 
did no harm, but took Tome arms and horlc, and pranuTes 
ctf foiDC men. Leys of&red bim 5Qoo.meriuof mooey^ 
which he nobly rehifed. 

- As be 13 thus lying at Crathet, ont army lyes at watch; 
all night in arms, aod many town's people and couatr/ 
ptafle fteal away for fear, whereopon prociamatioo was 
ghee OUT, forUddiag wy to flir frte the camp without or- 
der, tinder the pain of death, and whofo happened to ap- 
prehend and kill them in tbeir ^ght, ihould have 500 
nerks for his pains, whllk bred great fear, yet many did 
kazard aad ftole away frae the camp, albeit tbe ways 
uid bridges of Dda aod Dee was ftraitl; watched day and 

Upoo 
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upon Weifnefday the nth of Septeniber our ariHy 
marcbed out of the town to the Two Mile Crofs } but n-' 
pon Thori'day they returned back tothe town at night. 

The enemy marches down Dce-fide, and comes that {a^ 
men night to that fame place of Two Mile Crofs, where 
ihey fet down thdr camp. 

Upon Friday the 13th of September, about 11 hoars, 
our armybegins to march oat of the town. Lieutenant Mon- 
trofc writes a letter to the provoft and baillies of Aber- 
deen, fends a drammer to tuck a parley, and a com* 
miilioiier to deliver the letter, whilk bare a command and 
charge to render the town to him as lieutenant to bis ma- 
jefty, and in the king's name, whereby he might hav^ 
peaceable entertainment to ufe his majefty's proclamations^ 
and fic orders as he thought fit ; promifmg alTurance that 
no more harm or prejudice fliould be done to the town^ 
but to take their entertainment that nightj othcrwife if they 
would difobey, he defired them to remove old aged men, 
women and children, out of the gate, and to Hand to their 
peril. This letter was deliyered to the provoft ; he con- 
vcens his council at the Bow Bridge in Alexander Fmdla- 
ter's houfc, where the lord Burleigh, the lieutenant Arnoty 
Mr. James Baird, and fome others was. They cauled the 
commtflioner and drummer drink heartily, and lends a0 
anfwer (by the way the drummer was unhappily fldn) 
Montrofe fand their anfwer was to Aand out and defend 
thcmfelves to the uttermoft, and finding las drummer, a- 
galnft the law of nations, moft inhumanly flain^ be grew 
inad and furious, and Impatient, our army being npon thdr 
Buirch when he was flain, about 1 1 hours, towards the Juf^ 
tice Mills. At the receipt of whilk anfwer the lieutenant 
comes quickly, marching fraie the Twa Mile Crofs to meet 
m, charing his men to kill all, and pardon none. 

Our cannon b^ns the play ; our troopers pur&es haG- 
tily i the enemy ftiot their cannon, and defend Aoutly 
alio with muiVetecrs ; the fight continues during the 
fpace of two hours ; at laft we take the flight, our troops 
upon horfeback wan fafely away, except Sir William- 
Forbes of Craigievar, and John Forbes of Largie, who were 
lakea prifoncrs. There was Uttle flaoghter ia the fight j- 
^ bus 
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bat honiUe was theflaughrerm the flight Beeing back to 
the town, wbich was our towDlmens deftrufiion ; where- 
as if tliey had fled, and not come near the town, they 
might have been in better fecurit)', but being commanded 
by Patricli Lefly provoft to take the town, they were un- 
done. Yet himfelf and the prime covenanters being aa 
horfeback, wan away fafely. The lieatenant follows the 
chace into Aberi^een, his men hewing and cutting all mafi< 
ner of men they could overtake within the town, upon the 
flreets, or in their houfes, or round about the town as our 
men were flying, with- broad Iwords, without mercy or ro^ 
4nead. Thir cruel Irishes feeing a man well clad, would 
lirft lirr him to favc his cloaths unfpoiled, fyne kill the man'. 
We loft three piece </ cannon with ranch good armour, bc- 
^destheplunderingofourtown, houfes, merchants booths, 
sind all) which was pitiful to fee. The Lord Burleigh, Mr. 
Aleiunder JafFrny and his fons, Mr.Robert Farquhar.Wat 
ter Cochran, Mr. James Baird advocate in Edinborgh, aa4 
diverfe other covenanters, waa away. Montrofe foUowt 
the chafe into the town, leaving the body of his army 
Aandiag clofe unbroken while his retiim,'exceptiDg ftich at 
fought the field. He-had promifcd them the. plundering 
of the tbi#n' for their good fervice, but he fta ed not, but 
returned back frtwn Aberdeen to the camp this &men Fri? 
day at night, leaving the Irilhes killing, robbing and pluor 
dering ot this town at their pleafure, and nothing wa* 
heard but pitiful howling, crying, and weeping and mourn- 
ing through all the ftreets. Thus ihlr Irifties continued 
Friday, Saturday, Sunday, and Monday. Some woinea 
they prelled to deflower, and others they took per force to 
lerve them in the camp. It is lamentable to hear how thlr 
Irifhcs, who had gotten the fpoit of the town, did abutc 
the fame, the men they killed they would not fuffer to be 
bUiied, but tirred their doaths off them, fyne left the naked 
bodies lying above the ground. The wife durft not cry 
nor weep at her hulband's Daughter before her eyes, nor 
the daughter for the father, which if they did and were 
heard, then they were prcfently llain alfo. 

As thir farage Irishes ftre IX tJiia work^ the lieattnaat 
gave 
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gave orders to the body of the army to march Upon Sa* 
turday the 14th of September (except fie Irifties as were 
plandering the town and killing our men, which went not 
with them) forwards to Klotore, Inverury, and Garioch. 
Upon which Saturday the marquis of Montrofe comes io- 
to the town, accompanied with James earl of Airly, the lord 
Spynie, the lord Duplin, Sir John Drnmmood fon to the 
earl of Perth, Sir Thomas Ogilvic fon to the faid earl of 
Airly, the laird of Rntray Graham, the laird of Inver- 
qnharitie, the laird of Ogil Ramfay, Sir Thomas Tyrie of 
Drumkilbo, and divers others. He lodged in fkipper An- 
derfon's honfe (the army being removed, except fie as bade 
behind plundering the town, as faid is) and iirii he caufed 
put to liberty the haill prifoners out of the tolbooth, fomc 
of whom were put up for following the marquis of Huntly^ 
whereof John Gordon of Invermarkic, a brave gentleman, 
was one •, Alexander Irvine of Lenturk, and Robert Ir- 
vine mcflenger j others for debt, fie as Mr. William Chal- 
mers of Blair and divers others ; about 30 perfons altoge- 
ther, whereof doubtlefs thir gentlemen were moft glad, 
and the faid John Gordon of Invermarkie, and divers o- 
thers went-to him to ferve him in his wars. 

This bcingdone, he caufes proclaim his majefty's letten 
patent at the crols, being an ample lieutenantry, made and 
granted to prince Rupert, general of his forces within the 
kingdom of Scotland, and to James marquis of Montrofe 
his lieutenant general, and to Sir Alexander M'Dooald, 
M'CoU M'Kittifti, tinder him, captain of the Irifti forces 
In that ferwce, for taking order with the infnrreftion in that 
kingdom, and brining of the king's fubjefts to their wont- 
ed obedience by fair means, or by fire and fword ; the p^ 
nitent to be pardoned, the malignant outflanders to be 
puniftied with all rigour, and fo forth. But thir letters 
patent were not pafl our Scots feals. This was publifli- 
ed, and an imprinted copy affixed upon the crofs ; there- 
after another proclamation was made in the faid lieutenant's 
own name, commanding and charing his majefty's lieges 
to come in, fwear and fubfcribe the oath of allegiance under 
pain of fire and fword, whereof an printed copy was like- 
wile affiwd to the faid mercat crols ; likeai he intended 
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to caufe publifti the famcn through all the pari(hes at the 
partfh churches ; but he was loterrupted by the coining 
of Argyk hard at his htels, as may be feen hereafter. 

Many who loved the king were glad ar this newa, others 
of the covenant were no leis. Thir things done, the lieu- 
tenant iVays al! night in (kipper Anderfon's houfc, the 
cruel Iriihea killing and robbing all this while that he ia 
about this bufmefs. Sunday ah day he ftays, but neither 
preaching nor prayers was in any of the Aberdeens, becaule 
the m'm'ifters through guiltinej's of their confciences had 
fled. This lieatenanc was clad in coat and trews, a? the 
Irilhes were clad ; ilk anc had in his cap or bonnet a rip 
ofoal8,whUkw^his fign, our town's people began to wear 
the like in their bonnets, and to knit them to the knocks of 
our yetts, but it was little fafcguard to us, albeit we ufed the 
£une for a protection. 

Upon Monday the i (5th of September, tTie foldiers who 
had bidden behind rifling jnd fpoilzing of both Aber- 
deens, were now charged by tuck of drum to remove and 
follow the camp under the pain of death ; and thereafter 
himfelf began that day to march towards the camp lying 

. about Kintore, Inverurie, Lefly, Liklyhcad, and other parts 
about, waAing and dellroying the country. He had hi* 
two prifoners Sir William Forbes of Craigievar, and John 
Forbes of Largje with him, of whom ye fliall hear more 
hereafter. And albeit the lieutenant marched thus away, 
yet the lord Spynie bade quietly behind in the town, who 
-was thereafter taken, as ye may hear, and many runnagate 
Irilhes bade behind, rifling and fpoUzing the Old and 
Newtowas p^itifuUy, and none darft bury the dead ; yea, 
and I'faw two corps carried to their burial through the Old 
Town with women only, and not a man amongfl: them, (b 
that the naked corps lay unburied fo long as thir lymmars 
were ungone to the camp, albeit the lieuttnant himfeJf the 
famen Monday before he went out of the town gave or- 
ders to both Aberdeens to bury their dead, wjiilk they 

did with grcat'fear of their own lives. 

Here it is to be marked, that the night before this field 

■was foughten, our people faw the moon rife as red as blood, 

t^^'o hours before her time ; and liJdiko at the beginning of 

this 
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this batrle there rofc a high and mighty wind out of the 
wtfi Touth-weft m the back of the enemy, and face of our 
people, which was to onr prejadice ; thirdly, oar town a^d 
country people were all guided and ruled by covenanters 
at this time, whilk flayed the town from rendering to the 
king's lieutenant upon, fic fair conditions, btit the pride 
of our magiflratcS) covenanters, as (aid is, would sot yield, 
whereupon followed blood and hardfhjp baith, and many 
honed men brought to their grave through the e\'U coon- 
lel, and wicked govemaoce of thir ma^inant maligoant 
magtftrates. Sic as,

Thir people were townrmen, ft^ in the fight, and in 
the flight, chiefly the day of the battie, and thereaher with- 
out the town, about Juffice Mills, Forefter HiH, Shed- 
dockfley, and other parts of the freedom, and within the 
town, in their houfes, and on the caufey, indwellers withia 
the town and freedom iherctrf. There was aU(>flain fome 
country people, and fome of the Fife le^meat, but to Mon« 
trofe there were few killed that came to our knowledge. 

It may be clearly Icen how our dread fovereign wa» 
forced to draw the fword to fupprefs his difloyal fobjedts, 
who after he had granted onr baill defires, was croflcd by 
fending in armies to England without his licence or autho- 
rity, yea and taldng part with the enemies of that kingdom^ 
ag^dnA his royal m^efty, and without any warrant of his 
highnefs, and contrary to monarchical government, where-- 
upon he is forced to draw his fword, as faid is, and many 
of his good and loyal fubjefts lolc their lives, drawn on in 
fervicc againll him by the covenanters, fore ag^nft their 
willB,a6 may be feen Id doleful Aberdeen, and before at Tib- 
bermuir, at St. JohnAon, and in England and Ireland alfo. 

Te heard before how lieutenanr Montrofe marched out 
«f Aberdeen ; upott Monday the i6th of September there 

came in to him ■ Gordon of Abergeldie, and Donald 

Farquharfon of Tulliegarmount, with divers other friends 

and fisllowers, all gentlemen diftreHed for favonring and 

X 2 followior 
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following tbe boufe of Huntly ; and he marched dils Moo- 
day towards the camp lying at InTcniry and conntry aboat. 

In the meastime the marquis of Argyle is come to Bre- 
chin, where divers meet him, fuch as the earl Marifchal, 
the Jord Gordon (who lay quiet before) the lord Forbes, 
the lord Frafcr, the lotd Cdghton, with divers others ba- 
rons covenanters. He was about lo troops of horfe, hav- 
ing his foot army following him ; and he was conveyed 
from Brechin to the place of Drum upon Tuelday the 1 7th 
of September, where he flayed that night. 

Now as Ibrrowfal Aberdeen is ladienting their loflcs 
after Montrofe left the town, thinking to get no more vexa- 
tion, there comes in upon the Wednefday and 18th of Sep- 
tember thereafter certain of Argylc's troops, with found 
of trumpet, himfelf being at Drum ; whereupon Patrick 
Ledj provoft, and Patrick LeJly his eldeft fon, Mr. Alex- 
ander Jaifray and his Tons, Mr. Robert Farquhar, Mr, 
'William Moir, Walter Cochran, Mr. Andrew Cant mi^ 
fter, and remanent covenanters of Aberdeen, the I^ord 
Burleigh, lieutenant Arnot, Mr. James Burd and others, 
who fled the iigbt, came iU ane after other in Attcrdcco, 
and crop the canfey bravely, but Mr. Andrew Cant came 
from Edinburgh, as ye have before. 

Upon this famen Wedncfday and i8th of September 
proclamations were mode by tbe marquis of Argyle's direc- 
tion at the Crofs of Aberdeen, declaring the marquis of 
Montrofe, his followers, aflillers and partakers, to be trai- 
tors to religion, king and country, and who fliould brii^ 
in Montrolc quick or dead, fliould have for his reward 
20,000 pounds ; and Hklike the town's people who for fear 
of Montrofe had fled their houfee, were charged to return 
back again, and live in peace ; but they gat more troubles. 
Some thought this proclamation, given out by Argyle's di- 
reftion agaioll tbe king's lieutenant general, clad with his 
letters patent, was well ftrangc to a fubjcft to do agaluft 
the king's authority. - 

Upon Thurfday the iptb of September, about 3 houis 
afternoon, there came into Aberdeen three foot re^^ments 
oi\t of Arg)'le, eflimate to 3000 men, one foot regiment 
«ader tbe earl of Xjothian, another foot regiment uader tbe 

laird 
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Ifaird of Lares, and an horfe regiment under iKe earl of 
Dalhoude, brought by Argyle out of England for this (er- 
vicc again ft Montrofe. 

This multitude of people lived upon free quarters, a new 
grief to both towns ; whereof there was quartered on 
poor Old Aberdeen, Argyle's own three regiments. The 
foldiers had their baggage carried, and craved nothing buf 
houfe room and fire j. but ilk captain wi^h 12 genilemen 
had free quarters fo.longas thetown had meat or drink for 
two ordinaries ; but the third ordinary they furnifhed 
themfelves out of their own baggage and provlfion, haT- 
■ tngftoreofmeat,nolrand ftieep carried whh them 5 but the 
iirft night they drank out all the ftale ale in Old A berdeen, 
and lived upon wort thereafter. It is faid the marquis of 
Argj'le had followed thir Irifhes who fled out his country 
about ten weeks time, but could never win within two. 
days and a half's journey towards them, but now his foot 
army lying at Aberdeen was within half a days journey of 
them, lying about Inverurie and the Garioch •, and fo Ar- 
gyle bimfelf with his troops lying now at Dmm, was with- 
in like diftance to them, but little following was there now,, 
yk party berrying and deftroying the country wherever' 
they came, in their befKal, nolt, Iheep, ky, vjifluals, and o- 
thcr goods, and in finding their horfe troops and baggage 
horfc \rith corn^ whereof the corns about both Abcrdeens. 
felt the fmart. 

Upon Saturday the 21ft of September Old Aberdcem 
was compelled to furnifti 20 baggage horfe to follow Ar- 
gyle's three foot regiments, quartered in our town, who^ 
had lyet! fince Thurfday afternoon till this Saturday, that 
they began to march towards the place of Drum and 
the countries abour.' They had captains and command- 
ers with Argyle's colours,, which were black,' and a yel- 
low crofs going through them, bearing this motto, " For re- 
ligjon, country, king and covenant." Marvellous to fee Ar- 
gyle, with his horfe troops and foor army, fo near his ene- 
my, and to !y ililt without purfuing of them fo long time. 
However he takes refolution to fend half of his Argytc 
men back to keep the country, and to keep the other half 
befide himfclf, whllk was fo done. 

X 3 Lieiiteaaiir 
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Lieuteaant Montrofe lying at Kiiitore and Inverary, up- 
on Monday the i6th of September, and hearing of Argyle's 
coming to Drum, jufl upon the morn he begins to march 
towards Speyfide, but could Dot win over the water, the 
boats being drawn on the other £de, and Murray convecor 
ed in arms. Moutrole fees it was lb -, , he then draws him- 
fclf towards the wood of Aberoethie, and there lies ftill, 
Arg)'le b«Dg at Drum, follows him the length of Strath- 
bo^ie, and returas without more valTalage, and the fumcit 
Saturday that his footmen went out of Aberdeen, being 
the 2ift of September, he comes quietly to Aberdeen up. 
on the night, with a few horfe. The earl of Lothian's 
regiment and laird of Lare's re^ment was lying in Aber- 
deen before him, attending his fervlee, for he had {taycd 
two nights 3t the place of Drum before he went to Strath- 
boggje, following Montrofe, and returned to Aberdeen as 
I have faid. The earl of Fmdlater and divers country bo- 
rons meet him at Aberdeen, coatrair to the king's heutenant, 
but Argyle was by our eftatesmade governor of Scotland, 
with power to raife arms againfi him, whiJk was flrange ta 
lee, under a monarchical lung. 

Now here by the way it is to be noted that upon the fa- 
men Saturday that Argyle came to Aberdeen, the lord 
Spynie biding behind Montrofe, was taken aud warded la 
the ttilbooth of Aberdeen, as ye heard before j aud this Sa- 
turday had to Edinburgh, where he was there warded a- 
gain. He was convoyed foutb with Craigievar's troop^, 
with whom Robert lord Burleigh, Mr. James Baird adi'Or 
cate, John Denham commiffary general, and the refl went 
alfo, refolving to hold no committee in Aberdeen more at 
this time. 

Sunday the 22d of September preaching in both Abcr- 
deens by our minifters, who had now returned frae tlidi 
flight tack to Aberdeen ; after the forenoon's fcrmon, 
Mr. William Strachan read out a paper,' charging all man- 
ner of men within this parifli to bring in their hotfes of 
40 ponod price and above, agaiofl the 26th of September 
ijiext, and the lord Cordon's regiment under his divlfion 
to come in the fame day, but no obedif nee was given to thit 
^barges., 

Sonda; 
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Saoday afternoon Argyle held a council of war ; Mon- 
day the a3d of September he likewife held a council of 
war J where it is to be noted, that the earl Marifchal, 
the lord Gordon, Forbes, Frafer, nor Crigbton, nor none 
other of the covenandng baroos drew up their friends and . 
followers within the flicriiFdoma of Kincardine, Aberdcea 
or Banff, to follow and affift Argyle, as they were wont ta 
life before in the beginning of ttus covenant. 

Now after this council of war, Argyle- goes to fiorJe^ 
and begins to march from Aberdeen, with the earl of Lo- 
thian and laird of Laie's two regiments, towards Strath- 
boggie ; and as he goes out, in comes the fame Monday to- 
Aberdecn, the laird of Buchannan's regiment, about 800 
foot; he ftayed all night, and upon the morn marches, 
after Argyle. ■ But pitifully was both Aberdetns and the. 
country about plagued in furnifhing baggage-horfe to thir 
haili regiments, as they daily came iti, fo that no horfe was. 
left to bring i:v the itiorn. corns to the corayard, nor to. 
bring in a load of peats to the fire, nor a boll of viiflual to- 
live upon, but women carried upon their backs the ground. 
malt frae the mills to be drink. So is this poor laud vex-. 
ed and oppreft, befides their corns dellroycd with fcrvice- 
borfe and baggage-horfe. 

Upon Wedoefday immediately before Michaelmas and. 
the 2;th of September, Mr. Robert Farquhar was chofen. 
provoft o£ Aberdeen, John Kay, Thomas Mortimer, Alex- 
ander JaiTray and Patrick Lcfly younger were cholen bail- 
lies for an year.. 

Argyle marches fo;ward frae Aberdeen to Strathbog- 
pc, with an army of horfe and foot, having the lord Gor- 
don and his brother Leu-is in bis company, where he dc- 
ftroyed the haiJl Raws of Strathboggie,. com field laods^ 
outfight, infigfat,, horlc and fheep, and all other goods- 
they plundered whilk they could get, and it was faid the; 
lord Gordon beheld all, becaufe they would not rife and 
follow him a$ their young chiefs Siryla and Boyn weie: 
fore wrecked, and when the army plundered Strathboggie,, 
then they lived- upon the Enzie, berrying the country, and 
deftroyinglhe corns fo, that there was not four houfehold- 
ft£S left, of the name of Gordon dweiling^ there, butafJhad 

fied^ 
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fled, and fome even alledged they went willingly to Motb- 
trofc' army, and I'lkewife they dellroyed the corns and bcf- 
tial of Strathaven, AuchindowQj and other lands aboiit» 
whilk made them alfo to break out. A wonderful unna- 
toruUty in the lord Gordon, to Aiffer his father's lands and 
friends in his own fight to be thus wrecked and deftroyci 
in his father's abfence ! 

Upon Sunday the 29th of September, a faft was kept 
through the prefbytery of Aberdeen, appdnted by the bre- 
thren and moderator thereof to be kept on that Sunday^ 
and upon Sunday next thereafter following, whilk was- 
fotemniy kept both days for the fins of the land, which 
was jufi, but no repentance foF the main mother-fin, 
whilk was the change of government both in church and 
policy within the land, and bringing in a reformation^ 
whereof the kirk was a wicked inftrument, mifregarding; 
the king's authority in their prepofterous zeal, which was 
backed by the pretended eftatcs, by raifing of arms, and 
fending to England againfl our dread fovereign, after he 
had granted us all onr will. There was no repentance 
neither for our rebellion in thir parts, but thought ail good 
fervice for our pretended work of reformation, whereby 
moft juftly the fword was drawn and brought in amongit 
ns, yet the people, through the main trefpafTes of the paf- 
tors an imitates, is drawn from their work in height of har- 
veft to thir feigned failings, with four hours doflrine ta 
iik fermon, whereby they were fore wearied and vexed, and 
the great God looking down upon their hypocrirical hu- 
miliations, by ail appearance not well pleafed, nor duly wor- 



Upon the firlTSunday'sfaft, Mr. William Strachan after 
fermon, in Argjle's name, warned the lord Gordon's 
troopers within the parifh of Old St. Machar to compear 
in Aberdeen upon the 8th of Oftober next, bringing with: 
them an faddlc horfe, worth one hundred merks, and a 
baggage horfe worth 40 merks, under great pains, Strange 
to fee fie charges given out, except in the king's name, but 
Ettic obedience was given to thir charges, neither was this- 
faft univcrfal through all Scotland, but only within the preA 
bytery of Aberdeeai fuch was the fincerity of our arch- 
jniritaos. 
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Te heard before how Argyle's foor army marched frae 
Aberdeen to the lands of Drum. Himfelf with his horfe 
troops having removed before their coming towards Strath- 
boggie, albeit he had ^yed two nightB before he removed, 
eatiog and deHroying the corns and beflial with his troop- 
en. Now his foot army began where he left off, cutted 
. down the pleafint garden planting to be huts, deftroyed 
the corns, and left not a four-footed beaft in the lands of 
prnin, Cromar, Auchterfoul, Aboyne, Abergeldic, and 
country about, fyne die one half went to Athol home 
to Argylc, and the other half baid upon their mailers fer- 
vice, who as ye have heard was marched to Strathbog^e, 
deftroying that country, the Enzie, Strath Ilia, and Boyn, 
and not minting to follow the enemy, lying in the wood of 
Abernethie, as ye have heard. 

Upon Sunday the 6th of Oftober, faft was kept through- 
out the bounds of our Preibytery of Aberdeen, by ordina- 
tion of the moderator thereof, and his puritan brethren, and 
not kept elfewhere. The people was continually vexed 
with fafling and prayer, but our pallors never urged re- 
pentance for the mother-fm in brin^g in alteration of re- 
li^on, which they called reformation, nor repentance for 
change of ftate goverameot, and railing of arms and fend- 
ing into England againll the king's authority, nor the Ihed'f 
fling of fo much innocent blood through the occadon there- 
of, done by his lieutenant Montrofe ; there is no repen- 
tance made hereof, but thought all good fervice, yea and 
the people urged and compelled to give thankfgiving for 
fiich nflorles as were bad againll the king, but no thankf- 
^ving for fuch viftories as he-had obtained over his enemies. 
Thus is this land pitfully vexed and born down, both 
by flate government and church mioifters, woeful fire- 
brands and wicked ioftruments frae the beginning, who 
now takes to heart their own fears. 

Ye beard how Montrofe marched frae Kintore and In- 
verurie towards Spcyfide upon the 1 8th of September ; and 
feeing the Murray men in arms, who had drawn the boats 
that they could not get over, he goes to the wood of Aberx 
netliie, where he fojourns, taking his living offof the coun- 
try, as Argyle was deftroying the lands of Stratbboggie, 
S^zie, Strath Ilia, and Boyn, as is before fald. 

Upor 
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Upon the 27th ofSeptember Argylc muftCrt htsmra at 
ihe Bog of GIght, who of foot and horfe were eAimate a- 
bout 4600 men ; but never moved to follow the enemy ly- 
ing all this while in the wood of Aberaethie, not 20 miles 
frac his army. 

MoDtrofe feeing he is not followed by Argyle, leaves the 
wood of Abemethie and to the wood of Rothiemnrcus goes 
he fafely, and there remains a while *, from that he marches 
to the head of Stratlifpay> through Badenoch, and through 
Athol, where mxnj mtnefe countries meet him and follow- 
ed him, and round aboot comes he again into Aogus^ 
where it is fald he raifed fome fire about Coupar of Angus* 
of lands pert^ning to the lord Coupar, an arch covenanter, 
and brother to the lord Balmerinoch. He marches to the 
place of Dnn, where the burgcllcs of Montrofe and coun- 
try people had put in th«r beft goods for fafety, bring a. 
Arong honfe, and bimfelf a ftrong covenanter ; but Mon- 
trofe takes in this houJe, and plunders the whole goods 
and arms -, amongll the refV he takes fonr brazen fieldi 
pieces, whilk pertaioedto the marquis of Huntly, and was 
loft at the bridge of Dec at the beginning of thir troubles^ 
as ye have heard. 

As Montrofe is marching through Athol, Sir Al«tander 
M'Donald leaves him, and takes fome Irilhes with his 
favour for fome bufinefs, and returned not back to Mon- 
trofe till near the end of November, as ye {halt heari 
However Montrofe had conquell many friends quietly iit 
Angus, befides the earl of Airlj^, and his two fons Sir Tho- 
mas and Sir David OgJIvies, with ibme other barons, who 
ftill were in his company, marching with a fleeing army, 
where I will leave Montrofe in Angus a while till Argyle 
overtake him if he can. 

The marquis of Argyle hearing, where he and his army 
was lying at the Bog, that Montrofe had left the wood of 
Rothlemurcns, and fled to the mountMns, he then takes 
courage to follow, where he might have had him nearer 
hand, if he had been willed, as ye have heard before. He 
crofles Spcy, and fehds his foot army up the north-fide of 
Strathfpej', and met him'^gain. The Murray people were 
glad to be free of thir fogtmen, for fear of plundering 

and 
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and opprelGon, and had drawn their boats-, and guarded 
their fords in fuch fort, as neither MoDtrofe nor Argyle's 
army wan there, for the which they were much to be^coia- 
. mended in refpefl of other countries that were opprcA. 

Argyle palTes to Forres, where the carl of Sutherland, 
the lord I.ovat, the laird of Balnagown, the Iheiifi* of Mur- 
ray, the laird of Innes, the laird of Plufcardeo, and £ver« 
i^hera, above looo were, and held a committee in For- 
res i but the earl of Seaforth was gone from this com* 
jnittce before Argyle came, and it was thought that he and 
fome others had correfpondencc prirately with Montrofef 
while as be was lying in the wood of Abernethie. Argyle 
marches frae Forres, and ibe committee dilTolves, and there 
follows him 7 or 8 horfe troops, herrpng and deflroying 
the country. He comes to lavemefs, and gives order to 
two foot r^jiments, one under the laird of Buchannan, and 
the other under the liurd of Lares, to ly there In garriibn. 
From InvemeTs he marches to Badenoch, and hearing 
that fome country people had gone in to Montrofe's ler- 
vice, he left nothing in that country undeftroyed, no not a 
four footed beaft, corns or others. His foot army meet 
him here in Badenochi who were bufy at this work ; frae 
this he palTes in through Athol, and deflroys the famen 
country in like manner, becanfe fome of that country fol- 
' lowed MontroTe. From Athol he comes to Angus and 
Mearns, Aill following M<Mitrole, where I willleave them 
both for a while. 

Y/e heard before of Montrofe coming to Angtis with 
bis flying army. Word now comes to Aberdeen, where 
a coaunittee was holdea by the earl and divers barons, io 
the tolbooth, upon the loth of Oi^ober, and an imprint- 
ed aft was fet out, {h<>wing that they having Intelligence of 
^le enemy's marching towards them in all holtile manner^ 
tliecefore ordained all of whatfoever age, feft or quality, who 
had horlcs of 40 pounds price or above, that ticy put out 
the famen, with riders armed and fumilbed, and to make 
their rendezvous at the bridge of Dee the 14th of OAober 
loAuit, by I o o'clock, with certificalioo to them that Ihall 
fail^ ilk li(Ddei| man Ihall be punifhed in 1000 poonds, ilk 
.gemlemaa in 500 pounds, and Uk hufliaadaan in 500 
tasikst 
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' nerks, by aod attonr conSfcation of their horfes, ftcing 
the general major is attending the rendezvous, and the mar- 
quis is alfo attending with the foot. The publication' to 
be cxpede by (he moderators of ilk preibytery, and ilk 
minlfter to advertife ilk man within his pariih, and out of 
their pulpita, upon Sunday. This aft was fubfcribed bj 
the earl Marifchal, in prefence of the commitee. 

Now the haill mioiiters goes to waik in publUlung of 
tUs aA ( and our minider, Mr. WlUiam Strachan, after 
lermon, read it, out of the pulpit, but no obedience was ^- 
▼en to this aft j for both burgh and land was under fie 
fear, that they would not rife againft Montrole and the Iriih- 
es 4 atid nia^y men and women, with their yoang children 
carried on womens backs, fled the town of Aberdeea 
(tbertf having fallen the famen Sunday there a llorm of 
fnow) howling, lamendng and crying, cot knowing where 
to go for fatety of their lives, whilk was pitiful to behold. 
But their fear was more than needed ; for they all return- 
ed back to their houfea in peace fhortly, for that Montrole 
cuAe not back to Aberdeen, as ye may hereafter hear. 

Upan the i sth of Oftober Sir William Forbes of Crai- 
gievar and John Forbes of Lar^ came to Aberdeen. 
Montrofe upon their parole gave them liberty, being both 
his prifcners, as ye h^ve heard, upon condition (as is faid) 
that Craigierar fhould purchale the young laiid of Drum 
and his brother their liberty attheellatcs hands, out of the 
tolbooth of Edinbnrgh, for the freedom of himfelf and the 
laid John Foibes, or otherwife that they Ihould both re- 
turn back to Montrole, as his prifoners, before the HrA of 
Nov^nbcr', and if it happened Montrofe to be overcome 
f in battle before that day, that they were then to be free of 
thdr parole in backcomlng to him. However, they came 
to Aberdeen, carried themfelves calmly, and came not near 
the 'committees theq fitting in Aberdeea ; and Montrofe 
was admired for his noble dealing, for letting go fuch a prime 
man as Craigievar, upon his bare parole- 

General mnjor Ramfay over the horfc troops, appoint- 
ed by the eftates, lying in Aberdeen and country about, 
and briNight here by Argyle, at the day appointed by the 
cooiiD|ne« foKSeii, had his readezvcws at the bridge of

Dee, vnth his own horfe troops, but no troopers came out 
of this country to this meeting, except three troops pnder 
tord Gordon, and 3 troop uader Mr. Alexander Keith, 
brother to the earl Maritbhal. Ramfay and his troops de- 
ftroyed the country and corns, and his entertainment wa 
brought daily out of Aberdeen to him, for the whilk he 
did no kind of fervicc but wrecking of the countrys yet 
our Duniflers are crying out againft his enemies, and ptAy- 
ing for him earnellly ; but Monttrole beguiled him, as ye 
may fee hereafter. 

Upon Tacfday the 1 5th of Oftober, the eari Marifchal 
came in frae Dunnotter to Aberdeen, and held a committee, 
having the lord Fraler> fome barons, and the provoll with 
him. 

The faraen Tuefaay onr promdal afTembly fat down> 
and was prorogate to the 19th of November, ia refpeA ^ 
thir troubles. 

The faid Tucfday there came frae the fouth to' Aber- 
deen, under lieutenant colonel Hamilton, 8 troops, where- 
of one was quartered in Old Aberdeen. They fupped that 
night, and dined upon the morn, fyne rode to the bridge 
ofCee, but the corns were eaten up and pitifully dcflroy- 
cd by their horfe. 

In the Diean time, drams tacked, charging the towa oi 
Aberdeen to be in arms for a foot guard to thir troopers 
at the faid bridge of Dee, bat never a townfraan would ftir. 
The faid Tuefday there was brought in before the cont- 
mittee captain Ellis and another of Montroie'fcoot watches 
upon Dee-fide. Marifchal caufed confine them in lodg- 
ings, and not in the tolbooth, and at lafl they gat liberty. 
There was likewife tane B Iriilies or Highlaaders of Mon- 
irofe' men ; they were all warded in the tolbooth, but they 
brake ward by a ftrange flight, and wan away upon the 
dth of November by an iron, whereby they made a hole in 
the wall of the high tolbooth, and win all down apoa 
planks, except one who was taken. 

Ye heard before how I left Montrole in Angus, where 

he purchaled many friends. He marches through the 

Meams, and contrary to our troops expe^tarion, he crofles 

. the water of Dee at the Mills of Dmm Ppoa Thurfday the

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17th of OdVober, with his h^tl army, (afe and ibnnd, «e 
hv/iag lain vatching the bt'tdgt of Deti foollfhly, mth »• 
boiu 14 iroops, living idly, oeftroyi^g the coDotry and 
theic corns pitifally. 

Now Montrofe marches forward (whereat oar Seeing 
people from Aberdeen rejcnced and rcmroed back to thdr 
koofes) and came by CTathcs> where it ia Gad the laird of 
Leys gave entcitainmenl to Montrole. He then began, to 
raile £fc upon tbe cQvenanters lands, whilk hclore he had 
cot done in this country ; and AiA he burnt the Kir&town 
of Echt, and bis haill barocy (except only two ploughs) 
houfet, big^ngs, and the haill cornyards pertaining to his 
groHndS) md plundered the btuU horfe, uolt, Qieep, and 
ity belong to bis barony. Marifchal being in Aberdeen, 
sad heacing of diis, flwrtly ride* to Dunnottcr upon the 
iaoni bdog the 1 8th of October, and there liea he. 

Upon Friday the forefaid i8th of Oftober Montrole 
burnt lia place of Fittodrie and Dorlethea, with four 
pltaq^E of coral wbilk he had in Maina, and phudered bb 
Juull geodoattd gear. Hcbunn therich oorn^aids of Md- 
eh^sifwnaiBing co locd Andrew Fraier, and fpt^Eied hia 
gnnittd, as a prime coTeaaoter> as th« reft was. Uptm Sa> 
turday the 19th of Oftober he dined in. Monymnflr 'with 
the kdy (the laird being abfent) and upon ^c cooditioos 
he fjpared himat this time. Sunday he marches fbi^raids, 
jmd gat Imne beftial, nolt, and fhecp for liiftaining o( his 
army, and that famen day marched to Strathbo^pe, where 
i Witt ■Jeaveihim a wlule, ?nd return to Argyie. 

Ye heard how Argyie bad*ftill followed Montinf^ and 
that he was come to Angus j but before tiis coming Moo- 
CfoTe had crofled the water of Dse, as y« have heard upoa 
the 17th of Odtober; and Aigjle came to Dunnotcer, 
'wheie himfeif Aays, his fbldiers lying in the fields. Upoo 
<he morn he marches frae Dunnottcr to Aberdeen; hw 
army was efltmatc to two thouland foot, whereof there was 
« thoufand of his own Argyie men. He had Icren horfe 
troops, by and attoar 14 horle troths lying in the coun- 
try before him. Both Aberdeens and com field landk 
were^ wrecked with th«r sautcnng aodfnflAining o£ thdr 
^hories. ^ . 

Friday 
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Friday the ajthofOftobor his foot army ma'rckea "fran 
Aberdeen to Kintore and Inverurie, in the moroiag, and 
about two aftcraoon bimfe If. follows with his troops, and 
ftayed in Kintore all night. Upon the morn ba moirches 
towards Invernric, ftaj^ that night, and heard devotion. 
Upon Soaday the earl of Lothian's re^ment came al& to 
Inverurie to Argyle. It is to be marked, that neidteT doe 
earl Marilidial nor the lord Gordon were here, with Ar- 
gyle» DOT any within the (berifFdom of Ajigni, Kincar^c, 
Aberdeen, or Baaff, would riie with him, fie was thdr^foar 
of Montrofe. Argyle riding throu^ the Oldtown^ Idt 
dircftioo with their baillies to talie order witii aity.ibtdiers 

. Uding'faahiad them in their town, eoiiforffli-«o ^iwiiiik. 
they took abont 1 6 rafcals oppre^g tUe^Mwn. j. 'lEhtif aic 
ail difanned, fome of them being htut, aod<i«tiEded.'i rAf • 
gyle being Ad v^tiled, it it thousht good iomiix^»biiii»{<!

day fTaft StraAboggiej and came to the wood of Fy^«* a 
place very advantageous for him againltiicspuiiTaittarBf 
following Acgyle ; and he being the weaker, in wanting 
Alsxaader M'Donald with his Iriflies, who wient from himi 
as ye bav« heard before. However, he took in the place 
a£ Fjvie, and took fome viflual which he found g^rnelleil 
— ther^ 



there, as likewife ia the place of Towic Barday, wliere- 
. on his army v/as well fuflained during his abode' there ; 
where I will let him Ly while hereafter, and return back to 
Argyle, whom I left at Inverury, as ye hare heard. 

Upon Sunday the 27th of Odbober, and npoD Monday 
hereafter he marches frae Inverury hard to the wood of 
Fyvie, or near by the dmey where he bad learned Mon- 
trote was lying. There was hot fkirmifbing betwixt the 
troopers purfuing the wood, and MontroTe manftilly de- 
fending his few forces againft fuch a mulutude of hori« 
aad mea. He like a ikilfi^ captain ifTaes out of the wood, 
and returned back agalo, and did great Jkaith that day, 
where captaui Alexander Keith, brother to the earJ Ma- 
rifchal, was alfo flain, and fundry others to Aigyite. ToeC- 
day and WednelHay hot llcinnifhiag, with httle lolt to 
MoQtrofc, and daily flaughter to Argyle's troopers, and 
many hurt, who were brought into Aberdeen for cure. 
Argyle feeing this fervice, and could not Jietptua>feir, now- 
lying, as I have f^d, near the wood, with his army above 
the feiaea at Rottue, Auchterlefs, and country about, uo- 
ablfl fo fnftaln fd great an army, albeit they t«ft nothing 
jhey cotM get, wherenpoa he flits his camp t>*o tniles frae 
Fy»ie to Crichic. Montrofe feeing him marth fo far off, 
upoa the morn being Wednefday, and peauli of Oftober, 
J^OQ fair day-iightj marches nobly through Fyfic and .the 
wood thereof to Turriff, whiJk was plundered, and^he 
pJace of Rothemay alfo, and to Sirathboggie goes hf, lakes 
advantage of the yards and yard dykes and biggiogs there- 
about, and there lyes he. Is not this a matter adoiirabler 
-jiow this valiant nobleman, with fo few men, not pafifing 
iSoo foot and horfe, belides bajK^ge horfe, as was faid, 
»id wanting the help of captain Alexander McDonald with 
fie Iri/hes as he had with him, could have fo efcaped from 
this wood, where he could not Joog iaft, frae the hands of 
bia enemies, being about 14 troops and above EOoo foot ? 
SL matter marvellous, and wrought by God's own finger. 
as would appear ! 

Argyle hearing of Montrofe's march, upon the mora 
bdi^ Thurliiay, and laft of Oftober, he lifts his camp, 
sad marches hard after him, and encamps at TiUlochbeg up- 
. Y 3 . oa. 
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on Saturday the id of November, and on Sunday hot fltir* 
mifhing, with little blood to Montrofe. 

As Ai^ie and Montrore is very bufy at this fervice. Sir 
William Forbes of Craigievar and John Forbes of Largle, 
according to their promiie, as ye hcatd before, returned 
both to Montrofe, now lying at Strathboggie, and declared 
they were nnable to keep condition, and therefore were re- 
turned back to him to remain his prifoners. Montrofe 
gracioufty received them, not thinking on deceit. How- 
ever this Sic William Forbes convoys himfelf frae Mon- 
trofe, accompanied with major Nathaniel Gordon, and 
fome two or three commanders, and goes to Argyle's 
camp, who was glad of their cc«ning, promifing all favour 
he could, and to get major Gordon's peace, as he who waa 
thought to, be the fole convoyer of Craigievar from Mon- 
trofe; but herein was deep policy, as hereafter docs ajv 
pear. Montrofe mifling Crai^evar, was highly offended, 
and fpeared at John Forbes of Lar^e, whom he left be- 
hind him, what he knew of his removing ? he anfwered, he 
IiDew nothing ; and being demanded, if he would fteal a^- 
way alfo, he faid he would rather die before he did it. 
Then Montrofe anfwers nobly, " Then, fir, I give you free 
llbfrty to go, upon your parole to return when I (end for 
you, and no otherwife." The gentleman thanked him 
heartily, and fo with fair play recovered his liberty. Df- 
vers thought Craigievar was not wife hi purchaiing his H- 
berty after fnch an unfeemly way, thinking he had no diC- 
■fionour to keep captivity, nor conld the cftates but efteem 
of him unworthily; but now coming away, he left a fair 
quarrel to Montrolc to purfue after him, his lands and 
gcods ; whereas if he had bidden with him prifoner, he 
would have been free of this fear. He went away upon 
Sunday the 3d of November. 

Ye heard of the (kirmifhing at Strathbo^e before, ft 
is here alfo to be remeaibtred, that our fovereign lord's kC- 
lion fat not down for adminlftration of juftice, to the great 
prejudice of the king's lieges, yet fherilF and commifiary 
courts lat according to the old form, notwichflanding of 
lliir troubles . 

About this time, Lewis Goiton, foo to the lord mar- 
quis 
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quis of Huntly, is married to Mary Grant, daughter to 
umquhiie Sir John Grant of FrenchU, otherwife calkd the 
laird of Grant, with whom he got ao,ooo merits, as was faid. 
Upon Wednefday the 6th of November, Montrofc leaves 
Strathboggie, and to the hills goes he, as ye may fee here- 
after. Argyle feeing him fled, comes to Strathboggie, and 
there remains eating up and deftroying the haill country pi- 
tifully, the marquis now being in Strarhnaver, and' the 
lord Gordon his fon being in Murray, to the great grief of 
the gentry and tenants of the ground, both in Strathbog- 
^e, Enzie, Auchindown, and country round about,, be-^ 
longing to the noble marquis of Huntly. ' ' 

Upon this fainen 6th of November, Mr. Gcotm Lcfly, 
and AlexanderLefly his fon, of whom ye heard before, 'are 
DOW both fet at liberty out of the toSbooth of Edinl)orsh| 
and (hortly thereafter the faid Alexander Lcfly purfucs Mr. 
James Clark, and ftrikes a lug frae him, as he who was the 
author of all his mifchief. 

Ye heard before of the intakiog ofNewcafiie. Order 
was ^ven by the committee of the General Aflembly at 
Edinburgh; that thankrgiving Ihould be j^ven through all 
the kirks of Scotland, whilk was kept in both Aberdeen* 
on Sunday the i oth of November ; but no ihankfgiving r&- ' 
membered with us for the king's viflories over his enemies, 
but great rejoicing at his overthrow ; a note to be marked I 
but the peft' followed Newcaftle to Edinburgh, and'diverp 
other parts, to our great lofs, as ye (hall hear. ■ '■ ■" 

Upon the nth of November there came frae Montrofir 
camp lb Aberdeen, the lord Duplync, Sir John Drum- 

mond, Sir Thomas Tyrie of Drumkilbo, — : ^ Ogilvie 

of Inverquharitie, Crowner Hay, and fomc others.- They 
had gotten Argyle's pafs, andfo without trouble they went 
fouth, being followers of Montrofc. Natlianiel Gordoa 
having his pafs, came alfo to Aberdeen, and walked hither 
and thither peaceably. 

Upon Sunday the 3d of November, a charge was read 
ont by our minifier, as in other pulpits within thenorth 
parts o{ the Ihires of Aberdeen and Banff, in name of the 
marquis of Argyle, his majefty's lieutenant (or rather pre- 
teadcd licuteoant) out of the pulpit after fermon (the chair 
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of verity being now made a mercat crofs, tad the preadier 
an officer for maluDg of proclamations) chv^ng this pa- 
lifh to furnidi out to this pretended liaateoant, as many 
men, iiorfc, foot, loan money, and others, as they fumUb- 
ed ont to England, and that to fupprels the commoa eo^- 
my, the marquis of Monirofc j and to have their rendez' 
Totia at Turriff upon the 5th of November, where Argyle's 
camp ftiould be. This was the firfl charge for raifing of 
men in thir north parts, and upon over (hort advertilement. 
Argyle Itept not tWs day, bnt there was a committee <rf 
fomc, fie as the mafterof Fralcr, thelMrdsof PhUorthand 
Tcdqahoon, and fome otlier barons and gentry, who upon 
this charge cOnveened at Tgrriff aboBt 30 horfe, but held 
no committee, as is formerly fald. However this meeting 
was continued to the 14th of November, albeit the conn- 
try thought that Argyle fliould not have vexed them for 
more men, fincc he had greater power than was well gtfc. 
vemed i yet this was his firft chaise indeed. 

Ye heard before of the prifoners taken at Newcaftle, 
They were brought to Edinburgh upcm the 7Eh of No- 
vember, in at the water-gate of the Canongaie, but the' 
carl of Crawford was compelled to come up the gate baro- 
headcd, as a traitor, not ftiling him « My lord," but Lo- 
dowick Lindfay (which he fuffcred patiently) bccaofe foe 
ferving of the king he was forfaulted by our eflates, aqd 
his dignities, honours, and title of earl of Crawford, was 
tnTcn by tliem to the lord lindfay, one of their prime co* 
venantcrs. There was atfo taken Harry Gr^am, Mon- 
trofe's brother. It is faid that general Lcfiy, at the taking 
of tlur prifoners, had given his parole that they ihould not 
be abufed when they came toEbiaburgh, wliich proved o- 
therwife, whereat he feemed to be oiFended. Always thir 
noblemen and Che reft were not warded in the caftlc, where 
all the nobles were ufed to be incarcerated, but out of dc^ 
Ibite and malice were warded within the tolbooth of Edio- 
forgh. Te hear of the noble and ancient earl of Craw- 
ford's ufage, being by the eftates forfaulted and degrad* 
ed i many more nobles were forfaulted befides him, 
for ferving the king's majefty, or at leaft could expert no 
pardon for their offences, fie as the marquis of Hundy, 
the marquis of Moatrofe, the earl of NirhfdaJc, the earl of 
Traquaii, 
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T^raquair, the earl of Camwath, the vlfcoUQt of Aboyne, 
tbe lord Og^lvic> the lord Rae, the lord Heries, Lodowiclc 
lindlay fometiine earl of Crawford, Pat rick Ruth ven fome- 
timeearl of Perth, Jatnes Kiog fometime lord Ithan, 

Irvine younger of Drum, Gordon younger of Gight, 

Lefly of Auchincoul, Sir Robert Spotfwood of Duq- 

nipace, colonel John Cochran, Mr. John Maxwell fome- 
time pretended bilhop of Rofs, and Mr. Waiter Balcan- 
quall. Thir noblemen and others ihould get no pardon, 
- whether forfaulted or not forfaulted, as is fet do\yn in 
that imprinted piece, called " the humble defires and pi;o- 
pofals for a well gronnded and fetded peace, ag^ped upCMi 
by the mutual advice and confent of.tlie. p.-irlUments of 
both kingdoms, the loth of Decembor ; 4449'*- by and 
attour princes and noblemen in England fet down in the 
fame category j but I leave this poiotj, and return back to 
tbe warding of thir nobles in Edinliurgh tqlbooth. 

Befides Irvine youi^er of Dram, and his brother 

Robert Irvine and Mr. AlexaoderIrv>iiStarewudediD the 
tolboothin three jundry rooms; none fuffered to fpsak, no 
QOt yoting Drum's wife, but in prefence of. a baiUie a long 
time, and Old Dnim. confined within the town. 

Ye heard before of the adjourning of the committee to 
the 14th of November. Argyle fends looo of his coun- 
nymen home to Argyle, who plundered pitifully ihe lands 
of StratharvcD, StratUpcy^Badenoch, and Lochaber, as they 
went J and be domca hjm&If t» Turriff. Sundry barons 
aod others meet him ther«, who were thought to he ^00 
foot and no horfe. There is a long tailed aft fe^^out upon 
the i6th of Novembec, under Argyte's fubfcription, ordain- 
ed to be publifbed ai ail p^rifii churches, for levying ths 
4tb. and 8tb man within the ibb'es of Aberdeen and Banff, 
borle and foot ; tedious to relau ; but the copy is lyi^g 
bofide myfeLf of the faidaftin write., Argyle appointed a 
new committee to be holden at Aberdeen, the 2 ad of No- 
vemt^ i.fq difiqlved at TurhfF. 

Doiftor Guild, aft-er he had demolilhed the flately pa- 
lac* pertaining to the bilhop of Aberdeen,, leaving, neither 
hewn work, iron work, pavement, timber, infight nor ple- 
Bifbing, as ye have often times before, now be^ns to tirr 

the 
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tiKflfttes off* that matchlefs roof, utd carries tbem down to 
the collie, for his own rdpefls, which wm odtonfly 
thought of. It is tme this houfe, yards, and precinfb, wis 
given to him by the elates, whereof he might have mtic i 
more godly ule, by upholding rather than demoliflun^^ 
the fame. 

Upon Tncfday the 19th of November, Argyle comes'ts 
Aberdeen, whillc day the provindal aflcmbly was held in 
Aberdeen, being adjourned, as ye have heard before. Mr< 
John Rae,onc of the miniftersof Aberdeen, is chofen mo- 
derator ; the earl Marifchal, the lord Gordon, and genfr 
ral major Ramfay, met Argyleat Aberdeen, and with him 
went to this ailembly. Major Nath^iel Gordon came in 
before them, aeJ^nowledged im adultery, and otStott 
done to Mr. Andrew Cant, by writing a letter to Inm, n 
ye have heard before, and deiircd upon his repentance the 
procefs of excommnnicatton which he was now ijiteg '> 
and fratence; ftould ceafe •, whilk Argyle wSti the Jt& 
fought humbly aWb ; they anfwe red, that they (houldwnte 
to the committee of the General Ailembly, fliow his i** 
coming and repentance, and do by their beft advke. "With 
this anfwer Nathaniel Gordon was well pleafed, and U* 
procefs ceafed 5 but God knows tf this humiliadon to Mr. 
Andrew Cant was frae Ins heart, bat I will leave iwnwtule 
hereafter, 

Upon this JMnen Tndday and 19th of November, the 
earl of Lothian's regiment, confiAing of about 500 Tffd- 
kete^rs and pioneers, were quartered upon poor Old Abcf^ 
deen, and upon the mora were 'had to New AberdeeaJ 
where they lay to the — - day - — — as yc may fee hertf* 
after, without ckung any good. Argyle ordaloed ilii W* 
dier to get two pecks of meal^ and 1 a s. of money weeMyt 
and this to be brought in by the heritota of thecowitiTt 
and Abelrdeea-to furmlb them coal, houfe-ro(»n, «» 
candle poly ( the meal caiAe 'm, but no monies, -wbilktiK 
tQwn of Abardecn was compelled td pay, aad a Wl'rf 
ineal came in out of every hundred me oka rent; thcceoB" 
try paid the reft. Then order was'taken forfufttlnimgriie 
troopers horfcnteat, and mes's meat, is thcAoFeof Abef- 
dew wdBaitfi*, ej^mate w be about ioD»i»rft».-'wWk 
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was £} gricTons, that the coiiDtrjmeD could not fnnaia 
them. Thir troopers were quartered freely tbtough di- 
vers parifhes, fome upon ilk landlord, and Tome on ilk 
plough of ground. There was three re^meots of borfe, 
one under Sif Thomas Hacker, one under Sir Patrick 
M*Gk, and one under lieutenant Crowner Innes. There 
was quartered In Banff and Murray, the lord Gordon's rc- 
^mest; and major Ramfay was general over the troop- 
ers in this Iheriffdom, whilk was ordained to be quar- 
tered only within three prelbyterles, viz. The prefbytery 
o£ Aberdeen, Elloo, and Deer. Order was ^ven that ilk 
trooper ihoold eat and drink at 1 6 s. ilk day, and his horfe 
a peck of oats, with fodder, and if the trooper was not 
contEOt with bis cheer, to count for cake and puddiug with 
the goodwife, and compel her to pay money for what 
be wanted. Thus ts tfair north parts grievouOy born dowo 
and wrecked by the eftates and good Argyle. 

Ye lifard before of the downfittiug of the proviadal 
aileinbly. It contiDued Tuefday and Wednefday, on Thurf- 
day afternoon it dilTolved, and Argyk kept daily with 
theoi; and that fame day being the 21A of November, Ar- 
gyle went foutb, carrying Nathaniel Gordon's telilficate 
Uae the aileinbly with him. He was that night in Dnn- 
sotter, bat the lord Gordon bade behind in Aberdeen. 

Argyle being gone, the earl Marifchal, the lord Frafer, 
the Wd Crightoun, the lairds o[ Kermuck, Craigievar, 
and Ibme other country barons, with the provoll of Aber- 
deen, held their committee daily in Aberdeen, till about 
January i<54j. And order came frae the eftates that the 
laird of Lare's re^ment, and the laird of Bucbannan's re< 
^ment, ihould fortify the famen by Argyle's direction. 

Te heard before of the marquis of Montrofe leaving 
Strathboggie, jto Argyle's fmall credit in fuffering him to 
efcape. He marches to Badenoch, and comes to Athol, 
where major M'Donald his noble captun met him with his 
company, and who had been frae him fince the month of 
September, where I will leave them while hereafter. 

The lord Frafer, the lairds of Pittodrie, and Echt's 
£oms being burnt, together with their buildings, by Mon- 
lro{e> as ye have heard, they mean themfelves to the eflates, 

who 
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who gave order to meddle with the papifts rents, land), 
and fiflungs, about Aberdceo, and the water of Don, be- 
longing to Thomas Men7icsof Balgownie, Mr. rtlesandet 
Irvine of LochhUls, and Robert Irvine his brother, and thii 

to be uplifted yearly by Forbes of Echt, ay acid while 

his lefles were fet up, and fiklike there was diiponed to the 
lord Frafcr, Gordon of Abcrgeldie's rents, Dcnaid Far- 

quliarfon's and Gordon baron of Brachley's rents, 

. as malignants againftthe country, to be yearly uplifted by 
him, ay and while his Ikaith was paid ; as alfo there wa* 
difponed to Thomas Erflcine of Balhaggartie, the rents of 

Schethin, pertaining to Seaton, the rents and living rf 

Tibbertie, pertaining to — ■■ lones, ay and while he w»5 
compleatly paid of his loUks ; but he bade fliort while to 
take up his part, becaufe he departed this life in Edinborgh, 

upon the day of January 1645. 

Marvcll6us to fee the king's lieges thus to be oppreflM, 
and Thomas Menzies fled the kingdom, with his vnfe and 
children, for his religion ; yet his rents are difponed. Mr. 
Alexander Irvine flees the country, and failing to France 
he is taken by the way and brought to Edinburgh, where 
he is warded in the tolbooth, yet his rents are difponed. 
His brother P.obert Irvine durft not be feen J his rents are 
alfo difponed; the other gentlemen, for favouring the king 
and following the marquis of Huntly, as ye have heard, 
■' fled the kingdom, and durfl not be feen, yet their renti 
are difponed to fet up the lofles of the king's enemies and 
unfriends, without the advice or authority of his majefty, 
but only fet out tiy the eftates of the land. 

The laird of Echt for his part caufcd arreft the (hips car- 
rying falmon to France, lying in the harbour of Aberdeen, 
the laft of November, while the mailer of the Ihip gave sn 
account of fuch falmon as was Jhipped pertaining to the 
forefaid papifts, and fyne to fet them on ftiore, whilk was 
done, thereafter the merchant agreed with Echr upon con- 
ditions ; whereupon this falmon was again fliipped, am 
lb goes to fea. 

Upon the id day of December, a proclamation wti 
made at the crofs of Aberdeen, charging the Jheriffdom » 
convecn, and have thdr rendezvous at Aberdeen the 5th 

ot 
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of December, for taking order for the fUftentadoD of the 
foot jbldiers and troopers, and to bring in vi£li)ais for tbu 
e{fe& ; but none gavs obedience that day. 
- Upon the 8th day of Deceiaber, General Lefly return- 
ed viaorioufly frae Newcaftle to Edinburgh, , where he 
flayed while January 1645, taking up men for defence of 
the faid town, about 1 4*000 men and fume of our trov>pers 
lying here isient there; with this victory the pelt came in 
to BorrowAounnefs -, but Lelly removes with his wite A.id 
fkmily back to Newcadle. 

Te heard betore of MoHtrofc' march into Allial. He 
took the Imrd of Weniyfs, Menziea, captive, and other o Jt- 
ij^nding rebels ; he goes to the laird of Glenorchie's 
Unds* burns, waftes, and deilroys his country, being one 
of Argyle's fpeclal kinliiKii. 

A rgyle now beiag in Edinburgh, who came from Aber- 
deen, aa ye have heard, gat fmall thanks'for his fervice a- 
galnft Montrofe ; however hearing of the de(lru<fHoQ of 
Glenorchie's bounds, he goes quickJy to his own country, 
for defence of the fame. 

About thb time a general aflembly is indi<fled to be hol- 
den at Edinburgh the 23d of January 1645, by authority 
of the kirk, and a day of humiliation to go before. 

The town of -Edinburgh mightily murmured ^ainft the 
uptaking of the exciJe, but it goes through, and appointed 
to be lifted frae the firfl of Auguft lafl. 

Sunday the 22d of December, thundering out of pulpits 
agiunft Yool-day j none fuffered to make good cheer, or 
be merry, according to the old ciiAom. The bell went 
through the town, charging the craftfmeA to keep their 
- booths and work, and the merchants booths to IVand open ^ 
ilk craftfmau under the pain of ten pounds. The bttillies 
backed this charge, gdag through the town, command- 
ing the deacons to fee the crafts to work, and to note the 
dilbbedients. The whole filhers of Footdee were likewife 
commanded to go to lea on Yool-day, under great pains v 
but the fea feii out flormy, that flayed them, whUk the 
poor men frae their hearts wiAied. But, do their bed, 
they could not get the fcbolars and fludents to flay frae their 
Vol. II.

Tuefday the 24th of December, the lord Gordon (the 
martjuis b«ng ftill in Strathaayer, ia an iflaad called 
TongHe) had a meeting with hU friwids, for taking order 
with one called Forbes of Skeliater, for taking (bme of 
their (hcep and colt out of the braes of Str athboggie and 
Lelmoir. Wha' was concluded is fecretly Itept, and yet 
nothiag at all followed by way of deed j yet this SkeUater, 
to get the lord Gordon's favour, came tn, at ye may her&> 
after hear. • 

Upon Friday the a7th of December, there came out of 
the parilh of Cruden to Old Aberdeen, two horie troops. 
Horle and man had free quarters ; fyde upon the mom 
after breakfafl thty all rode fouth. 

Mr. Andrew Cant was chofen commifiioner, and Ro- 
iiert Crookftiank, baillle, laick elder for Aberdeen •, and 
the reft of the pfelbylery lent thdr commillioaerg to this 
alTembly. 

The town of Aberdeen in this month of December are 
charged, ilk man and woman, by virtue of their Oath, to 
■declare the avail of thdr goods-plundered by the Irithes at 
the fight of Aberdeen ; but to what end I know not, for 
inventiry was taken up of alt, to be had to our parliament, 
fome faid for having pity upon our cflate, and that we 
Ihould be free from quartering of foldiers, and other vexa- 
tions. 

The committee of the' kirk and general aflembly order- 
ed a faft tobe kept throughout all Scotland, b«ore the 
down-fitting of this parliament, whilk was to fit down up- 
on the 8th of jaijuary 164^ m Edinburgh, and before the 
^owti-fitting of the General Afiembly there upon the aad 
day of the laid month, conform to the whilk order a faft 
kept here upon the 6th of January in both Aberdeens, be- 
ing Sunday, and that fame day eight days we hnd here id 
Old Aberdeen, for the more abundance, another fail, 
whereby the poor people wfcre vexed to death with their 
continual failings andthankfgivingsi this laft Sunday ww 

kept 
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kept under pretext that there was not a fall conveatioB the 
firft Sabbath.

Upon the 3d of January i645,"an horfe troop came out 
' oF Marray,'aad was- quartered in Old Aberdeea, and an- 
other upon the fanaa towa quanered, and as they came, 
pluuder^d both town and coum^y houfea wherever they 
went.- 

Te beard b&foK of the General Affembly to be holdjdi 
on the 23d of Jaau^ry, aiid parlipncnt the 8th of January, 
tod other charges there fet down. Upon Wcdncfday the 
8th<^ January oar pailianve&t fat down in Edinburgh, and 
was fenced ; the earl of Lauderdale waa made prc&dent of 
thU parliamcDi^ but the Misg had. no comEoUConer there, 
whereof the parliament did not care much. , Vfei\, it is 
continued to thp axd of Janaary/ that the General 'AfTem- 
b]}* Jhould/it down, and in the mean time ordaiaed &re 
coiDBitttaGs to fit daily in Edinburgh, one whereof for or- 
deriog, a new levy tp be fcnt into England ; the id fat dif- 
cu0ing of the maltguants ; 3d, for fetting up th? lofles done 
|)jr MofttTofe aitd his rebels ; ■ the 4ih for the hMs } and the 
5th for the overturesi Thir conucatttts eftablj(hed, jthc pqf- 
'.Mai^ftt is prorogMC til die aad of JanuaT>'; but before tb^t 
day camo, their preftdeat fbe earl of Lauderdale dEpartai 
this life. 

About this time Sir John Hotham, (as report pafljwlro 
held the King oucof the ports of ilull, as ye have before, 
U executed by Comm^d of the ParUament, and his Ton 
both. He got this reward for his good fervice to them 
agaiuA ovr dread foverf^. 

Upon the 3d of February, Sir John Leflieof Wari- 
faoHle, knight baronet, departed this life in New Abiei- 
deen-, a great enemy to the laird of Clany, whohadmed- 
ied with his eftate, Cluay being warded in the tolbooth o£ 
Edinburgh. 

About this riifle :- Forbes of Echt compelled Tho- 

Hias Meozies of Balgowoie's. teaautfi. b& bong, iled .the 
■ - 7r 2 eotint' 
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■"tonutry for his feli^on, leaving order to pay men, loan 
monry, levy money, horfe and arms, as the country did, 
and as they were impoTed ; notwithftaodiag the eAates had 
^fted his rents to this laird of Echt aa ye have before, he 
compelled the tenants, I fay, to oblige themfdves, Uk ane 
for their own parts, to pay and deliver to him the fame 
prices which they were obliged to pay for the nAual to 
him before the firfl of Mar<;h, under the pain of plunder- 
ing, which the poor tenants were forced to pay for fear ; 
fur the mofl part the famen order was done with other 
papiUs land as wasfaid, and parties feat-out of Aberdeen 
bE) lyupon their lands while payments were made, as was 
done by William Seaton of Blair, being aliba pAjAtt. 

Upon the day of January, Mr Alexr. Jfaffray, late 

prcroft of Aberdeen, -departed this life in New Aberdeen ; 
a rigffl-ons covenanter. 

(Jpon Sunday the 19th of Jaonary, an aA of coounittee 
bolden in Aberdeen upon the loth of January, was read 
out of our pulpits of Old Aberdeen, for levying of the 
8th man; the rendezvous to be at Aberdeen the firil of 
Tcbraary. Few came that day, but pafties were ftnt ont 
ofthe regiments lying in Aberdeen, and lay upon the land 
till they came in perforce. 

Te heard before of the Parliament and general Ailem- 
"bly, and how the Parliament was fenced and adjourned 
■to the 22d of January, and thatday the general Afl^mblr 
to fit down alio; upon the whilk day our Farliaincot fat 
down in Edinburgh (without the King's commiSioner) the 
■lord Lindfay of Crawford (now ftylcd carl of Oawford) 
is prcfident of this Parliament. 

The general adembly atfo ftts down the faid day. Mr 
Robert Douglas, one of the miniAers of £dinbiir;gb, is 

moderator. It continued till the day of February ; 

indited another general alTembly to be holden at ■- — 
the 22d day of June 1646, fyne diiTolvcd, leaving the par- 
liamant flill fitting behind them ; but they fent up their afts 
not to the King, but to the Englilh parliament, for thdr 
approbation. .Strange to fee ! 

Ye hear before of Montrofe's progrefs to Gleaorchie*s 
lands. De goes to Argyle, burns and flays through the 

baiZl 
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tialll tonntry, and left no lioufe or hold except impregnable 
ftrengths, nnbumt ; their corns, goods and gear, and 
left not a four-fooKd beafl in his haili lands ; and fach as 
■wonld not drive they houghed and (lew, that they Ihoiild 
iievcf make ftead. Mootrofe remained in Argyle's coun- 
tries, Wafting, bnrning and deftro^ng all near a quarter 
of a year, fync came into Lochaber through Badenoch-, 
where fundry came in to him, fuch as the laird of Abergel- 
die and others of the name of Gordon, and Farquharfona 
of Brae of Mar. He marches fo Lochnefs, having a fall 
Intention to take in the burgh of Invernefs, wherein the 
laird ofLare's regiment aad Lothian's regiment were lying, 
\»ith many country peopfe about, and the town' ftrongly 
fortified. But the Marquis having difcuffed Bfedalbine^ 
Argyle, Lorn, and others of the Marquis' countries, and 
bis friends, without opporition or coritradiftion, fid 
marches through Lochaber to Lqcbncfs, and head thereof, 
where he is informed-tKat the Marquis of ArgylcwaS eo- 
Krcd into Lochaber, with an armyof highlandei's and !ow- 
bndmcn of about 3000 mcfl, and that he had barnt',th(; 
fcrae coontry of Lochaber, pertainitjg to McIJobald knd 
bis friends, and fufpefting that he had a deffgn to cau'ft 
the garrifons at Invernefs and men nf Rofs and Murray to 
rife Iq arms for his better affiftancc agatnft him, he there* 
fore refolved, partly for afftftmg of his friends Id Locha- 
ber, and revenging of the wrongs done to hint, and parti 
ly for preventing tne joining of greater forces agaiiift'hin], 
to advance to Lochaber againft Argyle j and to the effeifl 
he might come more fcddenly and uiiexpeftcdly againft Ar- 
gyle, he refolved not to go back the fame gate that fii 
marched from Lochaber, but returned there by anothet 
way through the mountains covered with fnow, and \n 
two days march he advanced fo near the enemy's' out mofl 
quarters {being diftant three miles from Inverlocby, where 
Argyle then lay) that before they were aware, hef'was 
within half a mile of them, whilk they pcrceiring, ati^ 
fleeing all away, gave afuddenalarra to all the, reft of rHi 
army, fo that all the regimcr.ts were advcrti'Vd, and did 
all combine at Inverlochy. So he perceiving that the cne- 
taj had taken the alarm, refolved inftantly to advance tc- 
Z J -waids- 
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wards Inveilochy, where he approached within half a 
mile's diflancc of the enemy, and flood all night in arms* 
as like wife did thecDcaiy; but the Marquis of Argylc 
(that famen night, being Saturday the ill of February} 
went iiboatd of his galley, with Sir John Wauchope Ot 
Kiddry, Mr Mango Law, aod Sir Francis Rollock, after 
that all his army was drawn up, and flayed there upon the 
water in his galley until the morn while the battle began> 
and that he did fee all his men flee away, and then he 
pa& away in his galley. The battle began at the riling of 
the fun on Candlemafs day. Montrofe' men were divided 
in four diviftons ; general major McDonald was upon the 
light wing with a regiment of Irilhes -, lieutenant colonel 
Okham with fome Irithes was upon the left wing} fbme 
highlanders of Athol, the Stenarts of Appin, men of Glea- 
co, captain of Claoranald, McLean, and Glengarie, was 
in the middle ; and colonel James McDonald, alias Mc- 
Onejl, was in the rey, with a refcrve of IriOies. The 
enemy had their lowlan deforces divided, the one half up- 
on the right wing, and the other upon the left ; and in the 
middle th&y had a great body of highlanders, and their 
referve was alfo highlanders, and was placed upon a pretty 
afcent where they had a piece of ordnance, and they 
planted within the houfe of Inverlochie about 40 or 50 
men, for that place was within a piftol (hot of the part 
where the enemy's battle was placed. Okham being upon 
the left wing did firfl advance, and charged the enemy's 
light wing, who firft fled. Major McDonald charges 
the left wing, and our highlandmen being in the middle, 
charged their middle battle -, fo the enemy percdving thdr 
right wing to flee, and their left wing and middle body 
to be furioufly aflaulted, did alfo (after Ihooting of a volley) 
take themfelves to flight with their rcferve'alfo. Some ot 
our horfcmen perceiving the enemy to break, did alTatdc 
them alio, and turned 200 of the enemy, and diverted 
' them from entering the houfe of Inverlochie, to which 
ihty were running for refuge. So the enemy fled fome 
by the LochCde, who were all either killed or drowned. 
The ^reatcfl part fled towards the hills that famen way by 
which they entered Lochaber. They were purfned Ibme 

eight 
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eight miles, and many killed. There was killed in all, as 
was thought, about ijoo, whereof there was of chltf 
men, the laird of Auchinbreck, Campbell; the laiid of 
Lochnetl, Campbell, with his eldell fon, aod brother 
Colin ; the laird of Glencaddel, elder ; McBougall ap- 
p^raad of R.ara, with his eldefl Ton the Frovoft of KiU 
mud 1 major Menzies, brother to the Prior of Achattens 
Parbreck ; and there was taken prifoners the laird of 
Parbreck, the laird oi Innerea, the laird of Glencaddell 
younger, the laird of Silver Craig, the laird of Lowmond, 
thel^rdof St. McDonald in Kintjre, the goodmaa of 
Pynmoir, the captain of BonAaifDage, his fon lieutenant 
^lonel Cockburn, captain Steuart, captain Murray, cap. 
tain Stirling, Robert CleUnd alias Cly<lfon, and Mr 
Dougall, a preacher. There are befides a great number 
of common fuldiers taken prifoners. It is iaid there waa 
direct frag thccomtnittec of Edinburgh, certainmen to fee 
Argyie's forwardnefs in following Montrofe {whereof it 
would appear the edates werein doubt) but they faw iiis 
flight in form foref^d. It is to be coofidcred, that few of 
this army had efcaped^if Montrofe had not marched the, 
day before the fight 1 8, miles upon little food, and crofled 
fundry waters wet and weary, in fnow, and Aanding in 
wet and cold the haili night before the fight ; but Montrofe 
caufed a forlorn hope of mufketeers {hoot all night at the 
enemy, the better to engage the enemy againft the next 
morning, fearing thai thiyfliould have ftolen away jn the 
night. What was killed to Montrofe is uncertain. But 
Sir Thomas Ogiivie, fon to the Earl of Airly, was Ihoi 
through . the thigh, whereof he died fliortly thereafter, ■ 
and was buried in Aihol. 

There came to Aberdeen two commanders, major lid- 
del and captain Murray, of the garrifon lying in Aber> 
deen, and declared to the provoll and balllies, that the men 
were hungered, and could not live on- two pecks of meal ■ 
in the week, except they gat 13 s. alfo. The council is 
' conveened, and to cfchew plundering, they condefcendcd 
to give 3000 merkst for jhe whllk the town waa taxed. 
Thus is Aberdeen fore vexed day and night. 

About this time commiflioaers came from the Engtilh 
f arliameot, as report paft. 

An/ 
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And Rkcwift that the young prince was general o»er the" 
lung's army,' nrade of purpofe for jdeafiog of the £nglifh>- 
nieo, who i'lked not to ftrve uilder general Ruthrcn, bdng 
a Scotfman, whofe coonfei and advice was nevertheleft 
craved on all occafions, as a brave expert cavalier ; nke»s 
the king made him marquis of Thames, for quitting of hiS- 
place. 

■ Te heard before of the taking and warding of young 
Drum and his- brother Robert Irvine. This brave yoong; 
gentleman departed this life iMthtn the tolbocrh of Edin- 
burgh upod Friday the 4th o( February, and that famen^ 
hight (being excommnnicatc) was buried betwixt eleven, 
and rwclte o'clock wkh candle light in lanthoms. The- 
young iaird lying alfo fore &ck in the fame chamber, wh* 
Upon great moyan was tranfported upon a wand-bed upon 
Alt mom from the tolboorh to the caffle, where he lay fore 
grieved at the death of his well-beloved brother, bora 
flown by unhappy deftiny, and cruel maiice of the ellate$-. 
When they were firft warded, they were all three put }& 
Ibndry honfts, that none fliould have conference with an- 
other, and that none ftioUM come or go without a town's- 
ba^Hie were prefent. This longfome loathfome prifon en- 
dured for the firft half year. Thereafter they got liberty- 
all three to bide id one chamber, but none fuffered to come 
or go or fpeak, but what was overheard by a baiUie. But 
this'yonng gallant biding fo long in prifon, and being of aw 
high fpirit, broke his heart and died, his father bdng con-. 
Cued in Edinburgh, and his mother dwelling in New A— 
berdecn {for the place of Drum was left quite defecate, as- 
yt have heard before) to bis Hnfpeakable grief and forrow. 

About the time of Argylc's dilcomfiftire, the eflates 
gave order to mnjor general Bail lie to ievya new army io. 
go upon Montrofe, of whom ye (liall hear more hereafter^. 

Tfe heard of the noble- viftory tliat Montrofe had over 
Argyleatlnverluthre. His folditrs gat abiiiidance of arms 
and Ipoil. /. rgyle went to Edinburgh, fore lamenting the 
lofs of his kin and friends, but chiefly for the Soft of his 
honour. Bin Montroic courageoufly marched back througlv 
Lochabtr wi'h difplayed banners towards InvtmeJs, with 
incredible dUigeoce, and finding the town flrongly fortifi- 
ed 
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ed, and garrifbns l^i^ about, or rather within the iamc, 
fiich as the laird of Lare's regimeat .and Buchannin's regi- 
ment, thinking in Aorming thereof it wonld fpcnd time and 
V, iofe his men, he thereafter marched peaceably by Inver- 
ncfs down throagh the country of Murray, charging all 
manner <^ men betwixt (5o and i6 to rife and fervc the king 
and his majcIVy's lieutenart, under the pain of .hrc and 
fword, againft his majcfty's rebel fubjefts j and to that ef- 
fed to meet him in their beft arms on horfc and foot ini- 
mediacely after the charge. This bred great fear, and fun- 
dry of the Murray men came into ium. Sic as ftood oat 
he plundered, burnt apd fpoilzied tHetr houfes and lands, aa 
follows, viz. the laird of fiallendallach's three houfes, Pit- 
cbalh, Foynefs, and Ballendallach, houles, bigging and 
corn yards of his hail! grounds, and lus haill lands plun- 
dered of hcrfc, nolt, (heep, and other goods ; the place 
of Grangehill, pertaining to fiTmian Dunbar ; the place of 
> Brodie pertaining to the laird of BrotUej the place of Cow- 
bin, pertaining to - — ^ Kinnaird ; the place of Innes, per- 
taining to the laird of lunes ; and Rcdball, all burnt and 
plundered ; the lands of Burgle, Lechen and DuiTus plun- 
dered, but not burnt ; Garmouth plundered but not fired, 
their ialmoD cobles and nets cut and hewn down, where- 
by the water oi' Spey could not be well fifhed. Thus as 
Moatrofe marched, he fent out parties through the coun- 
try with fire and plundering. 

Now upon, the 17th of Febreary, there was fitting 
at a committee at EI^ the earl of Scaforth, the laird (x 
Inoes, Sir Robert Gordon, the laird of Plufcardine, and di- 
vers others, and hearing of thir dangers, difchargcs by tuck 
of drum the Faften's-even's mercat, holden yearly at Elgin, 
left the country merchants and people Ihauld get Ikaitl^ 
and Portly diflblves thdr committee, and ilk ane a fundry 
gate. The Iaii;dofInnes and fundry others with him got • 
- to Spynie, where his eldelt ion was dwelling. The town's 
people and country about, fering the laird of Innes flee to 
Spynie, fled alfo with theirwives, bairns, and beft goods 
which they could get carried here and there, but chiefly 
to Spynie, and few bade within the town for plain fear» 
which inccnfed the foldiers worfc againft the town, thin if 
they had bidden and kept their houfes. The earl of Sea-

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£anh and the reft of the comduttee mei fied theit ova , 
■ways. i 

As MoDtnift is matdnDg to ^|pn> the 'hati t^ GrsM, 
vmh fome others, meet him, and oiScnng thdr ferrife iijV 
CO their parole and great oath, fworetoicrve the king and 
him his tretirenant loyrfly j MoDfroJc received thengno- 
onflyv the lainl of Grant fent in 300 men to him. 

Upon the 19th of Febniary, Montrofe comes to Eipa. 
The lord Gordon bong in the Bog, lap qnickly on horii, < 
having Nathaiuel- Gordon with feme others in Us coBf 1 
pBov, and that famen night came to Elg^, fluted Moiw 
trofe, who made him btardly vrelcomc, an d fapplied jo t- , 
fully together.

Some aliedged the cfiates ovcrfaw hitti in diTm 
pdMs, touching his honoor, which he could not digeft ; 
others faid, be was likcty to lofc his father for fcilowiBg 
th£ country caoie if be Ihoidd cffntiHM, and the country 
happen to be Horn dawn j others agaih faid, It was a plot 
devifed betvirixt MontroTe and Nrihafiiel Gordon, when ht 
Vras wJth him, and when be came frae him irith Ciai- i 
gievitr, as ya have heard ; and albeit for Ms coming awiy 
Ec was eneeined traiterous and diOoyal (o Montrofe, yet he 
proved iris faithful ferraotin tl^ hafinefsi Thir vcredK 
opinions of fome i however it was, in he went, but how« 
npon what realoi 1 cannot tell really. The miniftry hear- 
ieg this, they railed pitifuDy out of pulpit againA him. Hb 
brother Ludawick cade alio to Montrofs, whom hegtao- 
ouflyrec«ved.' 

Montrofe ^vea order to draw all the ferry boats on Spej 
CO the North fhore, except one anent the Bog, and to gia'i 
ihe haiil fords up and down ) fyne goes to his council of 
Wir, not to committee courts, tieacheronQy cropjring with- 
in his land. 

While as he is thus in Elgin, the earl of Seaforth, the 
lairds of Plufcardine and Loflyne, his brethren, Sir R(>- 
bert Gordon of Gordonftoun, and divers othcw, cauieio 
to him, where I will leave him a little.

Upoo} Sunday the 13d of February yotisg Cight, young 
Hartbill, vith their compiices, took ten of Craigievar's 
troop, Lyingcardeilyiii theiraekied beds within their quarters 
tt Invernry. Tfacy took their horfes, their money, their ap^ 
parel, aad aims, asd gave the mea liberty to go, whereat 
Craigierar was hig^y offended. 

Theeftates.grieYcd at Mootrofe' dtrings, refolve tohavft 
tiiin living or dead ; and to that «ffeft fetids to Aberdeen 
about the iXSth of February the lord Balcarras' horfe regi- 
ment, with orders to draw in Sir James Hacket's borfe regi- 
ment, quartered within the partlhof Old Aberdeea, to the 
rendezvous in New Aberdeen (feeing the other two regi- 
ipents which Argjle left behind hija quartered in this coun> 
try, was fcattered here and there, aod mMiy of the horfe? 
dead in the mortichieo) and to abide the coming of lieut&> 
tenant major Baillie, who was coming with- fix foot reg^ 
mentg frae St. Johnfton againil Montrofe. He had many 
trave commanders and captains, amongft whom was ma- 
jor Hurry, a foldier of fortane, Jlnd very changeable j for 
firft he ferved the parliament of Eagland againft his fove- 
reign the king ; 2d, He left them, and ferved the king, 
which was more noble ; 3d, He left the king and parlia- 
inent both, came into Scotland, and took fervice with his 
toajefty's rebels againft him ; but he wan little ere all was 
«Jone. Te have before of major BaiUie's bufinels ; but at 

this 
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this time he came not to Aberdeen, and his troopers wete 

forced to flee, as ye fcave hereafter. 

MoDtrofe campipg in Elgin, received, to fave the town 
nnbumt, 4000 mcrks as was laid, but his foldiers, efpeci- 
ally the laird of Gracit's foldiers, plundered the town pld-- 
fully, and left nothing turfible unearned away, and brake 
down beds, boards, infight and pleaUhing. Mf^ntrofe 
leaves them at this plundering, and marches from Elgin up-' 
on the 4th of March toward& the Bog of Gight, with the 
body of his army, having in his company the earl of Sco/- 
forth, the lord Gordun, tlie lairds of Grant, Plufcardiiic, 
Loflyne, and fome others, who had come in to him, and 
fent before him over Spcy the Farquharlbns of Brae of 
Mar, ti, plunder the town of Culien pertaining to the earl 
of Findlater, which they did pitifully, for thir Farquhar- 
fons had come in to him before. Montiofe being over Spey, 
he confiders that the two regiments lying in Invemefs, and 
rebels in the country, might now in his abfence break out 
and Wrong his friends that are in his company, therefore 
betakes the earl of Seaforth, the laird of Grant, and others 
formerly faid, their folemn oaths to fervcthe king againft 
h'ls rebel fubjefts, and never to draw arms again/1 hia ma^ 
jefly and his loyal fubjefts, and thereafter fent them over 
Spey again, to look to their own eftates, upon thdr parole 
to come with all their forces upon advertifement to affift 
Montrofc in the king's fervice, and fo parted frac others; 
but the earl of Seaforth gat more credit than he was wor- 
thy of, for he perjured himfelf, and turned a mortal enemy 
to the king, and a traitor, as ye ftiall hear. ■ 

Now as Montrofe forefaw the trouble of the country, fo 
it fell out; for there came parties frae the regiments atln- 
vernefs, tothc place of Elchies, the place where the lard of 
Grant' was dwelling, and plundered the famen, and left 
not the ladies apparel, jewels and goldfmith work untakea 
up, whereof ihe had Aorc. Thereafter they plundered tHe 
land ofCoxtown, becanfe the goodman followed the lord 
Gordon. 

They came inCo^lgin, took the laird of Plufcardiheand 
his brother Loflyne out of that ftrong houfe belonging to 
Plufcardioe, had them to Inverners, and kept them as tb^ 
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who had come in to Montrofe ; but this was thought to 
be done by Seaforth's coafent. However he leems to be 
jbrry at the talung of his brethren, conies to Inverasfs, sind 
tabours fo that he gat them both (et to Sberty. This \Tas 
fiud to be phia pcdicy uded by ^toaforth, for he repented 
^imfelf 1^ his ingolog to Mootrofe, and vrote to the earl 
Marifchal, and committee at Aberdeen, that he jiietded on- 
ly through fear, and that lie avowed to tude by the good 
caafe to his deuh, wfaHk was accepted, aad partly he per- 
formed. Remember tbe earl of Murray is all this time 
refidiog in fingland with his lady.

No meat durft be 
mAde ready ; Icarchers ibught the town's houfes and kit- 
chens for the fame. Thus is the people vexed with thir 
extraordinaiy fafls and thankfgirings, upon the Sabbath 
day, appointed by God for a day of reft, fedng their 
bodies are vexed with labour on the work days, through 
the prepofterous zcaliif our miniftry. 

Mr William Strachao, on this day of humiliadon, cried 
out agalnft Montrofe and his army, calling them bloody 
butchers, traitors, perfidious, and of the hellifticrew, with 
many other fpeechcs, unmeet to be uttered by a minifter 
from the chair of verity. Mr Andrew Cant, with Mr 
John Rue and Mr William Robertfon, were as malicious, 
and fully worfe againft them in theh pulpits, and Cant was 
heard to rail againft the Sing's own commiiTion granted 
to Montrofe, and fpared not to call him and his army mur- 
derers, bloody butchers, rebels, and excommualcated 
tr.-utcrs, whereat fome of the well difpoted auditors did 
tremble, wondering at the railing of the miniftry almoft 
every where, wicked counfeiiors, and evil inftruments frac 
the beginning of thir troubles, but nd repentance for the 
mother-fin, which was riving of the King's prerogative 
frae him, and his rents and living within this kingdom, 
which has bred this 'mifery, God's wrath, pcft and fword. 
Ye heard before of Montrofe' march to Kiiiiemuir •, and 
underftanding fome enemies were rifen, and growing to

»o Dunnotter, and ilk ane a Tundry gate j whereat many 
marvelled, and fome were blyth. 

The lord Gordon comes to Straihboggie, but before his 
coming, John Gordon of Buckie, an old aged man, took in 
his chief's place of the Bog, makes James Gordon, of the 
family of Lichieflown, ane renowned foldier, captain 
thereof, who manned and provided the houfe, and kept 
the famen floutly. He drew the haill boats and cobles of 
Si>ey, that none fliould get pafTage frae the north ; he fet 
out nightly aa hundred men in watch, bein^ under feat 
of the Murray men and regiments lying at Invernefs. 

This famen Tuefday , and 8th of April, appointed for 
holding of the committee, our prefbytery fat down in New 
Aberdeen, where there was produced a nnmber of printed 
papers for uptaking of the cxcife, and Uk. miniiler to have 
one here, and the haill province to intimate upon a Sabbath- 
day before his pari{hioners, to the cff"e£t that they (hould 
thereafter get payment ; but the brethren hearing of the 
lords going from the committee, diffolves their prefbytery 
fdddenly without more ado. 

Ye hear before how major Hurry received orders at 
Brechin to come here, and lieutenant major BaillJe to re- 
turn to Perth, back again; conform thereto, npon the iitb 
of April he came to Aberdeen, with his twofoot regiments, 
and a horfe regiment ; he was convoyed with the nobles 
and barons alfo, . frae Brecbin, except Marifch.ol, who 
went to Dunnotter. Hurry caufed quarter his troopers 
about Torry, and his foot regiments this night in New 
Aherdeea:, B b z Upon 
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Ufon the morn, the troopers were q^uartercd in Old 
Aberdeen, optains, officers nnd all; ihey plundered 
about the town, ineat for their horfes v^ithin three miles 
thereof, and paid for their own meat. Hurry canfea 
ftraiily watch the town of Aberdeen, bridges of Dee and 
Den nightly, and the Old Town alfo. 

Friday being the nth of April, Saturday, Sunday and 
Monday, they flay, as is formerly fet down. 

UpcnTuefdaythe i5ihof April, Hurry intends to march 
from both Aberdeensj draws out the lord Loudon's re- 
giment firit out of the town (he being Chancellor of Scot- 
iand)the troopers march frae the Oid-town. As they ate 
going into the town, the Lothian regiment raifed a mutiny 
againft iheir commanders, ' and went to arms, kept the 
town, clofed the poits, and would' not fuffer any of 
Loudon's regiment, lying without the ports, nor (heir 
commanders or captains to take order with them, nor fuf- 
fer trooper r.or Loudon's regiment to enter wlltiin the 
town. The caufe of this mutiny was, forwstnt ofcloath- 
inp and pay, promifed to be given them at Aberdeen, 
whilk the otherregiment and troopers had trulygotten, as 
was true, and they only wanting,whilk carried fome reafon 
with it ; nor further would they march while they were 
compleatly paid of all their dues. Major Hurry nor none 
of the commanders might not mend themfelves, -but take 
patience per force; and they take this courfe, that the 
lord Loudon's regiment and troopers, who could not get 
entry into the town, fhould march back to Old Aberdeen 
, that night upon their own charges, and to get nothing but 
houfe room, fire, candle, and beds, where they could be 
had. 

This poor town was pitifully diftreJTed, in providing 
their lodgings, but mickle more to furnilh them meat, fcarcc 
gettable for money. The troopers fought meat throtigh 
the country for their horfes and themfelves. Thus they 
lay in both Aberdeens, while Hurry fent to the eftates for 
money and cloathing. Like as upon Thurfday the lyih 
of April, a bark came to Aberdeen with thir commodities, 
wherein Hurry's wife came alfo; hedirefted her back again 
by land, and caufed ftiortly cloath his foldierS, and pay 

their 
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their dues ; and after they hat^ ftaycd frae Friday the 1 1 tli 
of April upon their expences, which was reafonably well 
paid, upon Saturday the iptb of April they marched all 
together in a bady from Aljerdeen, towards Kintoreaad 
Inverurie; from that to Rayoe, carrying in their company 
twofieldpieces. They plundered the lands. of Newtowo 
and Ha^thi^l^fo^ the lairds were in Mootrofe'fervice) from 
that they go to Scrathbog^e and Eozie, as ye Ihall 
hear. 

Upon the forefaid 15th <^ April, and third Tuefday 
therein, onr pronocial afTembly fat down in New Aber- 
deen, and sc their down-fitting they hear of the mutiny a- 
mongd the foldiers forefaid. The eari Marifchal came frae 
Dunnottcr to^ this aflembly, flayed not, but returned bacli 
upon the mom, bdng "Wednefday. Mr. William Strachaa, 
miuifter at Old Aberdeen, is chofen moderator for the af- 
fairs concerning the provincial aflembly, to the next allem- 
bly, and Mr. \ndrew Cant is moderator for the prelby- 
tery of Aberdeen, Mr. David Liridfay parfon of Belhel- 
Tie is disjoined from this prelbytety to- the prefbytery o£ 
Ellon. Marvellous to fee fie aiterationa !: 

Upon Sunday the r 3th of April, before ftrmon, the vif^ 
count of Frendraughr, the lord Frafer, the matter of For- 
bes, the lairds of Boyn, Eclit, Ludquharn, and divers o- 
thers» who came in with Hurry to Absrdeen, rode from 
the town ; fome thought to meet him at Straihboggie. 

Word came here, that upon Friday tiie nth of April, 
by command of the eftates, the lord Gordon's arms, the 
laird of Delgaty's arms, and the goodman of Coxtown's 
arms were alfo riven at the crofs of Edinburgh i them- 
felves declared traitors m their country, and their lands 
forfeited, for following the king. 

Ye heard before how the place ot Lcthentic was pur- 
Cied, yet gat no entrance i thereafter about this fame time. 
Sir William Forbes of Craigievar, with his affifters, came, 
took in the houfe, put the lady to the yett (her hufband be- 
ing abfent) plundered the ground, and fent the corns to his 
own lands of Fintray to fow, becaufe there was none left 
BDplundered or burnt, as ye have before. 

Upoa Sunday the 20th of April, our flumnec read out a 
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paper, as was done at other churches, warning the (hire 
of Aberdeen for Hurry's fervice to furnifti out iSoo dra- 
gooners, man and horfe, and to have their rendezvoas at 
^Aberdeen the 29th of April. The time was ftiort, yet 
charged under great pains ; but none kept or gave obedi- 
eoce, for the country lay groaniog under thir heavy bur- 
dens. 

Te heard how Mootrofc went to Killiemuir. It is 
faid he direded M'Donald North into Birfe, Cromar and 
Glentanr.er, and himfetf pan fouth towards Dunkeld ; but 
in effeft we had no certainty where he went, -he was fo 
obfcure; and Baillie lay flill at St. Johnfton with his forces. 
It is faid that Forbes of Skellater, a ftrong gentleman, a- 
prced with the lord Gordon for taking of fome nolt and 
ftieep from his friends, as ye have heard ; and at his com- 
mand pad to M'Uonald with 30b foldiers, and they march 
toCoupar in Angus, pertaining to the lord Coupar, the 
lord Balmerinoch'a brother, whilk he fired, and (lew Mr. 
Patrick Lindfay minifter at Coupar, and fome others, fync 
routed the lord Balcarras' troopers lying near by, killed 
fome, and took their horfes and arms, fyne took to the 
hUls. 

Upon Wcdnefday the 23d of April, the ear! Marifchal* 
with the lairds of Talquhon, Watertoun, Kermuck, and di- 
vers others, held a committee at Aberdeen, fync returned 
back again that fame night to Dunnotter. 

The famen Wednefday and 23d of April there is takes 
within the Forth, feven Scots merchant (hips, well load- 
ned with goods, and one of the king's Ihips, now called a 
parliament /hip, by fome frigates, whether Engli/h, IriJh, 
(ir Dunkirkers, is uncertain. James Nicolfon, white fiflier 
in Fcotdee, was taken at his lines by one of thir frigates, 
but did him little fkaith nor his boat 5 they had him with 
them, but fuffered the boatto go home. They landed him 
at the Bownefs, and he by land returned to his own houfe ; 
he could tell nothicgjbut that thisfrigaie wasamanof war, 
but to whom flie belonged, he could rot tell. Thereafter 
out of Forth there was taken four other merchant fhips, 
richly loadened, whereof captain Seeton's fhip,now gone to 
iea, was occ. Thus is Scotland wrecked both by fea and 
land, 
^b. Upoa 
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Upon Friday the Z5th of April, Sir William Forbes 
of Cra^ifvar at his own hand takes in the place of Kem- 
nay, frac the widow lady thereof, plaots fome IblJiers 
therein, being Hanked about, and of good defence ■, he 
plundered corns and vlftuals for their maintenance frae 
the laird of Kincraigie, fync took his beft faddle horie?, 
and plundered the country about for the fame caufc, fic as 
Newtown and Hanhill j he plundered frae rhem about 
I do oxen, and drove them to Fife, and ibid themv he 
took alfo George Gordon of Rhynie. 

Te heard of Montrofe' being at Dunkeld ; he returns ' 
north, and beyond Dee there comes to him the lord Gor- 
don, out of Auchindown, M'Donald and his company; 
Jiklike there came to him the lord Aboyne, the mafter of 
Napier, the laird of Delgaty, the laird of Ketr younger, 
who with the ear^ of Nithfdale and Lord Herrefs, had bro- 
ken out of Carlille, with about 28 horfe, through David 
Lcdy's army defpera-tely, yet happily fafe and found. Thus 
Aboyne, Napier, Delgaty, and Keir, came in to Montrofe 
beyond Dee, who were all joyful for one another ; they 
began to march crofs the river Dee at the Mill of Crathle, 
and haftes the lord Aboyne to Aberdeen for powder, and 
they to bide his return at Skene, He comes down Dee- 
fideuponThurfday theiftof May, and with about 40 horfe 
came to Aberdeen, fets watches, goes to two (hips lying 
in the harbour, plunders about 20, barrels or kinkcns of 
powder, flayed no longer, but part ftiortly to the camp at 
Skene the fame night, who were very glad of his .coming 
with the powder, being very fcant thcrctrf' ; he did no more 
fltaith, yet Mr. Andrew Cant, Mr. John Rue, and fome 
covenanters, fled like foxes. ThirTiarlcs were but new 
comehome from Flacders. 

Mr. William Chalmers minifter at Skene, and Mr. Wil- 
liam Davidfon's houfes were plundered, and two men 
killed by the Irilhes, but no wrong was done to the lady 
Marifcl^'s liferent lands. 

Ye heard of Hurry's march to Strathbogg^e and the 
Eozie. He raifcd no fire, nor did any wrong to the ftately 
palaces of Strathboggie and the Bog, and marched by them 
to the Enzie, and encamped at the .Upper and Nether 

Buc- 
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Buckies, where the earl of Findiater and Lord Crightoir^ 
the laird of Boyn, and fome others, came to his afliltance. 
The lord Gordon, at Hurry's coming, went to Auchin' 
down, where he flayed while he went to Montrofe, as yc 
have heard, becaufe he had no order to give battle to Hur- 
ry, who all this time is plundering the pleafant couotry of 
the Enzie. He made up 400 dragooners of the cbuntry- 
horfe, and made meat of the corns, victuals, nolt, ftieep, 
and ky, and as was laid he fent to Frendraught's tenants 
corns, cattle, and other goods, to help their lolTes ; he 
was efti mated to 1000 foot, 200 troopers, and 400 dra- 
gooners, by and attour fic country help as came ia to him. 
He camped here frac the 20th of Tpril that he canie to the 
Enzie, to Friday the adof May ; and hearing of Montrofe's 
coining, upon Saturday the 3d of May he marches over 
Spey, there to join with the Murray-forces. Mootrofc lying 
at Skene, on Friday May the 3d, fay break of day^^arches 
in a full body to Strathboggie ; upon the morn 10 the Bog j 
and upon Monday the 5th of May paft haftily over Spey 

■ after Hurry. He was eftlmate toabout4cioo men, horfe 
and all, where I muft ceafe a little. 

Upon Sunday the 27th of April, our mlnifter Mr. Wil- 
liam Strachan, as other minifters did, made a fpcech con- 
form to the imprinted papers anent the uptaking of the cx- 
cife, fent from the committee of the eftates^ the particulars 
whereof ye have before, firfl by committee, thereafter 
ratified by parliament, dated the 29th of July 1644, and 
laft of January 1645. This excife was ord^ned to begio' 
the 1 oth of February, and to endure but. for an year there— 

■ after ; this day is altered, and begins the ftrfl of Auguft 
1(544, to continue to the faft of Auguft i'545- 

Many decrees were made for uptaking of this gricvoas 
excife, fore againft the people's will, crying with many male- 
diflions againft the fame ; as done to the wreck both of 
burgh and iand> and all for this, to make up monies to fur- 
nifti the armies gone into England out of this kingdom, for 
reformation and defence of religion, bat rather more truly . 
to furnifh men to fight ag^nft his facred majefty, feeing he- 
had moft gracioufly condeJcended to our haill hearts defire, 
both in church and policy, whilk his majefty never brake

in one jot} yet we would not reft, but raife arms to the 
wreckof our country, upon no true reafbn, as is faid before. 
Now as the people looked for a tyrannical oip taking of this 
excift, after their pulpit intimations, it was crofled by the 
incoming of Aboyne to Aberdeen, as ye have already 
heard. 

Tc heard before how Cralgievar took in Kcmnay. He 
alledged he had warrant frae the eftates to take in, during 
thir troubles, the ilrongcft houfes, and fortify the fame, 
and thefoldierstoliveupon the rents of the lands, or upon 
the country where there was no rents to fuitain them. 
Right fna he took in the place of PLtcaple, and fortified 
the famen, but Kemnay he quitted at the field of Alford, 

and Abcrcromby younger of Birkenbog manned 

the fame. 

Upon Tuefday the 29th of April, there was fix feveral 
proclamations made at the Crofs of Aberdeen, firft aneCit 
the felling of the haill forfeited perfons lands within the 
north, but there could be found no buyers. There were 
other four worthlefs proclamations, which of purpofe I 
have left unwritten. 

Upon Sunday the 3d of May Baillie goes into Athol, 
and burns and deftroys that pleafant country. This is not 
the firJl fire the covenanters raifed in Scotland, as I believe, 
and as the King had juftly given commilfion to Montrofe 
to raife fire and fword againft his rebels, right fua the 
committee gf eftates gave order to raife fire and fword 
upon the King's loyal fubjefts, as was done by the Mar- 
quis (then earl) of Argyle ; for firll he railed fire at his 
own hand upon the earl of Airly's lands, as ye have heard j 
fyne burnt the lands of Keppach, pertaining to McDonald, 
and fictike burnt the laigh bigging about the place of 
Kelly, as ye have heard ; fyne demolilhed the fair pafiages 
of the hoafe, with fundry others, without warrant or au- 
' thority of our fovcreign the . King. The raifing of this 
fire was thought good ferviceby preachers and covenanters, 
done for reformarion of religion and defence thereof, as 
mofl unjuftiy they alledged, fince his JIajcfty had grant- 
ed ail our defires both in kirk and policy, as is v/ell feen 
in the a^s of parliament. But the King, feeing their in- 
tentions -- 
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tendons were rather againft royalty than for religion, anrf 
witlial fearing the kingdom would be bom down with 
blood, murder, fire, fword, plundering, robbery, and 
oppreflion, ftent, taxations, men and moneys, done of fet 
purpofe againft himfelf and his good fubjefts -, he for 
reprelEngof thir abufes grants a commiffion to the marquis 
of Monwoie, to riJe with fire and fword againft his rebel- 
lious fubjefls, and to defend his true and loyal friends-; 
but the preachers and covenanters railed and cried out 
againft his Majefty's lawful commiffion. Strange to fee ! 

Baillie haviag burnt up and deftroyed this fair and fcF- 
tile country of Athol, for the loyalty of the inhabitants to 
thdr dread fovereigo, went to the caftle of Blair, an im- 
pregnable ftrength, wherein many of the prifoners taken 
at Invertochy, and haill wealth of Montrofe's army were 
kept ; bat he could not get this houfe taken in, and after 
the burning of the country he plundered horfe, nolt, and 
Iheep, with the haill goods thereof, for entertaining of hie 
army ; fync marches frae Athol in through the fields to 
Killicmuir and Fettercairn ; and upon Saturday the loth 
of May he comes and camps in Birfe, ftill plundering the 
country wherever he goes, eating the green growing corns 
fcarce come to the blade, with their horfes. He was efti- 
mate about aooo foot and 1 20 troopers. Upon Sunday 
the 1 1 th of May he marches to Cromar, and camps betwixt 
the kirks of Coall and Tarland ; he burnt the houfe of 

Dalperfte, pertaining to Gordon, and ftill lay 

plundering and dcftroying the country, abiding the com- 
ing of the lord Balcarras with his horfc regiment, and that 
the gentry of the land fliould rife and affift him ; where I 
will leave him for a whhite. 

Ye heard before how Hurry went, upon the third of 
May, over Spey. Montrofc followed him over upon the 
5ih of the fald month, betwixt whom was a fldrmifh, 
where James Gordon, fon to George Gordon of Rhynie, 
was fore hurt. He is convoyed to the Strudders, ■where 
a friend of his own dwelt, to ly while he ihould be cured, 
and had a gentleman called Gordon to attend him. But 
major Sutherland advertifes the young laird of Innes, thai 
he was lying at this houfe, who ralhly and uoadYifedLy 

fecb 
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«nt a party, viz. captain Smith, Alexander Douglaa, 
John Douglas, and John Milne younger, all Elgin men, 
with fome others, and cruelly they murdered this young 
gentleman, Ipng fore wounded, aod left his keeper alfo 
for dead. This was thought an odious deed, barbarous, 
and inhuman, to murder this youth not pafling 18 years of 
age, which was well revenged by Montrofe at Auldearn 
and blgging of Elgin, as after does appear. 

Hurry wan nothing at this ikirmifh, but marched weft, 
removed the laird of Lare's regiment and Buchanan's Fe- 
rment out of Invernefs, except fo many as ftiould keep 
the town. There came alfo of country people in to him 
the earl of Sutherland, with his power ; the earl of Sea- 
fbrth in perfon, with his power ; the earl of Hndlater 
hirafelf was there ; the lord Lovat's power was there, but 
not himfelf j the young laird of Innes, the RolTes, Mon- 
ros, Dunbars, the lairds of Boyn and Birkenbog, and 
many others came in to -Hurry, who was now eftimate 
about 4000 foot, and 50D horfe, all expert foldiers and. 
refolute gentlemen, with brave commaaders, officers, and 
captains. \ 

But Seaforth was thought to be a perfidious traitor, 
who after he was deeply fworn by Montrofe to the King's 
fcrvice, and upon this parole had gotten liberty to go 
home, whereas Montrofe might have kept him ftOl in 
his company, yet forgetting his oath before God, his duty 
towards his Prince, and this nobleman his Majelly's gene- 
Talj he lap in to the other fide, as ye have heard before, 
where he alfo gave his oath. 

Now Hurry is bufy be-weft Auldearn, drawing to aa 
Jiead, and Montrole marches forward to Auldearn, about 
3000 foot and horfe, where he encamps commodioufly, 
and upon Friday the 9th of May Hurry comes marching 
forward to Auldearn, where Montrofe was biding him 
la good order and pofture. At lall Montrofe gives Hurry 
an hot charge upon all (quarters, both with foot and horfe i 
and in a Ihort fpace the Chancellor's regiment called Lou- 
don's regiment, the Lothian regiment, Lare's regiment, 
and Buchanan's regiment, (all expert and lingular well 
grained foldiers as were ia this kingdom) are for the moft 

part

part cut off, fighting to the death valiantly. This over- 
throw was attributed to one crowner or major Drummood, 
■who wheeled about unfkilfully through his owd foot, aod 
brake their ranks, whereby they were all (lain by the ene- 
my, and for. which by a couacil of war thereafter, hoi- ■ 
den at Invernefs, he was Ihot Handing on his feet, but oot 
at a poft. There was reckoned to be flain here at this 
bloody battle, above 2000 men to Hurry, and fome 24 
gentlemen to Montrofe, andlbmefew Irifhca killed, which 
is miraculous, and only foughren with God's own finger 
as would appear i fo many to be cut dowa on the one 
Tide, and To few on the other ; yet no thanks was ^ven to 
God for this great viftory. It is to be confidered that 
Montrofe's captains and foldiers wan this viflory with 
great glory of arms, and the lord Gordon, the Vifcount 
of Aboyne, and their name and followers fought fo vali- 
antly, that they deferved eternal prajfe. 

tAnny of Hurry's commanders with the refV were killed 
and taken prifoners, of whom the laird of Lares, Sir John 
Murray, and Sir Gideon Murray were killed, 10 or 12 

prifoners taken, of whom Lares' brother, called " 

Campbell, is one } fixteen colours taken, with their haill 
baggage and ammunition, and much money and riches 
found. The horfemen indeed fled firfl, and left the foot 
fighting couragcoufly to the death j they pofted to Inver- 
nefs who were well horfed; others were killed in their 
fleeing. Hurry, Seaforth, Sutherland, Findlater, the lairdi 
of floyii, Innes, Birkenbog, and the rtil, wan fafe y *• - 
way. 

After this great viflory Montrofe direfts to bam the 
laird of Calder's (Campbell's) lands and houfes in Nairn, 
and plundered his haill goods. The earl of Murray bdi^ 
in England, his ground was plundered, Kiufterrie and Le- 
then's lands plundered, and diverfe other lands in the 
ccfuntry ; and upon Sunday the i.i th of May he comes to 
El^n, to his fupper. He fends out parties and burns 
Garmouth, pertaining to the laird of Innes, (and plott- 
ders the Friary of Elgin, but being church land would 
not burn the fame,) becaufe his fon gave orders to kill 
James Gordon of Rhyoie } Walter Smith's houfe i Joha 
Milne'» 
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MiIdc's houfc ; Mr Joho Douglas' houfe of Murrteflown, 
Alciuoder Douglas' boi^e, all in Elgin, were burnt, be. • 
caufe Ibme of thcmfelves and fome of their fons were at 
the kUUag of Jaines Gordou forefdd j aad fidike the big- 
^ng of S^nie, peitainingiD heritage to the fnid Alexaader 
Douglas, was burnt, and fiindry other houfes in Elgin, 
through occafloa of this fixe, took fire and was burnr, fic 
as Robert GibfoD, George Donaldfon, and George Su- 
cherlaad's houfes i the houfes pertainiog to Mr John Hay 
aad Mr Gavin Douglas dcaped by compoiltion ; the hi- 
{hops Mill, and MUtown, pertaining to major Sutherlaod's 
^nfe in liferent, was burnt, for being airt and part in the 
iaid James Gordon's death ; the laird of Flufcardlae's 
houfe in Elgin was plundered. 

This done, upon Monday the 12th of May Montrofc, 
directs the baggage, arms, ammuuition, and all the goods 
over Spey to the Bog, and upon Wednefday thereafter 
hlmfelf marches to the laid place, but ftays not therci but 
goea to Birkenbog, a main covenanter, where he and 
some fpcdalls were quartered. The reft of Ws army he 
direfts through the country upon quarters. He fends a 
party, and bums up the town of Cullen, which was plun- 
dered before, and He lands of Frendraught's as were left 
uaburnt u p before, are now burnt up. There was Ibme foU 
diers quartered alfo in BantT. 

Now I<eith of Harthlll came frae the camp to the Gari- 
och with fome foldiers, and hearing that Crai^erar had 
maftcrfully taken George Gordon of Rhynie at his own 
hand, he takes John and Alexander Farquhars, coufuis 
to Cr^gievar, and keeps them fall in Harthlll, while the 
faid George Gordon was fet to liberty. Harthill burns the 
town and lands of Tombeg, occupied by William Forbes, 
but pertaining in heritage to the laird of Moajmuflc, be- 
caufe the faid William Forbes had plundered fome money 
frae his Itrvant, with his baggage horfe } thereafter maas 
and fortifies his own houfe of Harthill, for his defence. 

Ye have before that lieutenant general Baillie was lying 
Id Cromar. The lord Balcarras with his horfe regiment 
came there, with two regiments of red coats ; but for all 
the thundering out of pulpits to gar the country rife with

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Batilie, they ky ftill, and would not rife and follow him. 
In the mean time BaiUie got fare adTerdTemeiit of Hurry'B 
jtTC^t OTcrthrow at Auldeara, and therefore upon Monday 
file ipthof Mayheliftshiscampoutof Cromar, aadwiih 
all hade marches to the wood of Codaracbie, vnchm two 
miles of Strathbog^e. 

As he is lying there, Sir John Hurry comes frae Inver-
